B Epng moued and requeſted of a certayne 


honeſt man, a Pinter of London (Ki⸗ 
charde Jugge) ſtudious in his vocation 
of the commoditie of this our countrey, 
that I woulde take in hande to tranſlatc 


this part of the hyſtozie ofthe Jewes, to thin⸗ 


tent that as there is amonalt vs alredy in our 
natiue tongue, the oziginail begynnyng of that 
nation, & the continuaunce alſo foz a long ſpace, 
in the Byble, and annexed to the ſame : ſo theꝛc 
myght be lpkewyſe an vnderſtandpng and de⸗ 
claration to all men in the Englyſhe tongue, aſ⸗ 
well as in other, of the deſtruction of ſo famous 
a common weale: I both thought it honeſt to 
further ſo good an attempt, pea and almoſt dil= 
honeſt to repulſe his re (opoꝛtunitie and 
lepſure ſeruyng me) conſideryng alio howe ina⸗ 
ny pꝛopheſies there be in the ſcriptures, of thc 
deſtruction not only of the citic Jeruſalem, but 
alſo of the whole countrep, and no ſpeciaitie noꝛ 
— m our tongue of the fulfilling of the 
ame. 

Foz the perfourmaunce whereof, after long 
wapghyng and debatyng of the matter, it was 
thought molt conuenient not to burthen the de⸗ 
ſirous hercof with the pꝛouyding of lo chargea⸗ 
ble a volume as is the great hpltozie of Alauius 
Jolephus, that wit the diſcourſe of the {ame to 
the Romanes, together with many other actes 
of other nations, nothyng at all partepnyng to 
the hyſtozie of the Jcwes : but that we ſhould 


picn;eoully content mens deſires, and ſatiſtie 
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To the Reader. 


our p2efixed ende aboundauntly, with a farre 
moꝛe bꝛiefe, much leſſe coſtly, and as ſufficient 
a commentarie foz our purpoſe, nothyng inkeri⸗ 
our to the other in veritie, yea wzitten by the 
ſame Joſephus, as thc tenoz and contentes of 
doth the bookes do impozt, although He name 
hym ſeife in this Ben Gorton (that is) the 
ſonne of Gorion, and in the other the ſonne of 
Mattathias, which is a thing ſo common in the 
Jewes genealogies, that men nede not ſeke 
karre foꝛʒ the lyke, foz one man to deduct his diſ⸗ 
cent from diuers names of father, ther 
oꝛ great araundfather, of the fathers ſpde oz of 
the mothers ſpde, nowe takyng the name of ths 
next, nowe of the moſte noble of his kynredc. 
But howſoeuer the names be vnlike, the hyſto⸗ 
ries do ſo agree, that they map well be thought 
to be wꝛitten by one man: this vnto his coun⸗ 
treymen the Jewes, oz foz them that deſire no 
moꝛe but a iuſt rehearſall of the thinges concer⸗ 
nyng that only countrey : the sther koꝛ the Ro: 
manes, 02 foz them that deſire to vnderſtande 
of the feates of the Romanes in the time of that 
age, whiche we thought not to be neceſſarie fog 
our purpole. we determined therfoze to take in 
hande this Joſeph,oz rather this his owne epi⸗ 
tome oꝛ bzidegement of his great booke, pet the 
whole hyltozte of the Jewes notwithſtandyng. 
In the tranſlation wherof, what papnes is ta⸗ 
ken, not onip in reſtozpng diuers wozdes that 
were depꝛaued and cozrupted in the latine texte, 
pca and ſome whole members of ſentences lefte 
out, which were expꝛeſſeip in the Hebzue, but 
allo that the Yebzaicali fourmes of ſpeache ſo 
dilcrepant from our phzaſe and accuſtomed ma⸗ 


ner of !peakyng, might be framed vnto our vul⸗ 
gart

gare and kampiper communication, that they 
myght be the better vnderſtanded : J referre it 
vnto the iudgment of them that be expert in the 
tongues, who pf they lyſte to conferre both the 
textes, ſhall euerywhere eſppe a great diſ- 
ſimilitude e the woꝛdes of both, and 

ſometpme kynde whole members of ſentences 
tranſpoſed : pet J truſt they ſhal lykewyſe con⸗ 
feſſe both that J haue not ſwarned any thyng 
from the ſenſe and meanyng of the aucthour, 
Which J moſt attentifely dyd alwayes ponder 
and c as the thyng moſte p2ofitable foꝛ 
our purpoſe, and alſo that it was neceſſary ſo to | 
do, to faſhion it vnto our maner of ſpeakyng. ÞF; 
Foz wherevnto ſerueth it, if it ſhoulde not be _ 


vnderſtanded! Were it not as good to remayne 
ſtyll not vnderſtanded in a ſtraunge tongue, as 
not vnderftanded in our owne, yk ſuch tranſla⸗ 
tions, * koʒ — to be counted one 
tongue, g turne our wo2des onlpe: 
This therefoze was chiefely endeuoured, that 
it myght be framed and come molt nyc vnto our 
vulgare tongue, not to our vulgare woꝛdes on- 
lpe : and pet it ſhoulde not be diſkramed, noꝛ di⸗ 
greſſe from the true meanpng of the Hyſtorio⸗ 


apher. 

Seing then that it maye nowe be read in our 
mother tongue, and vnderſtanded alſo, our hope 
is that our trauaple ſhall not be ioſte, but that 
thou lykewpſe foz thy part (gentle Reader) 
Wpitdi peruſe and reade this hyſtozic, 
woꝛthy of ſo great paynes to be beſtowed vpon 

it, for the pleaſauntneſſe of the matter, and 
alſo fo; the ineſtimable —_ that thou mayeſt 
take thereby.

the ende, and what became at length vpon ſuch 
a people, that he hath hearde ſo muche of, as 
euery man hath read and hearde of the Jewes 
in the Byble and otherwile - beſpdes the delec= 
tation, in percepuyng thynges of lo great anti⸗ 
quitie? Euery man delighteth to behold the pic⸗ 
tures ofauncient perſons. as of Hercules, Hec= 
toz, Julius Ceſar, Arthur, and reuerenceth 
them as though they were halfe Gods : howe 
muche moze pleaſure ſhould it be to beholde the 
liuely images of theyꝛ mpndes, whiche appeare 
in thepz actes and deedes whyle they were here 
in this lyfe, wherby we ſhould learne to knowe 
good from euyll, and by the applying of theyz 
deedes vnto our maners, with conſideryng the 
euent and ſucceſſe they had of thepz actions, 
we may take eyther an example, oz ſome admo⸗ 
nition, oʒ occaſion to amende our lines, wherein 
beſides pleaſur e, is alſo pzofite. As when thou 
ſcclt the Jewes here afflicted with diucrs 
kyndcs of miſerie, becauſe they fell from God: 
then mayeſt thou be admoniſhed hereby, to lee 
the better to thine owne wayes, leſt the like ca - 
lamities light vpon thee, vnleſſe thou be ſo fond 
to thinke God wyll moze ſpare thee, whiche art 
but a wylde Oltue, # but graffed into the ſtocke 
offapth,if thou bzyng eyther naughtie fruite oz 
no kruite, then he did the naturall bzaunches the 
tcwegs, whiche ſpꝛang naturally of the roote it 
elle. Thou ſhalt reade here of terrible and hoz= 
rible cucntes of ſedition and rebellion, yea,there 
was no ſuche crueltie exerciſed vpon them 
theyz externall enemies, as they vſed amon 
them iclucs one vpon another, ſubiectes againſt 
theyꝛ princes, and ſubiectes againſt ſubicctes: 


midmuche that nothyng haſtened theyz deſtruc= 


tion 
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tion fo greatly, as theyꝛ owne doggidneſſe and 
inteſtine Hatred. Be thou warned therefoꝛe by 
theyꝛ harmes, and take heede that thou mayeſt 
auopde the like. Conſider mozeouer and marke 
wel, the Jewes were counted Gods people, the 
Romaneg contrary his enemies: as without 
all doubt, hauing no knowledge of God, and be⸗ 
png idolaters as they wers at that tyme, they 
could not be Gods people: pet foz all this, God 
would they ſhould pzeuaple againſt the Jewes, 
and ſubdue them vnder thepz poke. whereby 
we may learne howe greatly Hod is incenſed 
agaynlt iniquitie, inſomuch that he wyll rather 
bꝛyng in vpon his owne childzen a nation mo2e 
wicked, then to leaue them vnpuniſhed to runne 
fozwarde in theyꝛ wicked race. Suche pꝛofita⸗ 
ble enſamples and leſſons are in this hiſtozie 
without number: whiche if I ſhould reſite all, 
ſhoulde bꝛyng the whole booke into the pꝛe⸗ 
ace. we Wyll therfoze be content wtth theſe 
fewe at this pzeſent, neyther as all, noꝛ as the 
chicke: deſiring and wpſhyng chiefly (good rea- 
der) that thou mapeſt finde out not the chieke 
onlye, but all, and not onlpe finde them out, but 
note them, and imitate them in thy lypuyng 
and oꝛderyng of thy doynges: whiche if 
thou do, then haue we the expected 
ende of our paynes and tra⸗ 
uaple, and thou the pꝛo⸗ 
fite, wherewith 
all parties map iuſtly, oꝛ Will 
gladly be contented and 
ſatiſfied.

Moꝛeouer, 
he ſent by them oblations to our God, 
At that time there were manp that con⸗ 
deſcended to folow the lawes of the Gre- 
ctans, but theſe ſeuentie refuſed. Not 
long after,captapne Selcucus,P tolomees 
companion in office dped, in whole ſtede 


Antiochus raigned in Macedonia, This 


Antiochus makyng warre vpon Ptolo- 


mee, bereft him of al his dominions, and 


flewe him. After that, he ſubdued all the 
lande of Iſcael then vnder the regiment 
of Ptolomee,and wared very pꝛoude. He 


bated Jſrael allo becauſe thei loued Pto- 


lomee, t ayded him in thewarres againſt 
him. This is that Antiochus that buil- 
ded a great citie vpon the ſea coaſt, and 
called it Antiochia, wherein he made a 
golden idoll, commaunding that the chil- 
dzen of Iſrael ſhould be bzought vnto it, 
and wozſhip it. But ſome of them choſe 
rather to ſuffer death foz the religion of 
their God: and lome other fell from the

Polipus hearyng this, gathered his fozcy 
together, and made toward them to de⸗ 
trop them, and what Iſraelite ſotuer he 
founde in his wap, he llewe hym. Mat- 
tathias the pʒieſt and al the remnaunt ot 
Iſrael vnderſtandingthat Polipus came 
agapnſt them; they went vp vpon the 
mount Modit with chair wpues t chpl⸗ 
mem Then? hiinſelfe a his ſonnes

tion. Come downe therefoze, and all 
that be with thee, wozthyppe the image, 
and ſtriue not agapnſt the kyng , that 
pe may line and not be deſtroyed, Thou 
ſhalt be their Pzince alſo, pf thou wylt 
be conkirmable. But the pzieſt in no 
wyſe woulde be ſeduced by hym, but ra- 
ther curſed and reuiled hym, Mattathias 
had an aulter at the foote of the hyll, 
wherevpon when he had offered ſacrifice 
to the moſt bleſſed God, there came one 
ot the wicked Jſraelites out of Pol1pus 
campe,and killed vpon it a ſwyne, This 
villayne was young and luſtic, but the 
pꝛieſt was olde: pet when he ſawe what 
this lewde felowe had done, crping vnto 
his God to helpe hym e ſtrengthen bym, 
be chalenged a cumbate betweene hym- 
ſelfe and the felowe. Mhiche thyng 
beyng lyked both of the felowe, and of 
Polipus with his whole armie : Mat- 
tathias came downe with his dzawen 
ſwo2de in his hand, and the felowe ſtode 
agapnſt hym redie to reteaue hym. But 
the pꝛieſt ruſſhyng vpon hym, by the al⸗ 
ſiſtence of his God, ouercame hym, cut 
of his head, and caſt his carkas vpon the 
aulter ; whereat Polipus and his whole 
W j hoalt 
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hoaſt were much aſtonfed,beholding one 
another. The pꝛieſt ſtode ſtill by the aul⸗ 
ter, crying: whiche of you wyll come to 
me man foꝛ man:? Then Polipus picked 
out a ſtronge champion, the beſt in al his 
armic, and bzought hym out of the ar⸗ 
rapes of his hoaſt, to teache hym his lefs 
ſon, how he ſhould behaue himſelke with 
the pꝛieſt. The pꝛieſt therfoze dꝛewe to⸗ 
warde the campe with his naked ſwoꝛde 
in his hande, as though he came to iopne 
with their champion: but leauing hym, 
he turned his ſwozde vppon Polipus, 
ſtroke of his head, and fled to the hyll. 
Then blowyng thepz hoznes and ma⸗ 
kyng a ſhoute together, they ruſſhed 
downe vpon the Grecians campe. But 
when the Grecians ſawe that thepz 
graunde captapne was ſlapne, they fled, 
Chaſmonanie and his ſonnes with all 
Iſrael folowed the chaſe, ouerthzewe 
them, and made a great laughter, This 
done, Mattathias the pꝛieſt went to Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, puriſied the temple, reſtozed 
the wozſhipping ol God: and commaun⸗ 
ded all that were bozne during the tyme 
of Polipus to be circumcized, foz by the 


meanes ok his inhibition, they were vn⸗ 
eircum⸗ 
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tircumcized. Thus bepng eſtabliſhed, he 


ſate vppon the thzone ofthe kyngdome, 
and dzoue the Grekes out of the lande of 
Iſra el. His kingdome endured one pere, 

hiche was the. cc. xii. pere from the 
building of the ſeconde houſe, After this 
he fell ſicke, and lyke to die, charged his 
ſonnes to kepe the obſcruations of the 
1.o2de, and to walke in his wayes, Allo 
to play the men againſt the Grecians, fo: 
the religion of the Lozde, Then bzought 
he fooꝛth Indis, a tall man and a hardie, 
and placing hym in the ſancuarie, toke 
a hozne of ople, and powzed it vpon his 
head, whereat all the Jſraclites clapped 
thepꝛ handes, and gaue a great ſhonte, 
ſaying : God ſane the kyng, God ſane 
the kung. Boone after, Iudas gathered 
an armie of Iſrael, and made an expedi⸗ 
tion againſt the remnaunt of the Grekes 
that were lefte in the holdes of F(ſrael, 
and whatſocucr he toke in hande, God 
gaue it good ſucceſle. Potwitſtandyng 
Antiochus ſent agaynſt him a puidaunt 
ar mie vnder the leading of one captains 


Pelonius, àgaynſt whom Judas ſo wars 


red, that the Grectans went to wꝛacke, 
fo; he eſpied his tyme when they were 
145 ij deſtitute 
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deſtitute of viauels,and ſpedelp ſet dpon 
them beat them downe handſmoth, and 
app2oched to captapne Pelonius, flewe 
the valiaunteſt about hym,yea,and hym 
alſo, When Antiochus hearde of this, he 
was in a great rage: wherefoze he choſe 
out a moſt valiaunt captayne called Ly- 
11a5,4ſent him agapnſt Pteruſalem with 
a thouſande hozſemen , and footemen 
without number. Iudas haupng knowe- 
ledge therof,commaunded a faſt though 
out all Iſrael foz thzee dapes: after toke 
muſter of all his armie, and made over 
them taptapns of thouſands,hundzedes, 
fifties, and tennes. Theſe ſayde to their 
ſouldiours. V V hoſocuer is afrayde &c. 
here vpon many of the people retur⸗ 
ned home, pet there remapned. vy. M. 
and finc hund2eth, of ſuche courage all, 
that one woulde not haue runne awape 
from an hundzeth. Lyſias deuided his 
hoaſt into thꝛee partes, comittyng them 
bnto thzce captapnes, Nicanor, Bagris, 
and Ptolomee, But aſter the Iſraelites 
had once geuen a great ſhout: the Lozde 
bet downe the Grekes, lo that the Iſra⸗ 
elites deſtroped nyne thouſande hozſe⸗ 


men ok them, & ſpopled the whole hoaſt, 
and 
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and they that remapned alpue, tooke 
them ſelues to flpght . The next daye 
kyng ludas kept his @abboth, toge- 
ther with all Jſrael in the campe , fo2 
the battaple was vppon the ſyrt dape. 
The mozowe after, the Iſraelites re⸗ 
turned to the ſpople of thoſe that were 
kylled, and after to purſue other that 
were not able to reſiſt: but they founde 
none, foz they were fled into Aſtarotli 
Karnaum , Duryng the tyme of theſe 
warres, Antiochus inuaded the lande of 
Perſta, foz they had moued warre a⸗ 
gapnſt hym, and done hym iniurte. 
Wherefoze be fought agapnſt them: 
but hauyng the ouerthzowe at they; 
handes, he retourned to Antiochia with 
great ſhame, where alſo he kounde his 
| armies with another diſhonour and 
fople. Mherewith he was in ſuch a 
rage, that he gathered together all the 
valiaunteſt and beſte] warriours in all 
Grecia:pea, all that were able to beare 
weapon, (wearyng he woulde bzyng 
with hem (uch an armitie, that all the 
grounde about Yieraſalem ſhoulde not 
ſuffice them to ſtande vppon, that he 
would? haus with hem, cuen koz his 
kootemen 
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footemen onlpe. And ſo he ſet fozwarde 
bis hozſcmen, with hozſes and wagons 
laden with all maner of munition foz 
the warres: as bowes, ſhieldes, targets, 
ſwoꝛdes, and ſpeares, bꝛeſtplates, and 
mourens, beſpdes a huge number of 
Elephantes: and ſuche that a doſen vas 
liaunt men myght fight vpon one Ele⸗ 
phant, the Clephantes beyng to them 
as a foꝛtreue. Wut kyng Judas takyng 
heart to him, put his truſt in his God, 
and topned battatie with him. At length 
When he with the power of Jſrael aps 
pꝛoched to the Clephantes, they flewe 
them downe ryght , ſo that the Ele⸗ 
phantes roared, the Hozſes and all the 
beaſtes that dzewe the baggage and fur- 
nitures were very ſoze afrapde. Kyng 
Antiochus alſs bepng mounted vppon 
his mare, and not able to ſit her in her 
flight, was thzowen downe. His ſer⸗ 
nauntes therfo:e finding hym, toke him 
vp, and bare hym a whple vpon thepz 
ſhoulders, and (beyng a cozpulent and 
groſſe man) they were not able to carpe 
him further, but caſt hym downe in the 
wap. The Lode had plaged hym alſo, 
and his whole hoaſt befoze with a dzpe 

(cab, 
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fcab, oz rotten matter, and with other 
moſt hozrible diſeaſes:therfoꝛe as he ſaw 
all theſe thinge s, he confeſſed it to be the 
hande of God, T here vpon he made a 
bowe, that if he eſcaped, he woulde cir- 
tumcile him ſelfe with al his ſouldionrs, 
and wou ld conuert them to the wozthip- 
ping of the God of Jlrael: but god heard 6 | 
hym not. He fled therfoze a foote aſwell Repentaunte 
as he might, and dyed by the way tho- without mer- 
rowe his greeuous and ſoꝛe diſeaſes,and ** | 
Opiter his ſonne raigned in his ſteade. 
Kyng ludas with all Jſracl, returned 
with great toy to the houſe of the Lozde, 
offred ſacrifices : and as they had layed 
wood vppon the aulter, and the ſacrifice 
bppon that, they called vato the Lozde, 
loupngly to accept theyz ſacrifice, and in 
the meane bpace, fyze came fooꝛth of the 
aulter by tue owne accozde, conſumed 
the ſacrifice and the wood, the lyke ne- 
ner chaunced vnto them to this dap. 
This miracle was wꝛought the. rrv. 
dape of the moneth Elul. The Kyng Auguſt. 
made an expedition alſo into Arabia to 
warre vppon the people thereof, and 
made of them a great flaughter,bzonghyt 
them into ſnbtecion , and made = 
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tributaries. In his returne he let vp⸗ 
on a great citie of the Grekes, wan it, 
and raced it, After that he made a roade 
into Grece ten dapes iournep, whereas 
came agapnſt hym with a huge armie, 
the chtefe man in kyng Opiters realme 
next his perſon : but Iudas diſcomfited 
bym and all his people. From thence 
be went to the citie Sipolis, that was 
onder the Romanes, where as came 
foozth to meete hym Godolias with a 
ropall pzelent, infozmpng hym that they 
had euer bozne the Ilraelites good wyll, 
Were their neyghbours, « ſhewed them 
pleaſures. The kyng examined the 
matter, and founde their wozdes true: 
ſo reteaupng their pꝛeſentes, departed 
thence, After this Gorgorius a captayne 
of the Romanes moued warre with 
Judas, but ludas ſtroke a battaple with 
hym, and deſtroyed his whole armie, ſo 
that none eſcaped, Opiter ſonne of An- 
tiochus hearyng what actes Iudas dpd 


in all countreps rounde about: he muſ- 
tred all his people, leuied a puiſſaunte 
armie, wherwith he came and beſieged 
Bethar, Then crped Iudas and all Iſrael 
vnto their God with faſtyng and ſacri- 
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- fices. The nyght after, Iudas deuided 
his men into certapne bandes, com- 
maundyng them to geue the Grecians 


a camiſado, and to enter they2 campe 
whyles it was darke: which they dyd, 
and ſlewe very many of the beſte of the 

Grecians, about a foure thouſande, pꝛe⸗ 
parpng neuertheleſſe foz the fielde as 
gapnlt the moꝛowe: where as allo the 
Iſraelites dpd beat downe many of the 
Grekes. In that battaple was ſlayne 
Eleaſar ſonne of Mattathias, the kynges 
b;other. Foz when he eſpied one with 
a golden ſwozde vpon an Elephant, he 
thought hym to be kyng Opiter, who 
had.rr.Tlephantes in his armie. Ther 
foze he toke heart to hym, t beat downe 
the ſouldiours of the Grekes on both 
ſydes hym, were they neuer ſs ſtrong, 
tyll he came to the Elephant. And be- 
cauſe the Elephant was ſo hye that he 
coulde not reache them that (ate vpon 
hym, he ſhoued his ſwoꝛde into the belly 
of the beaſt to ouerthzowe the kyng, 
whereat the Elephant ſhzonke together 
and fell vpon Eleaſar, that he dyed there: 
Foz whoſe ſake all Iſrael mourned and 

made great lamentation , But Opiter 


hearpng 
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hearpng this, ſtraite wape made ſuite 
to kyng ludas fozpeace , and a league to 
be made betwene them, whiche after 
Iudas had conſented vnto, he returned 
bome into Grece agapne, and by the 
way fell into the handes of his enemies 
that flewe him. After him ſucceded De⸗ 
metrius his enempe, who was the cauſe 
ok his death. There were at that tyme 
certapne eupll diſpoſed perſons of the 
Jewes, that ſerued the king of the Gres 
clans in his warres , namely one Alki- 
mus: who went to the king of the Gre⸗ 
kes at that tyme lping at Antiochia,and 
ſtirred him to moue warre vpon Iſrael, 
and kynge Iudas , By whoſe ſuggeſtion 
Demetrius ſent agapnſt ludas a captayn 
called Nicanor, with a ſtrong army. Ye 
now commpng to Hieruſalem, let Iudas 
bnderitand that he bare him good woll, 
and was deſirous to make peace, è en⸗ 
ter into a league with hym. Therekoze 
as ludas came fozth accompanyed with 
bis bzethzen the ſonnes of Chaſmona- 
nie, Nicanor met him in the way, im⸗ 
bꝛaſed hym , and kiſſed hym: after that 
led hym to his pauillion, and ſette hym 
bpon his ſeate of hononr. Kyng 9 
Allo 
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alſo after he returned fromthe Campe, 
made vnto Nicanor a arcat feaſte, cal- 
Ipng hym and his noble men with him 
into Hierulalem, where they eat and 
dzanke at the kinges table. Kyng ludas 
was pet bumaricd , wherefoge Nicanor 
moued hym to take a wyfe , that hee 
myght haue iſſue, and not loſe his ſuc- 
ceſſion , whoſe counſaple ludas alowed, 
This done, the lewde pickthanke Al- 
kimus declared to kyng Demetrius the 
league that Nicanor hadde made with 
kyng Iudas . Mherat Demetrius beyng 
wzothe, wait vnto Nicanor, that he had 
intelligence of his traitrous pzactiſcs, 
Nicanor was in Hieruſalem when this 
letter was delinered him. When Iudas 
beard of the contentes of the letter , he 
fledde out of Hieruſalem into @amarta, 
where he ſounded a trumpet,and gathe- 
red Jſrael together. Nicanor vpon theſe 
letters, entred into the houſe of the lozde 
to ſecke ludas, but he founde hym not. 
Then he examined the Pꝛieſtes, who 
ſware they knewe not where he was 
become. After he had nowe ſought hym 
in euerpe coꝛner thzoughout Hieruſa- 
lem, and could not fynd hym : in a fume 


he 
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be ſware he woulde beat downe the 
temple: And gatherpng together all his 
boaſt, he made ſpeede agapnſt Iudas. 

When he heard of Nicanors commyng, 
he iſſued out of Damaria to meete hym, 
and after they had ſtroke the battaple, 
Iudas ſlewe of the Grekes to the num⸗ 
ber of. rvitf, thouſands hozſemen, toke 
Nicanor alpue, and was mynded to kyll 
bym. But Nicanor beſought him of par- 
don, alledgyng that the kyng knewe 
well inough, that he beganne not this 
battaple with his good wyll, but leſt he 
ſhould tranſgceTe the commaundement 
of the kyng his maiſter. WMherekoze 
(ſayth he) Ahumblpe beſeche your mas 
ieſtie not to kyll me, and J ſweare vn- 
to pou that J wyll neuer beare armour 
agapnlk you, noz anoy pou in any wyſe. 
Uppon this the kyng made a league 
with hym, and dimilſſed hym. Do he re⸗ 
turned to the kyng his maiſter with 
ſhame inough. After this Demetrius 
dyed, and Lyſia his ſonne raigned in his 
ſteade. Bet the wicked men ceaſſed not, 
but moued agapne kyng Lyſia ta make 
a voyage in his owne perſon with a 
puiſaunt armie agapnſt ludas: but has 


upng 
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onze, tyll he fell downe dead vppon the 
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uyng the ouerthzowe of kyng Iudas, he 


fled vnto Aſdotum tyll he had ſtronglye 


repay;ed agayne his armpe. Then 
came he the ſeconde tyme vpon Iudas, in 
which conflicte the Iſraelites were put 
to flyght.Kyng Iudas notwithſtanding, 
fled nother one waye noz other, but 
called to his men, and exhozted them 
to returne and ſticke by hym, pet they 


woulde not obey hym. So he abyd a⸗ 


lone with his dzawen ſwozde in his 
hande, vnto whom none ok his enemies 
durſt appꝛoche nye, but with charettes 
and hozſemen they enutronned hym, 
and archers ſhot at hym,wounding him 


grounde, and they that were about hym 


were taken alpue. The tyme that he 
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raigned ouer Iſrael was ſire pere.Pany 
of the Crekes captapnes were ſlapne 
alſo in that battaple, and the kyng hym 
ſcife ſo wounded, that he was fapne to 
get bym into his countrep to be cured 


bk his woundes. After he Had recoue- 


red his health, he returned agapne , 
came to Yieruſalem, and to all the ct- 


ties of Iſrael with the power of the 


Grekes, wherwith he ſo afflicted them 
at 
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at that tyme foz the ſpace of koure mo⸗ 
nethes after the death of Iudas , that the 
lyke tribulation was neuer ſcene in Jf- 
rael. In the meane ſeaſon the Jſrae- 
lites reſoꝛted to Ionathas the ſonne of 
Mattathias , and made hym kyng in Ius 
das ſteade, and were ſwozne vnto hym. 

This lonathas foughte diucrs greate 
battailles agapnſt the Grekes, haupng 
the aide of one Sauinus of the kynred of 
king Alexander the fyꝛſt, who had made 
a league with lonathas, t toke his parte 
agapnſt Grecia, waſted and ſpoyled it 
ſoꝛe, tyll at length the kinge of the Gre⸗ 
clans lewe Jonathas by a trapne. Mis 
raigne oncr ⁊ ſrael dured. vi. pere. Then 
was Schimcon his bzother kinge in his 


ſtede. Againſt him Antiochus the ſecond 


kynge of the Crecians came to warre- 
But Schimeon met hym, and layed firſt 
an ambuſhe to entrappe the Grekes, 
and then oꝛzdered his battaples in arape 


his whole hoaſt made a face, fapnynge 
as though they fledde, and retired, tpll 
thep perceaued Antiochus who purſu⸗ 
edthem , to bee within they2 daungcr, 
then the Ambuche bzake fozth vpon the 

Grekes, 
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Grekes, and made a verpe great flanghs 
ter. After this Schimes returned to Pies 


rulalem with great top. Then ſent Pto⸗ 


lomee kynge of Egypt an imbaſſage ta 
Schimeõ king of Iſracl, oſtering him his 
daughter in mariage. To this requeſt 
when kyng Schimeon had conſented, 
Ptolomee came to Hieruſalt᷑, wher was 


made him a great feaſt, , they were ali⸗ 
ed together. WhervponAntiochus king 
ok the Greciãs wait to Ptolomee king of 
Egppt, pꝛiuily to murder Schimeon king 
dl Iſrael, Who Ptolomee durſt not but 
: obcy, foz at that tyme the kynge of E⸗ 
gypt was in ſubiection to the Grekes. 
Therloze when Schimcon came into E⸗ 
gipt to ſe his father in law Ptolomec,he 
was receaued with great feaſtyng: but 
in the ſame he had popſon geuen hym, 
that he died thereof, Beſides this allo, 
his ſonne which came with him, Ptolo⸗ 
mee caſt in pꝛiſon. Theſe thinges iuſtly 
* chaunced vnto Schimcon, foz that he had 


> tranſgreſſed the woꝛde of the Love, 
that fozbad all aliaunce with the Gen⸗ 
tples. The tyme that he raigned ouer 
Ilrael was. xviu.peres. Then lohn his 
lonne raigned in his lleade , who was 
called 
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talled Hircanus in the Greke tongue. 


The ſame Ptolomee kyng of Egypt in⸗ 
uaded Iſrael with all the power that he 
coulde make. But lohn the ſonne of 
Schimeon met hym, and the Lozde o⸗ 
nuerthꝛewe Ptolomee with his whole 
hoaſt, that they were ſlapne of the Jſra- 
elites, and purſued to the citie Dagon, 
about the whiche the Aſraclites made 
trenches, and beſieged it. Powe within 
the towne thep had the mother of kyng 
Hircanus, whom Ptolomee cauſed to be 
ſet vpon the walles, and to be ſcour⸗ 
ged with whyppes in the ſpght of her 
ſonne. When Hircanus ſawe the great 
affliction of his mother, he woulde haue 
rayſed his ſiege, and departed from 
Ptolomee, But his mother called vnto 

hym and ſapde: Hp deare ſonne lohn,re- 
garde not my trouble, fog all chaſte- 
nynges come from GOD. Pzoceade 
mankullp with thy ſiege agapnſte this 
citie, fo2 it is in great diſtreſſe, and re⸗ 
uenge me, thy father and bzother, mur⸗ 
dered by Ptolomee, The kyng folowed | 
ber aduiſe, and manfully raiſed a mount, 
from the which he battered the walles 
with engynes of pꝛon lyke charrettes, 


tell 
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ne, tyll it began to ſhake, Wherefoze many 
in- ol the ſouldiours of the towne fled, and 
be thepꝛ companies began to ſcatter , Pto- 
2 lomee ſepng this, commaunded to af- 
klia his mother pet moze,and to encreaſe 
+ her ſcourgynges, vntyll the entrailcs 
ra- of Hircanus was moued, that he coulde 
on, © abide no longer to ſee his mother ſo cru⸗ 
-4  ellphandeled, but left the ſiege, and let 
Ptolomcee eſcape } who neuertheleſſe 

wy | kylled his mother, and fled into Egypt. 
be © Jn the fourth pere of kyng Hircanus 
* raigne, Pius king ol Grece came and be⸗ 
jer ſieged Yieruſalem with a great power 
and ſtrength, whom Hircanus was not 
able to meete and encounter withall in 
m the fielde, but ſuffered hym ſclfe to be 
to 1 cloſed vp in the citie. The kyng of the 
re⸗ : Grecians therefoze rapſed great towers 
> agaynft the citie apart from the wall, 
* dygged a trenche, and caſt vp a mounte. 
Then planted they theyz engins named 
= Rams agaynft the gates, ſo that the 
= citie was harde beſteged: faz they bette 
-* downe one of the turrettes that ſtoode 
= dpon the wall, whereat ail Jſrael was 
= Afrayde, and agreed together to iſſue 
> outand ſkirmiſhe-with them, whatſo- 
. G 1 euer 
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ener ſhoulde come thereon,lyfe o2 death. 
M hiche although Hircanus ipked not, 


pet they ſo dyd, and flewe many of they 


enemies, put them alſo to flight, that 
they were conſtrapned to encampe them 
ſelues further of from Hieruſalem. The 
the Iſraelites tame to the towers that 
the Grekes had builded, and raſed them 
to the grounde . Thus they iſſued out 
dayly, ſkirmiſhing with Pms, vntyll 
the feaſt of the tabernacles. Then ſent 
kyng Hircanus to Pius, deſpzyng hym 
that he woulde graunt them truice, and 
let them be in peace whyle the feaſt la⸗ 
ſted. His requeſt Pius graunted, and ſent 
a fatte oxe to be offered to the God of 
Iſrael, couerpng his hoznes with bea⸗ 
ten golde, and dzeſſpng hym with fillets 
of Criſtall, and other precious ſtones } 
Clad hym alſo in a garment ok purple, 
and diuers other pꝛecious clothes. Me 
fent moꝛcouer plate both of ſpluer and 
golde, full of diuers kynde of ſpices, all 
to be offered unto the Lozde. When 


kyng Hircanus ſawe this, he went out | 


vnto Pius, andafter he had made peacs 
with hym, he made hym and his chiele 
men of warre a great feaſt, and. gaue 

| him 
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hym a pꝛeſent of thꝛee hundzeth pounds 
waßpght of golde: He went alſo with 
PD us to apde hym agapnſt the kyng of 


Perſta, that at that time rebelled againſt 


him. But he tarped there not long, be⸗ 
cauſe the tyme of 


entecoſte was at 
hande. Mherekoze kyng Hircanus and 
the hoaſt of Jſrael retourned: but Þms 
and his armyc of the Grecians pzocees 
ded. M hom the kyng of the Perſians 
met in the fielde, ſlewe Pius hym ſelke, 
and vanquiſhed the reſidue, that almoſt 
none remapned. Mhereok when ti⸗ 
dynges came to Hircanus, he was verp 
glad, and returned to Hieruſalem with 
peace and iope. After this Hircanus 
made many great battaples with the 
nations about hym, and had euer the 
victo2p, Me alſo came to the mount of 
Gorizim, where he wanne a fozte of 
the Sectaries and Samaritans, and 
raſed downe the temple that the Seca 
ries had there as thepz houſe of Sanc⸗ 
tuary, whiche they buylded by the li⸗ 
cence of Alexander the fpzf,kyng of ths 
Grekes, He that buylded it was Ma- 
naſſe the pꝛieſt, bzother to Schimeon the 
luſt, But Hircanus the bye pzieſt pul- 
C ii les 
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led it dolone. cc, pere after it was bupl⸗ 
ded. From thence he went to the citie 
of Samaria, and beſieged it. This was 
the mother citie of the Samaritans and 
Sectaries, whiche was bzought to ſuche 
diſtreſſe by the long ſiege of Hircanus, 
that they within were kapne to cate the 
carkaſes of dogges. The feaſt of Propi- 
ciation then bepng at hande, Hircanus 
made ſpeede to Hierulalem to execute 
his office in that feaſt (foz he was the hie 
pꝛieſt) appoyntyng foz generalles of his 
armie, Ariſtobulus his eldeſt ſonne, and 
his ſeconde ſonne Antigonus, Jn the 
meane ſeaſon, thep within the towne 
wꝛpt to the kyng of Grete, to come to 
ſuccour them, which he dpd with a great 
power. But theſe two poung men the 
kinges ſonnes went to meete them with 
the ſtrength of the Jſrachites, and gaue 
them the ouerthzowe, kyllpng them vp 
almeſt cuery one to the number of. xxi. 
P. fighting men, and the reft fled, That 
done, the young men returned to the 
ſicge of Samaria, Byng Hircanus theyz 
father had tydynges of the commyng of 
the Crecians agapnſt his ſonnes, ſo that 
he perct aued they ſhoulde haue the Gre⸗ 


ians 
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clans of the one ſpde of them, and the 
Samaritans and Sectaries of the other: 
But he knewe nothyng what was hap- 
pened, foz that victoaie chaunced the. ix. 
dap of Tiſre. His heart therefoze was 
carcfull fo; his ſonnes, and foz Alrael. 
- Notwithſkandpng he p3zoceeded in his 
- office accozdpng as the feaſt required. 
As he entred into the honſe of San cum 
ſanctorum, oz the moſte holpeſt to, offer 
intence, and to call fo; mercpe foz his 
chyldzen and fo2 the armie, he hearde a 
vote ſpeakyng vnto him: Neuer trou⸗ 
ble thy mpnde with thy chyldzen, and 
with the hoaſt of Aſrael, foz peſterday 
the Loꝛde ot his mercy hearde them, and 
accodpng to the greatneſſe of his good⸗ 
neſſe foz thy fathers ſakes. Let thy 
heart therefoze be rpght,and thy handes 
pure. So the kyng gopng out of the 
Sancuarie, declared it to the people. 
Wherevpon the next day he ſent poſte 
to Samaria, and was afuredly certified 
agapne that this was true. UWherefoze 
kyng Hircanus was magnified greatly 
of all Jſrael, fo; they knewe that the 
bleſſed Lo2de accepted bis dopnges, in- 
ſpiring hym with the holy ghoſt, and in- 
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treaſpng his kyngdome and pzieſthood. 
After this he toke his iournep to Sama⸗ 
ria, beſieged it a whole pere, ⁊ at length 
wanne it, flewe all alſo that bare lyfe 
within it. He raſed the walles, the pa⸗ 
laice, and burnt vp the citie. He had 
warres alſo with the Romanes, and 
the Arabians, and God pꝛoſpered al that 


euer he toke in hande. Shoztly after 
God gaue hym reſt and quietneſſe from 


all that dwelt about hym, and from all 
bis enemies, ſo that Aſrael reſted bold⸗ 
lye in peace and tranquillitie al his time, 
On a tyme the kyng made a feaſt to all 
the Sages of Iſrael, that they myght 
make good cheare with hym . And be- 
png pleaſauntly diſpoſed, he ſapd: J am 
pour ſcoler, and whatſoeuer J do, that 
do J by your ancthozitlie , Wherefoze 3 
pꝛap pou if pou ſee any fault in me, oz if 
J do not as becommeth me, tell me of 
it, that J may refourme mpne eupl wap. 
Then cuerp man greatly ertolled and 
commended hym, ſaping: Who is lyke 
vnto thee, our Lozde kyng, ſo wozthye 
of the kyngdome and pꝛieſthood, ſo no⸗ 
table in good wozkes, whoſe wozkes be 


done foz the God of heauen, whiche haſt * 


alſo 
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: alſo done ſo muche good to Jſrael? The 
kyng was verp well pleaſed with they? 
aunſwerc,and reioyſed greatly. et was 
there one amongeſt them an vndiſcrete 
man, called Eleaſar, who ſpake vnad⸗ 
uiſedly to the kyng. And it pleaſe your 
maieſtie, it were ſufficient foz pou to 
baue the crowne of the kyngdome, pe 
* myght leaue ot the crowne of the pꝛieſt⸗ 
hood to the ſeede of Aaron, foꝛaſmuch as 
pour mother was captiue in the mounte 
+ Modiit, Jncontinent the kyng was 
moued and ſoze diſpleaſed agaynſt the 
Bages, whiche certayne of his ſeruaun⸗ 
tes that hated the Sages, and ſmelled 
ſomwhat of ſectes perceyuyng: one of 
them infourmed the kyng, that whatſo- 
euer that vndiſcrete perſon had ſpoken, 
it was not without the aduiſe of the 
Sages. Whervpon the kyng demaun⸗ 
ded of the Bages: What lawe ſhall 
that man haue, that in the deſpite of the 
kyng, ſpeaketh thynges in his repꝛoche⸗ 
Thep made aunſwere, he is wozthy to 
be whypt. Then ſayds one of the Sa⸗ 
ducees, the matter is plapne, that ac- 
cozdpng to the mpndes of the @ages, 
and at they; byddyng , be ag 
2221 ee. 
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thee, and therefo2e they woulde not a⸗ 
warde hym to dye, Whereat the kyng: -* 


helde his peace and gaue ueuer a woade 


to aunſwere., So all the toy was daſhed 


and turned into ſadneſle. The next dap 


at the commaundement of the kyng, 


pꝛotlamations went out to all the cities 
in the kynges dominions, that they 
ſhoulde ſtande to the ozdinaunce of Sa- 
boch and Bithus: and whoſoeuer ſhould 
refuſe to folowe thep2 decrees,0z woulde 
obſerue the traditions of the ages, and 
obey theyz wyll , ſhoulde ſuffer death. 
This was John the hype pꝛieſt, whiche 
had the pꝛieſthood. xl. peres, and in the 
ende became a Saducee. Notwithſtan⸗ 
dyng, the Ilraelites obeped not the 


kynges commaundement, but rather 


paiuilie folowed the o2ders of the &a- 
ges. The kyng hym ſelfe and all his 


ſeruauntes folowed the traditions of | 
the Saducees, makyng tnquifition fo: 


them that ſtacke to the conſtitutions of 
the Dages , and puttyng to death as 
many as he coulde gette knowledge of, 
By this meanes he dzewe muche people 
of Iſrael into this opinion. The tyme 
that Hircanus raigned ouer Iſrael, 

was 
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was. xrxi.pere, and then he died. After 
g vym raigned his ſonne Ariſtobulus, foz 
he had thzee ſonnes, Ariſtobulus, Anti- 
gonus and Alexander, This Alexander 
was hated of his father, and banyſhed 
- put ofhis pꝛeſence. Me went therefoze 
and made warre vppon Tire and Sidon, 
ſubdued them and compelled them to 
bee circumciſed, Ariſtobulus regarded 
not the byghe pꝛieſthood, but ſet lyght 
; = byit, wherfoze he woulde not execute 
| > the office therof, but toke the kingdome 

vpon hym, and ſette the crowne vppon 

his headde: and was called the greate 


* 


kypng. Beſpdes this he banyſhed his 
mother and Alexander her ſonne his 
> younger bzother, and woulde not ſuffer 
= themto dwell in Hieruſalem. But he 
loued his bzother Antigonus , and made 
hum lieuetenaunt gencrall of all his 
> warres , ſettyng hym fozwarde into 
the warres againſt his enemies. Whers 
in the poung man Antigonus had good 
koztune, and pzoſpered in all thynges 
that he toke in hande, and returned ſafe 
to Hieruſalem, where he entred into the 
houſe of the ſanctuarys to pꝛape foz his 
bother the kyng , whiche at that tyme 
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was greuoullpe ſicke: and alſo to ac⸗ 
knowledge befoze the Lozde God, his 
goodneſle and mercy towardes him, in 
that he apded hym agaynſte his ene- 
mies. Then came a certapne wycked 
perſon vnto the king, and inkourmed 
him with this tale. Thy bꝛother (ſayth 
he) returning fcom the warres, inquired 
ok thy health, and when it was tolde 
him thou walk ficke, he ſapde: J wyll go 
to him to dape, and rid hym out of the 
wozlde. When the kyng hearde this, be 
was wzothe towarde the ages, com⸗ 
maunded his bzother to be appzehonded 
and caried to the palaice of Starton, 
there to be kept in pꝛilon, tyll he hadde 
made further inquiſition of his cauſs. 
In the meane ſpace the Nucene the 
kynges wpfe, commaunded hym to bee 
put to death there , without knowledge 
of the kynges mpnde « But when the 
kyng hearde that his bzother was kyl- 
led, he cryed mainelpe out and wepte, 
ſmytyng his bzeſt in ſuche a ſazte with 
his hande, that he ſowned , and muche 
blood iſſued out of his mouth. He raig- 
ned ouer Alrael two pere. After hym his 
bother Alexander raigned , who 5 
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alſo called kyng Ianai, beyng bzought 
out of pziſon where his bzother had put 
him, and made kyng of Jſrael. He was 
a myghty man, and valeaunt in all his 
warres agapnſte his enemies, pꝛeuap⸗ 
ling againſt them. Me had warres with 
the Philiſtines, namely Azam and A\- 
calon , whom he put to the wozſe, and 
onercame them. This man refuſed 
not the pziefthood, but was hye pꝛieſt. 
It chaunced on a tyme, when he ſtoode 
at the aulter to offer ſacrifice; one of 
the Sages caſt a Ceder tree vpon hym, 
wherat he lyft vp his ryght hand vpon 
the aulter,crying : geue me mp lwoꝛde. 
Then the Sages kneled downe befo2e 
him, and ſware they dyd it not of anye 
contempt,but rather (ſay they) that we 
thus ſpoztyng befoze the Lozde, woulde 
be meerp vpon the hye ſolempne dape. 
But the kinges ſeruauntes aunſwered 
roughly agapne, ſaping: Although ye 
plape and retoyce , pet it is not the ma⸗ 
ner of the countrye , to vſe any ſuch dil⸗ 
ſpitetull cuſtome with the kyng. The 
contention wared hot amongſte them, 
tyllatlength the Sages ſpake euyll of 
the kyng , caſtyng in his teeth _ be 
| as 
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was an vnhallowed and ſuſpended per- 
ſon , and that his graundmother on the 
fathers ide was a captiue in the mount 
Modut,whereby her ſeede was ſteaned. 
The kyng was ſoze moued at that, in 
ſo much that he commaunded all the 
Sages to be llapne. Therefoze , where- 
ſoeuer they founde them, in the ſanctu- 
arpe oz in the ſtretes of Hieruſalem, thep 
kylled them fozthwith. Then the kyng 
commaunded that euerp man ſhoulde 
obep the gouernaunce and traditions 
of the @aducees. So in thoſe dapes had 
the Sages great tribulation : ſome fell 
vpon the ſwozde , ſome fledde awaye, 
and ſome taryed at home with diſhonoz 
and ſhame, After theſe matters, the 
kyng made an erpedition into Arabia, 
entred the countrepe as karre as the 
rocke of the wplderneſſe agapnſt Har- 
tam kyng of Arabia, and ſubdued his 
lande. After that, he warred vpon 
Medaba, and the whole lande of Moab, 
vanquichyng them and bzingyng them 
bnder tribute: and ſo retourned with 
honour to Hieruſalem. Mhen he had af- 
ter this well bethought hym of his do- 
inges, it repented him of his eupl ways: 
Whertoze 
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wherkoze he altered his mynde and be⸗ 
gan to make muche of the ages, ſub⸗ 

mitted hym to thep2 ozdinaunce , and 
efemed theyz traditions. There were 
alſo at that tyme a kynde of ſecte that 
were called x Phariſees, of whom ſuch 
as hadde eſcaped , the kyng ſente to call 


Theſe J 
take to be 


them home againe,and when they were the ſeme 


tome into his pꝛeſence, he ſpake vnto 
them comfoztable wozdes, laping: Py v 
bzethzen, pe ſhall vnderſtand, that the 
thyng that is once done and paſte , muſt 


nedes be termed as it is, and can not be 


reuoked. And trueth it is, you can not 
: ercuſe the repꝛoche that ye dyd me, noz 
d can not call agapne the blood that 
haue ſhed. Notwitſtandyng J confefle 
mp fault vnto pou, and haue chaunged 
mp indignation to loue: p;aping you to 
put out ok pour heart all rancour and 


malice, lape awape alſo your mournyng 
and ſozowkulneſſe of pour myndes, re⸗ 


lioyſypng in your reconciliation and atto- 
- nement with me, and be of good chere. 
But they made him aunſwere. We will 
not lape away dur hatred and enmttte, 
foz thou ſpeakeſt but diſceitfullye , and 


we ſpeake that is trueth. Furthermoze, 
thon 


that he cal⸗ 
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thou haſt kylled our chiefe men and el? 
ders ,neyther haſt thou onelye done vs 
this iniury but as Hircanus thy father 
began this miſchiefe, ſo thou haſt hol- 
den on and continued it. Uherfoze, 
this hatred betwene thee and vs hath 
taken ſome roote, nepther can we leaue 
our loꝛow and mournyng tyl thou dye, 
and God take vengeaunce vppon these 
fo2 our lakes. Then ſhall we retoyce, * 
when we ſe& vengeaunce. So they de- 
parted from his pzeſence , nepther dy d 
the kyng gene them any aunſwere at 
all, But when they perceaned the kyng 
to be incenſed agaynſt them, and bß 
that meanes the matter myght redound 
to thep2 owne harme , aſter conſultatt- 
on had, they went to the kyng of Grece 
whoſe name was Demetrius, ſhewed 
bym what Hircanus and Alexander 
his ſonne had done vnto the Phariſees, ' 
and all the Iſraelites that bare them 
good wyll, and folovied thepz traditi⸗ 
ons: and howe they alſo hated Alexan- 
der foz the milchiet᷑ that he hath wzought 
them. So that pf anye man woulde 
come and reuenge the malice of Alex- 
ander, they woulde be ready to ayde | 


hem. 
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and aſſembling together all his people 
© to the number ol. rl. thouſand hoz\men, 
and lootemen without number: He toke 
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Demetrius folowed thepꝛ adnice, 


his iournep, and encamped agapnſt Si- 


chem. Then kyng Alexander waged 
vi. thouſand hoz\men to apde him. But 
the kyng ofthe Grecians wait pꝛiuilpe 
to the auncients of the @ectaries , that 
they ſhould not ayde Alexander, To the 
ſouldiours alſo that Alexander had hy⸗ 
red he ſent rewardes, gold and ſylucr, 
that they returned home to thep2 coun⸗ 
trpe, and apded not Alexander. Wher- 
: bpon he was not able to withſtande Des 
metrius. Wherfoze hearpng that Deme- 
trius was remoued from Sichem toward 
Hieruſalem, entendyng to take hym in 
te citie: he fledde by nyght with a fewe 
pk his men to the mountapnes, and lur⸗ 
ked thers. When the men of Iſrael that 
were in Iudea heard that the kyng was 
led out ot Hieruſalem, and that the citie 
was in haſard to come into the handes 


of the Grecians: they gathered them 


| felnes together, and ſtode foz their lpucs, 
ds though all had ben one man, to the 
number ot. x, thouſand , and ſette vpon 


Deme ; 
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Demetrius Campe, kylled all his beſt 
men of warre , and ſpopled his whole 
boaſt,that he fled from them, 4 returned 
home into his country with ſhame and 


dome, but the Phariſees fled to Betſ he- 
mes, foztifping them ſclues agapnſt the 


king: who haupng intelligence therol, 
gathered an armpe, and went agapnſte 
them, wan the citie, and toke. viii. C. 
of the chiefeſt Phariſees , bounde them 
in chapnes, and bꝛought them to Pieru- 
ſalem. Then banqueted he all his ſer- 


uauntes vpon the rote of his palaice in 
a verpe hye place, where his learned 
pearcs dyd eate t dzinke , vntyll he and 


they were dꝛonk. And in his mery mode 
he commaunded thoſe. viii. C. Phariſees 
pꝛiſoners to be bzought fozth t to be han? 
ged euery man of them vppon gallowes 

befoze him, at which ſyght he dzonk and 
laughed hartyly. After this, he fell ſicke 
the. xxilii.pere of his raigne of a greuous |

vere:pet foz all this de ſhzonke not ,noz | 
letted to go to the warre, to encounter ? 


fight with his enemies, what nation ſo 
euer

diſhonour. This done, the kyng teoke | 
heart vnto him, returned to his kyng⸗ 
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| euer they were of rounde abont hym, as 
though he had ben a whole man. In the 
-- xrrvii. pere ot his raigne, which was the 
thirde of his ſicknes, he made an erpedi- 
tion into the lande ot Moab, agapnſt a 
tertapne citie called Ragaba, 10 get it by 
foꝛce. At whiche tyme he was very ſicke 
and weake: wherfoze his wpfe Alexan- n honeſt 
dra the Queene went with him, fearing wyfe. 
lleaſt he ſhoulde dye by the way. And as 
he encamped him ſelfe agaynſt the citie, 
= and vrged it ſoze with aſlaultes, his ſick⸗ 
nelle encreaſed vpon hym moze 4 moze. 
Mherekoꝛe his wife perceyuyng that he 
was lpke to dye, wepte bitterly befoze 
hym, and ſapde: To whom ſhall J be ſo 
bold as to ſhewe my face when thou art 
= once dead, ſepng thou haſt wꝛought ſuch 
miſchiefe agaynſt the Phariſees, whom 
all the lande fanoureth, and folowpng 
they; traditions, obep their inſtituttons⸗ 
If they ſhalbe diſpoſed to wieke them 
ſelues vpon me and thy poung childꝛen, 
they ſhall haue apde of all that dwell in 
the land. The king aunſwcred. Weepe 
not,noz ſhewe any reſemblaunce of pen⸗ 
ſifneſſe : J wyll tell thee what thou thalt 
do, and if thou wylt folowe my coun- 
Di cell, 
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tell, thou ſhalt pꝛoſper and raigne, thon 5 
and thy chtldzen as thou wouldeſt deſire. 
Be it that F dye, there is no man in the 
wozlde nede knowe thereof, Tell thou 7 


euerp man thercfoze that aſke foz me, 


that J am ſicke, and wyll not that any 


man ſhall come at me, Jn the meane 
whple anopnt « ſeaſon me with balmes, 
fight with a courage agapnft this citie, 


tyll thou winne it, and then returne to 
Picruſalem with iop: and beware thou 
put on no mourning apparel,noz weepe, 
but bzing me into Yieruſalem, and lay 
me bpon a bed like a ſicke man, and alter 
call together the chiefe of the Phariſees, 
bꝛyng them where J am, and ſpeake vn⸗ 
to them gentylly in this ſoꝛt. Alexander 
hath ben euer your enempe, J knowe 
it very well: wherefoze take hym if pe 
lit, and caſt hym into the kyze, oz to the 
dogges, oz bury hym, it ſhall be at pour 
chopſe. J knowe well they are pitifull 
men, and ſo full of mercy, that they wyll 
burpe me honozably, and ſhall appopnt 
ſome one of my ſonnes whom they lyke © 
beſt, to be kyng.

= gether therefoze, and came to Ariſtobu- 
lus theliefetenaunt of the warres , and 
with hym they came to the QAueene, ſap⸗ 
ing vnto her: Thou knoweſt the en⸗ 
= mitte that is betwene vs and the Phari⸗ 

ſees, whiche hate thy huſbande and fa- 
ther in lawe, yea,and thy chyldzen alſo, 
=> We were his men of warre that went 
= with hym in all his affayzes, and ayded 
hom: nowe thou haſt genen vs into 
theyꝛ handes to be murthered and bani- 
ſhed out of the lande. What wyll Har- 
tam kyng of Arabia do, when he heareth 
this, that we ſhall fozſake thee 2 He will 
come and renenge hym of all the bat- 
taple that thy huſbande fought agaynft 
hym, Pea, the Phariſees wyll take his 
part, and delpuer thee and thy chyldzen 
into his handes, that there chall not be 
lefte vnto Hircanus the kyng and his 
ſonne Alexander thy huſbande, any 


= name oz remnaunt at all. The QAueene 


gaue them no woꝛde to aunſwere,wher- 
at Ariſtobulus was angrye, and letted 
not to vtter it to his mothers kace: but 
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ſhe woulde not heare hym. Wherefoze | 
Ariſtobulus councelled the Sectaries to 
go they; wayes, and depart out of Hie 2 
raſalem,to choſe them cities in the land 
of Iuda, where they myght dwell with 7 
theyz honour : and not to ſuffer them 
ſelues to be llapne vnder the Phariſees 


bandes, Wherfoze departing from hie | 
raſalem,they dwelt in the cities of luda. 


Not long after this, it foztuned the 
Nueene fell ſoze ſicke, that ſhe waslyke * 
to dye: Whereof when Ariſtobulus 7 


beard, he feared let thePhariſces would 
make his bzother Hircanus kyng, and 


at length appzehende hym: wherefozs |: 


he fled away by night to the cities of the 


Saducees, to be they? head, and make 
warre vpon his bꝛother if he would pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to raigne. Me came therefoze to 
the pzince of the Saducees called Ga- 
luſtius, who was a good man of warre. 
And after he had gathered a ſtrong ar⸗ 
mye of the Saducees, his mother the 
Queene ſent vnto hym, that he ſhoulde | 
returne vnto her, whiche he woulde not | 
do: but rather went to warre vpon the 
nations that dwelt about hym, where 
he wanne.rr.cities,and gate hom great 
renownis 
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7 renowme therby. Nowe as the Nucene 
bis mother wared ſicker and ſicker: the 


= chiefe Phariſees came vnto her, with 


5 ber ſonne Hircanus, wepyng befozc her, 


= andſaying, howe they were afrayde of 


ber ſonne Ariſtobulus, who it he ſhoulde 
tome into Hieruſalem and take it, he 
woulde deliuer them vp into the handes 
= ofthe Saducees, Unto whom ſhe aun⸗ 
= ſwered: Jamasyou ſee at the poynt 
ok death, not able to talke muche with 
= you: there is here in my houſe great 
= treaſure that my buſbande and my ka⸗ 
= thergathered,and their parentes kinges 
= of the poſteritie of Chaſmonani: take 
= that vnto pou, and make my ſonne Hir- 
canus kyng ouer you . It Ariſtobulus 
wyll perturbe hym and make warre as 
gainſt him, ye may wage men of warre 
therwith,and ſuccour him as you thinke 
good. And euen with this ſhe. fapnted 
and dyed, and was burped amongeſt her 
people, after ſhe had raigned nyne 
pere oner Iſrael. The Phariſecs there- 
foze and Pzieſtes with all the inhabi⸗ 
tauntes of Hieruſalem, made Hircanus, 
her ſonne kyng in her ſteade. Ariſto- 
bulus hearynx tydynges of theſe 
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thynges, aſſembled his armie, and came 
towarde Hieruſalem, to fight againſt his 


bzother . But Hircanus mette hym, and 


encountred with hym nye vnto Joz- 
dane Jericho. The Saducees of Ariſto. 


bulus hoaſt were good men of warre, 


and to ſtrong foz the Phariſees, Whers * 
foze Hircanus and the Phariſees had the 


ducces handes, who with this vigozie 
pꝛoceeded foozth to Hieruſalem, beſieged 
it,x bꝛought it to great diſtreſſe. Mhere⸗ 
foze the pꝛieſtes and the auncient of the 
people conſulted together, ⁊ came foozth * 
to Ariſtobulus, fell pꝛoſtrate vpon the 
carth afoze hym,and beſought hym that 
he woulde not ſcatter abzode the inheri⸗ 
taunce 7 the Lo2de. He condeſcended | 


vnto thepz deſires, vpon theſe conditt- 
ons: that he ſhoulde enter into Hieruſa⸗ 
lem with them and be kyng, and his 
bzother Hircanus ſhoulde be the hype 
pꝛieſt. TUhervnto they agreed. Then 
as Ariſtobulus entted into Hieruſalem, | 
his bꝛother came out of the ſanuuarie 
to meete hym, and with embzacinges he 
kyfed hym. So Ariſtobulus was kyng, 
and Hircanus executed the office of the 
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= bye Pꝛieſt. The Loꝛde alſo gaue Jſrael 


reſt and peace foꝛ a whyle. But after- 


warde the Lo2de ſent an cuyll ſpirite a⸗ 
= mongſlt them, wbiche was the cauſe of 
= tranſlatyng the kingdom from the ſtock 
ol Chaſmonani, and of the deſtruction of 
his poſteritie, fo2 the ſinne of Hirca- 
nusthe great, and the ſinne of Alexan⸗ 
der his ſonne, in that they ſhed ſo muche 
innocent blood, and dzue Iſrael from 


thobedience of the Pꝛophetes, vnto the 
lies 4 trifles of the Saducees. Foz thus 


it chaũced. The Saducees bet into Ari- 
ſtobulus head, that as long as his bꝛo⸗ 
* king- 


ther Hircanus lyued, he no 
dome could neuer be ſtabliſhed. Where 


vpon Ariſtobulus deniſed how to make 


away Hircanus, Which thing a certaine 
man called Antipater was a ware of, a 
man of molt power in all Jſracl , and 


therto alſo a wiſe, expert, and learned 


in all wiſdome, both in the lawes, and 


in the knowledge of the Greke, iult of 


his wozde , and pzudent in any ſtraunge 


oz newe matters chaunced, His oflpzing 


was not out of the childzen of Jſrael,but 


| ofthole Romanes whiche chaunced to 
be vanquiſhed,and became ſubiect vnder 
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the dominſon of the Ilraelites, being but 
ſtraungers, and ok no noble houſe in Jl⸗ 
delt. the nert Paſilus, the thyzd Herode, 
and the. iii. Pheroras . Theſe had alſo a 
ſiſter called Salumith. Antipater fauou⸗ 
red Hircanus fo intirelp foz his iuſtice 
E vpzightnes ſake , that he opened vnto 
him his bzother Ariſtobulus and the Ha⸗ 
duces intent, geuing him counſel to fler 
to Hartam king of Arabia: but Antipa- 
ter himſelfe went befoze to bzeake the 
matter to Hartam , of whoſe commyng 
Hartam was very glad. Then Antipa- 
ter declared to him how Hircanus kyng 
of 


Af thou wilt helpe him ( ſaith he) and let 
him haue ſpeedy apde, thou ſhalt eaſily 
ſet Ariſtobulus beſides the kingdome, 
fo; all Jſrael is inclined to Hircanus, and 


fanour not Ariſtobulus . Hartam aun 


ſwered : J am afcaide of the Jewes and 
their wilines. Alexander his father put 
me thzile to the fople in battaile by his 
ſubtiltie, and toke my dominions krom 
me. Then Antipater ſware vnto hym: 
He ſhalbe (ſapth he) thy true and truſly 

rende, 
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Hieruſalem was in mind to flee vnto |: 
bim, becauſe of Ariſtobulus his bzother, | 
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frende ,to do whatſoener thy heart deſt- 
reth. Thus Hartam was perſwaded, and 
they made a league together. Then 
Antipater returnyng to Yieruſalem, 
cauſed Hircanus to flee in the nyght, 
and they both went together to the 
kyng of Arabia, who muche reiopſed 
at Hircanus commyng , and receaued 
hym honozably, When they came toge⸗ 
ther to entreat of the league, Hartam 
demaunded reſtitution of ſuche cities 
as Hircanus father hadde taken from, 
> bym: to whom Hircanus conſented in 
all thynges. Wherefoze Hartam rayſed 
all the people of Arabia, and led them 
to Hieruſalem to warre vppon it. To 
Hircanus alſo came all the men of Iuda 
| (ane onely they that dwell at Hicruſa- 
lem: So betwirt them they beſct the ci- 

tie rounde about. It foztuned that in 
| the ſolemnitie of the Palſſcoucr , they 
coulde not haue thepz ſeruice of the ſo⸗ 
lemnitie in the holpe placs , becauſe of 
the warres. Wherupon a certapne iuſt 
t perfect man of the towne called Hony- 


of Hircanus and Antipater his counſe- 


ler , + beſought them with much payer 


auriga, bzake out pꝛiuily into the camp Ong 


uaple againlt the other,ſeyng they al be 
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Thou art a iuſte man, and often when 


thou halt pꝛaped, the Lo2de hath heard 
thee: pzap nowe therfoze vnto thy Lozde 
God, to deliuer Ariſtobulus into our 
handes, and that Jſrael may baue reſt. 
Honyauriga aunſwered. Am Ja God, oo 
able to remoue battailes that be ſtirred * 
vp foz many mennes iniquities: Thus 


when he ſeemed to bee vnwpllpng to 
pꝛap, Hircanus men compelled him, dza- 
wynx their ſwozdes, and ſaying ; It 
thou wylt not p2ay,thou ſhalt dye foz it. 
Therekoze as he ſawe his lyfe in ico- 
pardie, he cryed vnto the Lode, O 
Lode cuerlaſtyng, which haſt choſen 
thy people Jſcael out of all people, and 
haſt ſet thy name in this houſe : may it 
pleaſe thy maieſtie to plant among the 
chyldꝛen of Ifrael frendſhyppe and bꝛo⸗ 
therhood, take away from among them 
this hatred which is ryſen of nothyng, 
and let not the one of theſe factions pꝛe⸗ 


thy 


and teares , that they woulde graunt a 
truce vnto Hicruſalem while the feaſt * 
of ſweete bꝛead laſted, that they might 
execute the ſeruice of ſolemnitie in the 
holy place. Tho whom Hircanus ſayde, 
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thy ſeruauntes , and chpldzen of thy co⸗ 
uenaunt. When the ſeruauntes of Hir- 
canus heard him ſay ſo, they ranne vpon 
him with their ſwo2des, and killed him. 
But God deferred not his vengeaunce 
fioꝛ he ſtrake the hoaſt alwell or the Ara- 
bians, as of Hircanus, with a greenous 
= peſtilence. At the ſame tyme came from 
Rome a famous captayne called Pom- Pgpeiug, 
peius , to warre agaynſt the countrey of 
Armenia. This Pompeius ſent one of 
bis chiefe men to Damaſco,of whom as 
2 Ariſtobulus (thus beſicged) had hearde, 
= that an armpe of the Romapnes was 
tome into Damaſco: he ſent him a pꝛe⸗ 
= (cnt ok. iii. C. pounde weight of golde, 
deſtring him to reme ue the armye of the 
In thoſe dapes all the wozlde obcyed 
the Romaynes. That captayne ther foꝛe 
= wzpt vnto Hartam kyng of Arabia in 
this wpſe : Depart from Hieruſalem, yf 
not, thou ſhalt vnderſtande thou haſte 
* bzoken thy league with the Senate of 
Rome, and the hole armye of the Ro- 
mancs ſhall ſhoztly inuade thy lande. 
Hartam vppon the ſpght of this letter 
_ bis ſiege, and departed from Bie - 
rulalem. 
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rufalem , Hircanus alſo and Antipater 


departed with ſhame and repꝛoche. Ari⸗- 


ſtobulus vppon that gathered a power 


and purſued after them, gaue the Ara - 
bians and Iſraelites that tooke Hirca- 
nus part a great onerthzow,and after re- } 


tourned to Hieruſalem with much iope. 
Shoztlye after, Pompeius came to Da- 


maſco, where Ariſtobulus pzeſentcd him 


with a vine of golde, merueplons artiff- 


cially wzought. The rootes of the vine, 
leaues,clufters,+ grapes that were vpon 
it were pure gold, the weight therof was 
v. C. pound. Pompeius was very glad 
therof, and ſent it to Rome to the Con ⸗ 


(ul. And the whole bench of the Senate 7. 


which was of the number ol. iii. C. xx.ſe⸗ 
natozs , wondered at the cunnyng and 
wyt of him that made it: and with great 
iope they bare it into the temple of they; 
gods, placyng it in the pꝛeſence ok that 
great 3 doll lupiter , ſo called after the 
name of the planet lupiter . Pompeius 
wzpt hys letters to Ariſtobulus, with 
great thankes 4 commendation foz the 
ſame, alluring him how both he and the 
whole Senate fauoured him, and that he 
ſhuld haue a fred of him to ſpeake in — 

caule 
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| cauſe as long as he liued. Hircanus hea⸗ 
ring ok this, was cleane daſhed & in dif- 


paire. But Antipater thfozted him, ſay⸗ 
ing : let not the frenſhip that is betwirt 
Pompeius E thy bzother diſmaye thee: A 
wil go to him and make him thy frend, 
Upd that he went to Põpeius 4 perſwa⸗ 
ded his mind to hate Ariſtobulus 4 to fa- 
nour Hircanus, infozming him thus. It 
thou(ſatth he) defend Hircanus,al Iſrael 
wil be content to be vnder thy pzotectt6, 
= oz they loue him enery man:Butifthou 
2 defend Ariſtobulus, the people will not 
2 obcy thee,foz they hate hym. Pompeius 
charged him that no ma ſhould be made 
pziup of theyz communication. Foz J 
(quoth he) wyll ſende fog Ariſtobulusto 
come vnto me to Damaſco, t then wil A 
cauſe to lay handes of him, t deliuer him 
bound to his bꝛother, xeſtoꝛyng the king- 
dom to him, Ariſtobulus vpon the ſight 
of Pompeius letters, reſozted vnto hym. 
Hircanus alſo came from the rocke of 
the wplderneſſe , And as they appeared 
together befoze Pompeius, Antipater 
deſpzed hym, that he woulde do ſu⸗ 
ſlice betwirt Hircanus the kyng, and 
Ariſtobulus hys bzother , that rebcl- 
led 
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led agapnſt hym , and toke his kyng⸗ 
dome from him without cauſe. Whoſe 
ſapinges a thouſand of the elders of J(- 
rael ſtode vp and witneſſed to be true. 
Ariſtobulus made aunſwere . J neuer 
ſtroue with him foꝛ the kingdom, vntyll | 
ſuch tyme as IJ ſawe all theſe that made 
Hircanus king, to run in great obloqui, 
and to ſuſtapne much rep;oche becauſe 
he was ſo feeble a perſo and of no great 
wyt,noz fozced much of the kyngdome:; * 
pra, till al nations that were about him, 
whole dominions our pꝛogenitozs con 
quered, began nowe to dilpple hym , to 
paſſe litle foz offendyng hym, to denye 
him tribute fo2 his fimplicitie and mo⸗ 
piſhnes, with lacke of courage. When 
Ariſtobulus had ſapde, there ſtode vp a 
great multitude of goodlp and beauti⸗ 
full young men, apparapled in cloth ok 
Hiacinth and purple , with mightie tar⸗ 
gettes vpon them, and other oznamen- | 
tes of gold, chꝛiſtall, and pꝛecious ſtones: 
affirming with one accozde that Ariſto- 
bulus ſapde the truth, namely that Hir- 
canus fozcev not of the kyngdome , At 
whom Pompcius maruepled , ſaying: 
Pappp is this people haupng lo many 
Yr banſome 
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hanſome men, true in thepz woꝛdes, and 
wyle: Yappy alſo were the Senate of 
Nome, ik thep coulde bꝛyng to paſſe, that 
this great nation myght be vnder thepz 
= gouernaunce, So he toke his iournep 
to Hieruſalem with Hircanus and Aris 
ſttobulus. But after Ariſtobulus pertea⸗ 
uůed that Pompeius ſtoode not to the pꝛo⸗ 
miſe he made hym at the begynnyng foz 
the vine, he ſet lyght by hym, and fled 
from him to Alexandria in Egypt, whp⸗ 
„ ther Pompeius folowed with his hoaſt, 
and beſieged Alexandria. From thence 
o * Ariſtobulus fled agapne to Mieruſalem, 
e and Pompeius purſued hym alſo thy- 
ther, wzytyng to Ariſtobulus a letter of 
n 2 truce and pardon. So Ariſtobulus tame . 
a > foozth-to hym, and Pompeius dyd hym | 
at that tyme no harme, but demaunved 
of to be geuen vnto hym all the veſſels of 
the houſe ofthe Lozde,whiche Ariſtobu- 
w Þ lasrefaſyngto do, Pompeius in a rage, 
s; | canſed to laye hym faſt in bearye iron .

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But muche people miſliked that, ſo that : 


that ſyde pꝛeuapled, that woulde pelde. 


Wherfoze Pom peius entred the towne, ; 


and the houſe of the ſanctuarie, kylled 
muche people of the pzieſtes,and the peo- 


ple of the lande made Hircanus kyng of 
Iſrael the ſeconde tyme, and Antipater 
his counceler, Poꝛeouer, he ſet one Secu- 
rusa Romane in the countrep, to receaue 
the tribute, and departed, leadyng Ari-⸗ 


ſtobulus with him bounde in irons. And | 


becauſe he toke his tourney toward Aras | 


bia, Hircanus and Antipater went with 


him to conduct hym , Ariſtobulus. thus 
being pꝛiſoner, and his two ſonnes with * 
him, it foztuued that one ot them called. 
Alexander, eſcaped; And hauing intelli⸗ 


gence that Hircanus and his conncellour 
were gone out of Mieruſalem, he came 
thyther and rebelled agapnſt Hircanus, 
made vp the bzeaches of the wall that 


Pompeius 
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Pompeius had battered: pea, the Iſrae⸗ 
lites — vnto him, c made him king 
in Hircanus place. Whervpon he gathe⸗ 
red an army, and went foozth to meete 
' 4 with Hircanus as he came homewarde 
from Pompeius, where he gaue Hircanus 
the ouerthꝛowe, and Securus the reteauer 
= ofthe tribute, fled and eſcaped. Then 
Alexander returned to Hieruſalẽ, from 
= whence ſhoztly-after, Gabinius a Ro- 
mane with a ſtrong armie, cõpelled him 
to flee to Alexandria. And beyng in the 
ſame place beſieged alſo of Gabinms, his 
mother Ariſtobulus wife, went fooꝛth to 
Gabinius weping, and beſought him that 
he would not deſtroy her ſonne,foz whoſe 
lake he did Alexander no harme. Gabi- 
nius therfoꝛe hauing gottẽ al the land of 
Iudea, made Hircanus king of Hierulalt 
nowe the thirde time: who ſet Romane 
captaines erulers in Iericho, and in Ze- 
phori, and thozowe al the land of Jſracl, 
It foztuned after this, that Ariſtobulus 
gat out of pzyſon at Rome, 4 came into 
Ilrael: to who on eucry ſide reſoꝛted mẽ 
inſach ſozt;that he had a puiſſaunt hoaſt 
of Iſrael. Mhereot when he had taken 
_—_ he choſe out, vitj. P. of the bell, 
Ey and 
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and with them went againſt Gabinius, 
where was a ſoze battayle fought be⸗ 
tweene them, tyll the beſt of Ariſtobulus 
men were ſlapne, and onlye one.. let, 
wherewith he fled to the mountapnes. 


But the Romanes folowed the chaſe, 


and ſlewe them enery man. Pet Ariſto- 
bulus would not yelde,but fought alone, 


although bis helmet was bzoken, tyll be 


had diuers ſoze woundes in his head: 
and then fell he to the grounde, and the 
Romanes toke hym pet altue, bzought * 


hym to Gabinius, who comfozted hm: 
commaundypng his ſurgeons to heale 


hym, and after ſent hym to the Conſull | 
and Senate of Rome, where he was put 
in pꝛyſon pet once agapne. After this, 
the Senate takyng pitie of Ariſtobulus | 
wyke, whiche was repozted to be a very * 
wyſe woman: releaſſed her two ſonnes 
out of pꝛyſon, and ſet them at libertte, 
Alexander the one of thoſe, coulde not 
be content, but rebelled once agapne a- 
gapuſt Hircanus and the Romanes go- 
uernours. Foz he gathered together 
muche people of Iſrael, encountred 
with one of the Romane gouernours 
that Gabinus had appoynted,and gaue 

hym 
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pbym the onerthzowe ; But pꝛoceedyng 
kurther to fight with Gabinius, had the 
= wozſe, and many of the Jſraelites were 
= Capne, pet he eſcaped hym ſelfe and fled, 
This done, Gabinius came to Pierus 
> ſalem, and renewed the kyngdome of 
2 Iſrael to Hircanus the fourth tym. 
About this tyme,one of the Senatours 
- ® Wwyues at Rome conceaucd a chylde, 
nd dyed inthe byzth and trauaple ther⸗ 
dk. They thereloze that were about her, 
= frayght way rypte her body, and gatte 
the chylde ont aliue, whom they named 
lulius, and becauſe his mother was cut, 
they called hym Cæſar. This chylde Cælar. 
growyngq to great towardnes, and com⸗ 
myng to mans ſtate, the Conſall and 
Denate (ent hym into the warres: and 
whatſoener he dpd, he had good foz- 
tune and pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe . He de⸗ 
pꝛiued the Grecians of the Empire and 
dominion, tranſlating it to the Ko- 
manes. Pany pzouinces alſo beſides 
that,dpd he ſubdue , and returnyng to 
Rome with a power, attempted to get 
the dominion ant ſole regiment ouer 
them. But they had made ſolempne ſta- 
tutes in the tyme of theyꝛ pꝛogenitours, 
neuer 
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neuer to ſuffer any kyng amongſt them, | 
o2 any man to haue perpetuall rule ouer 
them: wherefoze they wouldenot-make ' 
Iulius kyng. Upon this, roſe amongell 
them great and moztali warres, ſo that 
Julius lewe wonderfull many of them, 
and without number. When Pompei- 
us vnderſtode that Cæſar raigned at 
Rome, had kylled the Conſull and the 
Senate, with all the nobilitie of Rome: 
he gathered together his whole armie 
out of Arabia, and made towarde hym, ' 
Iulius haupng intelligence of his com | 
myng agaynſt hym, ſent foz Ariſtobulus | 
out of p2yſon, ſpake frendly bnto hym, © 
gaue hym a power, and made hym 
graunde captapne thereof,byddyng him 
togo and encounter with Pompeius. 
In deede his armie was a ſtrong armie: 
and he hym ſelfe was a kyng of no ſmall 
pꝛoweſſe and valeauntneſſe, Pompeius 
hearpng that Ariſtobulus came agaynlt 
hym, was ſoze afrapde of his valeaunt-! 
nelle, and of his hoaſt. Wherefoze he! 
ſent to the inhabitauntes of Hieruſa/ 
lemthat were vnder his obedience, that 
they ſhoulde pꝛeſent Ariſtobulus with 
ſome gyfte, whereby they mpght de⸗ 
| ceaus 
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teaue hym, and poyſon hym. The in- 
> habitauntes of Hieruſalem at his re⸗ 
= gueſt; ſent vnto Ariſtobulus a pꝛeſent, 
= by certapne noble men, whereat Ar- 
ſtobulus was right topous, and eate and 
banqueted with them tyll he was oucr- 
= commed with dzinke : then they impoy- 
= fonedhym,and he dycd. The tymc that 
= heraigned ouer Jſrael, was foure percs 
and ſire monethes. He was a good 
e man of warre, hardie in fight, and a 
man ok an amiable countenaunce. 
Pompeius receaupng tydynges of his 
death, the moze gladder pꝛoceeded with 
his hoaſte to Rome to beſicge it. But 
Iulius met hym in the wap, and deſtrop⸗ 
ed hym and his hoaſt: wherby the Em⸗ 
pire was eſtablyſhed vnto Iulius. He 
after this, ſent pꝛeſentes to the kyng of 
Hirla,and into Egypt by bis captapnes, 
to allure them to his frendſhyp. Anti- 
pater aduyſed Hircanus to apde Iulius, 
ffperchaunce he myght wynne his ka⸗ 
nour, whiche Hircanus dyd: and Anti- 
pater was captapne of the hoaſt, who 
played the man, and founde ſuche fa- 
nour with lulius, that he made hym 
lefetenaunt of his warres. And after he 
E itt had 
dy 
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had fought ſundzy and great battayles, 27 
he returned to Mieruſalem with great 
honour, and by the way pzoſpered mug 
moze. Hircanus after this, made Phaſe- 
lus Antipaters ſonne gouernour of Pics ⸗ 
ruſalem , and Herode his thyzde ſonne, | 
pꝛeſident of Galilee, There was a cer- 
taine poung man at that time in Bterus * 


ſalem, called H:zkias, a valeant man of | 
warre: to whom claue all ſuche as were 
in any diltreſſe,and he became thepʒ cap ⸗ 


tapne. Theſe went and raunged about ; 
in Siria, roupng t murtherpng in ſuche 
ſozt,that the Sirians were wery of their 


lines, foz feare of them. Wherefoze the © 


kyng of Siria ſent vnto Herode, ruler * 
Galilee, deſtring hym to kyll that Hiz- * 
kias and his complices. Wherevpon *' 
Herode pꝛepared hym ſelfe, and went to 


meete with Hizkias as he returned from 


the ſpople of Siria: came vpon hm at 
vnwares, and ſlue hym and his men. 
Whereof when the kyng of Siria was 
certified, he ſent a noble rewarde vnto 

rode, of ſiluer, golde , and pzecious | 

nes: by whiche, and by lyke meanes, 
he became very famous. The noble 
men of Juda made their complaint 15 


to Hircauus vppon Antipater and his 
> ſonnes fo2 theyz ſoze oppzeſſyng ok the 
* lad of Iuda: deſiring that Herode might 

be ſummoned from Galilee, to ap peare 

in judgment and aunſwer with other 
= foz the kylling of Hi1zkias. The kyng 
, © therfoze (ent foʒ hym, and he vpon that 
came to Yieruſalem , appeared befoze 
' © theindges,pzinccly apparelled , with a 
| = gyltſwod girde about him: whoſe pꝛide 
an auncient man called Sama: blamed, 
and repzehended alſo his ſtout heart: 
but he woulde not gene eare vnto him,

he coulde do, and hadde ſhewed them his 
power. lulius Emperour of Rome a⸗ 
bout that tyme, as he was wozthyp- * 
pyng in the houſe of his God, was mur ⸗ 
dered by the conſpiracte of certayne of 7 
them which had ſerued Pompeius that 
wasſlayne, as is afoze mencioned; 
The name ot one of them that kylled 
bym was, Caſsus of the countrye ok 
Macedona , who fledde 'thyther beyng 
afrapde to tarry at Rome. This Caſsius 
hadde greate dominions in Macedonia. 
Antipater alſo of whom we ſpake, was 
a greate ſcourge to the noble menne ok 
Iuda, ànd a great deale ſozer man then 
was Hircanus hym ſelfe. pea Hircas 
nus coulde do nothyng in compariſon 
or gem, foz he hadde no rule hem 3 
u 


; the Machabees. 
but Antipater and his ſonnes bare all 
the ſway thꝛoughout the whole realme. 
Mozeouer, Antipater was in great 
eſtimation with all the kynges of that 
= tyme. And fozaſmuch as he ſo ſoze op- 
= pzeſſed the Jewes, they thertoze hated 

= bymzand conſpired to kyll hym . There 
was a man in great aucthozitie about 
Hircanus, named Malchias , by whoſe 


| meanes they wzought this matter. He 
> cozrupted-the kynges butler with re⸗ 


wards, to put popſon in Antipaters cup, 
which aſſone as he had dzoncke,he dyed. 
Thele thinges his ſonne Phaſelus and 
> Herode diſſimuled and winked at, as 


though they knewe nothyng. Notwith- 


ſtandyng they pziuily wayt vnto Cassius 
that raigned in Macedonia, certifying 
bpm ok this deede. Soone after came 
Caſsius to Tire, from whence he ſente 

meſlengers to Hircanus to come vnto 
© hym, who came, and with hym Mal- 
chias, Phaſclus, and Herode, Caſsius 
entertepnypng them all in his lodging, 
wylled his men, that whatſoeuer Me⸗ 


rode bad them, they ſhould do it. Herode 


wylled them to kyl Malchias, they ſlewe 


him therfoze ſyttyng heard by Hen 
= e. 
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ide. Hircanus demaunded of the ſonnes | 
of Antipater the cauſe hereof, who aun- 
ſwered: Js it not manifeſt that kong 
Caſsius ſeruauntes ſlewe hym , and we 
knowe not whye 2 Therefoze Hircanus 
ſtode in feare of Phaſelus and Herode,

Octauianus therefoze ſeyng to the go | 
uernement at Nome, ſent Marcus An- 
tonius to warte vpon Caſsius, and to re- 
uenge Iulius death. Unto him Hircanus 


ſent a pzeſente , acrowne of golde, in 
which were (et ſundzy pꝛecious (tones, 
pꝛaping hym to ſtrengthen his kyng- 
dom in his handes, and to bee a meanes 
of aleague to bee made betwene Octa- 
uian Auguſtus king of kinges, and him:

ted out of Pieruſalem with much people 
ol Jfrael that toke his part, and iopned 
them ſelues to Pagurus, Theſe came 
to Hieruſalem, beſieged it, fought many 
= ſkyziniſhes , and gaue manpe great aſ- 
aultes vnto it, tyll at length they vn⸗ 
dermined the citie. Then toke they Hir- 
caanus, and flae Phaſelus. And to the in⸗ 
tent Aweanus ſhoulde be cleane remo⸗ 
ued from the Pꝛieſthood „ Antigonus 
that had depꝛiued him now of his king⸗ 
dome, cutte ot᷑ beſides that, one of his 
cares. But Herode eſcaped and fled to 
Auguſt Emperour of Rome. Pagurus 
thertoze hauyng made Antigonus/kyng 
ofÞicruſatem,returnedhome into Per⸗ 
ſia, carping Hircanus as pʒiſoner with 
hym. But Aucuſtus a ted Herode 
to be kyng oner all Juda, geupng to — 
0 à very 
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a very ſtrong army of the Komanes to 
obtein it withall ; In the wap — : 
Merode met with Alexandra Hircanus 
daughter, and Marimi her daughter that 
ſhe had by Alexander ſonne of Ariſtos | 
bulus, and bzought them agayn into the 
land of Jſrael ; where he tooke Marimi 
to wife, and ſolemnized the mariage 
with her in the mount of Galilee. Foz 
there the chief of all Iſrael dwelte: with 
whom he toke peate. Marcus Antonius 
companion in office with Octauian Au- 
gultus, about that tyme made a vopage 
though all the weſt countries, to ſub⸗ 
due them vnto the Romanes, together 
with Egypt, Damaſco and Siria. Him 
Herode actompanped to the flud of Eu- 
phrates, and helped hym not a litle. Foz 
the Arabians lap in wait foz him in the 
wap, and intercepting all that woulde 
apde Marcus Antonius,flue them, But 
Herode met wtth them, and vanquiſhed 
the. Wherfoze Antonius was very glad 
ol Merodes valeauntneſſe, andbzoaght |! 
hym agapne into Jſrael , together with 
Caſsius his captaine and liefetenaunt ot 
his warr es: hauing alſo his letters to all

luda. Therfoze aſſane as theſe letters 
hall come vnto you , pe ſhall with all 
peede apde hym. No man ſhalbe ercu⸗ 
ſed: all that can beare weapon ſhall ga 
ith hym to Hiecuſalem, to vanquyſhe 
Antigonus the kynges aduerſary : who 
5 fo refuſeth ta go with him, it ſhalbe law- 
full foz the warxiours to flea him foꝛth⸗ 
with. J Marcus Antomus haue (wom 
yp my ſwoꝛd, that J wyll-not alter this 
hat J haue (apde;Uhen the captaynes 
f Siria had read this, thep reſozted whol- 
to Herode, ſo that his hoaſt was won⸗ 
erfully encreaſed. Antigonus hearyng 
at this, ſent ane Pompeius lieftenaunt 
or his warres againſt them, who fought 
a ſoze battayle with them, that muche 
people were ſlapne om both ſydes, lo- 
eph kyng Herodes bꝛother, was llapne 
in that battaple.

This done, Herode appꝛehended 
Antigdnus, and deliuered him bound to 
Caſsius. Me rewarded alſo Caſsius ſoul-⸗ 
diours both with gold and ſpluer. Then 
Caſsius oſfred a pzeſcnt vnto the Lozde, 
@crowne or gold, foꝛ he was ſoze afraide 
of Govs diſpleaſure, becauſe he hadde 


done, de toke his iourney, and returned 
into

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into Egygt, and Antigonus as pꝛiſoner 
with hym . Thither ſent Herode vnto 
him a ropall reward to make awap An- 
tigonus, and to murder him, fearing leſt 
be ſhoulde make claime vnto the kyng⸗ 
dome agapne. Wherevnto Calſius cons 
ſented, and flue Antigonus. Thus was 
the kyngdome ſurely eſtablyſhed to He⸗ 
rode, Then made he warres vpon all 
the nations that were about hym, con- 
ſtraining them to become tributaries,by 
which meanes he grewe to ſuche power, 
as neuer any of his pzcdeceſſours were 
to be compared vnto him. After all this, 
Pagurus kyng of Perſia, releaſed out of 
pꝛyſon Hircanus, ſonne of Alexander, 
and pꝛomoted hym to be head of all the 
Jſraclites that were fled oz flitted into 
the lande of Sennaar, and into the domi- 
nion of the Perſians, and he became 
thepz kyng, This Hircanus had a fer- 
uent deſire to ſee the holy citie, and tho 
houſe of the ſanctuarie: alſo howe He⸗ 
rode (whom he toke koz his ſonne) and 
his kyngdome dpd. Perode hearpng 
that Hircanus (who had ben pꝛyſoner 
at Babylon) was nowe ſet at libertie, 
and in great honour, he was afrayde of 

Fi him 


fcareth thee, As long as thou liucſt,ſyall 
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hym, miſtruſtyng leſt the Ilraelites 
would reſtoꝛe vnto themſelues the king⸗ 
dome cf thepz fathers. Wherefoze he 
calt in his mynde howe to do hym miſ⸗ 
chiefe. He then wait his letters vnto Pa- 
gurus, the contentes whereof were ſuch. 
Thou ſhalt vnderſtande that Hircanus 
is be that bꝛought me vp, and vſed me 
euer as his ſonne. Howe therefo2e ſince 


J came to be king in Hieruſalem, 3 haue 
called to my remembꝛaunce the goodnes 


that he hath done to me, wherefoꝛe my 


deſpꝛe is to rewarde hym accozdpng to 1 
his benefites, Therefoze J require thee | 


to ſende hym to me: otherwyſe aſſure 
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thy ſeife of warres betweene thee and | 
the 3\raelites, with theyz confederates, 


Pagurus haupng read this letter, ſent foz 
Hircanus, doyng hym to vnderſtande, 


that it he would go to Herode, he might; 


But notwithſtanding Herods thzeates, | 


he ceaſed not to geue to Hircanus all 
good councell he coulde: aduiſing hym 
to take heede of Herode, becauſe he is 
(ſapeth he) a bloodſheader, a bzeaher of 
bis league. And he hath called thee fo; 
no loue he beareth thee, but becauſe he 


he 
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he neuer llepe ſounde llepe, leſt the king⸗ 
dome ſhonlde be denoluted vnto thee, It 
is better therefoze fog thee to remapne 
here in ſome honour, though it be not of 
ſuch eſtate, then to go thither to die with 
great deipite, and ende thyne olde age 
with a bloadp death. Furthermoze thon 
ſhalt knowe, ſuche is the diſpoſition of 
mans heart: If there be two men, the 
one in honour, the other in contempt, ak⸗ 
ter time {hal come, that the dilpiſcd ſhal- 
be had in honour, and the honourcd to be 
neglected: neuer wyll he that is nowe 
honoured and befoze was in contempt, 
be content to ſee hym that was befoze 
honoured, noz ſpeake frendlp to him. Foz 
he wyll thinke: Mitherto accozdpyng ta 
his accuſtomed maner, he hath deſpiſcy 
me: howe much moze when his domini⸗ 
on is taken from hym, and his ſcruaunt 
raigneth in his rowme 2 Poꝛcoucr, He⸗ 
rode knoweth ryght well, that mens 
heartes are inclined to hym, that is the 
true kyng. And it nipght ſo be, if thou 
were mecte foz the pꝛieſthood, that be 
woulde pꝛomote thee vnto it, and be go- 
nernour of the kingdome him ſelke. But 
ſepng thou art dilmẽ bꝛed, haſt one of thy 
0 F it cares 
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carcs cut of, and thereby arte bnmeete 
oz the pꝛieſthood: thou ſhalt remayne 
in Hierulalem dep2tued, both of kyng- 
dome and pꝛieſthood, whiche is vncome⸗ 
lye fo: thee. Such counſaile gaue Pagu- 
rus king of the Perſians vnto Hircanus: 
pea, and all the Jewes that were in Ba⸗ 
bylon beſought hym that he woulde not 
go vnto Herode. Notwithſtandyng he 
woulde not be perſwaded, and why ? 
Foz it was the Lozdes wyll and his 
dee de, that the iniurie done vnto the Da⸗ 
ges, whom his father and graundfather 
ſlewe, and the iniurie tommitted to Ho- 
ny auriga, myght returne vpon his head, 
and be reuenged: ſo that no remnaunt 
of the houſe of Chalmonani, no name, 
no reſidue , no kynſman oz poſteritie, 
ſhouide be left alyue. Hircanus therfoze 
toke his tourney towarde Pieruſalem, 
and Herode came foozth to meete hym, 
embzaſed hym, and kyſſed hym: after 
bꝛought hym into his houſe, and feaſted 
hym daplp, cailyng hym his father be- 
fozce all men, albeit in his heart he con- 
ſpired to murther hym. And that knewe 
Alexandra his daughter , and mother 


in lawe to Herode: who opened it vnto 
; Hircanus, 
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Hircanus, but he woulde not credite her 
at the fp2ſt, tyll on a tyme he perceaued 
the matter cleare to be ſo: then deuiſed 
he howe to flee to Maloc kyng of Ara⸗ 
bia. He ſent therfoze to Maloc, ts ſende 
hym hoaſes and a charet to flee withall: 
but the meſſenger dealt - vnfapthfullye 
and leaudely with hym, foz he bꝛought 
Hircanus letters pꝛiuilp vnto Herode, 
who rewarded hym well foz his labour, 
and bad hym go to Maloc, and to let 
bm knowe what aunſwere Maloc 
gaue. The meſſenger vpon this, went 
and deliuered the letters to Maloc, who 
fulfplled Hircanus requeſt, ſent hym 
bozſes and a charet , wzytyng in this 
ſozt. J haue ſent thee hozſes and hozſe- 
men, come therfoze vnto me, and what⸗ 
> Coener thy heart deſpꝛeth, J wyll do it fog 
» thyſake. So the meſſenger bꝛought the 
= aunſwere. ſecretely to Herode: where- 


bpon he ſent ſtrayght to the place in 
| Wwhiche he vnderſtode Maloces men to 
lurke, waytyng fo Hircanus, and caus 
ſed to appzehende them alpue. Then 
\ Herode commaunded to call together 
the elders, befoze whom he wylled alſo 
Hircanus to be bzought, and ofhym the

gratituve. 
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kyng demaunded: Tell me whether 
thou haſt wꝛpten any letters to Maloc 
king of Arabia: He aunſwered, J wzote 
none. Then was Riſtius the meſſenger 


bꝛought in as his accuſer, and the men 
of warre alſo of Arabia that were ap- ? 
pꝛehended, whiche declzred the whole 
matter bekoꝛe the counccil, ſo that Hir- 
cams was quite daſſhed. Then the king 
commaunded hym to be put to death, 
and ſo was the kyngdome eſtabliſhed 
vnto Herode. The tyme that Hircanus 
raigned was. xl. yeres t ſixce monethes. 


Alter the death of his mother, he raig⸗ 
ned thꝛee peres, and Ariſtobulus his 
bzother remoned hym , makpng hym 
pꝛieſt. Agapne thzee peres after he re? 


tourned to his kyugdome, and raigned 


xl. peres. Then Antigonus, ſonne of As 
riſtobulus deſpoſed hym, cuttyng ok his 
care, and banyſhyng him out of the holy 
Citie. So after when Herode his ſer⸗ 
naunt came to the kyngdome, he retur⸗ 
ned to Hieruſalem, and Herode ſhed his 
blood giltles. Bet he notwithſtandyng 
had deliuered Ycrode from the handes

Thertoꝛe happy is he that neuer fozget- 

teth any parte of his dutie. Marimi the 

daughter of Alexander the ſonne of A⸗ 
riltobulus , the'wyfe of Herode, had a 

bzother whoſe name was Ariſtobalus: 

hym Herode woulde in no wyſe pꝛo⸗ 

mote to the hye Pzioſkhood, becauſe he 

feared the chylbzen of Chaſmonan , al⸗ 

though his wyfe made carneſte ſuite 

and lape ſoze vppon hym fo2 the ſame 

matter. But the kyng made hype pꝛieſt 

one that was nothyng of the kynred of 
Chaſmonani, whoſe name was Haniel.

* When Octauian Aug. heard him ſpeake 
ſo, he ſapd vnto him: Ariſe thou king of

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2 Iſrael in peace, be of good comtozt, and 
kcare not, fozthcu art woꝛthy to benye, 
pea next to my perſon. 3 knowe that . 
Antonius was incited by his wife, and 
would not folow thy counſell, faꝛ yt he 
had, dare {apy he would neuer haue con⸗ 
ſpired againſt me. So he commaunded 
the crowne to be ſet agapne vpon Yes 
rodes head, and made a league with him. 
Tben thep went both together toward 
Egypt: to be reuenged vpon Cleopatra, 


But that wpcked woman when ſhe 
(awe her citie to be ouercome , put on 
her moſte pꝛecious apparell, and ſitting 
bpon the thzene of her kingdome ,com- 
maunded a viper to bee bꝛought vnto 
her: whiche aſſone as ſhe had ſutfred to 
ling her bꝛeaſt, ſhe died. As Octauian 
Auguſtus came to the palapte, and 1 

er 
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her ſit there , he reioyſed that he myghe 


bee renenged of her, and commaunded 
to thzuſt her from her, thꝛone: but when 
they that came to her 4 founde het dead, 
it diſpleaſed Octauian and greeued him 
very ſoꝛe. In this whyle, loſeph Salu- 
mithes huſband diſcloſed vnto Marimi, 
that the kyng had commaunded, yk it 


ſo foztune hym to bee put to death by 
Auguſtus, that he ſhoulde popſon her. 


Wherevpon Marimi conceaued pet a 


greater hatred towarde the kyng, in- |: 
ſomuche , that when the kyng was re- | 
tourned in ſafetpe, ſounde , and with 
honoure alſo from Octauian, and that | 
all his menne and whole honſholde re- | 
iopſed greatly: Marmi ſhewed no coun- | 
tenaunce of gladneſie , no not when 
the kyng hymleife tolde her, howe | 
greatlye he was magnified and honou⸗ 
red of Octauian: but alwayes ſhe was 


ſadde , Salumith the kynges ſiſter per- 


ccaupng that Marimi ſo vered the king, | 


the tolde hym howe loſeph her huſband 


had lyne with Marimi whyles he was 
with Auguſtus, But Yerode (ſay what 
the could) gaue no credite to her woꝛdes, 1 
knowyng that ſhe ennied — 4 

at | 
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at length he aſked the cauſe of Marimi, 


why ſhe reioyſed not as other did, when 
he returned in ſaketie from Auguſtus, 
but was euer ſad, whiche ſhewed her to 
haue ſome rancoure and malice in her 
heart towardes hym, She aunſwered, 
Thou halt ſapde heretofoze that thou lo⸗ 
uedſt me aboue all thyne other wpues 
and concubines: pet thou dyddeſt wyll 
Ioſeph thy ſiſters huſbande to popſon 
me. When Herode heard this, he was 
erceedpngly abaſhed , that loſeph had 
diſcloſed his ſecrete, and began to miſ- 
truſt with hym ſelfe that whiche Salu- 
mith had told him, that he had ſlept with 
his wyfe in deede, and vpon that had de⸗ 
tected that ſecrete. Therefoze he depar⸗ 
ted out of his palaice in a great anger 
and rage, whercby Salumith perceaued 
that he deteſted Marimi, and therefoze 
the accuſed her further, ſuboznyng falſe 
accuſers and foꝛgers af lyes, to wytneſſe 
that Marimi woulde haue poyſoned the 
kyng, whereof ſhe had diuers pꝛeſump⸗ 
tions alſo by her countenaunce. She 
added mozeouer, if thou (ſapeth ſhe to 


4 the kyng) let her ſcape thus, ſhe wyll 
| 2 lpeedyly deſtroy thee, and berceue tyec of 


G1 thy 
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thy kyngdome. Tho lawe geneth a man 
this touncell. If anp man go about to 
murther thee, pꝛeuent him and lea hym 
fyʒſt. Mith this and ſuche lyke wo des, 
ſhe ſo moned the kyng, that he com- 
maunded to bꝛyng Marmi foozth, and 
to be beheaded in the hype ſtreate of the 
citic. And as (he was bꝛought foogth vn⸗ 
to the market place of the citie, all the 
women of the citic folowed her. Alex- 
andra her mother alſo curſed and rapled 
at her, ſaping: come out, thou that haſt 
abhoꝛred thy huſbande, and conſpired a⸗ 
gaynſt thy lozde. Alexandra wept alſo 
as though it had ben fo2 the wpckednes 
that her daughter had committed: thin⸗ 
kyng ſurelp to pleaſe the kyng by that 
meanes, and to bleare his eyes, if per⸗ 
aduenture he might ſuffer her to liue, till 
ſhe mpght haue opoztunitic to popſon 
hym. Marimi thus gopng to executi⸗ 
on, helde her peace, and looked nepther 
to the ryght hande, noz to the lefte, no: 
pet feared death any thyng, knowpng 
that ſhe was innocent in deede and 


thought, and thereloꝛe God woulde ren- | 
der her a goed rewarde in the wozlde to 


come. Wherefoze he bared her necke 
without 
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without feare, and they cut ol her head, 
hedpng the innocent blood. But God 
made no delay in punpſhyng the ſame: 
fo2 there fell a ſoꝛe plague and peſtilence 
in the houſe of Þerode, ſo that his chiefe 
ſcruauntes, his noble women and con⸗ 
cubines dyed ſoze thereof. Vea, thzough⸗ 
out all Iudea raigned the peſtilence vehe⸗ 
mently : Whiche afflicion all Firacl 
knewe weil inough chaunted bnto them 
foz the blood of Marimi. Thep cryed 
therefoze vnto the Lozde, ſaping: Uplt 
thou foz the offence of one man, deale fo 
cruelly with the whole congregation? 
The Lode toke pitie therefoze vpon the 
lande, and withdzewe the plague from 
the people. The kyng repented him alſo, 
that he had ſhed blood without cauſe: 
and loue ſo grewe in his heart, that hs 
was ſicke and at deathes doze, Then 
Alexandra Marimis mother , ſought 
meanes howe to popſon hym. Whiche 
bepng vttered vnto the kyng: he com- 
maunded to appꝛehende her, and to kyll 
her, Jn this maner dealt Herode with 
all the poſteritie of the Machabees, lea⸗ 
uyng none alpue that were called by the 
name, Me put to death alſo Ioſcph the

The ſtate of 
huſbande of Salumith. The kyng had 
two ſonnes, Alexander andAriſtobulus, 
by Marimi his wyfe. They were both 
at Rome when thepz mother ſuffred, fog 


they: father the kyng had ſent them thy- 
ther to learne the Romane tounge, 
When they hearde tydpnges of thepz 
mothers death, they wept and mourned 
fo2 her, hatyng thepz father foz his cru⸗ 
eltie. Soone after, the king they; father 
rccoucred of his ſickenes, was eſtably- 
ſhed in his kyngdome, buplded ſtrong 
cities, and roſe to great pꝛoſperitie. In 
the. xiii.pere of his raigne, there fell a 
great dearth in the lande, wherefoze the 
kyng toke out of his treaſure muche 


golde and ſpluer, and pꝛecious ſtones, 


wherewith he ſent into Egypt, and pꝛo⸗ 
turpng plentie of cozne, and refreſhed 
with bzead all that lackt, and was in 
diſtreſſe of hunger: pea, he ſpared not his 
owne pꝛoper goodes. And not onlpe to 


the Jſraeiites ſhewed he this libcralitie: | 


but alſo to all that came vnto hym ont 
of other ſtraunge nations, hearyng of | 
his renowme. MPozconer in all his 
warres he had good foztune , Beſpdes | 
this, he thought it good to renewe the | 


houſe | i 
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houſe of the ſanduarp, wherbpon he de⸗ 
liberated with the Jſraelites, to haue 
thepz aduiſe foz the building of it, after 
the ſame quantitie and meaſure that 


Solomon king of Jſracl buplded it, Foz 
the Jewes returnyng from captiuitie in 
the tyme of Coreſch, began to buylde it 


after the meaſure that Coreſch pzeſcri- Cirus. 


bed them, and not as it was afoze. The 
people of Jſrael hearyng that the kyng 
was purpoſed to pull downe the temple 
to the ground, and builde it a freſhe:they 
made hym none aunſwere, fearpng leſt 
when he had pulled it downe, he woulde 
not be ſo haſtie to buplde it vp agapne. 
But the kyng perceaupng what they 
feared in their myndes, ſayde: he would 
not ſlacke the matter, noꝛ reſt tyll he had 
bzought it to paſſe. He ſapde mozeouer, 
that he woulde take out of his treaſure 
ptentic of golde and ſiluer, and geue it to 
grauyng: alſo pꝛecious ſtones, ſtones of 
Thaſies and Marble. To the Carpen- 
ters alſo and Paſons, he woulde deliuer 
timber and ſtones, gold and ſtluer, bꝛaſſe 
and iron, to make all thynges neceſlarp 
to the wozke . Mherekoze if he pulled 
downe the houle, he was able to buplde 
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it ſtrayght wapes agapne. So he pulled 
downe the houſe, and repapꝛed it againe, 
and finiſhed it in length a hundzeth cu⸗ 
bitcs, in bꝛeadth lykewyſe a hundzeth 
cubites, and in hepght a hundzeth cu⸗ 
bites, all of whpts marble; ſo that the 
whole height of the fone wozke was in 
all, a hundaeth and twentie tubites. Noz 
the foundation was. rx. cubites within 
the gounde, and a hundꝛeth abone. The 
bzeadth of euerp ſtone was. rii. cubites, 
and the thicknefſe thereof. bili. cubites, 
euerp ſtone was of lyke bygnefſe, The 
gates of the houſe he couered with fine 
golde and pꝛetious ſtores finely ſet ther- 
in: the thꝛeſholdes were ol ſtluer, and the 
toppes alſo, He made alſo a vine of gold, 
a maruaplous cunnyng peece of wozke, 
the armes thereof oz bigger bzaunches, 
were glitter ing golde, the leſſer -bzaun- | 
ches, litps, o2 lateſt ſhutes, of golde ſom- | * 
What red, and all aboue was pelowe 


gold, wher bpon hung cluſters of criſtall. 


The vine was ſo great, that it wayed a a 
M. pounde wayght of pure goldc. In all 
the woꝛlde was not the like to be ſcene. 
He made alſo a po2ch,# befoze the poꝛch, 
two walies of filucr, maruaplous cun⸗ 

ningly | 
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ningly wꝛought. Behynde the houſe to- 
warde the weft, he made a court of. C. l. 
cubites long, and a. C. in bꝛeadth, which 
was paued with pure marble, Towarde 
the ſouth 4 nozth, the length of the court 
was alſo, C.l.cubites,4a.C.in bzcadty. 
He crected in it alſo, C. l. pillers of white 
marble in foure rankes. The length ol 
one ranke was fourtie cubites, and eue⸗ 
rye piller was fourtie cubites hype, and 
thzce cubites thicke. The ppllers were 
all of lyke meaſure, as the court of the 
noꝛth ſide, and dẽ the ſouth, was alſo of 
like meaſure, with all the pillers thereof. 
To warde the eaſt, the court contayney 
7 2c. cubites, euen to the bꝛooke Cedron. 
No man cuer ſawe the lpke building in 
al the woꝛld. The vine that he made, pla⸗ 
ced he befoze the poꝛche. In the extreme 
partes of the court, he made alia walkes 
and galleries of ſuche hepght, that they 
that walked therin, might ealily kry the 
waters runnyng in the bzooke Cedron, 
by the ſpace ofa cubite. Wetweene the 
poꝛch + the houſe allo (as though it were 
a vaple o2 partition) the kyng made a 
wall of ſiluer, ofhalfe a handfull thicke. 
In the which was a doꝛe of beaten gold, 
G tit and 
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and vpon the gate, a ſwozde of golde of 
twelue pounde waight. There were cer⸗ 
taine poſes grauen in the lwoꝛd, as this. 
VV hat ſtraunger ſocuer approcheth nie 
her, let hym dye for it. So the thynges 
that Herode made in the temple, were 
wonderfull: nepther was there ener 
hearde of in all the wozld,any kyng that 
was able to make ſuche a bupldpng. 
When the wozke was finiſhed,the kyng 
ſent to Sarons his paſtures foz his cattel, 
from whence were bzought hym thee 
hundzeth poung bullockes , and very 
many ſheepe, accoꝛdyng to his pꝛincely 
eſtate. So then they dedicated and halo⸗ 
wed the houſe with great iop and glad- 
neſſe. There was one certapne day in 
the pere, when as the kyng was euer ac- 
cuſtomed to make a great feaſt to all his 
court, to all his nobles and Sages in 
Ilrael. Aqaynlt that ſelfe ſame dap the 
king was mynded to finiſhe his wozkes, 
whiche made both hym moze glad, and 
all his people. The ſame alſo com- 
maundedheto be done in all the pzo- 
uinces of his kyngdome, ſendyng his 


letters by his purſepuauntes to the no⸗ | 


ble men, captapnes, and 3 
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be the pꝛouinces, that they ſhoulde ob- 
ſerue that dape after the lame maner 
enery pere. The people alſo that were 
> flytted into thepz enemies countryes, 
thepz head rulers and captapnes came 
- out ofeuery countrye farre and nere to 
ſie the houſe and the king, fo they could 
neuer belene it tyll they hadde ſcene it: 
- and when they had ſcene it, it exceeded 
karre that they had hearde of it. Theſe 
thynges done, the kynges two ſonnes, 
Alexander and Ariſtobulus whiche he 
had by Marimi,came home from Kome 
to Hieruſalem in a great heate and furie 
with a ſtrong company , yea their har- 
tes were very hauty alſo ; foz Alexan- 
der the elder hadde maryed the kyng of 
Capadocies daughter , and Ariſtobulus 
the daughter of Salumith the kyng his 
fathers ſiſter . Theſe commyng to Hie- 
ruſalem , went not to the courte to do 
theyz duetie to the kyng they; father, 
nepther woulde ſc hym: whereby the 
kyng gathered they went about ſome 
, ; milchiefe agapnſt hym . Pozeouer , all 
= his men gaue hym warnyng to take 
| heede of them, and to kepe his power oz 
| garde about hym. Ve hadde a wyke of 
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baſe ſlocke out of the countrey,befoze he 
came to the kyngdome, by whom he 
hadde a ſonne named Antipater, And 
when he hadde put Marimi his beloued |: 
wyfe to death, he called home his wyke 
whiche he had diſdayned befoze , to his 
courte, Wrhereſoze nowe ſeing the two | 
ſonnes of Marimi hated him, he appoin- |: 
ted Antipater his ſonne to be his hepze | 
apparaunt,and to rayſe his eſtimation, 
gaue him al his treaſure, made him lozd | 
and ruler of all that he had, affirmyng | 
that he ſhoulde reigne after him. This 
Antipater had a ſubiple opt anda craf- 
tie, — this talke was dayly to his fa- 
ther. It it lpke pour Maleſtie, wherto 
ſhouldc pou geue me all theſe thinges, 
when as theſe two lions ſhalbe euer in 
my top, and redy to deſtroy me. By (ach 
ſurmiſed meanes he rapſed diſcozd & ha⸗ 
tred betwene them and their father, Al- 
beit the kyng was loth to hurt his two 
ſonnes. Not long after he toke his tour 
nep to Rome to Octauian, and his ſonne 
Alexander wapted vpon hym, hopyng 
that Octauian woulde bee a meanes fo; 
him to turne his fathers hatred fro him, 


t put all malice out ot his mind. 5 
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the king was come thyther, Octauian re- 
ioyced much of his comming, ſaying: 1 
hane thought long to ſe thee, To whom 
halt thou lett the land ol luda : Herode 
: atnſwered,fo2 the homage that 4 owe 
vnto mp loꝛd the Emperour, am come 
to appeare befoze him, + to declare hym 
m chaunces with this my ſonne his ſer⸗ 
naunt. So he tolde him the whole mat- 
ter from the beginning to the end. Thẽ 1 
Octauian Auguſtus blamed: the young 1 
man, becauſe he hated his father . The 1 
voung mã aunſwered. ow can I other 1615 
wile doe! Howe can J kozget the moll 1 
chat wombe that bare me, whiche was Wt 
pk the holp ſtocke. At J fozget my mother 7 4 
that was ſlaine giltlest without crime! 166 
then let me ſoꝛget mp right hand, Thele . 
and ſuch lykeſpake the young man, not 1 
without teares, in the pꝛeſence of Octa- 
uian, ſo that his boiwelles was muche 1 
moued: and the noble menne alſo that | 1 
were aboute Octauian, coulde not ab- 7 
- dine from weping, but lamentedgreat- 
lpe. Octauian firſte repꝛoued Herode 
fo2 his great tranſgreſion and crucl- 
tie: then labozed he to pacific the young 
manne with comkoztable wozdes 
byddyng 
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byddyng hym to honour his father, and 
to ſubmit hym ſelfe vnto hym. When 
he had done as he was wylled ( foz he 
wold not ſtriue againſt the Emperours 
commanndement) Octauian tooke the 
poung man by the hande, and put it into 
Herodes boſome , Then his father kil⸗ 
ſed and embzaſedh im, ſo that they both 
wept. After that, they toke they) leaue 
and departed from Octauian, who com⸗ 
fozted them, and gaue them a gykte, 
committyng it into Herodes handes. 

Herode pet perceaued that the hatred of 
the chyldzen of Marimi woulde not be 
apeaſed. Mhervpon when he came 
home to Hierulalem, he called together 
all the elders of Iſrael , and ſapde vnto 
them : J had determined once to place 
one of my ſonnes captayn ouer the peo- 
ple of the Lo2de, but J myght not do it 
without the conſent of Octauian Augu- 
ſtus. Rowe therefoze J haue appoynted 
my thzee ſonnes, and haue denided my 
kingdom equally amongſt them. Melpe 
ve them againſt theyz enemies, but in 
no wyſe ſhall ye helpe one of them a 
gapnlt another - And if ye perceane any 
bzeach offrendſhyp betwene them — 
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that lieth in pon to take if away, Wher 
vnto he made them ſweare pꝛeſentlp in 
Jeruſalem: # the bonde made, eche man 
departed home to his houſe. But foz all 
this,the hatred betweene Antipater and 


- ſhed: Fo2hefeared them, becauſe they 
were ok the houſe of Chaſmonani, and 
allied with kynges of great power. Ve 
ſubozned therfoze ſalſe accuſers, to ſape 
vnto the kyng, that the young me,\bnes 


ol Marimi, were determined to deſtrope 
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him. Likewiſe he ſet variaunce betwene 


* Salumith & them: fog ſhe was in greater 


- eſtimation then he, inſomuch that the 
* kyng dpd nothyng without her councel. 


The ſame wzought he alſo betweene 


: Pheroras the kynges bꝛother and them. 
But to Salumith he ſapde: Doeſt thou 
not conſider how the ſonnes of Marimi 
| knowe that thepz mother was put to 
death by thy councell » £@herefoze pf 
they mape bzpng to paſſe to make the 
king awap, they wyl hew thee to peeces. 
But whe the young men heard of this, 
they came befoze the kyng, e ſware they 
neuer intended to hurt their father, and 


with weeppng they perſwaded the — 
that 
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that he beleued them, and they gote his 
fauour agapne. Mherat Antipater was 
not a litle diſpleaſed: wherſoze he Hired 
faiſe witneſſes, to ſay they faw Alexan- 


der the kynges ſonne vppon a certapne | 
nyght with his ſwozd dzawen befoze the | 


kinges palaice, myndyng to murther | 


Antipater. He fubozned alſo certapne of | 
the kynges ſeruauntes to wytneſle a- | 
gaynſt Alexander, that he ſhoulde gene | 


them great rewardes to allure them to 
his pleaſure , and to abuſe them in vn⸗ 
naturall venerp, whiche they refuſed, 
Moꝛcouer, that he deſired them to poiſon 
the kyng , wbich they would not alſo a⸗ 
gree to do. Wherevpon the kyng was 
ſoze diſpleaſed toward him, commaun- 
dyng not only hym;but all that toke his 
parte, oꝛ defended his integritie , to ba 
appzebcnded and put in pꝛiſon, that cre- 
cution might be done vpon them. Then 
Alexander wit vnto Archelaus his fa 
ther in lawe , deſirpng hym to come to 
Hieruſalem to his father Herode , This 
Archelaus was a very wyſe man, t a no- 
table connceiler, Mhen he was come to 
Hieruſalt᷑, Herode was very glad of his 
romming ; 4 demannded what matters 
bought 
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red againſt thee, 
* know well that foz the lone thou beareſt 
vnto me, thou wouldeſt (pare her:fozthis 
* cauſe Jam come vnto thee , that when 
thou haſt pat thy ſonne to death, J alſo 
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bꝛought him thyther at that pzeſent. He 
aunſwered, 3 haue heard that Alexider 
thy ſonne, and my ſonne in law, hath at- 


tempted to rebell agapnſt thee : it is not 


poſſible but mp daughter his wyke ſhuld

When Archelaus perceaued that He⸗ 
rode had a good opinion of hym, he al- 


tered his communication , ſaping to the 
king. Firſt let vs diligently examine and 
well trye the cauſc, fozaſmuche as there 
are many falſe witneſſes and lying per 
ſons in the wozlde : and let vs not ſhed 
lunoctt blod vpon an vncertaintie. Foz 
Archelaus had great pzeſumptions,that 
Herode had gene to light credite,knows- 
ing how redy he was to here an entil tall 

which 
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whiche was the cauſe of all the miſchief | 
that befel vpon the people of his houſe, 
Mell, Herode thought his councell 
good. One of them that accuſed the 
kynges chyldꝛen was Pheroras the kin | 
ges bzother, and to ſap the trueth 7 he q 
was the chiefe of all. Herode loued Ar- |: 
chelaus the kyng of Capadocia as hym 
ſelfe , whiche Archelaus perceaupng, - 
tourned his talke to rebuke the kung, 
ſaying: Thou arte nowe waren olde, 
and well ſtryken in peres, thou ſuf |* 
freſt theſe backbiters to rule thee , who 
ſtirre thee to wozke all theſe miſchictes | 
in thy houſe, Yea Pheroras thy bzo- 
ther hath falſely pꝛouoked thee agapnſt 
thy ſonnes. When Yheroras hearde 
theſe wozdes, he was ſoze afraid: foz in 1 
bcede he had ſeduced the kyng, {here 
foxe came Pheroras to Archelaus , and 
beſought him to ſane his Iyfe. Archelaus | 
aunſwered bym : yf thou wilt obtapne 
pardon foz thy wickedneſſe , come and 
fall befoze his feete and confeſſe that 
thou haſt ſpoken falſclye agapnſt bis} 
ſonnes: then will J pꝛomiſe thee that he 
ſhalbe-mercifull vnto thee, and to his 
ſonnes, Pheroras did ſo, confeſſed that he 


had 
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had falfly accuſed the kynges ſonnes, 
{hen Archelaus beſought the kyng foz 
pardon, and he grauntedit. After that, he 
intreated him that the poung men might 
be diſmiſſed and deliuered out of pꝛplon, 
which the king tommaunded to be done. 
The poung men therefoze came to the 
kynges pꝛeſence, and fell downe befoze 
his fecte,and the kyng was louyng vnto 
them, embzaſed them, and kyſt them. He 
made great iop alſo that Archelaus came 

in ſo good an houre vnto him: to whom 


he gaue foꝛ a gyft.vii.hundꝛeth poundes 
wapgyht ok golde, with many pzecious

|| hym. But Antipater agayne ſuboʒned 
| falſe accuſers, and wꝛpt counterfaite let- 
n] ters in the name of the kynges ſonnes, 
to one of the captaynes , declaryng 
howe they woulde conſpire and kyll the 
kung: and by ſuche meanes he encreas 
ne led the enemities betweene them and 
nd theyz father diners wapes, that the 
at} kyng commaunded them to be put in 
bis pꝛpſon, and moſt ſtrong irons to be lapde 
he vpon them. Beſpdes this, Antipater 
his} had ſurpꝛiſed and wonne the heartes of

kalſe witneſſe agapnſt Alexander, howe 
that he hyꝛed hym to kyll the kyng at 
ſuch tyme as he ſhoulds ſhane his beard, 
Uhen the king heard his barber ſpeake, 
he was wonderfullye troubled in his 
mynde, inſomuche that he ſapde: J am 
weerie of my lyfe, to heare theſe picke⸗ 
thankes that open myne eares and fyll 
my head with tales. J can do no way 
better, then to geue charge, that wholo⸗ 
euer bzynges me any ſuche accuſations 
hereakter of any body, he ſhall ſuffer 
death fo; it. TWherefoze he commauns | 
bed the barber to be ſlapne, and his two 


ſonnes to be bzought foozth,and hanged | 


vpon gallowes, ſheadyng theyz inno⸗ 
tent blood. Then reiopced Antipater, | 
ſuppoling hym ſelfe to be as ſure of the 
kyngdome, as though he had it in his | 
handes, When as he was not aware, | 
that although he were neuer ſo lie aloft, | 
yet was there one aboue, higher then he, 
who conſidered his doynges. Alexander 
had two ſonnes, Thigarus and Ariſto- 
bulus, And Ariltobulus had thꝛe ſonnes, 


Herode , Agrippa, and Alexander. þ 
nſas Þ 


When the kyng returned to a” | 
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lem (foꝛ he was in Samaria by the lake 
ſide, when his ſonnes were put to ere⸗ 
cution) ge commaunded that his ne⸗ 
phewes ſhoulde be brought to the court, 
and takyng pitie or them, embꝛaſed and 
kyſled tem, wepyng very lozc, both he 
and all his ſeruauntes. Foz it greatly re⸗ 
pented hym ol the heynous decdes that 
he had done. But when the time of the 
mournyng was paſt, he cauſed to call all 
the chiete ol Iſtael together, and ſapde 
vnto them: J am nowe growen in age, 
and waren grape headed, vncertapne 
howe ſhoꝛtiꝑ 3 ſhall dye. J ſeo here be⸗ 
foze me theſe litle fatherleſle chyldꝛen, 
whiche J neuer can beholde without 
great anguiſhe of my mynde. Foꝛ when 
J loke vpon them, 3 call to my remem- 
bzance what great domage J haue done 
vnto theyz fathers in my rage and head- 
long furiguſnes. Pow therfoze would 


tommit them ta the tuitition and cuſto⸗ 
die ot ſome man that might be a patron, 
- andas a father vnto them, to ſuccour 
them continuallp to his power. All the 
people auniwered, that he had well ſpo- 

Ben. He ſpake therfoze vnto his bꝛother 


Pheroras: Thou ſhalt be their patrone x 
2 deken⸗ 


v a - * 
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defendour, and ſhalt gene thy daughter 
to Thigarus Alexandersſonne. He como 
maunded allo his ſonne Antipater to 
geue his daughter to Herode the ſonne 
of Ariſtobulus. And the mariages were 
knit, and compoſitions made in the 
kinges pzeſence. When Antipater mars 
ked the lone that the kyng bare towarde 
his nephewes, he began to be in great 
care: foz Thigarus Alexanders ſonne, 
had a graundfather by the mother ſpde, 
a kyng of great power, namely Arche- 
laus king of Capadocia, He falles downe 
therefoze at the kynges feete, to diſſolue 
and bꝛeake the frendſhip that he bare to⸗ 
wardes his nephewes,andtolcaue ſpea⸗ 
kyng in their cauſe as he had done: but 
be pꝛeuapled nothyng. Thercfoze he 
lefte his father, and went to Pheroras 
the kynges bꝛother, made a conkedera⸗ 


cie with hym, and deſpꝛed hym to fru- ⸗ 
ſtrate the bonde that was betweene him 
ſcife aud Herode, and alſo hetweene him |: 
and Thigarus, the ſonne of Alexander 
that was hanged , So Pheroras came | 
to the kyng, turned his mynde, and dil | 
ſolued the couenauntes of marpage. 
This done, Pheroras and Antipater |: 


(that 


y 
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(that ſafe vpon the kynges thꝛone) were 
become great frendes, bankettyng one 
the other day and nyght, aud deuiſing 
they; matters. Mhen this came to the 
kinges eare, he was ſoze afrapde of their 
trapnes,and commannded that his bꝛa⸗ 
ther Pheroras ſhoulde fo; euermoze be 
bantſhed the court. Antipater his ſonne 
was ſent to Oftauian Augultus to eſta⸗ 
blyſhe the kyngdome vnto hym, and to 
enter in league with hym. 'Fo2 Herode 
was ſo olde, that he coulde not go. An- 
tipater iourneping towarde Rome, paſ- 
ſed thzough Egypt, deſp2ous to ſee it 
befoze the death of his vncle Pheroras. 
And as he trauapled by the hye wares 
- of Egypt, there came a certapne mar- 
: .chaunt,hauing a vpall in his hande cloſe 
Touered, whiche cryed,ſaying: who wyl 
: byeathyngofa great pꝛyce befoze he ſe 
it, o: knowe what it is? Antipater mar- 
uayled at his wozdes, and aſked hym 
what was in the vpall. But the ſeller 
tolde him not what it was, befoꝛe he had 


bvbougyht, it and papde deare foz it. Then 
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2 Whyſpered he in his eare, tcllyng hym 
ttzat it was a ſtrong poyſon, that would 
- byll aneoutofhandc. This vpall An- 
Þ ty tipater 
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tipater ſent to Pheroras to be kept Wnfill 


he returned from Rome. In the meane 
ſcaſon Pheroras dyed, und his wyfe hyd 


the vyall. After when Antipater tame 


home agapne from Rome, Pheroras 
wyfe and he fell at variaunce, inſomuch 
that ſhe obiected vnto hym that he was 
the cauſe that Pheroras was banyſhed 
the kynges pzeſence, the ſozowe where- 
of was his death. On the other ſyde, 
Antipater went about to accuſe her, 
lowyng diſcozde betweene her and the 
kyng, to ſtirre hym agapnſt her. Be 
ſuboꝛned alſo a certayne Eunuch oz gel⸗ 
ded perſon, to go vnto the kyng, and in⸗ 
fourme hym, howe that at what time as 
he toke diſpleaſure with Pheroras his 


bzꝛother, and banyſhed him his pzeſence, 
Pheroras pꝛocured a ſtrong poyſon, and 


gaue it to his wpke, commaundyng her 


to deſtroye the kyng therewith. The 
kyng hearpng this, was wꝛoth with the 
Eunuch, and ſapde: J ſcarched foz that | f 
venome long ago, when it was nopſed 
that my houſeholde ſeruauntes woulde 
geue it me to dzinke, but J coulde not 


kynde thethyng to be true. Mea, A haue 
ben to raſhe in ſuche matters: ſo J puʒt 


my | 
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my wpfe Marimi to death without a 
cauſe, and Alexandra mp mother in 
lawe, with my two chyldzen. When 
Antipater hearde that the kyng credited 
not the Eunuch, he made ſute to the 
kyng to ſende hym to Octauian the ſe⸗ 
conde tyme, foz he was afearde fo2 the 
byall that was in Pheroras wifes houſe, 
He had wzytten alſo with his hande, 
howe that he ſent it, intendyng there- 
with to popſon the kynges ſonnes chyl⸗ 
dꝛen. But he that prepareth a pytte for 
another, oft tymes falleth into it hym 
ſelfe. do deſpzyng the king to ſend him, 
he let hym go. Alter this, the kyng com⸗ 


maunded to make ſearche, if the Eunu- 


ches woꝛdes were true oz no: he ſent 


fp2ſf of all Pheroras houſeholde ſeruaun⸗ 


tes, examined them whether euer they 
coulde perceaue that Pheroras was in 
mynde to hurte hym. Thep all ware, 
no. Then the kyng commaunded to 
ſcourge them verp ſoze: but they con- 
feſed nothyng, although ſome dyed vn⸗ 
der thepz handes in the eramination. 
Some he ozdered with diuers kynde of 
tozmentes, of ſome he cauſed to plucke 
out al their teeth; And as he bad ſourge a 
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howe he hadde geuen Antipater this 
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certayne woman ſeruaunt, whiche had 
ben very truſtie to Pheroras, at length 
when ſhe coulde no lenger ſtande foz 
ſtrokes, the cryed out and ſapde: The 
holy and bleſſed God reuenge vs of Ro- 
ſtios the kpnges wyke, Antipaters mos 
ther, whiche is cauſe of this. The kyng 
hearyng theſe wozdcs, bad let her alone, 
the wyll diſcloſe all. Then ſpake ſhe, 
Antipater made feaſtes encry foote foz 
thy bꝛother Pheroras and hym ſelfe: and 
as they eate and dzanke, they deuiſed 
howe to popſon thee, ſpecially when as 
Antipater was goyng to Octauian, Foz 
they ſayde ; Except we deſtroy hym; he 
wyll deftrop vs, as he hath done all the 
chyldꝛen of his houſe. Poꝛeouer, he lo- 
ueth the childzen of his ſonnes that were 
put to death, whiche growe a pace, and 
it is poſſible he may aulter his mynde, 
and make one of them kyng. Antipater 
alſo ſapde to thy bzother; The kyng 
makes as though he were muche my 
rende, but J truſt hym not. He gaue 
me (ſaieth he)a hundzeth pounde waight 
ok golde, but all that ſatiſfieth not me. 
When the kyng hearde this, he tolde 


golds 
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gold ſecretly. The woman ſapde moze- 
ouer: There is pet a Upall of ſtrong 
poiſon in Pheroras houſe,that thy ſonne 
ſent out of Egypt. @trayghtway the 
kyng ſent to Pheroras wyfe , that the 
ſhoulde bzyng hym the Upall of poyſon 
her own ſelf, When ſhe eſpied the kings 
Eunuches come to fetche her whether 
ſhe woulde oz no , ſhe gate her vp ta the 
top of the honſe and call her ſelf downe 
beadlong to kyll her ſelfe , becauſe ſhe 
woulde not ſee the kyng no; abyde his 
tozmentes. But ſhe dyed not thercof, 
wherevpon the kynges meſſengers 
bꝛought her in a hozſe litter, and ſet her 
afoze the king. Then ſhe confeſſed vnto 
hym, howe Antipater his ſonne hadde 
conſpired with Pheroras to kil him with 
a ſtrong poyſon that he had bought in 
Egypt, and ſent to Pheroras when he 
went to Octauwian; And howe that Phe- 
roras beyng at the point of death,repen- 
ted him therof, charging that we ſhould 
neuer geue that venome to Antipater, 
but poure it out vppon the ground, that 
the kyng myght not be poyſoned there⸗ 
with and 3 dyd as he bad me, caſt it out 
—_ Alitle that J kept in the glaſe 
V v bottome, 
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bottome , foz J euer feared that whiche 
is nowe come to paſſe. Then at the 
kinges commaundement,the Uiall was 
bzought foo:th befoze hym, and there 
was a litle of the venome left, where⸗ 
foze they gaue better credite to her 
woꝛdes: ſo that the kyng was content 
with her, and bad his phiſitions heale 
ber, and ſhe recouercd . This done, the 
kyng wzyt to Antipaterto come home 
with ſpede,becauſe J am old (ſapeth he) 
and weake , vntertapne howe ſhoztly 3 
ſhall dye. The kyng had pet alſo tws o⸗ 
ther ſonnes at Rome, Archelaus ę Poli- 
mus. So when Antipater Wzpt to aun⸗ 
ſwer his fathers letters, he ſignified vn⸗ 
to him that his two ſonnes had diffamed 
the king and flaundzed him vnto Octa- 
uiã. But the king aunſwered him: come 
and bzyng them with the , & J will oz⸗ 
der them as thou thinkeſt good. Not- 
withſtanding Antipater lingred and de⸗ 
laped foz the ſpace of.6.monethes, to ſe 
ik be might learn ſomWwhat of his fathers 
doinges, but he toulde heare nothing. 
The meſſegers that his father had ſent, 
lape vpon him cuery dap, and vaged him | 
to make pede. . Therkoze at the 'ſeuen | 
monethes 
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monethes ende he tooke his lournep to⸗ 
wardes ludea, t came to Ceſarea. There 
heard he that his father had taken dil⸗ 
pleaſure with his mother, and baniſhed 
ber the court, but he coulde not learne 
what ſhoulde be the caule: therfoze he 
was ſtroken in ſuch feare, that he would 
haue gone backe again and left his iour⸗ 
nep . But they that wayted vpon him, 
beyng deſtrous to go home to their hou⸗ 
ſes and kamilie, crafted with him, and 
perſwaded him that if he ſhould now re⸗ 
turne backe ont of his waye , he ſhoulde 
iuſkifie his enmies ſapings to be true. 
But if thou come once to thy fathers 
pzeſence(ſap thep) who loueth thee ſo in⸗ 
tirely, thou ſhalt pꝛeuaple agapnſt thy 
foes, t get the vpper hand of them that 


- -: troubled thee. So he folowed their coun- 


ſell, and came to Hieruſalem. When he 
entred into the citie, no man came fozth 
to meete him, nozonce to byd him wel- 
come home, Foz al the people hated him 
foz his lies,flaunders , peruers and wic⸗ 
ked counſell, but chiefly foz feare of the 
king. Pet went he fozward to the court 
although with a fcarful heart. When he 
came to the kings pꝛeſence, he fell down

and dyd his duetie: but the king turned 
awape his face, and coulde not abpde to 
looke vpon him. He went home therkoze 
to his houſe with a heauy hart, hanging 
downe his head, and hydyng his face, 
There his mother tolde hym how thepz 
connſaple concernpng the Utall of pop⸗ 
ſon was bewꝛaped, and howe the kyng 
was wonderfullye incenſed towardes 
hym, that encreaſed pet his feare moze 
and moze. The next dap by the kynges | 
commaundement he was bzought fozth: 
and befoze all the chief of Jſrael aſſem- 
bled together, the king lat to fudge An 
tipaters cauſe, There rehearſed the kyng 
vnto them his ſonnes lewdnes and lpes, 
bow he had ſeduced him and incited him 
to kil his childzen that were of the kings | 
blood, farre better and moze vertuous 
then he: inſomuche that with a loude |. 
vopce the kyng burſt out and bewapled | 
bis wyfe Marimi,whom he put to death 
without a canſe , and his two ſonnes, 
that they that were far of might heare | 
bym. Then Antipater lyft vp his head, | 
and began to ſpeake craftyly and ſub- |* 
tylly. Ft he fozgot not to geue gentle 
'wozdes to pacifie his fathers ** | 
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but that he toulde not do.) After he fell 
to intreatie in ſuch ſozt , that all the no⸗ 
bles were moned to pitie, and bewailed 


bis eupll foztune , not without teares: 


laue only Niraleus the kynges ſecretary, 
who loned the kynges chyldzen that 
were put to death. He rebuked them all 
that were ſoꝛp foꝛ the calamitie of Anti- 
pater, crying with all his might: where 
are ve Alexander and Ariſtobulus that 
were flapne giltles: Lift vp pour heads 
and behold this bloody and wicked man 
fall into the pit which he him ſelf made, 
ſ& howe his foote is catched in the net 
that he laid him ſcife foz other. Marke pe 
not howe pour maker reuengeth your 
death , and requireth pour blood at his 
hand in the tyme of his deſtruction; Foz 
the wicked man is ſpared vntil the time 
ol his death. So the kyng him ſelf very 
much inſenſed, ſent to fetch a condem⸗ 
ned perſon out of p;yſon ; who beyng 
: bought befoze them, and tallyng a litle 
pk the poiſon in the Uial, ſel down ſtarke 


dead fozthwith. Then the krng com⸗ 


| maunded Antipater to be caricd to pzy- 
ſon, and to be layde in ſtrong irens. 
| The. xl. pere of his raigne , whiche was 
the

the. lrr. pere of his age,kyng Herode fell 
ſicke, and no remedy, no phiſicke coulde 
be found to helpe him. Neyther his ſer⸗ 
uauntes no2 phiſicians coulde pzocure 
hym anpe reſt, ſo greuouſipe came his 
diſeaſe vpõ him, with ſhoztnes of bzeath, 
and thꝛough the anguiſh ol the manifold 


euilles that had happened vnto him by 
his own folke. Whervpon he cryed aut, 


ſaping : Wo may he ve, that hath none 
left to ſuccede him in his kingdome, noz 
none to go befoꝛe his Coffin, and mourn 


fo2 him at his death. Then called he 


to his remembꝛaunce his wife Marimi 
and his two ſonnes , rehearſyng them 
by name, howlyng and werpyng ſtyll 


continually. Upon a certapne day when 
his ſickenes came ſoze vppon hym , he 
called to his ſeruauntes to fetche hym 
ſome pleaſaunt apple to ſœ pf he myght 
comfozt his hearte: and when they had 
bzought it, he ared foꝛ a knyfe to cut 
it, and one was bꝛought hym. Then 
he gathered his ſtrength vnto hym, and 
xcared hym ſcife vp vpon his left arme, 
and pertceauyng his lyfc to bee full of 
ſozowe and lamentation, he tooke the 


knpfe with his ryght hand , and — 
ched 
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ched his ſway to thzuſt it into his bely. 
But his ſeruauntes ſtepte to hym , and 
caught his arme, hoidyng his handes, 
and woulde not ſuffer hym to doe it. 
Then wepte he ſoze and all his ſer⸗ 
uauntes, that the vopce was heard out 
of the courte, and ſhoztly all the citie 
was in a ſturre, ſaying 3 the kyng is 
dead, the kyng is dead. Antipater be- 
ing in the pꝛyſon, heard the noyſe , and 


al ked, what buſines is this: They aun- 


ſwered hym, the kyng is dead. 
Then was he glad, and reiopſed won⸗ 
derkullp, ſaping vnto the Jalours. 


Strike of myne irens and let me out, 
that 4 map go to the palaice, and J will 
remember thee with a good turne. The 

keper aunſwered: 3 eare leaſt the kyng 
be pet aliue, 3 wil go therfoze and know 
the trueth, and come agapn by and by. 
Antipater ſawe he could not get looſe, 
and wept foz anger at the keper. So the 


keper came to the cour:twhich as it was 


tolde to the kyng, he commaunded hym 
dso be bꝛought to his pꝛeſente. Then the 
kung aſked hym. What dyd Antipater 
S pꝛay ther) when he heard this mour⸗ 
nung, and that J was dead? The keper 


aunſwered. 
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aunſwered: He was very glad thereof, 
and when he woulde not ſmite of his 
irens and let hym out, he wept fo2 an- | 
ger. The kyng cried out vnto his lozds, | 
ſee howe he hateth me beyng pet in pzp- 
ſon: pf he were here, he woulde doe 
what he could to kyll me. Be would not 
do as my ſeruauntes dpd, make haſte 
to wzeſt the knyfe out of my hande, As | 
true as God lpucth, he ſhall neuer haue 
that he gapeth foz. So the kyng com- 
maunded he ſhoulde bee put to death. 
And there was not one that woulde in⸗ 
treate foꝛ him, oꝛ deſpꝛe the king to the 
contrarye , but euerp man was glad of 
his deſfructton . The kyng commaun⸗ 
ded the keper to bzyng hym fe#zth to the 
market place: whiche done, his head 
was ſmitten of, and ſo he lepte beſpdes 
his purpoſe. The kyng commaunded 
moꝛeouer his body to bee taken, and ca- | 
ryed to the citie cf Anlcalia, there to bee | 
buryed,and not in the citie. That done, 
Hircaniũ and the people beyng returned from the 
buriall: the kyng ſent to call all the no- 
bles of Iſrael together, and enfoziyng | 
his ſtrength , he ſat vp in his bed, and | 


commaũded to cal his ſonne Archelaus, | 
vpon | 
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bpon whom he lapde his handes and 
made hym kyng ouer Iſrael. Then 
ſhowted euery man: God ſaue the king, 
God ſaue the kyng. The king lined fine 
dayes after the execution of Antipater, 
then fapnted and died. The time that he 
raigned oner Iſrael, was fourtic peres. 
He was a wozthy warrier, a wyſe and a 
pꝛudent man, a goodly man of perſon, 
haupng God on his ſide, He loned euer 
the Sages, Hillel and Samai, with thepz 
companyes. Ye enryched the ſeconde 
houſe, moze then all other kynges, and 
was moze liberall then all the kynges 
that were befoze hym. His gyftes and 
rewardes were riche, foz he counted gold 
and ſpluer, as chaffc and ſtones, He kept 
Iſrael in quiet and peace from all they? 
enemies. Me buylded alſo a moze roy- 
all temple, then dyd kyng Solomon. 
But he made the poke of tribute and er⸗ 
action in Jſrael heauper, and gane open 
eare to enyll tongues, He was a cruell 
bloodſheder of pooze and innocent per- 
ſons, and Archelaus his ſonne raigned 
in his rowme. He wylled befoze his 


death that they ſhoulde bury hym in the 
citie Erodion, two dayes journey and a 
: Ji halfe 
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halfe from Hieruſalem. So they put him 
in a coffin couered with golde, ſet here 
and there with pꝛecious ſtones. The bed 
vnder him was wꝛought with golde and 
full cf pzecious ſtones. Likewiſe, vpon 
his head was a cloth of raynes powdzed 
with pꝛecious ones, and vpon that, a 
ropal crowne,made faſt to the left fide of 
the coffin : and vpon the ryght ſide was 
the regall ſcepter. Upon the beere was 
alſo a cloth of raynes very thicke pow⸗ 
dzed with pzecious ſtones, criſtall, Aime⸗ 
thiſtes, and verp many ſaphyzes, Then 
all the chieke men of warre went about 
him in tbeyz coates of fence,and dzawen 
ſwo3zdes in they2 handes, with helmes 
on they} heades, as in tyme of warre. 

After them came Archelaus his ſonne 
that was made kyng. Then ſolowed 
him all the people. There were fiftie of 
his ſeruauntes that went about the 
beere, with euery man a chafingdiſhe of 
golde in his hande, wherein they burnt 
ſweete woodes and perfumes, euerpfoote 
caſtyng vpon the hearſe pure mirrhe, as 
many as went about hym , Me was 
bo:ne by certapne great lozdes and no⸗ 
ble men of 3ſracl vpen their ſhoulders, 
goyng 
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goyng leaſurably, and with a mateſtie, 
tpll they come to Erodion, where thep 
burped him with great honour, that like 
was neuer done to any kyng. Theſe 
thynges done, there reſozted together 
ſuche as hated Yerode, and were werp 
of theyz obone lines whyles he lyued, re⸗ 
topſing that they had ſcaped his handes, 
ſaping: we haue loked till our epes blea⸗ 
red, waytyng foz the death of Herode 
that tyzaunt and bloodſhever, that op- 
pꝛeſſed vs with ſuche heauie pokes, and 
left vs nothyng to liue on, foz the great 
tributes t taxes that he lapde vpon vs. 
Pet nowe Archelaus his ſonne is wozſe 
then he. Wherefoze they conſulted to⸗ 
gether, and caſt they2 myndes and good 


wylles towarde Antipater the ſonne ok 


Salumith the kynges ſiſter, one ot the 
blood of Chaſmonani, ę went with hym 
to Octauian Augultus, requeſtyng hym 
to tranſlate the kingdome from Arche- 
laus to Antipater: but he woulde not 
graunt them their ſuite. Yea, rather he 
confirmed 4 aſſured the kingdom to Ar- 
chelaus, who wzought wickednes in the 
light of the lozde, Foz he maried his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Alexanders wife that had chtlvze by 


1y Alexander 
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Alexancer,and committed other many 
great offences. @Thc.tir.ycre of Archelaus 
raigne, it chaunced vpon a nyght, he 
dzeamed a dzeame. Pym thought he 
ſawe. ir, eares of cone, verp good and 
fail growen vpon one ſtalke, then came 
a great ore and ſlopt them vp all at once 
at one bit; by and by he waked,and per⸗ 
ceaued it was a dzeame. @Therefoze cal- 
Ivng one of the Sages of Jſrael vato 
hym, he ſhewed hym his dꝛeame. The 
wyſe man ſapd: This is the interpꝛeta⸗ 
tion of it. The. ir. eares ſreſhe and full, 
be the. ix. peres which hytherto thou haſt 
raigned. The great orc, is the great 
king Octauian auguſtus. This pere thou 
ſhalt be remoned from thy kyngdome, 
becauſe thou haff neglected the wozde of 
God, and haſt marped thy bꝛothers wite. 
To this Archelaus aunſwered hym nep- 
ther good noz bad. Mithin fine dapes 
after, Octauian came towarde Hieruſa⸗ 
lem: and when Archelaus went to meete 
bim, he put htm in p2yſon, depoſed hym 
from his kingdome of Jſrael, and made 
Antipas his bzother kyng in his ſteede. 
Me turned his name alſo, and called him 
Berod. That Dr returnedto Rome 
| ; Whilcs 
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Whiles Antipas was kyng, dyed them- 


perour Octauian auguſtus, the. 5c. pere of 


his raigne, and Lberius Cæſar ſucceded 
him. This Antipas alſo wzought wyc-

to death. There was at that tyme, one 


Jeſus, a wiſe man (if it be lawfull to call 7.5, 
him a man:foz he was a wozker of won / ©,..q. 


derfull and ſtaunge wozkes, and a tea- 
cher ofſuche men as gladly did heare the 
trueth, had many diſciples, both of the 
Jewes,.and alſo of the Gentiles.) This 
man was Chziſke, whom, after he was 
accuſed of the chiefe rulers of our nation, 
and condempned by Pilate to be cruciſi⸗ 
ed, they neucrtheleſſe ceaſed not to loue, 
whiche loned him enen from the begin- 
ning. To theſe he appeared the thirde 
day aliue,accozdpng as the pꝛophetes by 
deuine inſpiration had tolde befo2e, aſ- 
well of this, as alſo of manꝑ other won⸗ 
der full thinges which ſhould be done by 
bym, And euen vnto this day the Chai 
one 10 ſtian 


Caius cali- 


gula Cæſar. 
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ſtian ſect whiche toke their name of him, 
doth continue. Againſt this man Anti- 
pas, of whom we ſpake befoze, came Ti- 
berius Emperour of Nome, to whom 
when Antipas reſozted, he appꝛehended 
bpm, and lapde hym in irons, and ſent 
him into Spapne where he dyed, Arche- 
laus alſo that was depoſed befoze,dped in 
the time of this Tiberius raigne. Then 
Tiberius made Agrippa (the ſonne of 
Ariſtobulus whom Herode put to death) 
Antipas bzother,king in his ſteede, The 
time that Antipas raigned ouer Jſracl, 
was, ri. yeres. Jn Agrippas tyme dyed 
Tiberius Cæſar, 4 Caius ſucceeded hym. 
This Cams called himſelf a god, x would 
ſuffer no man to wozſhip any thyng in 
his empire, but hym ſelfe. Be continued 
not long in his dignitie, but decaped and 
dicd. After him ſucceeded Claudius, Clau- 
d1us bepng dead, Nero Cæſar was em 
perour. Agrippa raigned ouer Jſrael.2z, 
peres. Jn his tyme Nero ſoze oppzeſſed 
Alrael,by ſetting cruell pꝛeſidentes ouer 
them, whiche lett them nothyng to lyue 
bpon;x beſides that, puniſhed them with 
diuers tozmentes, vntyll at length they 
were conſtrapned to rebell agaynlſt the 
| Romane 
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Romane Empire, and Nero Cæſar, to 
ryd them ſelues from vnder his ſubiecti⸗ 
on. And about all other, one Florus pꝛe⸗ 
ſident & captaine of the Romane armpe, 
moſte greeuouſly oppzeſſed the Jewes, 
and had done many thynges very wic⸗ 
kedly, Foz not only had he ſhed innocent 
blood, rauiſhing at his pleaſure, wpues, 
eEdcflomzed maydes in the citie of luda: 
but alſo robbed with great crueltie, eue⸗ 
rye man of his goodes. He dyd inhabite 
the temple,and vpon the beames thereof 
hunge thoſe that he toke diſpleaſure 
with. Jt chaunced that Beronice, kyng 
Agrippas ſiſter came at that time to Hie⸗ 
ruſalem of deuotion, to viſite the holye 
place. She ſepng Florus violentip to op- 
pꝛeſſe the people, and fez payment of er- 
actions t tollage to ſlea manp of them, 
euen at the entrauuce of the temple : ſhe 
came foozth weping vnto Florus, beſe⸗ 
chinghim to be fauonrable and ſpare the 
people, fo2 ſhe pitied them very greatly, 


Pet Florus relented nothyng, but when 


ſhe was departed from hym, he flouted x 
mockt her, although the were the kinges 
ſiſter, and that in the temple of the loꝛde. 
There was pzeſet at that time a valiant

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young man, Eleaſar ſonne of Anani the 

bye pꝛieſt: He whyles his father was 
executing his office,could not abide to ſe 
the Iſraelites ſo miſozdzed at Florus 
handes,but beyng enkindled with a fer⸗ 
uent zeale, ſounded a trumpet, whereby 
there aſſembled about hym foozthwith 
diners companyes and bandes of young 
men, goodly warryers,by whoſe ayde he 
rapſed a great commotion, and encoun- 
tred with Florus and the Romane ſonl- 
diers,of who he made a great laughter, 
pꝛeuapling much, and getting at length 
the vpperhande ol Florus, ouerthze we all 
his hoaſt,fo that Florus was conſtrapned 


to flee alone out of Mieruſalem, vnto 


Egypt. an the wap as he fled, he chaun⸗ 
ced to mete with king Agri Sack: pa, cõming 


from Nome from Nero Cæſar, and going 
home into luda: to whom Florus decla⸗ 
red what had happened him thoꝛowe the 
youth of the Jewes at Hieruſalem. And 
as Agrippa had paſſed Egypt, and dzue 
towarde Dicruſalem, his ſiſter Beronice 
directed her letters vnto hym, mouyng 
bim to ioyne with the Jewes, & to ayde 
them. The people alſo came wholly the 
_ of. ir, _ out of the citie of Hie⸗ 

ruſalem 
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might, to pꝛocure quietneſle and peace to 
the citie and people. So he entred into 
Hierulalem, accompanied with a couple 


of noble men of Rome, woꝛthpe cap⸗ 


tapnes, whom he bzought with hym in 
his trapne. And when he came into the 
myddeſte of the citie, the people crped 
mainly out vpon him, ſaping: Deliuer 

vs O kyng, and let thy hande and helpe 
be on our ſyde to luccour ds, fo we will 
neuer moze bee under the Nomanes 
ſubiection. The kyng hearpng this, py- 
tied the people very muche: notwith- 
| ffandynghe was not content that they 
were mynded to rebell agaynft the Ro⸗ 
mane Empire. Wherefoze he called 


together the people, at thentraunce of 


the tourte of the Temple, where were 


pꝛeſent the elders of Iſrael, and all 
the chiefe men, with the hye pꝛieſt A⸗ 


nant ; declared vnto them the power 


of the Komanes , the ſtrength of theyꝛ 
| kyngdome, and what nacions rounde 
about them they had ſubdued, in ſuche 


lozte as no remapne of them was lelte.

Agrippa. But the kyng ftudyed all he 
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Wherfoze he beſought them not to pꝛo⸗ 
noke the Romanes , noz to deſtrop the 
people remapnyng of Iſrael. He added 
mozeouer 2: If ye wyll geue eare to mine 
adupte (ſaith he) J knowe it well dere 
bzethacn , that there reſteth in pour 
heartes a great griefe , and J my lelfe 
am full of ſozowe and anguiſhe that we 
are not of power able to withſtand the 
Romanes , Albeit pf pou wyll be ru- 
led by my councell , ye ſhall fpnde a re⸗ 
dzeſſe foz this matter. For where as 
councell is and good deliberation , there 
is ſafetie, and chynges come to proſpe- 
rous a Pe ſhall luſtepne foz a 
while the poke of the Roman captaines, 
till 3 maye certifie Nero of the matter 
by mp letters, and intreate hym to ridde 
bs of theſe rulers. J beſeche yon be not 
to haſty of libertie: Manye ſckyng liber- 
tic,hauefallen into oa captiuitie & 
greater bondage. There be amongſt our 
people many euill diſpoſed perſonnes, 
Whoſe delite is in warres, foz it is thep⸗ 
whole ſkudpe ; amongeſt whom manpe 
good men do alſo perpſhe. Uherefoze 
beare my w332es , as foz them that bee 
wyle maye perceaue the matter them 
| ſelues: 
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ſelu es: they that lacke experience, let 
them learne wyſdome at my ſapinges. 


Kepe therefoze ſilence, whiche ſhalbe as 
well to myne, as to pour owne commo- 
ditte , fo J ſhall not nede to ſtrepne my 
ſelfe , but ſpeake the ſoftlyer with leſſe 
payne:and pe on the other ſyde may the 
better heare, and vnderſtande what J 
ſape. Ik pe holde not pour peace, ye 
ſhall haue two diſcommodities : pe ſhall 
interrupt my communication, and let 
pour ſelues from hearpng. But nowe 
to the purpoſe, pe ſhalbe content and 
ſuffer tpll 4 wzpte to Rome of theſe 
matters, that Cæſar maye remoue thele 
euyll rulers, and ſende vs them that bee 
moze humaine and gentle. If pe mape 
haue one ſuche, then ſhall pe not thinke 
pour ſelues in bondage, but in libertie, 
and woꝛthylpe: foz then onelpe is ſerui⸗ 
tude greeuous, whan as the ruler is an 
bntuſte man and wicked. 
Now therfoze ſtap your ſelues, quarell 
not with them : foz although they bee 
wicked, pet wyll they bee aſhamed to do 
w2ong openly : as that they do, they do 
it ſecretely. But if ye ſhould accuſe them 
to muche , they woulde rub they foze- 
heades, 


ſuch an vn⸗ 
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heades, and do it openlpe without all 


ſhame : ſo ſhoulde yon make of pour 
indges and rulers , your open enemies. 
But it were farre better to ſuffer an vn- 


iuſte gouernour, then a iuſte enemie. 
Foz the one robbeth men pziuily , the o⸗ 
ther is an open deſtroyer: pꝛouoke them 
not therfoze. Conſider the wylde beaſtes 
that be vnder mans power, and be kept 
in chepnes , as Lions, Beares, and 
Leopardes : pf a man let them alone, 
they are quiet and harme no man. But 
pt aman go to theyz dennes and anger 
them, then they wyll flee vpon hym and 
weerp hym, and other to, that be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent . The ſame pe map perceaue in a 
feuer and an ague, which yr a man wyll 
go about to cure at the begynnyng , he 
ſhall make it moze greuons : bat yfhe 
wpllremedy it by leaſare , the fernen- 
cie of it wyll eaſyly be quenched. Now 
therfoze refrayn pour ſelues, take hede 
pe ſet not Cæſar in your toppes, and the 
whole Romane Empire. Cæſar cone- 
_ teth not pour harme , nepther ſent he 
vnto you theſe rulers to hurt you. His 
epes can not ſ from Eaſte to Meſte, 
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ther, koz it is fleſhe and blood. But yr 
pe wyll abyde tyll J may ſende embaſ- 
ſadours to Cæſar, J vonbte not but 3 
ſhall remoue theſe rulers , and rpd you 
of them peaceably without any warre 
o2 bloodſhed. If pe be vtterly determi- 
ned to reſiſt the Romane Empire, you 
ſhall vnderſtande pou be in no wyſe a⸗ 
ble to do it: foz God is euerp where on 
theyꝛ ſyde, ſo that they be Lo2des tho⸗ 
row out all the wozlde', and all people 
ſerue them, and ſhall, tyll they2 ende 
alſo come. But pf pe wyll not doe this 
fo2 pour owneſakes : pet do it fo2 your 


own countries (ſake , your chyldzen and 
| Wyfes , the Hanctuarpe and pziefſes, 
whom pe are bounden to loue andſpare, 
leaſt pe caſt awape and vndoe all chem 
at once. J beſeche you take my woꝛdes 


in good part, fo I haue ſpoken nothyng 
but that is foz pour wealth , and that 
mape further our peace with the Ro- 
manes, whiche J moſte wyſhe. Ik your 
will be ruled and choſe peace, J wyll 
take pour part and do the beſt J can foz 
pou: ut pk ye wyll nedes haue warres, 
pe ſhall haue it alone fo; me, J will not 
medle with you, Mith this A Spe 
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fell on wepyng, and ſo dyd alſo all the 
elders with hym , and the men of moſt 
wyſdome, the chiefe in all Jſracl : yea 
Anani the hye pꝛieſte alſo coulde not 
refrapne from teares . Notmithſtan⸗ 
dyng, Eleaſar his toute ſonne , with his 
routes of warlike young men abouthim 
they wept not at all, noz would hearken 
oz geue anpe care to holſome counſell: 
but al at once with theyz dzawen \woz- 
des , violently ruſhed vpon the Roman 
capitapnes that came with Agrippas, 
flue them, thep2 men, and all the mul⸗ 
titude that was with hym in Hieruſa⸗ 
lem and ludca, The Elders in ludea 
with the wyſeſt and godlyeſt Jſraelites, 
ſeing what was done , departed from 
Hieruſalem, fearyng Nero and the cru⸗ 
eltie of the Romanes. @Therefoze they 
toke the towzc of Sion, and remapned 
there, Foz they would not bee takenof 
the Romanes,to bee of the ſame confe- 
deracie with the other. The ſedicious 
ſeyng that, toke the temple of the loꝛde. 
So diſcention and ciuill warres fell be- 
twene the ſedicious and the auncientes. 
Fo2 when Eleaſar heard the Elders and 
heades of the people were fledde to — 
moun 
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gers that they had hid vnder their tacks, 
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mount Sion: he and his company ſette 
vpon them, pꝛeuapled againſt them, and 
flue a great meany of them. Agrippas 
perceaupng the power of the ſedicious 
grewe apace , he ſent ont of his campe 
where he lape without the towne , two 
valiaunt captaines, one named Darius, 
the other Philppus, with ſire thouſand 
men, to ſuccour thoſe Elders and Sages 
that were deſirous of peace. Theſe pꝛe⸗ 
uayled agaynſt Eleaſar and the ſedicious 
that toke his part, made a great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter of them,ſkirmiſhyng foz the ſpace of 
ſeuen dayes together, and at the length 
put them to flyght , and purſued them 


the warres increaſed moze and moze 


betwene kleaſar aud his complices, and 
Agrippas with his hoaſt and the ſages, 
elders, and pzinces that toke theyz parte. 
Aon a tyme when the taptapnes of A- 
grippas entred the temple, certapne 
cutthzote murthers, waged: by the ſe⸗ 
dicious, mixt them ſelues amongſt the 

kinges bandes, and getting behind their 


backes , wounded them with ſhozt dag⸗ 
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fo that the kynges ſouldiours hauyng 
launces and greatc armpng ſwoꝛdes in 


theyz handes „ ſuche as thep vie in the 


warres, coulde not welde them in the j 
paeale . By this meanes many of them 
were ſlaine, and the ſedicious gate the 


victozye. Thus Darius and Philippus 


with the Komane armpe were put to | 


flight, and the elders with the Sages 


that were deftrons of peace, departed 
out of the towne , and fledde to kyng | 


Agrippas, Then had Elcaſar and the ſe⸗ 


dicious the whole rule of the citie, and 


that to all theyz great damage. F03 the 


euerpchone that were in his palaice, 
Beronices houſe alſo the kynges ſyſter 
they ſette on fire , and they due all the 
tunnyng artificers that were maiſters 
of the kynges woꝛkes. So thepz rule 
and power in the citie grew enery day

furye of the ſedicious increaſed to ſuche | 
ontragiouſnes , that they ſet a fire kyng | 
Agrippas houſe that he had in Hieruſa- | 
lem, ſpoyled all his treaſure ; and all | 
that was any thyng woozth, they deui⸗ 
ded amonglt them. @Dhey burnt his 
bokes of accomptes and bities of debtes | - 
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7 N thoſe dapes dwelt the Jewes and 
Aramites together, in all the cities of 
Siria, amongeſt whom alſo warre was 
moued: fo2 the Ceſarians bzought the 
Romanes into the towne agapnſt the 
Jewes, and ſluc them as many as they 
coulde finde in the towne, The Damal- 
cians alſo conſpired together to deſtroy 
al the Jewes that dwelt amongſt them, 
which thtng they kept ſecrete from their 
wpues, becanſe foz the moſte part they 
fauoured the Jewes religion. Therfoze 
the Aramites vpon a ccrtapne night ar- 
med fo2 the parpoſe, beſct all the wapes 
and entraunces into the towne and the 
houſes alſo, and flue about ten thouſand 
of the Jewes, commyng vpon them at 
vnwares when they were in thcir beds, 
nothyng mifiruſtpng any ſuche matter. 
When the Jewes of Pieruſalem hearde 
hoe the Aramites had dealt with the 
Jewes in theyz countrep: ſodapulp they 
put them (clues in armes, and in a furis 
and rage, lyke as it had ben Lions and 
Beares that had loſt their whelpes they 
ranne to Damalco, burnt thepz boldes, 
put the Damaſcians to the ſwoꝛde, man, 
woman and chylde, euen the very ſuc⸗ 
Is | kpng 
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kyng babes: pea, thepꝛ oren, ſheepe, ca- 
mels, and alles, with all other cattel, lea⸗ 
uyng none alpue. And thus they dealt 
with many cities of the Sirians, flepng 
and kyllyng them, not ſparpng eyther 
olde oz young, male oz female, but de⸗ 
ſtroping all in moſte cruell wyſe, enen 
tbe very infantes and ſucklynges they 
haled from theyz mothers bzeaſtes, 
and murthered them , inſomuche that 
all the whole lande was full of ſlenche 
of the dead bodycs that were ſlapne, foz 
there was no man left to burpe the car- 
kaſes, So the Jewes waſted all the land 
of the Aramites, and had deſtroped it, 
had not Caſlius a captapne of the Ko⸗ 
manes deliuered Siria and the countrey 
of Zofa, The people therekoꝛe departed 
wholly fro Aram, to returne into ludea, 
and in the way they came by Scithopohs 
a citic of Siria, entendyng to beſiege it, 
fo2 it was pet left vntouched, and was 
verp ſtrong. At that tyme alſo Jewes 
and Aramitcs dwelt together in it. The 
Icwes therefoze that were without, of- 
fred peace to the zewes that dwelt in 
the towne: but they refuſed it, and defi- 
ed them,raplyng at them, and foz they? 
frendly 
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frendly offer, acquited them with oppꝛo⸗ 
bzious woꝛdes, and with iniuries allo, 
Foz thoſe J?Wwes that dwelte in the 
fozeſapde citie with the Aramites, lo⸗ 
ued together lyke bzethzen, and foz the 
mo2e part they were of the Leniticall 
tribe, foute men and hardyc. The hoaſt 
of the Jewes without the citie, ſayde 
onto them: Me come frendly vnto 
pou, and woulde apde you , The other 
Jewes within aunſwered : We wpll 
nexther your frendſhip noz apde. The 
armpye of the Jewes hearpng that, con- 
ſented and agreed to rapſe they fiege, 
to go to Hieruſalem, and there to re- 
mayne. Foz they had a huge bootie of 
golde and ſilner that they had gotten to- 
gether, of the ſpoples of Siria. After 
this, the Sirians that dwelt in Scitho- 
polis ſapde one to another : Put caſe the 
Jewes returne agapne and make warre 
vpon vs, ſurely if they ſhoulde ſo do, 
theſe Zewes that dwell amongeſt vs, 
woulde iopne with them, and deliuer vp 
the citie into thepz handes, and then 
woulde they be reuenged vpon vs, and 
eſtrop vs as they haue done the other 
cities of Siria. Theretoze they agreed 
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to ſay vnto the Jewes that inhabited 
the citie with them: Me vnderſtande 
pour countrey men wyll inuade vs a⸗ 
gane, and make warre vpon vs: wher- 
koze depart pe foozth of the citie, with 
pour wines and chyldzen, and lodge in 
the wood nye vnto the citie, tyll they; 
armpe be gone agayne, and then you 
(hall returne onto vs, The Jewes were 
content to fulfill theyz myndes, went 
out ofthe citie, and placed them ſelues in 
the wood. There was amongeſt them, 
a certayne young man named Schime- 
on, a good man of warre, fearce, bygge 
made, and verp ſtrong withall: he in 
fauour of the gentiles had laypne many 
of the Jewes, and deſtroped muche of 
the people of God, Fo2 durpng the time 
that the Jewes beſieged Scithopolis, he 
iſſucd'out continually, and ſkirmiſhcd 
with the hoaſt of the Jewes, manye 
tymes puttyng them to flight, and ne- 
ucr woulde ſuffer them to waſte the 
towne, oz to do any harme to the inha⸗ 
bitauntes thereof. Nowe as this Schi- 
meon with his father &aule an honcſt 
olde man,and the reſt of the people ofthe 
Jewes that dwelt in Scithopolis, re- 
mayned 
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mapned altogether boldlp in the wood, 
without miffraftyng any harme : the 
Romanes toyned with the Sirians in 
great number, entred the wood, and 
flue the Jewes all that euer they coulde 
finde, to the number of thirteene thou- 
ſande. Schimeon him lelfe with his fa- 
ther and thepz families,had pitched their 
tentes nye vnto a fapze fountayne that 


was in the wood, to whom when they: 


enempes came to flea them, and to de- 
ſtroye thepz whole families: Schimeon 
ranne vpon them with his dzawen 
ſwo de, made a great ſlaughter of them, 
and conſtrapned them to retire. But 
when a huge multitude enuironed hym, 
and he perceaued that all the reſt of the 
Jewes were flayne, he with his houſ- 
holde onlye remapnyng, nepther ſawe 
he any way to eſcape: he ſtept vpon a 
litle hpll with bis naked ſwo2de, ſap⸗ 
ing: Hearken vnto me ye Sirians and 
Romanes, and pe that dwell in Sci- 
thopolis, J wyll ſpeake vnto pou a fewe 
woꝛdes full of lamentation and ſozowe. 

Nowe JF perceaue that iuftly, and not 


without a cauſe ye make warre agaynſt 
. without any kauour oz conſidera⸗ 
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tion that haue deliuered pou from the 
hoaſtes of the Jewes, and neuer ſuffe- 
red them to do any diſpleaſure to pou, 
pour wpues and chyldzen, noz to pour 
citie, as they had done to other cities of 
Siria. Foz J am he that foz pour ſakes 
haue warred agapnſt my countrey men, 
to pleaſe you withall: pea, both they? 
blood and myne owne, haue J pledged 
vnto you, and haue kept inuiolated the 
loue of ſtraungers, hatyng myne owne 
people, of whom, fo2 pour pleaſures J 
haue ſlapne ofte both the fathers and 
the chyldzen, and nowe you render 
cuyll foz the good that J haue done vn 
to you, But in deede God of his iuſte 
iudgement. hath ſtirred pou vp to re- | 
warde me in this ſozt, to murther me 
that haue ſo ofte pꝛeſerued pon , Rowe 
therefoze ye ſhall beare me wytneſſe, 
that J ſhall ſufficientlye and ſharpely 
inough take vengeaunce of mp ſelfe, not 
without rage and furie moſte ſenerly, 
becauſe J haue ſlayne my felowes and 
frendes. A wyll therefoze ipkewyle ſlea 
my lelfe, to be auenged ol mp ſelfe, fo2 
my bꝛothers blood that J haue ſhed, and 
ſo chall J be reuenged of they; _ 
| n 
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And pe ſhall well perteaue me to be of 
that hardyneſſe and courage, that rather 
then ve ſhoulde flea me, and after boaſt 
and bzagge howe pe haue killed Schime- 
on, J wyll bereeue mp ſelfe of my lyke, 
and punythe the ſheddyng of my bꝛo⸗ 
thers blood none other wiſe, then the law 
punpſheth a murtherer and a manquel⸗ 
ler. When he had ſpoken this, his eyes 
were filled with blood, and his face with 
rage, and ſo inflamed with furte,laying 
a part all pitie, ranne and caught holde 
ok his father,haled hym out of the wood, 
and flue hym. Then ſlue he his mother, 
leſt ſhe ſhoulde entreate hym faz the chil- 
dzen, and be ſozp foz theyz ſakes. That 
donc, his wpfe came runnpng of her 
owne accozde,and held her necke downe 
to the \wozde, leſt te choulde be con⸗ 
ſrayned to ſee her cypldzen dye. Pea, 
Schimeons chyldzen came and offered 
them (clues to be ſlapne, leſt they ſhould 
ſee the death of theyz father, oz remayne 
after hym to be delpuered to the ene⸗ 
mies. After this he (lne all his whole 
familie, that not one of his ſhoulde 
come into the handes of thepꝛ enempes. 
Finally, he gathered their bovyes 
B lig toge⸗ 
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kogether into one place, lyke.a valiaunt 


ſtoute warriour, and then boldly goared 
him ſclfe vpon his owne ſwoꝛde, leſt any 


man els ſhoulde impare his ſtrength, 
oz boaſt that he had kylled hym. All 
this >chimeon dyd with a great cou- 
rage, to take punyſhment of hym ſelke, 
becanſe he had beſtowed his loue rather 
vpon firaungers, then bpon his owne 
people, and to declare his foꝛce and man⸗ 
hood. So he dyed an abhominable 


and deteftable death, ſauc onlye it was 
an argumente of his haute mynde 


and great courage, ag it is ſayde be⸗ 
foze. 
N ©we when the Jewes had thus re- 
belled agapnſt the Romanes, and 
ſlapne they ſouldiours and captapnes: 
kpng Agrippas went to Rome, and re- 
counted bnto Nero Cæſar the Empe⸗ 
rour of Rome, all that was happened, 
Whervpon Nero ſent captapne Caſtius 
(that was at that time in Sirta,and had 
made warre vpon the kyng of Perſia, 
had vanquiſhed hym and all his pow- 
er, and ſubdued hisdomintons to the 
Romanes) and with hym a puiſſaunt 
armpe of Komanes, commaundpng 
| hem 
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hym to go into Iudea to offer peace bnto 
the people, to comfozt them, and to bzing 
them agapne into league with the Ko⸗ 
manes if it myght bee. Caſtius therfoze 
toke his idurney towarde ludea, whom 
Agrippas met in the wap, and infozmed 
hym what hadde happened vnto hym of 
the Jewes : howe he had offred them 
peace, and they would none of it , howe 
alſo they bad burnt his palaice and ſac- 
ked it. Caſtius hearing that, was very 
glad that he had gotten ſuch an occaſion 
fo reuenge the blood ok the Komanes 
and Sirtans which the Jewes had ſhed, 
Wherefoze he leuped a mightie armye, 
and came to Ceſarea. And wherſoener 
he might eſpie the goodlieſt buildinges, 
thoſe cauſed he to bee burnt, From 
thence wente he to the citie lapho, 
which he beſieged both by land and by 
water, and at length wan it: where he 
flue in the ſtreates epght thonſande 


and foure hundzeth men. After that he 


tame to lades, where he fy20 bzent all 
the countrey about it, and whomſoe⸗ 
uer he caught without the towne , he 
flue them, But the citizins of Zippori 
went out to mgte Caſtius, and _— 
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him of peace: whom he ſpared, came not 
npe they2 towne , noz flewe anpe that 
dwelt in theyz countrep. The ſedicious 
Jewes that were in the citie of Zippori, 
hearpng of Caſtius commyng, fledde vn⸗ 
to the mountaines. But in the way they 
lighted vppon parte of Caſtius armie, 
wherofthey fine, 2. C. men, and woun⸗ 
ded they2 captapne Glaphira, Pet at 
length the ſedicious were put to flight, x 
many of them Glaphira with his hozſe- 
men purſted,ouerthzewe,and deſtroped: 
the reſt fledde to the mountapnes. 

Then Glaphira captayne of Caſts ar⸗ 
mye , went to Ceſarea that was ſub- 
dued to the Romanes , there to cure his 
woundes that the Jewes hadde geuen 
bim. From thence went he to Antipire, 
whiche as he woulde haue aſſaulted, he 
perceaued it to be furniſhed with a great 
power of the Jewes & ſedicious. Thele 
hearing that Caſtius alſo was comming, 
they went parpoſly to fyght with him: 
but perceaupng that Caſtius power was 
very great , they determined to encoun- 
ter with hym in the plapne of Gibeon, 
V. miles from Hieruſalem. Whervpon 


the Jewes with theyz companyes _ 
ne 


the Tewes. 74. 


ned themſelues to flee , to thintent they 
might ſtale the Romanes after them. 
And within. vi. daycs they came to Gi- 
beon , and there reſted , Caitius purſued 
after with his whole hoaſt, tyll he came 
to Gibeon , whiche he beſieged and aſ- 
ſaulted alſo. It chaunced then vppon 
one of the Sabbothes in the moznyng 
watch,the Jewes(armed at all popntes) 
{ſned out of the towneto geue their e⸗ 
nemies a Camiſado , So after they had 
geuen a token of warre , they marched 


towarde the hoaſt of Caſtius, whereof 


they llewe. 515. hozſemen, and fotemen 
V. thouſand, with the loſſe of onelp . 22. 
ok their owne companye , In that bat⸗ 
taple dyd well appeare the valiauntneſſe 
of Mugbas a captapne of the Jewes ar- 
mye . One Baudius alſo played the man 
at the ſame tyme: foz at the commaun- 
dement of Eleaſar the pꝛieſt, chicfof the 
ſedicious , he ſet the firſt fote within the 
Romanes campe. Then began the Je- 
wiſhe warriours to bee famous, after 
they had once ſo manfullye encountred 
rw theRomanes, This done,Caſtius x 
Agrippas ſent theyz embaſſadours yet 


_ agaen to Hieruſalem to Elealar the 
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fonne of Anani the pzieſt, chicfe of the 
rebels that were in ludea and Hieruſa⸗ 
lem, requiryng peace, and to come in 
league with Eleafar , leaſt the people ok 
the Jewes ſhoulde bee vtterlp deſtroped 
by the Romanes incurffons and inua⸗ 
ſions on euery ſyde. But Eleaſar refuſed 
to heare the legates , and ue one of 
them, becauſe he made to many wozdes 
in perſwadyng the peace and league. 
Upon this, Eleaſar aſſembled the pꝛie⸗ 
tes and people together to go out and 
fyght with Caſtius. Caſtius perteauyng 
howe Elcaſar and the people were affec- 
ted , and what myndes they were of, 
howe they had vtterly conſpyzed to de- 
ſtrope the Romanes that were there, 
and to conſume them cleane , baupng a 
ſufficient tryall alſo of the fo2ce and va- 
liauntneſle of the rebels: he determpned 
fuily to go to Rome, foz he perceaued 
he was not able to matche with the ſe⸗ 
ditions , neyther bis owne power to bee 
compared with theirs. Wherefoze he 
woulde go ſer what ende ſhoulde come 
of this warres and what counſel Czſars 
maieſtie wonlde gene , Takyng his 
tourney therefoze to the citie Ia ons 25 
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founde there, letters of the Romanes, 
fo2 thpther was thepz armye come. 
From thence went he with them and 


his own hoaſl to Nome, and made rela⸗ 


tion bnto Cæſar of ſuch thinges as had 
chaunced him: wherat Nero was wons 
derfnlly abaſhed,and not only he, but all 
the people of Rome were ſoze aſtonped 
to heare of the great puiſſance and vali⸗ 
auntnes of the Jewes. Foz the whiche 
cauſe the warres ceaſed fo2 that pere, ſo 
that the land of Iudea was at great reſt 
and qu tnes that pere thzough b leaſars 
means the head rebell,ſpecially from the 
hands of wicked Caltius, that had ſwom 
to reuenge the Romanes, and to quite 
the Jewes: and that he would defliroy 
all the Jewes, that none ſhoulde be left 
alpue. Therfoze theſe are thep that de⸗ 
liuercd Iſrael in the tyme of the ſecoude 
temple, out of the bandes of theyz ene⸗ 
mits, what tpmc as warres were mo⸗ 
ued agapnſt the Jewes and theyz coun⸗ 
trep: what ty me alſo commotiens and 
tumultes began in Iſrael. The kyzſte 
bufineſſe was made by Antiochus the 
wicked king of Macedoma: who had 


determined, not to leaue one man in 
Ilracl. 
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Aſracl, His miſcheuouſneſſe pzeceeded 
ſo farre , that heſlewe of the people of 
God, the Sages and wile men, Pꝛinces, 
Elders, and young men, childzen great 
and ſmall, Iſraclites, Leuites alſo, and 
pꝛieſtes: vntyll all the chiefe men oklu- 
da caſt theyꝛ heades together and went 
to Mattatluas ſonne of lochanan the bye 
pꝛieſt in the mounte of Modiith , where 
he hyd hymlelt foz the iniquitie of Anti- 
ochus and his rulers,crying vppon him, 
and ſaßing: Delpuer at this ſeaſon 
the people of the Lo2de , and neuer 
thynke to eſcape thy ſcife , whples the 
molt wycked enemy raungeth thus and 
runneth vpon thy people , and ſheadeth 
thy blood. Foz the blood of all Jſrael 
what is it but thy blood, and the eyes 
of cuery man are fixed vpon ther, hoping 
that thou ſhouldeſt aſſiſt and apde them 
in this calamitie , that thep mape fynde 
deliueraunce by thy meanes. Mattathias 
bearyng this, wept bitterly, and ſayde 
vnto them: Feare pe not, noz let thele 
Macedonians dyſmay vou, the Lo2d (hal 
light foz pou, be pe onelye quiet. So then 
was Mattathias ſtirred, and delyucred 


Aſracl ont of the handes of Antioch, 
an 
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and after he had ouercomed hym, he 
was hye pꝛieſte foz one pere, and then 
died. In whoſe roume ſacceaded ludas 
bis ſonne, who executed the offpce in the 
temple. 6. peres, and was ſlapne in bat- 


taple. Then his bzother Iochanan was 


chieke in the temple. 8. peres, and dyed 
likewiſe in battaple. After him his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Schumeon was ruler. rviit . yeres, 
whom Ptolomæ his wpues father pop⸗ 
ſoned at a banket. Then lochanan his 
ſonne ſucceeded his father in thoffice, 
that is he that was named Hircanus, 
fyzffe of that name ſo called, becauſe he 
vanquiſhed a kyng of that name called 
Hircanus; he raigned. ai. peres, and dyed, 
Afterwardes raigned Ariſtobulus one 
pere, he was called the great kyng, be⸗ 
cauſe he fyaſt put the royall crowne vp⸗ 
pon his head, and tourned the dignitie 
of the bye pꝛieſthood into a kyngdome, 
vnhallowyng and ſtapning the holynes 
therok. 4 8 0. peres and. iii. monethes 
after the retournpng of Ilraci from 
Babylon, Pe beyng dead, his bzother 
Alexander raigned , rxvii. yeres. After 
whoſe death Alexandra his wpfe helde 
the kyngdome, ix. peres, and dyed. Jn 
whole 
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whoſe ſteede ſucceeded her ſonne Ariſto. 
bulus,and rapgned thꝛæ peres. In his 
tyme Pompei a Romapn captain, came 
agapnſt Hieruſalem, wan it and appze- 
hended Ariſtobulus, bounde hym in 
irons, and carped hym captine to Rome: 
In whoſe place he ozdepned Hircanus 
his bꝛother to ſucctede, who raigned. 40. 
peres. Durpng his raigne , rebelled 
Antigonus, ſonne of Ariſtobulus , Hir⸗ 
canus bzother, and with the apde of an 
armpe of the Perſians encountred with 
Hircanus, toke hym pꝛiſoner, & ſent hym 
to Babylon, cuttyng of his eares, that he 
ſhould neuer after bee meete, epther ko; 
the paicſtbod,o2 foꝛ the kyngdome. Anti- 
Conus raigned, 3. peres. In his dapes 
Herode fled, and iopned himſelfe with 
the Romanes , by whoſe helpe he fluc 
Antigonus the.z, pere of his raigne, and 
raigned 5 him. 37. peres, and then 


dyed, After Herode, ſucceded in the king 
dome, Archelaus his ſonne ; who was 
taken by the Komanes the. ix. perc 
ok his raigne, lapde in bondes , and en⸗ 
ded his lyfe at Rome. Mert to him raig⸗ 
ned Antipater his bzother , who chaun 
Hed his name, called himſelfe a 
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he raignyng fully ten peres, onercame 
and waſted @papne, becauie the king of 


Spapne had rauiſhed and taken away 


his bꝛothers wpke,and there dyed, After 
hym folowed Agrippas, ſonne of Ari- 
ſtobulus that was his bothers ſonne, he 
raigned thꝛee and twentie peres. After 
whoſe death, his ſonne Agrippas raig- 
ned twentie eres. This is that Agrip- 
pas of whom we nowe ſpeake of, and ot 
the calamitie that befell in his tyme vp- 
pon Jſrael, Foz all the whyle that he 
raigned, the warres betweene the Ko⸗ 
manes and Iſrael neuer ccaTed, vntyll 
the people of ludea were led captiue in⸗ 
to the pꝛouince of the Romanes, what 
tyme alſo the temple was code I 


meane the deſolation of the ſeconde tem⸗ 

ple, whiche we ſawe with our eyes buil⸗ 

ded and deſtroped. | 

The rr. pere of the raigne of kyng 
Agrippas, the ninth dap of the fifty 


moneth that is called Af. Nero Cæſar Iuly. 


ſent a pzeſent foz burnt offerynges to be 
offred in the temple at Hieruſalem, re- 
quiring peace of the elders and ſages of 
ludea and Mieruſalem, and that they 
en receaue hym into league with 

I 1 them, 
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them, ſaying: Py requeſt is that yon 
would offer my pꝛelent to the Lozd pour 
God, foz his ſeruice and religion lyketh 
nic very wel, ſo that J deſire pou to iopne 
in league with me, accozdyng as pou 
haue done with themperours of Rome, 
my pꝛedeceſſours in tyme paſte. J baue 
heard what Ca ſtius the captaine of mine 
ar mpe hath done bnto you, whiche dil⸗ 
plcaſeth me out of meaſure. Wherfoze 
J aſſure vnto pou a faythfull league, by 
the conſent and counccil of the Senate 
of Kome, that hereafter there ſhall ne- 
ner Romance captapne ſtpzre hande noz 
fote againſt pou: but rather pour heads, 
rulers, and iudges, ſhal be all Jewes,and 
of Hieruſalem. Mea, A grippas your king 
ſhalbe loꝛde of all your rulers, and what 
he commaundeth, pe ſhall do it: the Ro- 
mancs ſhall onlye be called pour lozdes, 
and haue no moze to do with you. 0 
when theſe legates came to 


and ſhe wed hym his pꝛeſent, placyng it 
afoze hym. The pꝛeſent was this, a bull 
fo2 a burnt offring, with a great crowne 
of goldc vpon his head, his hoznes allo 


Pieruſalem, | 
they went and ſpake with Anani the 
pꝛieſt, infourmed hym of Neroes mpnde, | 
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were couered with gold: vpon him was 
a cloth of purple polodꝛed with pꝛecious 
ſtones, there went certapne afoze hym 
that carped ten talentes ot gold, behpnde 
folowed very many ſheepe foz peace of- 
fringes. When Eleaſer Ananies ſonne 
hearde thcrof,he came and cail out of the 
temple of the Lozde Nero Cæſar pze- 
ſentes, ſaping: we wyll not pꝛophane 
and vnhallowe the ſanctuarie ot our loꝛd 
with the offeringes of ſtraungers. Foz 
our Lozde God wyll accept nother they: 
burnt offeringes , noz their peace offe- 
ringes. When he had ſo ſapd,he ſounded 


a trumpet,let his me in aray againſt the 


hoaſt of the Komanes that kept watche 


and ward in the citie of Hieruſalem, and 


ewe many of them that day, with one 
ok theyꝛ captaines alſo,and another they 
toke alpue. Be bepng a valiaunt man, 
t leyng the routes of the Jewes to vrge 
him greuouſip, ſapd vnts them: ſauce my 
life, and J wpll pelde me. Unto whoni 
Eleaſar the rebell ſware, that he woulde 
not llea him, but ſpare him foz his man⸗ 
hood, (foz he had ſlapne very many of 
the Jewes afoze) wherevpon he pelded 
bym ſelfe, Then Eleaſar ſayd vnto bim: 
L tf lp 
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like as thy ſwozde hath made many wo⸗ 
men chyldleſſe, ſo ſhall thy mother be 
made chyldleſſe of thee aboue all other, 
and therewith contrary to his othe, he 
commaunded his ſeruaunt to kyll hym. 
Lyng Agrippa ſeyng this, was wonders 
ful ſozy. Zherfoze as he ſiode in one of ß 
ſtreates, he crped: O thou rebell Elcaſar, 
J pꝛap God that this miſchiefe whereof 
thou art cauſe, and thy actes, map lyght 
vpon thee and thy fathers houſe : which 
when it comes to palle, we ſhall neuer 
bewayle no2 be diſmayed at. Jt appea- 
roth, they ſhall haue ſomwhat to do, that 
ſtudpe to make peace and tranquilitie in 
thy dapes, fo2 they are ſure to be deſtrop⸗ 
ed with thee. Powe long wylt thou 
continue to bzyng vs into the bzpers, 
thou cnemye and hater of the Lozde: 
Why doeſt thou deſtrop and waſte the 
vineparde ofthe Lozde God of hoaſtes: 
Eleaſar aunſwered bym; what, takeſt 
thou vpon thee the name of a kyng : if 
thou be a kyng, why commaundeſt thon 
not vs to be punpſhed. Where be thy 
valeaunt ſouldiours 7 let ſce, come thou 
and they together and chaſten me, that 
it may be tryed whether thou be a kyng 

in 
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in deede oz no. Thou ſtandeſt a looſe of, 
and when thou ſpeakeſt, thy feete are re⸗ 


dye to runne away, lpke as though a 
dogge ſhoulde ſet hym ſelfe agapnſt an 
armed man and barke at hym,bleatyng 
out his tounge. With this he winked 
bpon the rebels his complices, to runne 
vpon Agrippas, and take hym whyles 
he helde hym in talke. But that was 
perceauedofone of Agrippas ſeruaun- 
tes, whom he had appopnted fo2 the 
ſame purpoſe to ſtande ouer againſt him 
as nye as he myght, to marke and eſpye 
ik the rebelles ſhoulde make any ſtoure 
toward hym,and to let hym haue know- 
ledge. He therefoze laying his hande 
vpon his head, gaue a ſigne to the kyng 
to flee, ſaping: Awap, awap, fo2 if thou 
tary neuer ſo litle, the ſeditious wyll 
flea thee and vs together. That Agrip- 
pas perceauing,he gate him thence with 
all the ſpeede he myght, and the rebels 
purſued hym, but in vapne, foz they 
coulde not ouertake hym. So he gate to 
lapho a towne vnder the Romanes, 
where he was in ſauegarde. From 
thence he fled to Rome, and declared to 
the 9 Nero, the miſchiefe that 
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befell at Hieruſalem, and all that ſediti⸗ 
ous Eleaſar had done to his offring: al- 
ſo howe his commaundement toke no 
place. Wherfoze Nero iopned bnto him 
agapne Caſtius, with a huge armye, 
wherewith they both entred Iudea, and 
wanne many walled townes, amongeſt 
whiche, they raced lapho. Foz the Ro- 
manes perceanpng the power of the 
rebelles to encreaſe, were afrapde leſt 


they ſhoulde get it into thepz handes, N 
wherby it myght be anopaunce in tyme * 
to come to the Komancs: chicfely ſepng 


it was a notable hauen foz thepꝛ ſhippes 
to arriue at in ludea. After this, both 
Agrippas and Caſtius ledde they; armpe 
towardes Hieruſalem, to warre vpon 
the rebels, and vtterlp to deſtroy them. 
Eleaſar and other pzicſtes with muche 
people hearyng that, they iſſued out a- 
gapnlf them, and founde them encam⸗ 


ped in the waye betweene Hiernſalem 
and lapho, But after they had toyned [7 
thepz battaple, many of the Jewes were 


ſlapne by the Romanes: the reſidue 
Caſtius and Agrippas put to flight, and 


purſued the chaſe vnto the gates of Hie |? 
ruſalem, beſieged alſo the n ? 
pace 
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ſpace of thzee dapes. The fourth day 
the pꝛieſtes and the people iſſued out ſo⸗ 
dapnelp, vnwares to the Romanes, ſet 
vpon theyz campe, and ſlewe fine thous 
ſande footemen,and one thouſand ho2ſc- 
men. Caſts ſeyng that neyther he noz 
his coulde well eſcape, he choſe out fours 
tic thouſande of his beſt ſouldters, and 
placed them betwirt his campe and the 
pꝛieſtes, commaundpng them to ſtande 
all the nyght ſoundpng their trumpets, 
and making of fyzes,that he and Agrip- 
pas myght eſcape, and that they ſhoulde 
not remoue out of thepz place, tyll the 
mozowe. The Jewes hearkening to the 
ſound of the trumpets,and muſing what 
it ſhoulde meane, purſued not the Ro- 


manes. But perceauing in the mozning 


that they were departed towarde Ceſa⸗- 
rea, thzee dapes fourney of, Eleaſar with 
the people folowed, and in the waye 
kounde thepz baggage ſtrawed, that the 
Romanes had caſt from them to runne 
the lyghtlper, and eſcape the eaſilier, 
whiche thep let lye, and purſued them to 
the gates of Ceſarea. But Caſtius and 
Agrippas gate ſafe within the towne, + 
fro HT weut both together to Kome, 
— tit where 
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where they declared vntoNero the Em⸗ 
perour, howe they ſped at Hieruſalem. 
And as they were makyng relation of 
this vnto the Emperour, there came 
alſo a poſte out of Perſia, with tidinges 
that the kyng of Perſia was reuolted 
from the Romanes Empire. Theſe 
thynges troubled the © mperour ſoze, to 
ſee almoſte all fall from hym, that here- 
tofoze had obayed the Empire of we 
Komanes, 


eA T the ſame time returned Vaſp: 
ſianus, captapne of the hoaſt 
Nero had [cnt into the weſt — 


Germanie, Britaine, and Spaine, whithe 
landes he had ſubdued and bzought vn⸗ 
der thoſubiecion of Nero. To him Nero 
declared what miſchiele the pꝛieſtes had 
wꝛought to the Romane hoaſt in ludea, 
howe they had flapne the Romanes, 
and lo fooꝛth all the tale as he had heard 
of Agrippa atid Caſtius, Whiche diſplea⸗ 
ſed Val paſian very greatly. After this, 
Nero ſent Vaſ; paſian taptayne, and his 
ſonne Titus, to reuenge the Romanes 
vppon the Perſians and Jewes, ge⸗ 
uyng in commaundementto race they) 
wa 
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walled townes, to beate downe what⸗ 
ſoeuer they founde , without ſparpng 
anp bodpe, epther men oz women, 
chyldꝛen o2 infantes , ſuckyng babes oz 
olde folkes , but to flea all. So Valpa- 
ſianus and Tine ſette fozwarde with a 
choſen and picked armpe of the Roz 
manes, paſled the ſeas and came to An⸗ 
tiochia. The Jewes haupng intelligence 
of this, choſed out ot all theyꝛ captapnes, 
thzee of the pzincipall and moſt expert 
warryours , of whom J Ioſeph pꝛieſte 
that wꝛote this hiſfozy was an who 
by the deuine fauour am not ignozaunt 
in feates of armes, noz daſtarde in chi- 
ualrie, and Anani the hye pꝛieſt, and Ele⸗ 
aſar his ſonne , To theſe ther they com⸗ 
mitted the whole land of Iudea, deuiding 
it to them by lot, and gaue them all fur- 
niture of warre. One third parte ther⸗ 
loze ( which was Whole Galiler from the 
lande of Nephtall and beyonde) fell to 
loſephthe pꝛieſte, lonne ot Gorion, to 
his honour and glozpe „ whom fo; his 
wo2thynelle they named allo Ioſiphon, 
.becatiſe he was then annoynted „ ap⸗ 
poynted, and conſecrated to the warres. 
The ſetonde lot — by the 


whiche 
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which fell vnto Anani the bye pꝛieſt the 
titie of Hieruſalem, and the countrep 
about it , with a charge to repaire the 
walles-of the citie, to ſuſtepne the bzunt 
of Vaſpaſian if he ſhoulde come ſo farre, 
The third lot fell to Cleaſar the ſonne of 
Anani the pꝛieſt, to whom was iopned 
captaine Ichoſcua , and other Iewyſhe 
captapnes. By the vertue of this lotte, 
fell to them the whole lande of Edom, 
from Elat vnto the red ſea. The reſte 
of the lande from Jericho ta Euphrates, 
with that alſo that is bepond the riuer, 
and all the lande of Meſopotamia , fell 
to captapne Menaſches latte. To other 


Pzinces alſo of ludea, and to the woz- 


thieſt pꝛieſtes, they committed the fen- 
ced cities , from the limites and boun- 
des of Hieruſalem onto Egypt. Vaſpa⸗ 
ſian takpng his tourney with his boa 


from Antiochia, came and pitched his 


tentes in Aram zofa. Foz he had deuiſed 
and determined thus with his councell: 
firſt to inuade Galilee, and after to try 
what they could do in ludea, Joſeph the 
ſonne of Gorion hauyng intelligence of 
this his purpoſe, departed from Hieruſa⸗ 
N a CEE vp the townes that 


were 
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were deſtroped, and repaired their wals, 
gates, barres and palaces: oꝛdeyned alſo 
captapnes ouer the people, to leade and 
gonerne them, ſome of thouſandes, ſome 
of hundꝛedes, ttibunes, and decurians. 
He inſtructed the people alſo in feates of 
warres, what the ſoundes of trumpets 
ſignified , what ſounde ſerued to fall in 
arap, what to gather the ſouldiours to⸗ 
gether, and what to denide them. And 
after he had inſtructed the in the know- 
ledge and feates of warre , he ſapd vnto 
them in this wyſe. Be hall vnderſtand 
(deare Iſraelites) that pe go to fight at 
this pꝛeſent agaynſte pour enemies. 

M herekoꝛe let no effeminate feare ouer- 
come pour harts, noz diſmay pou at the 
ſight of your enemies: but play the men, 
and take a good courage vnto you , to 
fight fo2 your cities, foz your conntrye, E 
foʒ pour ſelues. Be not afraid of death, 
but rather be ſtoute in the defence of 
your countrpe, that pe bee not led awap 
from it, and to fight ko: the ſanctuarye 
of the Lode, that it bee not ſteyned and 
polluted with the vncicaneſſe of the 
gentiles. Conſider that it is better to dye 
in battayle, then to liue in captiuitie and 


bondage. 
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bes Therefoꝛe when as pe ſhall 
come to iopne with your enemies, and 
ſhall ſ& any of them beaten downe and 
attempt to ryſe agayne , whoſoener of 
pou is bye and ſceth hym, remember 
the zeale of your GOD, wherewith it 
becommeth pou to reuenge his quarell; 
and beyng moued therewith , ſtryke 
hym that he neuer ryſe-agapne, 

But pk vou ſhall ſe anpe of pour fc- 
lowes downe, bepng enkpndled with 
the zeale of your God, reſcue hym from 
the handes of the enemies: and yk he 
be not pet ſtapne, cure hym. It he bee 
dead, pe ſhall do what pe can to burpe 
hym in the 4ſraclites burpall. And ſo pf 
we ſhall choſe rather to dye then to lpue, 
we ſhall pꝛoſper in our warres, we ſhall 
dye foz the couenaunt of our God, and 
deliuer our ſoules , bzyngong them to 
the light or lite in heauen. After he had 
ſapde this, he choſe out of the Jewes. lr. 
thonſand footemen, and but fewe hozſe- 
men. And out of theſe he choſe . vi. hun- 
d;edof the beſte , ſuche as one of them 
woulde not ſhzynke from ten, ten from 
an hundzed , a hundzed from a thou- 
ber jo thouſande from ten * 
Wit 
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With them Ioſeph went to the cities 
ok Agrippas that were in ludea, to win 
them. Foz Agrippas ſtucke to the Ro- 
manes were it ryght oz w2ong, with 
all the power he coulde make. Þe went 
firſt to Viarua a great citie that belon- 
ged to Agrippa, where as both his trea⸗ 
ſure and munition of warre lap. When 
he appzoched the citie , he ſpake to the 
people vppon the walles , and offered 
them peace „ on condition that they 
ſhoulde open the gates, and deliuer vn- 
to hym all the treaſure of Agrippas and 
all his Jewelles : This pf they woulde 
do, he then woulde ſpare them and flex 
none of them. Mere it not better foz 
yon ( ſaitth he) to take parte with them 
that defende the ſanctuary of God , and 
his inheritaunce „ then to iopne pour 
apde with Agrippas , whiche is confe- 
derate with our enemies and aſſapleth 
vs, augmentpng the power of them 
that hate vs, ſo that he refuſeth not to 
fyght agapnſt the ſanctuary of the Loꝛd, 
and the people of his inheritaunte. The 
men of the towne condeſcending to lo- 
ſeph, opened the gates, and he entryng 
the towne , made peace with them, and 

they 


The warres of 


they delinered hym all the kynges trea- 
ſures,fo2 they likedJoſcphs wozdes,and 
conſented to take ſuch part as he toke. 
At that tyme came newes vnto Joſeph 
that troubled htm ſoze: namely that 
Tiberias had rebelled and were reuolted 
from the people that dwelt at Hieruſa⸗ 
lem, and were chaunged from his lot, 
to become Vaſpaſians ſubiectes, who 
bad ſet a Romane captaine oucr them. 
Foz; retoʒmation wherok, he left his ar⸗ 
mye at Tiatua, and toke thoſe fire hun⸗ 
dꝛeth young men with htm to T iberias, 
commpng vpon it ſodapnelp and at vn⸗ 
wares. And as he ftode vpon the bankes 
of Genoſar, he eſpied the Nayie of the 
Romanes that lap there at road, to ayd 
Vaſpaſian, which Joſeph commaunded 
to bee bzoken in pertes, and to bee ſcat⸗ 
tered abzode in the ſea. The men of 
Tiberias therfoze ſeing the ſhypboades 
diſperſed in that faſhion , they coniec⸗ 
tured it was done by ſome of Joſephes 
hoaſt, wherefoze the bandes of the Ro- 
manes fled to the towne , gate in, and 
ſhutte the gates. Joſeph notwithltan- 
dyng came to one gate ofthe citie, and 
creo that the people might heare — 
ng: 
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ing; M hat meancth this conſpiracie of 
porits agapnſt me: yea, not agapnſt me, 
but rather agapnſte the Lozde G O D, 
whoſe couenaunt pe haue tranſgreſſed, 
and broken the bonde that we made 
with hym: pe haue alſo violated pour 
othe that ye ſware by the G O D of Jf- 
rael, that we ſhoulde altogether fight 
agapnſte our enemies, to abate they; 
p2pde. The people aunſwered from the 
walles: we beſeche thee our Lozde 
heare thy ſeruauntes ſpeake. Cod foz- 
bydde we ſhoulde apde the Romanes, 
and not rather the people of the Lo:de 
God of Iſrael and his ſanctuary , with 
the people of his inheritaunce . Yowe- 
beit , there bee amongſte vs certayne 
pꝛoude men,vngodly perſons, that baue 
made a league with Vaſpaſian, and 
haue bzought into the towne one of 
his chicfetapnes . Mherekoze and it 
pleaſe thee our Lozde to enter the cities 
with thy ſouldiours, come bnto vs that 
we mape lpue with thee, rather then to 
peryſhe in the handes of them that 
hate vs. So they opened the gates, that 
Joſeph went in,and toke the towne. 
Then he cauſed to appzehende thoſe 
Vycodly 
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vngodly perſons that were there, about 
fire hundzeth men, and lapde them in 
irons, ſendyng them to T1arua whiche 
be had afoze taken: the other wicked 
men that had apded Vaſpaſian, he put 
to the ſwoꝛde. But the chicfc gouer⸗ 
nour of the towne he appzehended as 
line,caried him out of the citie, and com⸗ 
maunded one of his ſouldiours to cut 
of his handes fozthwith. Then the cap- 
tapne beſought loſeph,ſaping : J beſech 
the my Lozd, let but one of my handes 
be cut of,and thother to be left me. This 
ſuite Joſeph and his ſouldiours laught 
to [cone , iudgyng hym to be no vali⸗ 
aunt man, noz of anpe haute courage: 
Pet loſeph bad his ſouldiour to geue 
bym the ſwoꝛde in his owne hande, and 
let hym cut of whether hande he liſt, and 
leaue hym whiche he wyll. So the Ko⸗ 
mane captapne toke the lwozde and cut 
ok his left hand him ſelfe , leauyng hym 
the right, and ſo was he let go. He came 
therfoꝛe vnto Vaſpaſians campe to ſhew 
what ſhame was done hym. After this 
the citizins of Zippori rebelled alſo, 
makyng a league with Vaſpaſian and 


the Romanes hoaſt, Joſeph beyng — 
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tified of this, made thyther with his 
whole hoaſt to beſiege it: but the towne 
abid the bꝛunt of the aſſault, that loſepi 
could pꝛeuaile nothing againſt it. Mher⸗ 
foze he beſieged it a long ſeaſon, 


o A Bout that tyme, it was ſignified 

alſo to them of Hieruſalem, that 
the Aſkelonites had entred in frendſhyp 
with the Komanes. Lhey ſent therfoze 
Neger the Edomite, and Schiloch the 
Babylonian, and lchocanan with a po? 
wer of the common people: theſe came 
to A\ſkalon,and beſieged it a great ſpace. 
Within the towne was a Romane cap⸗ 
tapne called Antonius, a valeaunt man 
and a good warriour,he vpon a certainc 
night in the mozning watche,tſſued out 
of the towne with his company, to geue 
a camiſado to the Jewes that beſieged 
the towne,entred their campe,and made 
a great laughter, continupng the ſame 
tyll it was day lyght, ſo that about ten 
thouſande of the Jewes were flapne, 
the reſt neuer moned out of thepz place, 
ſaying: It is better foz vs to dye in this 
battaple,then to flee from oe enempes. 
Therefoze they toke a good heart vnto 
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them, and ode mankullp in they2 ſtati⸗ 
ons and places, truſtyng in the Loꝛde 
God of Jlrael. And when it was day, 
they alſo ſet themſelues in aray agaynſt 
Antonie, fiewe many of his men, not 
without loſſe alſo of thepyz owne part: fo: 
Schiloh the Babylonian, and Ichocha- 
nan of Hieruſalem, were both ſlayne by 
the Romanes, with other alſo of the 
Aewes, to the number of epght thou⸗ 
ſande fightyng men, that were vnder 
Schiloh and lehochanan, And neuer a 
one of the Jewyſhe captapnes eſcaped 
that ton tlia, ſaue onlye Neger the E do⸗ 
mite, whiche hydde hym ſelfe in a ccr- 
tapne ſepulchze that was there in the 
plapne, whom the Komanes in thepz 
purſute ſought , but founde hym not. 
M hereloꝛe they ſet a fyze the wood, that 
it burnt rounde about the ſepulchze 
wherein he lap hyd, and couſumed all 
the trees, ſhzubbes, and buſhes , but 
came not nye the ſepulchze. Foz Ne- 
ger had called vnto the Lozde with his 
whole heart, to delpuer hym this once 
from his enempes, leſt he choulde be 
ſhamefully handled of them, pꝛompſyng 
at another tyme to be redye to dye — 
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auntly in his quarell. So Neger eſca- 
ped the Romanes by the helpe. of the 
God of Iſrael, in whom he put his trult. 
Shoztlpe after ſent the leroſolumites 
muche people to Aſkalona, to the num- 
ber of epghteene thoͤuſande good men of 
warre, to burpe the bodpes of the Jewes 
that were there ſlapne in the conflictes 
by Antonie. They ſought alſo the body 
of Neger the Edomite, but they founde 
it not, tyll at length he crped vnto them 
out of the ſepulchze, ſaying: J am here, 
fo2 God hath deliuered me out of the 
handes of myne enempes, to the entent 
J mayye pet be anenged of them in the 
warres of the Lozde. So Neger declared 
vnto them at large, all thpnges howe 
they chaunced vnto hym: wherefoze the 
Jewes reiopſed wonderkullp, that they 
had founde hym alpue, that he was la⸗ 
ued by ſuch a miracle, and that the Lo 
had delinered hym. Zhercfoze they put 
theyz confidence in the Lozde, beleupng 
that God woulde be pꝛeſent with them 
to apde them, whereof this delineraunce 
of Neger they toke foz a ſure ſigne and 
token. The Romanes kept them within 
the towne foz fearc of the multitude of 
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the Jewes that were come to burye the 


bodyes. So the Jewes buryed all the 
bodpes of thepz owne part that were 
llapne in both battaples, foz the Ro- 
manes were not able to p2ohibite and 
let them, but helde them in the towne, 
And when the buriall was finiſhed, they 
toke Neger with them to Hieruſalem, to 
geue God thankes there fo2 his deline- 
raunce at that pzeſent . Then Ioſeph 
the pꝛieſt gathered his ſtrength , and 
came vpon Aſkalon with his whole ar⸗ 
mye, aſlaulted them, gat the vpper hand, 
and wanne the towne : after ue An- 
tonie and all his people with the ſ\wode, 
that of all the valeaunt men of warre 
that were with hym, not one eſcaped, 
Wefides this, all the villages and ham- 
lets that were there about without the 
towne, he burnt them euery one. And 
in lpke maner ſerued he all the townes 
and vyllages there about, that had en⸗ 
tred in league with the Komanes, ſle- 
png both Jewes and Romanes that 
dwelt in them with the ſwoꝛde, as many 
as he founde, and they; houſes he bzent. 
This done, loſeph returned agayne to 
Zippori,fought with them, and ＋ the 
pper 
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vpper hande: there ſhed he muche blood 
ok the people that had conſpired with 
the Romanes, vtterly deſtroped them, 
burnt alſo theyz cities and villages, led 
they2 wpues and chyldzen pzyſoners 
away to Mieruſalem, and what Ko⸗ 
manes ſocuer he founde there, he put 
them to the ſwozde. When as Vaſpali- 


an and Titus his ſonne heard of all that 


Joſeph had w2ought agaynſt the Ko 
manes, both howe he ſlewe thep2 gart- 
ſons as many as he coulde finde in Ga⸗ 
lilee,and alſo all the Jewes that hadde 
made anye league with hym and his 
ſonne , they were wonderfull wꝛothe, 
and in a great rage. They take there 
foze they; iourney, and came to Api- 
telma, otherwpſe called Acho, where 
as at that pzeſent Agrippas kyng of 
Iudea was abydpng, and fourtie thous 
ſande men with hym, all good men of 
warre, and archers enery one: Theſs 
toyned them ſelues with Vaſpaſians 
armye, by whiche meanes the Ro- 
manes campe became very huge. Pozes 
ouer, out of other nations rounde about 
Iudea, good men of warre without 


number topned with Vaſpasan. Be 
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had ayde alſo of al the beſt men of warre 
out of Meſopotamia, AramZofa, Aſſur, 
Sinear,Perſia, Chaldea, Macedonia, and 
out of the pꝛouinces of the people of the 
Caſt: pra, the people of Mizraim, Lob, 
Dedam, and Seba, with all pzoninces 
farre and neare, that were vnder the ſub⸗ 
icction of the Jewes, caſte of the poke 
from thepꝛ neckes, and rebelled agaynſt 
the dominion of Mieruſalem, iopnpng 
they2 power with the Romanes armye, 
to ayde Vaſpasian and Titus. Foz theſe 
were afoze ſubiectes bnto the Jewes, 
that ſoze had burthened them, where- 
foe they came to apde the Romanes, 
and to inuade Hieruſalem and the peo- 
ple of the Jewes. But the Edomites 
had not pet aſſociate them ſelues with 
Vaſpaſian and Titus, foz they were in 
ſubiection to the Jewes, and ſerued 
them: So that not one ok them apded 
the Romanes. Foz long befoze they had 
moued warre agaynſt Yieruſalem, and 
conloe not gette the vicogie : but the 
Jewes pꝛeuapled agapnlt them, and 
ſubdued them. Haircanus alſo the firſt 
kyng of the Jewes, circumcized them. 
They dwelt alſa in Pteruſalem, kept 
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watche and warde about the honſe of 


the Loꝛde, and his couenaunt, without 


all rebellion agapnſt the Jewes and le- 
roſolimites. And at that pꝛeſent was 
thirtie thouſande of the beſt of the E do⸗ 
mites in Hieruſalem, to kepe the walles, 
and the houſe of the Lozve. 

After this, Vaſpaſian and Titus with 
all theyꝛ hoaſt, toke theyꝛ tourney from 
Acho, and came to Galilee, and in the 
mounte they pytched thepz tentcs. 
Whercof when tydpnges was bꝛought 
to loſeph, howe the hoaſte of the Ko⸗ 
manes lay vpon the mount of Galilee, 
and howe Vaſpaſian had ſent afoꝛe him 
a great power to repapze the bzoken 
wayes, to fyll the holes, and calls 
downe the hylles, to lenell the way that 
his people myght paſſe the better, fo2 
he was ſoze moued agaynſt the Jewes: 
loſeph iſſued out of Zippori with all his 
power, ſet vppon them, and llewe 
them with the (wozde, takpng ſuche 
vengeaunce ok them, as neuer was 
the lpke afoꝛe, ko his God was with 
bym. Vaſpaſian and Titus hearyng 
of this, determined to ſet vpon Ioſeph 
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at vnwares, and to beſet all the wayes, 
that he ſhoulde eſcape of no fide. But 
Joſeph had intelligence of thep2 com 
myng: wherefoze he lefte Zippori, and 
went to Tiberia , whyther Vaſpasun 
folowed with his hoaſt . Joſeph percea- 
uyng them commpng, fled from thence 
to lorpata the biggeſt citie in al Galilee, 
cloſed vp the gates, and there remap⸗ 
ned with his armpe. 


T Ven lent Vaſpasian certayne noble 
men in embaſſage vnto Joleph, to 
debate the matter with hym in this 
Wyſe, Vaſpasian generall of the Ro- 
mane armye, deſyzeth to knowe what 
it ſhould auaple thee to be thus pende vp 
within a walled towne, he wyls thee ra⸗ 
ther to come foozth to entreate of peace 
with hym, and enter in a league toge- 
ther, fo2 it ſhalbe foꝛ thy auaple to ſcrue 
Cæſar Emperour of the Komanes, that 
thou mapeſt lpue, and not be deſtroyed, 
noz pet any of the people with thee. 
Then Joſeph ſent embaſſadours againe 
to Vaſpasian, demaundyng truce foz 1 
fewe dapes, that he myght commune of 
the matter with the people, and jo them 
"7 IA vnder⸗ 
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vnderſtande his woꝛdes: peraduenture 
(ſapeth he) they wylbe perſwaded fo 
make peace with thee, and then wyll we 
enter in league with the Romane Em⸗ 
pire, So Vaſpaſian teaſſed from figh⸗ 
tyng agapnſt loſeph , permittyng hym 
to deliberate of the thyng. Upon that 
Ioſeph ſent Embaſſadours to all the 
people at Hieruſalem, to the pꝛeſtes, 
chiefe men, rulers, and to the reſt of 
the people, lettyng them to wpt Vaſ⸗ 
paſians mynde . Pe ſhall vnderſtande 
bzethzen and frendes , that Vaſpaſian 
generall of the Romanes ſent his Em⸗ 
baſſadoures vnto me, inquiryrg what 
it ſhould auaple vs to be ſo ſtiffe againſt 
them, and not rather to come fooꝛth and 
to entreat of peace and to fopne in lea⸗ 
gue together , that we mape ſerue the 
Emperour of the Romanes, ſo to ſane 
our lpues, and not to be deſtroyed. And 
I pzap vou why wyll ye loſe your lpues, 
pour wyues, pour ſonnes and dangh- 
ters:why wyll pe all fall together vpon 
the ſwozde ? that both they that ſhatbg 
left alyue among vou, ſhalbe led capting 
out of your countrey to a people that ys 
never naive whole language ve vn⸗ 
P derſtand 
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derſtande not: and pour conntfrep to bee 
made deſolate , pour ſancuarye lapde 
waſte, that there ſhall not bee ſo muche 
as one man left to enter into it. Neuer 
ſuffer this you that bee wyſe men, but 
rather receaue my counſayle , and come 
Hither to vs, that we may deliberate to- 
gether what conditions of peace we ſhal 
make foz the ſauegarde of pour lpues, 
rather then to bee deſtroped, and that pe 
may ble the commodities of pour coun⸗ 
trep, beyng at reſt and peace therin. For 
lyfe and quietnes, is to be preferred be- 
tore death and baniſhment. The inha⸗ 
bitauntes therfoze of Hicruſalem , both 
pꝛieſtes, chiefe men, rulers , and all the 
noble men of ludea, with the reſt of the 
people,ſent vnto Joſeph, ſaping. Take 
bede to thy lelk, that thou neuer conſent 
vnto this, to receaue conditions of peace/ 
with them: but bee ſtrong and bolde to 
fyght , vntyll ſuche tyme as thou ſhalt 
conſume them, o2 tyll thou and all the 
people dye in battayle, and ſo ſhalt thou 
fight in fightes of the Lo2ds foz his peo⸗ 
ple and his ſanctuary , with the cities of 
our God: In the meane ſeaſon, be as be 
maye , lo thy power bee not with them. 
| When 
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When Joſeph heard the determina⸗ 
tion of the people of Hieruſalem, howe - 
all ſoztes with one conſente wylled bp 
the embaſſadours the continuance of 
the warres , he was wonderfull wzoth, 
and in a great furye he (Nacd ont with 
all his people, and ſet them in arape 
agaꝑn pniſte Vaſpafian and the Romane 
hoaſt, in whiche conflict were llayne ve- 
ry many of the Jewes. And from that 
day fozward, Vaſpaſian began earneſt- 
ly t fearcely to warre vpon the Jewes. 
departed from thence to the citie 
erarta, à great citie in the hygher Gas 
lilee: beſteged it and wan it, raced it, and 
ſlewe all the people, man, woman and 
childe, Oren, ſhepe, Camelles and Ales, 
leaupng nothyng aliue. And then he 
ſayde: nowe begin to be reuengeD,fo 
wes mur⸗ 

thered in the land of luda. From thence 
he departed, x bzonght his army to lor- 
pata where Joſeph remained. The firſt 
day that he encamped about Iorpata, he 
relened his ſouldiers with meate and 
dꝛinke plentie, and made them good 
cheare , then furniſhed eucry man with 
weapons, Do on the next moꝛowe 11 
v=o 
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ly , the Romane armye gaue a great 
ſhout, and beſet the citie rounde about 
on euerp ſide, In this buſineſſe loſeph |} 
ffoode vppon a certayne towze , from 
whence he behelde the huge campe of 
the Romanes : wherefoze he ſounded | 
foczth a trumpet , gane a ſpgne to bat- | 
taple , iſſued out with the whole power 
of the Jewes that he had with hym, and 
ſet vppon the Romanes campe at the 
foote of the hyll, continupng the fpght 
from moꝛnyng vntyll nyght. And when 
it began to be darke , they ceaſſed fpgh- 
tyng,and departcd the one ſozt from the 
other, the Jewes into the towne , the 
Romanes to they; tentes . In this bat- 
taple were verpe many ſlapne on both 
parties, aſwell Jewes as Romanes, 
The Romanes aduaunſpng them- 
lelues, pꝛoudly and ſtoutly ſapd: we will 
quickly vanquiche this litle nation , as 
we hane ſubdued all other nations 
that we haue conquered , that they ſhall 
- anop vs no moze: and afterwardes we 
ſhalbe at reſt. The Jewes alſo on tho- 
ther ſide encouraged themſelues againſt 
the Romanes , ſaying : At this tyme 
we wyll all dye together foz the * 
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the ſanctuarp of our God, and neuer ſuf- 
* |* fer theſe vncleane perſonnes to pollute 
> ft : and when we haue once deſtroyed 
them, we ſhalbe quiet. So what foz the 
pzide of the Komanes of thone ſpde, 
and the ſtpfnecked ſtubboznes of the 
- Jewes on thother , muche people was 
* Caine in that fight, foz it continued tyll 
the ſeconde,thirde, and fourth dap. In 
| this whyle all the Jewes that dwelt a- 
bout Iorpata, fled to Vaſpaſians campe,t 
topned themſelues to the Komanes to 
aͤpde them. And euer as loſeph ſkirmi⸗ 
ſhed with Vaſpaſian without the citie, 
| Vaſpaſianſent a power to aſſault the 
| citie. De loſeph andhis men fought 
l with Vaſpaſian without the towne,and 
the Jewes that were within the towne 
' defended the walles agapnſt the routes 
ofthe Romanes,that was a leſſer hoaſt 
made out of the mayne armpe. But the 
* | Jewesthat were left within the town, 
began to diminiſhe euery daye , vntyll 
 veryfewe were left. The hardpeſt alſo 
* | of Joſephs ſouldiours, and the woꝛthieſt

were all ſlaine, a very fewe ercept, with

N 251 loſeph fled, and recouered bym-

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felfe into the towne , ramperyng vppe 
the gates after hym. But as Vaſpaſian | 
with all bis armpe beffeged Iorpata | 
long whple, he eſpped at length a con 
duict without, that ranne into the citie, 
wherof the citczens dzonke , becauſe 
the water therof was good and ſweete : 
that he cutte of, and deriucd the waters 
therof beſpdes the towne , that it coulde 
no mo2c come into the citie, whereby | 
the inhabitauntes of the citie were de- | 
ſtitute of beuerage , hauyng nothpng | 
left them but wel waters. Joſeph ther- | 
fo:e perceauing that the conduit water, 
wherof they were alwapes accuſtomed 
to dzinke, was taken away, conceaued 
with himſelfe: 

Nowe wyll the Romanes bzagge and 
boaſt agaynſt vs, and thynke to take vs 
at they2 pleaſure , whyles we haue no 
water, but ſhalbe conſtrapned to dye fo2 
thirſt. e toke therfoze garmentes, and 
dypped them in the well waters that 
were in the towne , and hanged them 
here and there ouer the walles, to de- 
clare vnto the Romanes that they had 
water plentie in the towne , leſt ther 
ſhould conceaue any hope of ſwift win- 


— 
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nyng the towne, thynkyng thep had no 
waters. Then commaunded Vaſpaſian 
a mount to bee rapſed ne to the towne 
ſide , to plant an iron ram vpon, to bat- 
ter the walles with , and beate them 


downe. The maner of the makyng of An iron 


Spit they take a Nam 
great long thicke beame, vpon the foꝛe 
part wherof they put a great ſtrong 
head, made like vnto a rams head with 
hoznes, all of pzincipall ſtrong iron, the 


wepght therof is as muche as halfe the 


beame, and couereth the beame alſo to 
the middes. Then faſten they into the 
grounde ouer againft the place that they 
entende to batter , two great tres lpke 
maſtes of ſhippes, betwene whiche, they 
hange the beame that is called the ram 
with very ſtrong ropes made ol hempe, 
the beſt that map be gotten, and iron 
wire twiſted together. At the hinder 
part of this beame from the walward, 
are ringes of iron ſurcly faſtencd , with - 
ropes made of hempe and wire tyed to 
them: that when the aſſaulters wyll 
batter the walles , they puſhe fozwarde 
the beame as though it were a ſpcare, 
and _ his ſtrong hoznes amongeff 


the 
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the tones. Then hang they wepgbtes 
at the ringes in the hinder parte, and 
muche people a far of take holde of the 
ropes that come th2ough the ringes be- 
hinde , and hale that hynder part of the 
beame vpon the grounde: and by ſuche 
meanes they ſhake the wall, that they 
make it to quake agapne. Thus in ma⸗ 
nye places they wꝛeſt and wꝛenche out 
the ſtones of the buildyng , ſo that after- 
wardes the wall falies downe. There 
bee alſo other maner of engins , as an 
iron ram,vpon. tiit. wheles bound with 
iron, and faſtened with iron nayles. To 
this they make. iiii. fete as hath a ram, 
o2 moe, as the bygneſſe of the beames 
requireth , The biggeſt foz the moſte 
parte is of, xxx. cubites longe , and the 
leaſtoften. Andloke howe many feete 
the ramme hath, ſo many wheeles hath 
it alſo . Foz euery wheeie hath his foote 
by hym, and when they wpll batter a 
wall , certayne men appointed thervnto 
dꝛaw it firſt a good way of, then a great 
multitude of men take holde of the hin⸗ 
der part therol, by foure pozters oz le- 
uers of wood that are put therin, and 
| wen all they) \way ſhoue yy 
ram 
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Ramme fo firike the wall that they will 


batter. The head of this iron Ramme 


that goeth vpõ wherles, hath no hoznes, 
but is blunt, made of the ſtrongeſt kinde 


of iron, with a wonderfull thicke necke. 


They haue alſo vpon both ſpdes of the 
engyne, a pentaſe of wood fo2 the ſaue⸗ 
garde of them that ſhone foozth the 


Ramme behpnde, from the arrowes oz 


ſtones of them that are vpon the walles. 
The Rammes that Titus vſed at Yie- 


ruſalem, foz the moſt part ranne all vp- 


pon wheeles. Of the other ſo2t, he had 
onlye two, as we ſhall declare in his 
place, The beame of this Ramme that 
we enen nowe diſcribed, was as thicke 


as ten men could fadom, the length ther⸗ 


of, was fiftie cubites. Jt was alſo ho- 
lowe within, and filled withore hydes, 
folded and ſowed together. The weod 
ſerued foz none other purpoſe, then that 


the faſhion of the lether myght be ſet as 
vppon a molde. The hynder part of the 
 .beame was conercd oner with iron 


plates. The leather was put within, 
that the beame ſhoulde not bzeake with 
the poyſe of the wayghtes that were 
hanged by the rynges bchynde,when as 


Ni men 
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men appoynted foz the purpoſe, haled 
at the ropes to dzawe backe the beame, 
The wood therefoze that went about 
thelether, ſerued to kepe the lether in 
faſhiõ. They couered it with iron plate, 
leſt they that kept the walles, ſhould ſet 
in on kyꝛe. The honcs that were vpon 
the head of the Ramme, were as many 
as they liſted, but neuer fewer then ten, 
and then the beame was twentie cu⸗ 
bites long, no2 alſo mo then fiftie, and 
then the became was a hundzed cubites 
in length. Betwirt euerp hozne was 
the pace of à cubite, and euerp hone 
was as thicke as a man coulde favom, 
the length was one cubite and a halfe 
at the lea&, The wodden wall o2 pen⸗ 
taſe was as long as the lether that was 
put within the beame, and it was ſet on 
both the ſides towarde the hpudcr part 
of the beame, to deſende the men that 
laboured to batter the walles, leſt they 
ſhould be hurt with arrowes oz dartes. 
The Ramme that Vaſpaſian vſed at 
Jorpata which he beſieged, and me in it, 
was made in this ſozt. The length ther⸗ 
of was fiftie cubites, it had. xxv. hoznes 
in the head, which was as thicke as ten 
men 
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men, euerp hone alſo was as thicke as 


one man, and betwirt euery hozne the 
ſpace of one cubite. The wayght that 


was hanged on the hynder part, was a 
thouſand ⁊ fiue hundzed talentes, euery 


The men that laboured in the erectyng 
of this engine, were fiftcene hundzed, 
To remoue-it from one place to ano- 
ther, oz from one citte to another, were 
appoynted an hundzed and fiſtie yoke of 
oren, 02 els thzee hundʒed couple of ho: 
ſes and mules; When as they ſhoulde 
aſſault any foztes o2 cities that ſtode vp- 
pon hylles; then mult they denide it in 
part, & bzyng it vp to the by peete⸗ 
mele, and there ſet it to 
Nowe when the Romanes had battcred 
the walles.of Iorpata, and Ioſeph per- 
ceaned the wall to ſhake 3 he toke great 
ſackes, filled them ful of chatte, and han⸗ 
ged them downe by the walles, that the 
hoꝛnes of the Ramme conlde not come 
nie the ſtones of the wall, but light vpon 
the ſackes, whiche by the reaſon of theyz 
ſoftneſſe of the chaffe , hyndered and 
bꝛake the ſtroke, that the wall was leſſe 
hurt, Foz ſuche is the nature of ſofte

talent is about a hundzed Troy waight. 


agapne. 
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thynges, to gene backe to the harde, and 
to weaken theyz foꝛce. But Vaſpasian 
ſepng the ſubtiltie of Ioſeph, vſed alſo 

policte foz-policie ; foz he ſent into the 


towne ſecretely Jewes, ſppes, whiche 
when the batteries ſhoulde be, myght 
cut a ſunder the cozdes that the ſackes 
were tyed to, and with them flip downe 
the walles, where the Romanes were 
redye to receaue them, that they ſhoulde 
not hurt them in the fall: and immediat⸗ 
lpe they ſtroke the wall with the Ram. 
There was at that pꝛeſent in the citie, a 
certapne valiaunt man, named Eleaſar, 
of the houſe of Anani the hye pꝛieſt that 
then dwelt at Hieruſalem. This Eleaſar 
perceaupng the Romanes to go about 
to batter downe the walles as they dyd 
befo:e,plucked out of the wall a myghtie 
ſtone, ſo that he made a great hole oz 
gappe, whereat he flid downe the wall, 
and lyght ſirpdlyng vpon the engins, 
made faſt an iron chapne to the hoznes 
thcreof, and gate vp agayne quicklye 
and nimblpe from the beame into the 
towne with the chapne in his hande, fo: 
the wall was not verp hye aboue his 
head as he ſtode vpon the Nam. _— 
other 
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other tall felowes toke holde vpon the 
chapne, and faſtened it to pyllers and 
walles in the towne,that the Romances 
myght rather be conftrapned to bzeake 
. they} Ramme, then take it away fron 
thence. The pꝛieſt Eleaſar pet once a- 
gaine boldly went downe and ſate vpon 
the beame, flew fiftie men that laboured 
about the Ramme, and the reſt he put 
to flight: then returned into the towne, 
beyng dzawen vp agayne from the 
beame by them that were within the 
towne , greatly reiopſing in his man⸗ 
hood, After that, went he vp vpon a 
hye tow2e, from whence he tumbled 
downe with a mpghtie fozce, a great 
ſtone and a harde, vpon the head of the 
Ramme, bzake it,that both a great part 
of the head and the hoznes fell vpon the 
grounde. Foz the iron that it was coue⸗ 
red withall, was olde and ruſtie, ſo that 
it was muche waſted and eaten there- 
with, the ropes alſo were olde. After that 
Eleaſar went downe agapne, toke part 
of the head that was bzoken, and hurled 
it into the towne, the Romanes that re⸗ 
mapned, epther he ſlewe oz put to flight. 
The archers ſhot at hym, and wounded 

| B iy hom 
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hym with fine arrowes, wherfoze by the 
helpe of his fclowes vpon the walles, he 
climed vp, otherwyſc he had not ben 
able foꝛ the griete of his woundes. The 
people then gaue a ſhoute fo2. top of the 
vicoꝛie of the wozthy pꝛieſt Eleaſar that 
had ſlapne the Romanes, and broken 
their ramme wherin they put their con- 
fidence, and bꝛought part of it into the 
tone, t faſtened it with an iron chayne 
that the Romanes could not pul it backe 
agayne to them, noz haue the vſe of it af 
terwarde. Mhertoꝛe diners of the valt- 
aunteſt citizens of lorpata armed them 
ſelues that day, bepng ſtirred with the 
great courage that thei had ſcene inElea- 
lar, and went downe, hewed the beame 
into peetes, bzought the poiſes with the 
ringes, and two maſtes with them into 
the towne ; and the ſame day dyed Elca- 
ſar, with great renowne,as one that had 
fought foz the ſanuuarie of the Lode, 
and fo his people and tountrep of J(ra- 
el,lyke a faythfull ſeruaunt and ſouldier 
of the Lo2d: whomall the people mour- 
ned foz, burying hym in the towne, and 
honozing hym fo2 his death, woꝛthynes, 
and fapthkulnes, appointing him a * 
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thy memoꝛie alſo fo; that he had waged 
battaple with the enemies of the Loꝛde. 
The young men of the Jewes ſeyng 
this, and ſpecially two of them, the one 
called Nitra, the other Polipus, men of 
wyſdome and vnderſtandyng, and ther⸗ 
with erpert in the warres, bepng mo⸗ 
ned with zeale foz the God of Iſrael , 
opened the gates and iſned out agayn!t 
the Romanes, ſkirmiſhcd with them, 
and ſtewe many of them. But at length 
they were llapne them ſelues in the ſkir⸗ 
miſhe foz the ſanctuarie of theyꝛ Cod, ſoʒ 
Iſrael and their countrey. When lo- 
ſeph ſawe the warres to encreaſe moze 
t moꝛe, he iffued out, and made a great 
ſlaughter in the Romanes tentes, burnt 
the mounte and engines of warre that 
the Romanes had lefte, by whiche 
meanes the warres wared pet hoater 
and hoater,inſomuche that Ioſephusre- 
pulled the Romanes. Foz when they 
ſaw the Jewes ſo deſpcrately geue their 
lyues foz theyz God and lande, they 
woulde not abyde they fozce. Vaſpaſi- 
an ſeyng his men ſhzinke, he ſtode vp, 
and encouraged them, erhoꝛtpng them 
with fayze wozdes and pꝛomiſes, aſwell 
N ij golde 
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golde and ſiluer, as meate and dainke, 


with Loſeph that day vnto the ſunne ſet⸗ 
tyng, and as the battaple wared hotte, 
the Jewes wounded Valpasian with an 
arrowe in his ryght legge, whiche ſoze 
diſmaped the Romanes, when they ſawe 
the blood runne downe his legge: and 
that day was a ſoze fight betweene the 
Jcwes aud the Romanes. Titus ſeyng 
bis father wounded, ſoze abaſhed,ranne 
to hym to helpe hym, to whom his fa- 
ther ſapde: howe is it my ſonne, that 
thou art thus aſtonped, take heart to 
thee,and with a courage reuenge thy fa- 
ther of theſe Jewes that hane nowe the 
better hande of vs. Do both Titus 
and Vaſpasian with all theyz whole 
boaſt fonght that day a very ſoze fight, 
and many were flayne of both partes, 
yea,very few were left on loſephes part, 
with whom he returned into the towne. 
The nert dap the Romancs rayſed a 
newe mounte in ſteede of that that lo- 
ſeph had bzent, and planted another 
iron Ramme therevpon betweene two 
poſtes acco2dyngly, foz Vaſpasian had 
bzought fours of this ſozte wth" — 
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from Rome, but other batteryng pieces 
vpon wheles had he with hynr thyztie, 
what moze , what leſſe, the bygger ſozt 
were of. xrx.cubites long, the leaſt.r. He 
bought alſo ten engines to hurle great 
and waightie ſtones withall, whiche he 
piaced about the walles. The Komanes 
therfoze renued the warres t aſſaultes 
agaynſt the towne as they were wonte 
atfoze, But the towne was nowe deſo- 
late and naked of the ſtouteſt warlpke 
menne , fozthey were all ſlapne in the 
fightes. Albeit Joſeph remayned and 
a fewe with bym , who went enery one 
the women alſo to defend the walles, 
foz there was almoſt no men lefte fitte 
foz the warre. Then the Romanes 
flong with thengines that ſfode on the 
mount, ſtones into the towne on eucry 
ſyde. Jt chaunced that a great ſtone hit 
a woman with chylde with ſache a vio⸗ 
lence , that it paſſed thzough her body, 
and carped the chylde with it by the 
ſpace of halfe a myle. They caſt vp and 
rapſed pet other mountes alſo , from 
whence they flynged tones , and ano- 
ther lyke chaunce happened. A ſtone 
came and hyd one of Joſephes * of 

arre 
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warre, a valiaunt man, in ſuch a ſozt, 
that it denided his head from his body, 
and made it flie a large myle of, 


A T the ſame time one of the Romane 
+ ſouldiours deuiſed with hym ſelfe 
howe to ſtrpke Joſeph with a venomed 
arrow, t gate him vnder the wall where 
Joſeph was, to accompliſh his purpole. 
But Joſeph eſpied him, and cryed vnto 
him:hold thy hande thou wickedfelowe, 
and do not kyll me. Mith that the felow 
ſtart ſomewhat aſpde , bepng afcapd at 
Joſephs voice:and ſodepnlpe the Jewes 
out ofthe towne pow2ed hot ople vpon 
him from the wall , that his (kin was 
ſkalded ot, and he ran away naked,how- 
ling and pelling to the Romanes campe, 
where he dyed. Vaſpaſian and his ſonne 
Titus were kully determined to continue 
the aſſault vntyll the . rlolii. dap: not⸗ 
withſtandyng the walles were ſo hye 
that they could not win the towne. Bet 
at length the men were ſo ſoze ſpent 


within the towne, and they that remap⸗ 


ned aliue ſo wpthered with topling, that 
they were not able anye longer to — 
ney 
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nyche theyꝛ watche vppon the walles. 
This vpon a certayne nyght Vaſpahan 
and.'Titus vnderſcandyng , ſkaled the 


walles ata quarter where ene 
fo 


were lackyng, and after them manpe o⸗ 
ther of the Romane ſouldiours folowed, 
which went downe on the inſpde, and 
bzake open the greate gate of the town, 
whereat entred the whole armye of the 
Romanes, And beyng within the 
towne, ſounded they; trumpettes, and 
ſhouted vnto battaple. The Jewes 


with the a larame, tumult , and hurly - 


burly of the Romanes , awaked out of 
they2 flepe,and were ſoze alraped. Not- 
witſtandyng eucry man tokehym to his 
weapon, and dzew to the market place 
as faſt as they myght. They had made 
the market place of the towne ſo large 
ol pur poſe, that yfany buſines ſhoulde 
happen, there myght come together the 
whole citie pt thep woulde . And as they 
loked about them, they ſawe the Ro- 
mane army entryng into the towne by 
the way that came from the great gate. 
Then fought they with the Komancs, 
t dyed euen in the market place where 


they Lode, exhoztyrig one another, and 


ſayings 


his lyfe, and the Romane ſware vnto 
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ſaying : lot vs dye here fyghtyng , and 


neuer ſuffer our ſelues to bee taken as 
lyue. But Joſeph and. rl, men with him, 
wozthy men ail , fled out ot the towne 
into a wood , where they founde a cer⸗ 
taine caue , and hid them ſelues therein. 
All the reſt of the citizens were llayne 
in that conflicte , foz they woulde not 
pelde no2 commit them ſelues vnto the 
Romanes, they truſted them ſo litle. 
Foz on a tyme a certapne Jewe bes 
ſought a Romane ſouldiour to ſaue 


bim, ſaying: God deale thus and thus 
with me pk J flea the, therefoze pelde 


and come hyther to me . The Jewe re⸗ 


quired hym to geue hym his ryght hand 
that he myght truſt hym., and the Ro- 
mapne retch hym his lefte hand. The 
Jewe beyng diſmayed in that great 
feare , markt not that is was his lefte 
bande: But when the Romane had 
once hold of hym, he kept hym faft with 
that hande, and with his ryght toke his 
\w92de and flue the Jewe that then was 
naked, haupng caſt away his weapon 
vpon truſt of the Romane. When the 
Jewes ſawe howe the Romane re⸗ 
gard ed 
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garded not his othe, but line the Jewe, 18 
that vpon truft of his pzomeſle and the WW 
' the had pelded bym ſelfe vnto hym: 100 
they determined to dye altogether, and 1 i 
neuer to'trult the Romances. Mhere⸗ THR 
vppon they reſolned with them ſelues 1 
vtterlpe to dpe foz the holpneſſe of the 175 i 


Lozd God of Iſrael. But in ſo dopng, i 
they ue much people of the Komanes, a 
and karre moe then they had done in ; 

any other battaple: pet at the length ot 
the citie was taken. When Vaſpaſian 1 
had knowledge where Joleph was be⸗ : 

come , and of his company z he ſent Ni- 
canor , Pilerinus and Gallicanus with Wh: 
him to Joſeph , to wyll hym to come 1 
foozth,and he ſhoulde haue his lyfe and 1 
not bee ſlayne. Upon that Joſeph deba⸗ Wits 
ted the matter with them that were 9 


with him in the den requiring theyz ad⸗ * 
ute. Foz my parte(ſateth he) and ye will ö ; 


| folow my councell,X thinke beſte we go . 
F vnto them, but vppon this condicion, 
that they wyll make vs a fozmall aſſu- 109 
raunce of our lynes ; etfettuallpe as we "44 
ſhall require them, which done, J doubt 
not but Vaſpaſian when we come vnto 


hym, wyll extende his fauour towardes 
vs. 
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vs. Uehen thoſe menne perceaued 
Joſeph to bee enclined to pelde vnto the 
Nomanes, they ſapde vnto hym, Me 
maruaple at the (O Pꝛince Joſeph) 
at thee we ſap, that waſt choſen ont of 
thouſandes of people, and pzomoted 
vnto the pꝛieſthood and kyngdome, to 
ſancifie andhalowe the Loꝛde G OD 
of Iſrael, waſt alſo apoynted graund 
captapne of ſo huge an hoaſt, haſt ſcene 
with thyne epes the ſhametull repzoche 
of thy people, with the diſpleaſures and 
damages of thy ſheepe ; that thou haſte 
pet anp deſire to lyue in this diſhondur. 
What ſeeſt thou, that thou wouldeſte 
deſyze to lyue fo: ? ſhauldeſt thou not 
rather defire death then lpke? Perad⸗ 
uenture thou perſwadeſt thy ſelfe that 
they call theo to ſaue thy lyfe,, 02 fog thy 
commoditie ; but without doubte this 
were a vapne perſwallon. Foz they tall 
thee foz none other entent, then to take 
ther alpue, and to bꝛagge how they haue 
taken Joſeph, that was conſecrated and 
addict to the warres, and make it an ar⸗ 
gument that theyz power pꝛoſpereth. 
Nowe therfoze (our deare bꝛother and 


our pzince ) conſider that this they _ 
0; 
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do: yea pt᷑ they ſaue thy lyfe. But put 
the caſe they put thee to death: were it 
not better foz thee to dye of thine owne 
ſwozde,then of thepzs : Pea, pf it were 
foz nothyng but foz this, it is better foz 
ther to dye then to lyue: leaſt thou ſhoul- 
delt heare they2 repꝛoches , thepz vp⸗ 
baaydynges , and theyz quarrellynges. 
And pk they pꝛeſerue ther alpue, neuer 
thynke they do it foz thy good , but ra⸗ 
ther foz thyne ignominie and ſhame, 
which is far grenonſer then death it ſelf. 
Wherefoze our deare bzother and our 
pꝛince , what cometh in thy mynd, that 
thou purpoſeſte to lpue after that thou 
haſt loſt thy people and thy bzethzen 2 4 
to what purpoſe {erueth thy lyfe aitcr 
they be gone? Parke and conſider dili⸗ 
gently what Popſes ( of wozthye me⸗ 
mozp)our maiſter dyd, how he ſpake be⸗ 
foze God touchyng the people of Jſracl, 
O pardon they? ſinnes(ſapeth he) oz cls 
blot me quite out of thy booke that thou 
haſt wꝛytten: howe he woulde not lyue 
after the dcſtrudion of his people, al- 
though the almigbtye ſapde vnto hym: 
let me alone, that J maye wꝛeake myne 
anger vppon them and conſume them. 
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Why doeſt not thou call to thy remem⸗ 
bzaunce Aaron his bzother that went 
betwirt lyfe and death, in withſtandpng 
the angel that plaged the people „ and 
offered hym ſclfe to dye foz his people, 
that the plague myght ceaſſe from J\- 
racl:Where is king Saule, and his ſonne 
Ichonathan that fought foz the people 
of God, and dyed in the fielde⸗ Coulde 
not Saule haue ſaued his ipfe and his 
ſonnes both, yk he had ben ſo diſpoſed? 
But he, when he ſatie Jſrael haue the 
ouerthzowe in the battaple, had no de- 
ſire to lpue any longer, but choſe rather 
death then lyfe , and woulde not ber ſe⸗ 
perated from his bzethzen nother in 
lyfe noz death, aſwell he, as Ichonathan 
his ſonne , thoſe dearelp beloued and 
moſte amiable menne (as the ſcripture 
termeth them) Why doeſt thon not 
remember (our deare Pzince the righ- 
teouſnes of Dauid the anopnted of the 
Lode , who ſeyng a moſte greeuous pe- 
ſtilente to rage vppon the people of JC- 
rael, ſapde: Let thy ts hard? DLo2de) J 
beſeche thee bee tourned vppon me and 
my fathers houſe, Foz J am he that 


haue ſinned, J haue tranſgreſſed; as fo) 
theſe 
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thefe thy ſheepe, what haue they done? 
what haue they offended : where ts the 
holy lawe ſmothered and ſtyfled in thy 
heart :? Art not thou an annointed pzieſf 


that haſt declared and taught vs the ho- 


Ive lawe, whereby we myght learne 
howe to lone our Lo2d God with all our 
heart, and with all our ſoule, and with 
all our ſtrength ; It it be ſo that the ſer⸗ 
uice of God conſiſteth not in this, that 
we ſhoulte lone whom he loueth, and 
dye fo; his couenaunt and ſanctuarie, to- 
gether with his ſcruanntes that be 
flapne foz the vnitie of the name of the 
Lode ; M herein ſtandeth it then? aſk 
not thou oft tymes taught and pꝛoued 
vnto vs, howe that euerp man that dy⸗ 
eth in warres foz che Lo2de, his ſancua⸗ 
rie, his people, and his lawe, he is to be 
counted in the Lozdes lot, and made 
wozthy to go vnto the great ipght, and 
ſhall not ſee euerlaſtyng darknelle? Art 
not thou that Ioſeph the pꝛieſt that haſt 
cryed ſo often in battaple: J am loſeph 
the pꝛieſt, conſecrated to battaple, that 
haue vowed mp lyfe foz the people of 
the Lozde, his ſancuarie, and his lande: 
But nowe when thou haſt pelded thy 
Di lelte 
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The warres of 


ſelfe vnto them, and they oꝛder thee diſ⸗ 
pitetully, what wilt thou ſay vnto them, 
o2 what amendes canſt thou haue at 
they; handes:? J put the caſe they cat 
in thy teeth, and ſap thy wozdes be but 
lpes: howe ſhalt thou auopde that res 
pʒoch! Art not thou he that ſapdeſt men 
ſhoulde fight foz the people of God, vn- 
tyll thep dye in the conflict, and in ſo do- 
png, they; death ſhould be a raunſome 
fo: thepꝛʒ ſinnes: and that they were ſure 
to go to that great light, that is the light 
of lyfe? Whiche if it be true accozdpng 
as thou haſt ſapde, why then wylt thou 
ſhunne death,and not folowe thy people 
that are gone befoze thee to that ſame 
lyght : Euer hytherto thou haſt had the 
bpper hande whereſoener thou cameſt, 
inſomuch that they that hearde ok thee, 
trembled fo2 feare: and nowe wylt thou 
pclde thy lyte into captiuitie to the Ro- 
mants, as a vyle ſlaue:? Shall not this 
thy diſhonour redounde alſo vnto the 


people of God? Thou that art a pzince, 


a kyng, and pꝛieſt, wylt thou be bounds

Ioſeph our pzince, if thou wylt be ruled 110k 
by vs: Fyꝛſt we ſhall lea thee as a Loꝛd 1 f 
and a great pʒince, and thou ſhalt choſe i) (| 
what death thou wylt dye on, that thou "th 
mayel dye honourably. But if thou re⸗ LU [4 
fuſe to dye honeſtly, aſſure thy ſelfe of i vl 
this, that we wyll euery man ſet vpon 1 
thee and flea thee, Joſeph aunſwered: nt: 
Jn deede J knowe my bzethzen, that of 
your wo2des are iuſte and true. Foz 1 
who is ſo madde to deſire to le ꝗcſ in this 1 
hurlye burlye? and woulde God that 10 
he woulde call my ſoule vnto hym, and . 
receaue it vnto hym alſo. Foz J am . 
not ignozaunt that it were moꝛe expe⸗ i | 
dient foz me to dye then to lpue, foz the Wl! 
great troubles that haue paſſed thzough 1 
my bzaynes. But he knoweth ths 4 
ſecretes of mens heartes, and he it is 17 
that geueth lyfe vnto mennc. It is ett 
G OD that cloſeth ſoules within the ' nt

bodyes, and letteth them out agapne, "M4! 
becauſe he is the lyuyng G OD, in bt 
| Og wyolg 1 
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whole handes remapne the ſoules and 
ſpirites of all lyuyng creatures. He hath 
left with vs a ſpirite of-lyfe, and cloſed 
it vp within our bodyes . What is he 
then that wyll open that he hath ſhut? 
Howe ſhall we looſe that he woulde 
haue bounde and knyt faſt within vs? 
Do ye not all knowe howe the lpfe is a 
thyng that be hath left with vs to kepe, 
and that we are his ſeruauntes : Jr 
then we caſt away lyfe befoze that God 
take it, ſhall he not woz2thply be diſplea⸗ 
ſed with vs, ſo that we ſhall not finde 
lpfe in the place of the lpupng with 
Ab2aham our father of famous memo- 
rye, and with our iuſt and godlye men 
dur fozcfathers 2 Do pou not knowe, 
that they went not vnto God befoze 
they were called, and when they were 
called,they came, and ſo dealt God with 
all holy and godlye men, To Popſcs 
our maiſter of wozthy memoꝛie, the elec 
of God, ye knowe that the Lozde God 
of Iſrael ſapde: get thee vp vpon this 
mountapne Abarim,and ſo he dyd. But 
be woulde not haue done it ofhym ſelfe, 
had not God called hym. M hereby 
ve may ſee it is not lawefull foz a _ 
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/ foſurrender his lyfe vnto God, except 45 
| he require it agapne. Take example Fir 
* (Jpzapyon) of Job, what tyme he curſt 
the day that he was bozne in. Pyght 1 
not he epther haue hanged hym ſelfe, oz HS 
haue runne bpon a knyfe, oz at the leaſt, 171 
haue folowed his wynes counſaple to Wit 
curſe God and dye? Notwithſtandyng 15 
he abode pacientlye in moſte ertreme 
papne, waytyng tyll God demaunded 44 
agayne his lyfe, and then reſtoze it vn- 1 
to his Lozde God, and woulde not re⸗ 2 
ſtoze it vndemaunded, but taryed tyll wilt 
his appoynted ende came. Kyng Da⸗ 1 
nid alſo ot famous memozie ſapd: Leade £114: 
thou my lyfe out of this pinfolde and 928: 
pryſon. Foz he knewe that the lyfe was f tt 
incloſed in the bodpe, and that none 1415 
myght let it foozth but God. J wote {1:7 
well that death is a great commoditie, 132 
ſo be that the ſoule may returne in his 41 
due tyme vnto God, that gaue it vs. 1 Wit: 
knowe alſo that he that dycth in the ih 
warres of the Lozde, he ſhall come to 1 
the great lyght, But J knowe not 411" 
what can appeaſe Gods wzath towarde Wy 
the ſoule of that man that hym 1 
ſelte, and maketh haſt to reſtoze his ſoule : 
O iff beloze

woulde wylhe that we myght be "__m

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befoze his tyme, and without the Lozdes 
callyng, UWherefoze my frendes and 
bzethzen, J woulde pe ſhoulde knowe it, 
A am no moze cowarde then you, and J 
do not diſagree with pou, becauſe J am 
ok a fainte heart fo2 feare of theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſent calamities: but that J knowe 3 
ſhoulde commit a heynous offence a- 
gaynſt the Loade, if J ſhoulde kyll my 
ſelfe. And howe ſap pe (pou pzinces)that 
ſicke vnto pour God, to pou A ſpeake, 
tell me who ſhall make interceſſion vnto 
God foz vs, if we ſhoulde commit this 
finne and cche kpll other? Moulde not 
a man iudge hym a ſlaue, a foole, a fro- 
warde perſon, arcbell, and a deſperate 
man, that woulde be fozced with any 
miſerie tobe ſo mad, that becauſe all 
thinges fall not ont as he woulde wiſhe, 
woulde therfoze hang o2 deſperatip mars 
ther hym ſelfe with his owne handes? 
Such pe know the law thus punyſheth: 
Thep ryght hande is cut of, wherwith 
they fozccd them ſcelacs to dpe,then,they 
are left vnburped, as men that haue de⸗ 
ſtroved theyz owne ſoules . By what 
reaſon then ſhall we kyll our ſelues? I 
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of dur enemies, rather then we ſhoulde 


ſo ſhamefalip murther our ſclaes,wher- 
by ener after we ſhoulde be taken fo3 
manſleers. It any man ſlea him ſelte, as 
did Haule whom pe commended, with⸗ 
out doubt he committeth a heynous 
cryme, and ſuche a one as no ſatiſfacion 
can be made foz, Beſides that, he ſhal- 
be reckened fapnte hearted, and as one 
that diſpay2eth of his recouerte. Mher⸗ 
foze our fozefathers hane taught vs: 
A man ought not to diſpaire of his ſaue- 
garde and deliueraunce, whiche com- 
meth of God, no not when the knyfe is 
= to his throte to cut it. Foz kpng 

ezekia of famous memozie, when he 
heard theſe wozdes of Eſaias, that woz- 
thy pꝛophete: Make thy wyll, and ſet 
thy thynges in a ſtay,for thou ſ halt dye, 
and not eſcape: euertheleſſe he fainted 
not,no2 ceaſſed to pꝛaꝝ vnto God foz the 
pzolongpng of his lyfe in this wozlde, 
that he might amende his lite, and ſende 
a better ſoule vnto God. Then the 
Lozde God of Iſrael, ſepng his vnwe⸗ 
ryed and ſtrong hope, with his repen⸗ 
taunce,ſuffred hym to line. rv. peres pet 
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The warres of 


longer. But as foz Saule, he was not 
appopnted kyng ouer Jſrael after the 
Lozdes mynde, but alonely by the peo⸗ 
ples, that craued vpon Samuel: Geue vs 
a kyng to raigne ouer vs. Mherevpon 
afterwarde God departed from Saule, 
fo2 he was not obedient to Gods wyll, 
but went about by fozce to eſtabliſhe his 
kyngdome. The Lo2de then ſeyng the 
wickedneſle of his heart, gaue him oner, 
and choſe hym another to be kyng oner 
his people, annopntyng Dauid his ſer⸗ 
uaunt, whyles that Saule was pet li⸗ 
upng. Mhiche Saule perceaupng, 
perſecuted Dauld, and laboured with 
all his endeuour to deſtroy hym, becauſe 
he knewe God was with hym, and 
pꝛoſpered all that he dyd ; whereas con- 
trary, all went ba-kwarde with hym, 
Foz theſe cauſes, J ſay, he choſe rather 
to dye then line, and weulde not liue afs 
ter the people of Iſrael was onerthzo- 
wen in the mountapnes of Gilboa. And 
in myne opinion, he llewe him ſelfe foz 
nothyng, but foz that he was a faynte 
hearted cowarde, and vtterly diſpayzed 
of his ſauegarde. Foz although he _— 
e 
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Leſt theſe vncircumciſed come and 
runne me through: Pet yfhe had ben of 
a baliaunt courage, he would haue ſtan⸗ 
ded to his defence vnto the death: per⸗ 
aduenture G O D would haue deline- 
red him. But he contrarp, all in diſpayze 
pꝛocured hymſelfe and his ſonne a 
ſhamefull death. But pe ſhall conſider 
this, he was an bnmercifull kpng , and 
therfoze dyd GSD rpd hym out of the 
wozld. Foz as he dyd not ſpare his owne 
lyfe and his ſonnes: ſo dyd he not ſpare 
others. And where as ye alleage Aaron 
vnto me,J would knowe of pou, bohy he 
dyd put hymlelfe betwene the lpupng 
and the dead, Mas it not becanſe he 
woulde turne away the plague from If- 
rael: At he had knowen that he hymſelfe 
Goulde haue bene ſtriken therewith 
doubleſſe he would not haue ſtryuen as 
gaynſt the ſtriker. But truſtyng in the 
holines of his righteonMmeſſe,he ſtode be⸗ 
foze the angel to deliv* Iſrael from that 
miſerie. J am not :. oc compared with 
Aaron, albeit J am one of his childzen, 
and neuer pet in all mp life did J ſhꝛinke 
toventer my lyfe in the warres of the 
r nowe J am not _ ined 

D to 
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to kyll my ſelfe, left J ſhoulde ſinne a- 
gapnſt God, and ſpople my ſoule of hope 
of ſaluation. J knowe it well, it were 
moze erpedient foz me to bee Napne of 
myne enemies, then that J ſhoulde ſlea 
my ſelfe. And pf pe ſay the woad, let vs 
go foozth and ſodaynely ſet vppon our 
enemies, to kyil, oz be kylled in the bat⸗ 
taple of the Loade , and ſo ſhall we doe 
well: peraduenture G O D wyll gene 
them into our handes. For God is able to 
ſaue aſwel by a {mal armie, as by a great. 
Then pf ponſe me to bee afrapde of 
myne enemies ſwoꝛde, pe ſhall thereby 
knowe me to be a daſtarde, and one that 
fawneth vpon his enemies, and hun- 
teth foʒ thepʒ fauour. But you ſhall ſ& 
me go afoze pou , as a valiaunt manne 
ſhoulde, no2 once tourne my face from 
death. What dpd pe euer ſ& in me, that 
pe ſhoulde iudge me fearefulls {yd ye 
euer knowe me to refaſe to fight - In 
the towne of Iorpata J haue euer kepte 
my quarter and warde, and euerp daye 
haue J fought with myne enemies, 
whom J baue not ſpared, but impay- 
red, and that not a litle, whyles J de- 


fended that litle citie. 48. dayes Aa 
gapnſt 
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gaynſt them. Foz J thought with my 
ſelfe, peraduenture J may dꝛyue away 
the ennemies of the L ORDE out 
of our lande, and putte them by Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, that they go not thyther. And 
ſo haue J foughten with them tyll all 
my valiaunt Souldiours bee ſpente, 
and none lefte but yon , J coulde no 
longer withſtande thepz fozce , pet A 
woulde not pelde my ſelfe as a pzyſo- 
ner vnto them: therfoze J fledde hyther 
with you into this Caue. owe there- 
foze bzethzen , pe ſhall vnderſtande that 
death is commodious and good in deede, 
which commeth in this tyme. But it 
is nepther good noz godly, foꝛ a manne 
to kyll hymſelfe and his bzother , to 
go atterwarde foz that derde into Hell 
and perdition , And what other thyng 
can moze clearly ſette foozth a mannes 
manhood and haute mynde with his 
hope in GOD, then foz a man to ſuffer 
tlye, whatſoeuer chaunſeth vnto 
, bntyll his ende come. Beholde, 
the Lyons and other beaſtes,howe they 
Are wont to withſtande thepz aducrſa- 
ries that lpe in wapte foz them, to the 
intente they mape ſaue theyz lyues: 
Whoſe 
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Thoſe armoure is theyz teth and 
clawes , wherewith nenertheleſſe they 
hurt not themſelues, but ble them as 
gaynſt other that aſſatle them, tyll they 
eyther ouercome, oʒ bee ouercommed. 

We , although we haue no warlpke 
weapons, yet hath nature armed vs as 
well as them: foz albeit we ber not of 
ſuch ſtrength as they, yet haue we ſuch 
armoure , that we mape defende our 
ſelues therewith both from manne and 
beaſt, But how can we bzeake the band 
of lone one to another that pzoceedeth 
from God , which hath choſen vs to his 
people and inheritaunce to ſancifie 
bym : How then mape we ber enemies 
together, and one kyll another? If that 
bee true, as ye can not denpe it, that al- 
though we be many thouſandes, vet we 
are counted as one ſoule, and membzes 
of one body : then how can any manne 
euer finde in his heart to ſtryke his own 
eyes oz fete, o2 any other of his mem 
b:es to deſtroꝑ it, except he be mad and 
beſides himſelfe » Pozeouer deare bze- 
then and frendes,conſider to what ende 
the maiſter ofa ſhippe doth abyde the 
tempeſt of the Seas, and ſtrpueth _ 
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and nyght with the fluddes therol. Doth 
he it not to ſaue the ſhip and his lyfe fro 
death: It ſo be it, he would willingly foꝛ 
the nonce put hymſelfe in ieopardp of 
tempeſt, oz runne vpon rockes: woulde 
not the marchaunt men ſay, Sc ponder 
deſpcrate fellow that deſtropeth himlſcif, 
his ſhippe , with the marchauntes,and 
they2 rycheſſe-@uppoſe an earthly kyng 
ſhoulde gene his officers to kepe cer⸗ 
tapne pꝛecious Jewels: were it not con⸗ 
uenient that they ſhoulde kepe them till 
ſuche tyme as he ſhoulde call foz them 
agayne :? It they ſhoulde at theyz plea⸗ 
ſure caſte them away befoze the kyng 
call foz them, ſhall they not mone hym 
to anger: Andpfa man come into the 
pꝛelence of a kyng vncalled, wyll not 
the kyng checke hym , and ſape vnto 
hym: what doeſt thou here befoze J call 
thee 2 So nowe, all the ſoules of Iſrael 
are the Lozdes „ who hath beſtowed 
them vnto men accozdyng to his mercpe 
and good pleaſure: Who alſo wyll re- 
ceaue them vnto hym agayne when it 
pleaſeth him:and whe his time is come, 
euerꝑ ſoule ſhal depart vnto his place of 
ret; Therloze pfa man wyll with his 

bandes 
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obne handes lette foo2th his ſoule out 
ok his cloſure befoze his tyme, G DD 
wyll not receaue it, neyther ſhall it finde 
any reſt, but bee deffroyed, And whye- 
Becauſe it is expulſed and thzuſte out 
of his place befoze his tyme, and befoze 
GOD do call it; wherfoze it ſhall wan- 
der inconſtantly foz euer. Whyc then 
(my deare bzcthzen and frendes ) doe 
pou aduiſe vs to kyll one another, and 
to expell and banyſhe our ſoules from 
vs , they not called foz2 Yowe canne 
we put away this opp2obzie? Howe can 
we make amendes fog this ſynnez 
Who ſhall pꝛap and make interceſſion 
foz vs: And with this Joſeph burſt out 
on wepyng aboundantlye , but they 
laught hym to ſcozne. 


Then Joſeph helde vp his handes to 
heauen, ſaying : Thou Lozde al⸗ 
myghtic art our father, thou haſte ſha⸗ 
pened vs,and by thy great mercy taken 
vs of the clay : thou art he that leadeſt 
vs in thy fapth , and the multitude of 
thy mercyes and benignitie towardes 
vs hath not ceaſſed, And „ our 
nes 
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finnes haue ſeperated vs from thee , yet 
neuertheleſſe, we are thy handywozke 
eucry one of vs, andoflonge haue ben 
called thy people. Thou art Lozde oner 
all creatures and ſoules . Thou doeſf 
what thou wilt, and no man dare [aye 


to the, why doeſt thou ſo 2 Thou arts 


our father, we are clay , thou half geuen 
vs our ſhape and faſhion, Therefoze pt 
it pleaſe thee to take our ſoules , take 
them by the handes of thyne aungels, 
that we committe nonc euyll agaynſte 
tyem. And pf theſe my fellowes that 
bee pzeſent with me, wyll not bee par⸗ 
takers of my pꝛaper: Beholde my 
lyfe alone , foz the whiche J beſeche 
thy benigne clemoncie , pt it pleaſe thee 
to take it, foz thou gaueſt it me, there⸗ 
foze do with it whatſocuer ſhall ſeme 
good vnto the, it is in thy handes, thou 
lendſt it me, and haſt pꝛeſerued it with- 
in me. J wyll not deſtrop it my ſelfe , 03 


lette it out of p2pſon , befoze thou de⸗ 


maunde it. Foz thou knoweſt that As 
man can not lyue without thy decree & 


appoyntment, ſo lykewyſe he can not 
dye without the ſame . Unto thee therc⸗ 
(02e do J lyfte vp myne epcs , thou that 

| dwelleſt 
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dwelleſt in heauen, to deale mercifullp 
with thy ſeruauntes and with me, to 
tourne our heartes that we conſent not 
vnto this , to murther our ſelues. If 
thou knowe any amongeſt them, that 
entende ſo wycked an ace , J beſeche 
thee, O Lozde my G O D, let me finde 
fauour in thyne eycs , gene them an 
hearte to heare holeſome counſaple, that 
J may deliner my ſelfe and myne owne 
Iyfe , whiche J commende into thy han- 
des, that thou wouldeſt receane it vnto 
thee , foz in thy hande is the lyfe of eue⸗ 
ry lynyng creature. Thus whan Joſeph 
had finiſhed his pꝛaper, he turned hym 
vnto his felowes , and ſaluted them. 
Then ſapd they: thinkeſt thou therfoze 
to moue our myndes, becauſe thou haſt 
pꝛaped vnto GND foꝛ thy ſelte and fo; 
vs: dyd not we tell thee ere whyle , lpke 
as we tell the nowe , that we are deter⸗ 
mincd to dye by one meanes oz other? 
wherefoze ſape thy mpnde , and tell vs 
what kynde ofdeath thou wylt ende thy 
lpfe, foz we haue euer knowen ther a 
juſt man and a wozthy P2ince, therfoze 
art thou wozthy to dye firſt, Joſeph per- 
ceauyng that this felowes were vtterly 
determi⸗ 
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determined to dye, and woulde geue no 
eare to his perſwaſions, foz he coulde by 
no reaſons dzawe them to his opinion, 
he went ſubtilie to wozke with them on 
this wyle : Sepng it wyll be none others 
wyſe bzethzen quoth be, J wyll ſhewe 
you my deuiſe. Be are determined to 
dye pe (ap, and that vpon your owne 
ſ\wozdes,therfoze there is no better wap, 
then to do it by lot, in this wyſe. Let vs 
caſt lottes amongeſt our ſelues, that we 
may be toyned together by couples, then 
wyll we caſt lottes whiche couple ſhall 
dye fyꝛſt. After, they two ſhall caſt lottes 
betweene them, whether ſhall kyll his 
felowe, he that remapneth, ſhali choſe 
hym one of the ſeconde couple to kyll 
hym. Lykewyſe the ſeconde couple ſhall 
calt lottes betweene themſclucs , who 
ſhall dye fyꝛſt, and he that is lefte, (hall 
choſe him one of the third couple, whom 
be hath a fanſie to be kplied of. Then 
they ſhall trye by lot who ſhall dys fy2!7, 
who bepng ſlapne, tie other may choſs 
hym ſclfe one of the fourth couple to kyll 
bym, and ſo on tyll all be ſlapne, that we 
fre not the captiuitie of our people. The 
laſt RO that ſhall remaync, ſhall vo 
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thus:runne one vpon the others ſ\wo2de, 
dz els let them caſte lottes betwerne 
them ſelues, and vpon whom it falleth, 
let hym dye kpꝛſt. But fozaſmuche as 
we are fourtie and one, fo that we can 
not be inffly iopned in couples: let vs 
caſt lottes fyꝛſt of all, and ſee whiche of 
vs ſhall fpaſt be ſlapne, and when he is 
once ont of the way, then let vs deuide 
the couples. He that is to be ſlapne firſt, 
let hym choſe out one of the fyzſt cow 
ple to be ſlapne of, and when he is dead, 
the fyzt couple ſhall call lottes, and do 
as J haue deuiſed. Then euerp man 
liked his deniſe (whiche was Cods do- 
png, who hearde loſephes pꝛaper) and 
ſapde all with one mouth, we wyll do 
as thou haſt deuiſed, and to thee it per- 
tapneth to deuſde the men, and to caſte 
the lottes. Ioſeph aunſwered: But let 
vs ſweare by the name of the Lozde, 
that this deniſe (hall ſtande, be ratified, 
and perfourmed, Mherevnto they ac 
co2ded, and ſ ware all by the name ofthe 
Lode, that they woulde haue that de- 
uile to be ratified and kept, whiche 10- 
ſeph had inuented of caſlyng of lottcs.

vnderſtande that we nede not be ſolliti⸗ 
tus no2 careful foz the othe that we haue 
made, but rather to bzeake it, foz God 
wyl neuer be diſpleaſed with vs fo that. 
Foz J bepng afrayde of theſe wycked 
perſons, that lye nowe heare drad, dyd 
inuent this ſubtyll meanes, and wap to 
ſweare that J might ſaue my lite. Thou 
therefoze my bzother, i 77 wylt be E 
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ted by mpne aduiſe, thon ſhalt ſane thy 
lyfe and myne,and J wyll caſt no lottes, 
noꝛ perfourme the othe that we made: 
V Vhich is not good in the lawe. If thou 
wylt not, J wyll withſtande thee, and 
fight with thee, to kill thee and Rape my 
ſelfe. And with this Joſeph lept backe, 

and dꝛewe out his ſwozde,ſtanding ouer 
againſt hym at his defence, to ſee what 
his felowe woulde aunſwere. Mis com- 
panion hearyng this, ſturred neyther 
hande noꝛ foote againſt hym, but ſapde: 
Lo,J am content, do what thou thinkeſf 
good, becauſe thou art a man of God. 
And bleſſed be the Lozde God of Jſrael, 
that hath not withdꝛawen his mercy 
from me, but made me to be in thy lot, 
whereby my ſoule is ſaued from gopng 
to hell: thy lot is a iuſte lot. Foz the 
Lorde wyll not leaue the ſeourge of ſin- 
ners, vpon the lot of the mſt. Much els 
beſides this ſpake Joſephes companion 
vnto him, foꝛ he was ſoze afrayde of him, 
leſt he ſhoulde haue kylled hym if they 
had encountred together: fo: Joſeph 
was the better man of his handes, and 
therefoze Joſeph choſe bym into his lot, 
that he myght be able to make his * 
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tie good with him. In this poynt Joſeph 
played the wyſe mans part: fo2 be eſca- 
ped by this meanes, both from the han⸗ 
des of thoſe wicked fooles, and alſo from 
his felowe. 


' Þerfoze Joſeph called out of the caue 
to captapne Nicanor, and ſapd to him 

in this wyle : Wylt thou pzomyle me, 
that neyther thou noz any of thy men 
that be here with thee, oz in the Ro- 
manes kyll vs, befoze thou 
baſt bꝛought vs vnto Vaſpaſian: and let 
hym do with vs as he tinker good. 
Nicanor aunſwered : So and ſo deale 
God with me, if J fulfill not thy requeſt, 
if ſo be it thou wylt come koozth vnto 
me together with the men that thou 
wyl come foozth vnto thee, and ſo many 
mo ok vs as be alpue: fozſo is it come 
to paſſe,that ſome of vs be dead here in 
the caue, whereloze howe can they come 
foozth: Then ſaid Nicanor: neuer thinke 
(frende Joſeph) that Jam come to de- 
ceaue thee, come foozth and truſt in thy 
Lode God, foz thou nedeſt not to feare. 
W ſapde; (weare vnto me this, — 
the 
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the God of Ilrael, although he be vn⸗ 
knowen vnto thee, Nicanor aunſwered, 
J (weare vnto thee by that God that 
made the woꝛlde by his wyſdome, that 
thou nedeſt not to feare me, but boldly 
mapeſt come foozth vnto me. o Nica- 
nor made a couenaunt with Ioſeph and 
his felowe , confirming and ratifiyng 
it in wzptyng after the maner of the 
Romanes ; and it into the 
caue vpon a ſpeare, holdyng the 
of the ſpeare in his owne hande. Ioſeph 
toke the wzytyng, red it, and beleued 
Nicanor: then came he foozth to Nica- 
nor and his fclowe with hym. When 
Nicanor ſitting vpon his ſeate of eſtate 
that was made hym there in the wood 
nye to the caue, ſawe Ioſeph come to- 
wardes hym: he ryſe vp and embza- 
ſyng hym, kyſſed hym, ſet hym on his 
ryght hande, and wept with hym- a- 
boundauntly , he honoured his felowe 
alſo, placyng hym betweene Polirinus 
and Gallicanus, whom he had at that 
pꝛeſent with hym. Then Nicanor aſked 
hym foz the reſt of the men that were 
with hym, wyllyng that they ſhoulde 
come foozth, and he would honour 3 
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alſo , and do them no harme . Joſeph 
declared the whole matter vnto hym, 
what was become of them, Nicanor 
hearpng of the pertinacious ſtubburn⸗ 
neſle of the Jewes heartes, and they; 
wicked intentes, was wonderfullp mo⸗ 
ned , Do then he roſe and went from 
thence with Joſeph and his companion 
vnto Vaſpaſian. When the Romane ar⸗ 
mie ſawe Joſeph, they were greatly aſfo- 
nyed, and gaue a mightie ſhoute. Some 
reiopſed that Joſeph was taken, ſaying: 
This is good lucke , that our eyes ſhall 
lee our long erpeced deſire . Other 
lamented and let teares fall from theyz 
eyes with penſiue heartes, ſaying: Js 
not this that wozthye man who made 
all the Romanes hoaſt to quake fo 
feare , and whoſe fame and renowme 
was knowen thzoughout all landes: 
Howe is it come to paſſe that ſo migh⸗ 
tye a man is taken in his owne coun- 
trey, and amongſt his owne people 2 Jf 
this chaunceth vnto luche a man to bee 
taken in his owne lande in the middeſt 
of his familye and frendes : howe ſhall 
we eſcape in a ſtraunge lande:Certayne 
euyll diſpoſed perſons of the Romane 
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ſouldiours went to Vaſpaſian and ſayd. 
Sir , you ſhall do well to commaunde 
this man to bee llaine without mercye, 
that hath ben the deſtruction of ſo ma- 
ny of the people of the Romanes. This 
is the ſelfe ſame that ſhot the arrow and 
froke you in the legge , putte hym to 
death, and then ſhall ye ber ſure he ſhall 
neuer moue warre moze agaynſt you, 
If pou do not, pe (hall ſe hym one daye 
agapne rayſe an army agapnſlt.vs , and 
deſtroy vs. But Joleph founde frende- 
ppe at Titus Vaſpaſians ſonnes 
handes, which came of the Lo d. Ther⸗ 
foze when he hearde thole wicked mens 
woꝛdes, that deſired Vaſpaſian to put 
Joſeph to death , he impzoued theyz ad- 
upce, and partly in mockage he taunted 
them, ſaying: Wyll pou tell my father 
what he hath to doe 7 wyll pon geue 
hpm lo wicked councell to flea that man 
that yeldeth hym ſelfe to vs vppon the 
truſt of our league and bande of frend⸗ 
ſhyppe , which you nowe go about to 
bzeake and fruſtrate? Did not captapne 
Nicanor in my fathers name and Cz 
ſars, with all the Romanes , make a co- 
uenaunt with him? Take heede what 
you 
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vou lay. Is it not treaſon that pou go a⸗ 


bout to b:zeake the Ceſarcall fidclitie? 


Moꝛeouer, who can tell whether it maye 
ſo happen 
the Jewes, lpke as Joſeph is pziſoncr at 
this pꝛeſent with vs: When Vaſpaſian 
heard his ſonnes wozdes, it plealeb him, 
be ſpared Joſeph, not ſufferyng him to 
be llapne: but committed hym to a cer- 
taine captaine of his,x caried him about 
with hym thzough the cities, together 
with king Agrippa. After this, Vaſp aſia 
remoued his campe to Talmida, whiche 
alſo is called Acho, & fr thence he went 
to Czſaria, a great citie . Mhen they of 
2 citie ſawJoſeph,they cried vntoVal- 
paſian, kyll hym;kyll hym, 0zels he will 
one day be an occaſion to fipzre great 
warres agaynſt thee But Vaſp: 5 an 
gaue no eare to them. Mhyles he was 
at Cæſaria, fpdynges came to hym that 
the citezins of Papho inuaded and ſpop⸗ 
led the Illes war were ſabiecte under 
his dominions with a nauie. Vaſpasi- 
an hearpng thereof, commannded to 
lay in waite foz them, that they myght 
be met withall. So there was an am⸗ 


bulhe layed without the towne, and it 
came 


that ſome of vs be taken bp 
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came to paſſe, that when the pirates 
were gone out a roaupng , Vaſpaſian 
entred the towne , and toke it without 
great reſiſtence , becauſe thepꝛ ſouldiers 
were abſent. When the rouers therfoze 
retourned with theyz Nauie , and ſawe 
the Romanes in the citie , they labou- 
red to arriue and ſette a lande: but ſo⸗ 
depnly a huge tempeſte and a myghtpe 
ſtozme dzoue all theyz ſhippes agaynſt 
the rockes that were in the ſea ſhoare, 
(foz there was no hauen foz ſhippes) and 
there they were loſte manxe of them: 
and ſuch as \ſwamme to lande the Ro- 
manes lue- They that were dzowned 
in the ſea and ſlapne by the Romanes, 
were in number foure nde, good 
menne of warre: beſydes them, were 
—— in the towne, Ae, al 
e 


T His done, Vaſpasian fot faozth Va- 

lericus and Taribus two Komane 
captapnes with his ſonne Titus, who 
went, beſieged, and wan the townes 
of defence that were in Galilee , And 
thus dyd Titus vſe them. They that 
yelded vnto hym, he ſaued theyz lynes: 
and 
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and whoſoener withſtode hym , he ſlue. 
Pozeouer all the cities that belonged 
to Agrippas in Galile&,he reſtoʒed them 
bnto hym agayne, onely Tiarua ercept, 
which he vtterly raced , and flue all the 
mankynd,ſpectally ſuche as were apt to 
the warres , ſolde alſo theyꝛ wyues and 
chyldꝛen. And this was the only citie 
in all Galilee, that Titus ſhewed ſuchs 
rigour and extremitie vnto. Vaſpaſian 
departyng thence,tooke his iournep to 
Gamala, which is a citie vppon the top 
of a mountapne, The name thereof ts 
called Gamala , of an Hebzue wozde 
Gamal, that ſignifieth to quite oz to do 

a good turne , becauſe it is the beſt ci⸗ 
tie that belongeth to Agrippas, and the 
inhabitauntes thereof were all verpe 
riche. The citie alſo called Seleucia was 
not farre diſtaunt from it, a conntrep 
replenyſhed with good townes , Gar- 
dens, bzookes, and all kynde of fruit⸗ 
full trees. Agrippa beſought Vaſpaſi⸗ 
an , that he wonlde not deſfrop this ci⸗ 
tie: let me go firſte (ſaieth he) and offer 
them peace, peraduenture they wyll 
— it , that they maye ſane thepz lyues 


from deſtruction , Vaſpaſian was in- 
treated,

treated, ſaping vnto him: go and dog 
as thou wylt, foz thy honours ſake 3 
wyll da ſo muche fo2thee . Do Agrippa 
went to them, and ſpake frendely and 
peaceablye vnto them, and they recea⸗ 
ned hym in lpke maner, but they meant 
decepte , ſaying. Thou art our Lozde 
and kyng : to whom therefoze doth all 
that is ot any pzyce oz to bee deſired in 
ail Iſrael belong, but vnto the? ther- 
foze come nere vnto vs, and debate the 
matter with thy ſeruauntes. Agrippas 
credytyng they2 woꝛdes, came harde to 
the citie, and as he lyſtened to them that 
talked with hym , one caſt a great ſtone 
from the wall, which lyght iuſt betwene 
his ſhoulders, with ſuch violence, that 
it ſtroke hym pzoſtrate to the grounde, 
and bzake his backe with one of his 
armes alſo. But his ſeruauntes ſtepte 
to hym, toke hym vp, and carped hym 
to Vaſpaſian: Who ſeyng hym ſo ſoʒe 
hurt, ſware he woulde neuer go from 
thence tyll he hadde taken the citie, 
and oꝛdered them in lpke maner as he 
dydde Tiarua, to leaue neuer a manne 
alyue therin. The Romane phyſiti- 


ans dyd beſtawe luche diligence about 


Agrip- 


16 
Agrippas, that they cured hym. Vaſ⸗ 
pasian in this rage agaynſt the Seleu- 
cians, becauſe thep had wounded the 
kyng „ beſieged and aCaulted them. 
The Jewes within the towne encou⸗ 
raged one another, ſaying : lette vs 
ſtycke to it nowe and playe the menne, 
foz we hane none other hope to ſaue 
our lpues, ſepng we haue thus ozdered 
the kyng. Certapne ſtout men of them 
ther foze iſſued , and encountryng with 


the Komanes, made a great ſlaughter 


amongeft them. After that, the Ro 
manes -add2eſfed thepz engines, planted 
theyz iron Rammes that they bzought 
with them agapnſt the walles , and by 
that tyme nyght came, battred a great 
parte thereof downe to the carth , that 
Vaſpasian and much people with bym 
myght enter at they2 pleaſure , But 
Vaſpasian gaue commanndement to 
his armpe, that they ſhoulde not enter 
that nyght into the towne , but ſtande 
and compaſſe the walles vntpll mozow, 
that they myght ſe howe to winne it. 
Notwithſtandyng they woulde not bee 
ruled by hym , but entred. Then the 
Jewes came vpon them, dzue the ow 
I 
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with chapnes , and cloſed the wayes of 
the citie , entrappyng them in ſuche a 
ſozte , that they coulde go nother one 
way noz other. After that let vpon them, 
and bette them downe enen there , ſo 
that they were all ſlaine ſaue ten menne 
that fledde with Vaſpasian, and a cap⸗ 
taine named Butius, one of the beſt men 
of warre in all the Romanes armye, 
hym the Jewes purſued and flue . But 
Vaſpasian and his, fledde to the moun⸗ 

tapnes , that he myght be there in ſane- 
garde. And from thence he ſent to Ti⸗ 
tus his ſonne that was in Siria, foz the 
Romane armie that he had ſent with 
hym into Persia, whiche Titus led into 


Jewrie. 


F Hoztly after , Vaſpaſian gathered 

ſouldiours and repayzed his armye, 
topned with Agrippas company , and 
returned to Seleucia , wan it, and flewe 
them eucry man, leaupng none alyue. 
And afterwarde went to other cities 
of Galile,and toke them,ſerupng them 
in lyke ſoꝛt. After that, he came to the 
citie called Naſcela , whiche was a wal- 


led towne, and of all the townes " lt 
n 
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fence thꝛonghout all Galilee, none left 
but it. This he befieged, becauſe thp⸗ 
ther werereſozted many cutthzotes and 
wicked perſons without al feareof God, 
ſuche as were robbers and roners ofthe 


lande ol Tudea, : Emongeſt whom was 


a certapne man named lehochanan, 
learned, wyſe; and p2udent, ſpecially to 


do miſchiefe, a wyttie councellour, and 


of ſuche elotjaence, that he cdulde per⸗ 
ſwade cunnynglip, and diſſwade men 
from that they had purpoled. Beüdes 
this, he was a murtherer redpe to ſhed 
blood, and to do any -niilehi a great 


other mens goodes, by whiche meanes 
he was become very ryche ! Mhere⸗ 
foze there reſozted vnto hym all vapne 
perſons, manllears, rebels, and r ufftans 


wardes,that they might be of his frater⸗ 
nitie, his bzethzen and adherentes, and 
he to be they; head. Iitus was Tent to 
this citie by his father, to offer them con- 
ditions. of peace.  TUhyther' when he 
was come, he lent his embaſſadours to 
the citizens to intreate the peace with 
91 M her vnto the citizens accozded,

robber, and one that euer gaped after 


lyke hym leite, geuyng hym large re⸗ 
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and were redye to enter in league with 
Titus. When as thts wicked Ichocha- 
nan perteaued the auncient men of the 
towne, and the heades woulde receaue 
ptate, he commaunded his companions 
to kepe the walles, to let them from ſpea⸗ 
kyng with the Romanes, and that they 
woulde gene the Romanes theyz auns 
ſwere. Do therefoze ſeditious Iehocha- 
nan made aunſwere to the embaſſadour 
of Titus, ſaping: to mozowe haue we a 
ſolempne feaſt to the Lozde God, tell 
thy maiſter Iitus therefoze ,--that- he 
graunt vs truce fo2 two dapes, and the 
thirde day we wyll gene hym aunſwere, 
Mherewith Titus was content, and de- 


thynges were done vpon Whytſun 
enen., whiche was called the feaſt of 
weekes and harueſt. The'nyght afoze 
the thirde day appoynted was come, 
Tehochanan and his complices, gate 
them out of the towne , and fled to- 
warde Mieruſalem, ere Titus knewe 
thereof, On the mozowe he ſent bis 
embaſſadour to demaunde theyz aun- 
ſwere, what they would do, They aun⸗ 
ſwered: we deſyze to enter in a _ | 
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with vou, foz we are pours, to do you 
what pleaſure your heart deſireth, vpon 
the condition that none of the Romanes 
hurt eyther our bodpes o2 goodes, Titus 
vpon this made peace with them, con⸗ 
firmpng it by wzytyng-ſealed, foz the 
better aſſuraunce thereof; So they ope- 
ned the gates, and T'itus came into the 
towne with his whole armpe, and the 
Jewes receaued hym with great iope, 
bonouryng bym very muche. Then 
—— Iehochanan and his 
confederates, The citizens declared vato 
hym, howe he —.— nyght with all his 
towarde Mieruſalem. Titus hearyng 
that, ſent after to purſue hym: pet they 
founde hym not, he had made ſuche 
ſpeede, Not withſtandyng, many of the 
people that went out of the towne with 
hym, that they myght eſcape the daun⸗ 
ger, both men, women, and chyldzen, 
olde and impotent perſons, they ouer- 
toke, ſlewe them euerp one, and retur⸗ 
ned with a great ſpople, After this II- 
tus wanne all the cities in Galilee, and 
ſet rulers in them. Then Vaſpaſian 
diſlodged from thence, and came * the 
mount Tabor, whiche hath ſnowe vpon 
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it continually, the heyght therof is. xxx. 
furlonges, and vpon the top is a playne 
xxiii. furlonges bzoade, Thyther ſent 
Vaſpaſian one of his captapnes called 
Palgorus, whiche toke the mountayne 
and the towne that ſtode thereon, But 
here J wyll leaue of the hiſtozie of the 
reſt of the battaples that were fought in 
other places in the lande ot Jſrael and 
Galilee, and ſpeake no moze of them in 
this booke, oz they be almoſt innume⸗ 

rable, and we haue made men- 
8 tion ot them in the hiſto⸗ 

tie of the No⸗ 

mannes.

/ of Hicruſalem, and 
howe the citie was 
beſieged by the Ko- 


ges truely as our maner is, and fapth- 
fully accozdpng to the veritie of that 
was done. It came to paſlc therefoze as 
Ichochanan the Galilean was fled to 
be founde theremen meete 
foz his purpole, iniurious perſons, wic⸗ 
ked men, murtheres, deceauers, blood- 
Headers, an infinitc number. Foz out 
of all countreys within the lande of Jus 
da, there repayzed thyther all men of 
-warre, to defende the ſancuarte of our 
God, and Anani the bye pꝛieſt receaued 
All that came. Theſe ſeyng leliochanan 
and his valiauntneſle , reuolted from 
Anani the hye pꝛieſt, and clane vato 
dem, deutſing with bym of all they: 
* Do lchochanan conſpired with 
N if theſe 
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thoſe cutthzotes to lay handes vp! 
ryche men of the citie , and to 
them of theyz goodes, and this was 
they2 maner. When they eſpied any 
notable rpche man of the citie, they 
woulde after this ſozt quarrell with him: 
Art not thou he that haſt ſent letters to 
the Romanes, and to Vaſpasian, to þe- 
tray the citie vnto them? Thus would 
they eramine hym befoze the people: 
and when he woulde aunſwere , God 
fozbyd J ſhoulde fo: do: then woulde 
they bzyng in godleſſe perſons, limbes 
of the deutll,of theyꝛ owne company, to 
beare falle wytneſſe agapnſt hym, that 
he myght be condemned to death by the 
lawe fo2 a rebell. Thus dealt they with 
Antipas and Lohia, both noble. men, 
and of the chtefe of the cities. : and they 
goodes with all they? ie wels, the ſediti- 
dus ceaſed foz them ſelues. They pickt 
quarrels alſo to the bye pꝛieſtes, thult 
them from they charges, that they could 
not execute they2 ſeruice. Pozeouer, 
they caſte lattes who ſhoulde haue the 
—_— office, and who ſhoulde be no 
Foz they helde the paieſthood and 
5 ice ot God, fo; topes, * - 
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trifles. wo the lotte fell vpon one that 1] 
was called Pani, the ſonne of Peniel, a 
carterly buſbandman, ignoꝛaunt what 
belonged to the pꝛieſtes office, ſo that he 
was vtterly bnwozthy of the pꝛieſthood: 
pet they made ham hye pzielt foz all that, 
ſo light a matter made they ot the pꝛieſt⸗ it 
hood. The good and godly men of Hie- it 
ruſalem ſeyng the power of theſe ruffi- it 
ans, and wycked perſons bearc ſuche . 
ſwindge,they ſtacke together, and deter- 
mined to withſtande them by fozce. The 1 
people therefoze earneſtly moued with 1 
anger, ſet vpon them, and encountred 1% 
with them in ſuche fo2t, that the fight 1 
was great on both ſides: in the ſtreates, 1 
in the market place, in the temple, and 1 
in the entraunce of the temple, tyll all 114 
the citie was fylled full of dead bodpes, It. 
and ſlayne men. Foz there was not fo 4 
muche as one ſtreate, but there was 1 
ſomeſkyzmithes in it. The people at 1 
length gat the vpper hande of the ruffi- - 4 
ans, fo; they were eagerlye ſet, and it 
earneſtipe bent agaynſt them. The 11 
ſeditious therefoze ſepng them ſelues, 
not able to make theyz partie good 1 
with th: people, fledde every man 1 
lig into | 
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into the templs of the Lo2de, ſhut it af- 
ter them, and there remayned;, But 
Ananithe bye pzielt, ſeyng the wycked 
to be fled to the temple,, wylled the peo⸗ 
ple to cealle they? fighting with 

the holy temple of the Lode, leſt they 
ſhoulde pollute it with the blood and 
dead carkaſes of theſe wycked perſons, 
The people therefoze lefte of the fight. 
Then Anani beſet the temple rounde 
about with a ſire thouſande of the beſt 
and pickedſt men of the people, well 
— all of them with iackes and ſal 
lettes, and aſwell weaponed, with eue⸗ 
rye manne a ſwozde, a target, and a 
ſpcare 92 pike, to kepe the temple that 
they ſhoulde not come foogth . Poze; 
duer, Anani caſt in his mynde, that be- 
ſides the inuadyng them in the tem⸗ 
ple, whiche were in no wyſe ſeemely, 
it ſhoulde alſo be as great a damage, if 
the people of the Lozde ſhoulde one riue 
and ſticke another in the verye tem⸗ 
ple. Foz theſe cauſes he ſent Embal⸗ 
ſadours to Iehochanan the Galilean, 

chiefe captapne of the ſeditious and 
thienes, offcryng hym peace, but Icho- 
n refuſed it. Foz the ſeditious —

ſent ko; the @domites to come and 
apde them. Theſe Edomites had ben 
euer from they2 kpzſt begynnyng very 
hardie and valiaunt men, and warlike, 
pet were they ſubiede to the Jewes. 
Foz Hircanus kyng of luda, had con- 
quered them, and cauſed them to ber 
circumcizen, byndyng ſuche of them, 
as were the beſt warriours to this ſer- 
uice: to ſtande in armes, and kepe 
watche and warde vpon the walles of 
nyght, and the reſt 
ol them to pape tribute to the Jewes. 
Upon accertayne night came. xxii. thou- 
lande of theſe thefo Edaioſes. all good men 
of warre, agayn{ Hierulalem. When 
Anani the bye pzieſt and the people that 
were with hym, heard the noyſe of the 
Edomites armpe: he went vppon the 
walles, and demaunded of them what 
they were,from whence they came , and 
whither they would? They aunſwered: 
We are Cdomites, and came out of 
Edomea to viſite. the L od God and his 
and to ſe in what caſe his pco- 
deth:foz this we come acco2dyng 
to our accuſtomed maner as euer here- 
tofoze, Anau aunſwered; Yu are dyſ⸗ 

Q v ſemblers 
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ſemblers and not as pour wozdes doe 
ſhewe,nepther come pe to ſerke God and 
his ſanctuarye , noz yet to apde his peo- 
ple, but rather to the ſuppoztyng of le⸗ 
hochanan,graunde captayne of thieues. 
Were it not better foz you to aſſiſt the 
ſanctuary of God, then theſe ſinfull ſe- 
dicious perſons, that couet nothyng els 
then to laye walt the houfe of God, and 
to deſtroy his people? They in the molt 
holye citie of God, do ſhed the blood of 
iuſt,godly, and innocent men: thzough 
whoſe wickedneffe the Romanes baue 
the vpper hande vppon vs, becauſe we 
haue ciuill warres at home with the 
ſedicious, and erternall with the Ro⸗ 
manes. Pea , the wickednelte of the ſe⸗ 
dicious is growen ſo far, that the moſte 
part of vs hadde rather beeflapne of the 
Romanes , then of our bzethzen the 
Jewes.Jfſo be it, ye bee come to mapn⸗ 
tapne them, ye ſhall vnderſtande that ye 
offende our Lozdo God grenonſly , to 
helpe ſinners and murtherers, that 
tread the people of © DD vnder they? 
feete , lyke as men treade Grapes in Aa 


wyne pꝛeſſe, and make the Temple of 
the Loꝛde a dwellyng place of * 
g 
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lers and wicked perſonnes. Ye ſaye ye q* 
come to ſeke the Lozde : howe is it then 
that pe are thus in armes after the mas 
ner of warre? Ye ſhall vnderſtande, 
we ſhut not the gatesof the towne be- 
cauſe of you , leſt pou ſhoulde come tn, 
after your accuſtomed manner : but be- 
cauſe of pour armoure and weapons 
that you haue with you , whiche are in- 
ſtrumentes of deſtruction , a verpe vn⸗ 
meete faſhion to come and viſite the 
Lode with. Pou ſhoulde rather haue 
come with offerynges , ſacrifices 5 £On- 
feſſion, and pꝛapſe. Notwithftandyng, 
pf pe will enter into the towne foz deuo⸗ 
tion ſake, pe are welcome: but ye muſte 
layeawaye your weapons, and ſo en- 
ter in peaceablye « The Edomites 
aunſwered . We maruaple not a lit⸗ 
tle at thee whiche arte the bye pꝛieſte, 
our. Lode and mediatour ,and at the 
reſt of the Pꝛieſtes of the Lode , with 
the Elders and Judges of the people 
that be pꝛeſent with ther, and your 
woꝛdes ſerme ſtraunge in our cares, 
Foz we vnderſtande, you take vs foz 
pour enemyes , and therevpon you ſtop 
vs ok our entraunce into the it 
E 
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viſite the Lode God after our actuſto⸗ 
med maner. In that we be armed as pe 
obiecte'vnto vs: do pe not knowe that 
Vaſpasian dzaweth nye to come to this 
holy citie? This we hearyng ok, was 
the cauſe that we tooke our weapons 
With vs, to to apde you, and kepe 
the towne, as we haue ben wonte 
theſe manpe y But howe ſhoulde 
pe gather this, that we come to ſup⸗ 
pozt the wycked and ſedicidus that bee 
with you: when as from the fyzſte dape 
that euer we and our fathers were cir- 
cumciſed, we neuer ſwarued krom the 
Lawe and commaundementes of the 
Lozde:? Tell vs pk there bee any com 
maundement in the lawe that byddeth 
a manne to ſkrenghten and mapntapne 
the power of the wpcked, to the whiche 
we are bounde to hearken, and to apde 
theſe 2 God foꝛbyd we ſhoulde dde this: 
foz we all, both that ber here and the 
other E domites alſo, bee ſeruauntes of 
the Lozd and his people, to mapntapne 
and defends the lawe , the people, and 
the houſe of the Lozde, Mhpies they 
were thus talkyng together, there role 
vp a great cloude , and lyghtenynges 


were

were ſene with fyze, and darkneſſe with 
mightie thunder clappes, and ſhowers 
of haple, that all that ſawe it were won⸗ 
derfullye afrayde. Wherefoze the people 


fledde whollp, left not only the 
but Anani alſo: foz theycoulde not abide 
to tary any longer. But Anani tooke 
heart vnto hym c abid it, to marke thoſe 
hozrible ſignes ot heauen, whiche dyd 

appeate, that he might iudge what they 
betokened. And he gaue his iudgement 
in dede (but not acco2vpng to the trueth) 
that the thunder and haple with the 
darkeneſfe, ſignified Gods helpe, by the 
hope whereof they ſhoulde defente the 
ſanctuarpe ofthe Lozde. And lykewyſe 
ludged all the Elders that were with 
hem, without perteauyng that all theſe 
ligner betokened the euyls that ſhoulde 
come vpon Pier;alen and all 3fraet, 

When they that were ſhut in the tem 
ple, perteaued that they that kepte the 
watche befoze the gate of the temple 
were fledde alſo foz feare of the tempeſt, 
they went and opened the doozes of the 
temple, and in that darkneſſe, which al- 
thongh'it was ſo great p one coulde not 
ſee another foz the thicknes thereof, nei⸗ 
ther 
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ther durſte any of the fowne once looke 
. outofhſs do2es , they were ſo fcarde of 

thoſe terrible ſignes of the Elemente: 
pet came thoſe deſperate felowes', the 
ſedicious ont of the temple., dzue to⸗ 
warde the walles without all feare with 
ſawes and other inſtrumentes, to cut a 
ſander the barres of the gates. And 
when the craſhyng of the thunder and 
haple was greateſt, then laboured they 
hardeſt, in wꝛallyng a ſunder the lockes 
and boltes of the gates, leſt they ſhoulde 
be perceaued. And ener whan the thun⸗ 
der clap was paſt, then ſtayed they and 
left of tyll it came agayne. Thus played 
they till they had bzoken and opened the 
gates, and let in the Edomites into the 
citie, who beyng once come in, wandzed 
here g there fo2 that night, deuiſing how 
they might let dpon the citizens of the 
towne,and vtterly deſtroy them. They 
called out fy:ff they2 confederates , that 
remapned in the temple , bzought them 
thence, and iopned altogether with the 
Edomites, ſwearyng one to another, 
that they ſhoulde be one people and one | 
armie. And fozthwith, beyng lo confe- 


ſame | 
derated together, they llewe the == |: 
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night.3500,of the people of God, all good 
men of God,all good men of warre, be- 
ſides innumerable other, that they killed 
of the common people. In the mozning 
they layde handes on the ryche men, 
haled them befoze iudges, and the. lxx. 
elders, which otherwyſe bee called San- 
hedrin,whom they called together, and 
there wicked Ichochanan the Galilean, 
ſpake vnto them in this wiſe. Why ton⸗ 
demne pe not theſe rich cobbes, that haue 
made a conſpiracie with the Komanes, 
and determine to betray this holy citie 1: 
into they2 bandes? Namely one Secha- 1 
tuous, one that feared the loꝛd, and loued 
both god 4 man: but foz his richts only 
which were very great, this Ichochanan 


captayne of the ſeditlons pprzbended 
bym , wyliyng thelders to condemne 
hym to death, foz that he hadde fopyed 
with-they2 enemies (as he ſayde) to be⸗ 
tray the citie to them. The pzieſtes, el⸗ 
ders, and tudges, bearyng his wozdes, 
and perceaning that both he and the reit 
of his bloody bande, delyzed nothyyg 
elles then to make this man awaye , al- 
though ther knewe hem to be mollt in⸗ 


nocent;: 
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nocent: they wept and ſighed greatly. 
lehochanan feyng them wepe foz Secha- 
— — 
dempne hym, pectyng a — a 

integritie : What, quoth he, do ye be- 
gen to monrne bekoze there be any cozle 
pꝛeſent: 4 woulde J ſhoulde neuer come 
where God hath to do, but if ye oder vs 
thus in your iudgementes, ye halbe the 
alt that we well laye bolde of, and we 
wyll ſit iu i nt our ſelues, to dil- 
cerne the matters of the people ot Gov, 
acco2dpng as we thynke good. Then 
laying a part all came, with an obſti- 
nate mynde the wicked ſozt hopſed vp 
Sechariahu, taryed hym out of the place 
of iudgement, and bzought' hym vp to 
the top of a verie hie tote at the Caſte 
ende te the. towne , from whence they 
thꝛuſt hym downt headlong, and he died 
there at the walles ſyde in the vale of 
leboſchaphat © The pꝛieſtes therfoze 
were ſoze afraive of their owne partes, 
and the Judges alſo with the Elders, 
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man that we ſhall bzyng vnto pou, ac- 
coꝛdyng to our myndes, be pe aſſured, vc 
ſhall all of you go the ſame way, that 
Sechariahu is gone befoze you , After 
that, they appꝛehended a iuſt man and a 
riche,that was beloued of all the towne, 
whoſe name was Gorinion, ſurnamed 
valiaunt, and he was a valiaunt man 
in der de, moſt expert in the warres, ther⸗ 
to wyle and wittie, and a man of a pure 
and perfit lyfe: One that was euer the 
fozmoſt in battaile, whenſoeuer they had 
any conflict agapnſt the Gentiles that 
beſteged Hieruſalem: and this was his 
accuſtomed maner. When the enemies 
marched to toyne battaple with the 
Jewes,he would runne vpon them with 
ſuche fozce,and make laughter of them, 
that ſpite of they2 heartes, he woulde 
dziue them to retire,and by that meanes 
his body was fall of ſkars, his face and 
head wonderfullye mangled with the 
woundes that he had receaued in bat⸗ 
taples, that he had ben in fo2 the people 
of the Loꝛd. et nowe becauſe he would 
not folowe that moſte cruell vpllapnes 
mynde Ichochianan, and take his part, 
lchochanan commaunded hym to be ap⸗ 
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p:chended and b:ought befoze hym, and 
when he was come, ſapd thus bnto him. 
Make thy wyll, ſet thy houſe in a ſtape, 
and conleſſe thy ſelfe vnto the Loꝛde, fo2 
there is no way with thee but death, 
And ſo they led hym out of the towne 
to kyll hym there, left there ſhoulde be 
any buſines about his death, if they had 
put hym to death within the towne: 
Foz all the citizens of Pieruſalem lo⸗ 
ued hym, and he Ilykewpſe loued them. 
When they were come to the place of 
execution, Gorinion fell downe afoze 
them, and beſought them with teares, 
in this wple. Sepng pe haue ſo deter⸗ 
mined that ye wyll nedes flea me, when 
as notwithſtandpng J haue committed 
no crime, no2 any thyng offended, and 
that ye wyll in no wyſe ſpare me, al- 
though J be innocent as pon knowe 
well inough pour ſelues: pet 3 beſeche 
pou, let me obtapne this one thyng at 
pour handes , that you woulde do ſo 
muche at the leſt wyſe at my requeſt, as 
to bury my body, other fauour J deſpꝛe 
not. They made hym_aunſwcre: It 
thou hadſt not ſpoken vnto vs therof,we 
had thought to haue done it, fo; * we 

ere 
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were determined with our ſelues. But 
nowe ſeyng thou art ſo bolde as to de⸗ 
maunde this of vs, we wyll ſlea thee, 
but burpall getteſt thou none, thy body 


ſhalbe caſt fooꝛth vnto the beaſtes of the 
earth and foules of the apze. Gorinion 
yet beſought them to the contrary, vn- 
till the moſt cruel Ichochanan ſtroke him 
and ſlewe hym, and after thzewe out his 
body to the beaſtes of the fielde. This 
done they returned into the citie. 


VAI paſian in the meane ſeaſon dzue 

nye Hieruſalem, foz he had pitched 
his tentes at Ceſaria, where he relieued 
his armie, and payde his ſouldiers great 
wages: wherctoze they tarped in that 
citie many dayes. Fo2 whcn Vaſpaſian 
vnderſtode of the ciuill warrcs in Hieru⸗ 
ſalem, he ſayde vnto his people: let vs 
make no haſte to beſtege Hieruſalem, till 
ſuche tyme as they haue ſlaine one anos 
ther amongeſt them ſelues, and ſo at 
length theyꝛ pꝛyde wylbe pulled downe, 
when as they ſee the ſelues waſte awap 
with ciuill warres, hunger and thurſt. 
Foz Vaſpaſian was a wonderfull poli⸗ 
tike — in al! feates of warres, and his 
N wyidoms 
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wyſdome neuer turned hym to moze 
commoditie, then in this deuiſe only, So 
he ſotourned at Ceſaria with his men 
many dapes. In the meane ſcaſon, the 
people of Hieruſalem made warre vpon 
Ichochanan and his complices, vntyll 
innumcrable of them were deſtroped, 
ſome of them were (layne with ſwozdes, 
ſome the ſeditious ſlickt with ſhozt dag⸗ 
gers. Foz certayne of the ſeditious cari⸗ 
ed ſhoꝛt daggers ſecretly vnder their gar⸗ 
mentes, wherewith they woulde come 
ſodapnelp vpon an honeſt and iuſt man, 
and thꝛuſt hym to the heart, that he 
ſhould fall downe dead in the place with⸗ 
out knowledge who ſtroke hym. Do by 
this meanes, what with ſwoꝛdes in open 
fraycs, and what with daggers ſecretly, 
verp many of the people were ſlaine, far 
mo that way, then by the Ramanes, in⸗ 
ſomuche that nowe very fewe citizens 
were left aliue, Zhus when Ichochanan 
had gotten tbe vpper hande of the citie, 
he made an armie out of Hieruſalem, to 
go and take the cities that had made 
peace with Vaſpaſian, whiche they ſac- 
ked and raced to the grounde, and who⸗ 
ſocucr they found in them, Romances 03 
Jcewes 
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Jewes, they llewe them. Pea, Tehocha- 


nan went with them him ſelfe, to apde 
them, ſpoplpng and carping away all 
the rycheſſe that they kounde in them. 
Thep toke alſo the citie Gerara, that 
ſtode beyonde Jozdane, where as they 
remapned. Then the inhabitauntcs of 
Hleruſalem, both pꝛieſtes, elders, and the 
reſt of the people, ſent @mbaſadours 
to Vaſpaſian, to deſyze peace with hym, 
and ſuccoures agaynſt lehochanan, and 
his wicked rabble, whiche daply in the 
towne ſlewe very many of the people of 
God. The citizens alſo of Gerara ſent 
Cmbaſadonrs vnto Vaſpaſian,ſaying: 
Ik thou wplt be lozde ouer the lande of 
Iudea, and the citie of Hieruſalem, and 
deſireſt to aſſure the rule thereok, and 
eſtabliſhe.it vnto thee : then hearken vn⸗ 
to our counſaile,and come vnto vs with⸗ 
out delap, to deliuer vs from the handes 
of lehochanan, and the wicked ſeditious 
perſons, that with all theyꝛ myght ende⸗ 
uour to ſpople all our goodes, and to get 
the dominion ouer vs, our wpues, and 
chyldzen, to none other purpoſe, then by 
that meanes to deſtroy vs vtterlp, that 
no remnaunt of vs ſhoulde be left, If lo 
R iy be 
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be it thou wylt come and valiauntlpe 
withſtande them with thy power, we 
wyll alſo fight agaynſt them within the 
towne, tyll they be all ſlayne, and then 
thou ſhalt be our Lozd. And that done, 
thou mapeſt go to Hieruſalem without 
any impediment oz hinderaunce of any 
man, fo2 thep alſo of that citie deſyze 
the ſame, and woulde gladly become 
ſubieces to the Romanes. When as 
therefoze Vaſpaſian hearde the petiti⸗ 
ons of the citizens of Gerara, he toke his 
tourney thyther to ſuccour them, and 
deferred to go to Hieruſalem. But le- 
hochanan hearde of his repapꝛe, where- 
foze he llewe the chicfe gouernour ol Ge- 
rara,and gate him out of the towne with 
his companions, and toke them to thep⸗ 
fcete,determining to flee into a certapne 
wood. Vaſpaſian hauyng knowledge 
thereof, made out after them, ſendyng 
one Poligorus, who onertoke them and 
made a great laughter ot them. And in 
his retourne towarde Gerara vpon Joz 
dane ſyde, he lyght vpon muche people 
goyng to Hieruſalem, that they myght 
eſcape together with the ſeditious. 
Them Poligorus dzoue backe 1 the 
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riger, where he llue thirteene thouſande 
ok them, the reſt leaped into Joꝛdane and 
were dzowned,to the number of. lxxxxii. 
thouſande men, women, and chyldꝛen, 
with muche cattell that were all dꝛow⸗ 
ned together in the ryuer, inſomuch that 
the chanel of Jo2dane was ſo ſtuffed and 


ryſe and ranne ouer the bankes here 
and there into the fieldes and plapnes. 
Pet at the length the waters encreaſed, 
and bare the carkaſes downe the rpuer, 
as farre as the ſea of Sedom, whiche is 
the ſea of pitch, otherwyle called the 
ſalt ſea, and all the bankes of Jozdane 
lay full of dead bodpes. After this, Vaſ- 
paſian toke his tourney from thence, and 
went into the lande of E dom, where he 
wanne two ſtrong cities, the one called 
Lagarith, the other Cephar Toch, and 
ſine a ten thoulande of the people therof, 
leadyng the reſt awape into bondage. 
From thence he diſlodged, and came to 
a towne called Chamath Ged:, whiche 
be ſubdued. In this citie were weill 
ſpꝛinges of hotte waters, from whence 
the hotte bathes of Tiberiah haue they? 
tk The naturall Philoſophers 
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and Aſtronomers of that countrey,holde 
an opinion that theſe are the heades of 
all the hoate well ſpꝛinges in that whole 
countrey. Departyng from thence, he 
came to Samaria and wanne it. Zhen 
repapꝛed he agapne all the townes that 
he had ſubdued, +4 made vp their walles, 
placing gariſons therein to apde hym, 
what tyme he ſhoulde beſiege Hieruſa- 
lem. That done, he returned to Ceſa- 
ria, to take muſter of his whole armite, 
and pzepared to go to beſiege Hieruſa⸗ 
lem. But in the meane ſeaſon, came 
purſeuauntes from Rome, and bzought 


hym woꝛde 00 Nero the Emperour 


was dead, and howe that as he was a 
huntyng in the countrep, the fpze of the 
Load came downe from heauen, and fell 
vpon him that he died of it. After whom 
raigned Galba, not one whole pere: foz 
atoze it was fully ended, he was flapne 
by the noble men of Nome, and V itel- 
lus created in his ſteade, a foole, pet a 
ſoze cruell man, muche geuen to dzun- 
kenneſle, ſo that he was in all popntes 
vnwozthve of the Romane Empire. 
The noble men of Rome that were 
with Vaſpaſian, hearyng this, *

lye diſdapned at that matter and ſapde: 
Was there neuer a noble man of Rome 
lefte to be placed in the Empire, but 
ye multe choſe a dzunken wpne ſouk⸗ 
fer? Why dpd pe not rather elec that 
myghtte pꝛince Vaſpasian that is a here 
with vs, a ſage and wyſe man, therto 
alſo moſt vaiiaunt , one that conquered 
manpe cities, and vanquiſhed many na⸗ 
tions, and thoſe moſte fierce? What puiſ⸗ 
ſaunt kynges hath he ſubdued — the 
Romane empire: howe farre and wyde 
hath he enlarged the dominions ok the 
Romanes ? And now when as the em- 
pire ought to haue ben beſtowed vpon 
Vaſpasian, oz ſome one lpke vnto hym, 
and none ſuch coulde be founde amongſt 
vou: ye beſtowed it vpon a foole , and a 
blowbole dzunkarde , wherein pe haue 
done verp vndiſcretely. Well, the cm- 
pire of Rome ſhall haue a better empe⸗ 
rour one dape, and G O D laye Amen. 
Whervpon the pꝛinces that were there 
lapde theyz heades together, and decreed 
to pzoclaime Vaſpaſtan Emperour . 
Therfoze with one conſent , they went 
unto Vaſpaſian ànd ſapde vnto hym. 
Thou be our head,foz the Empire 
R v belon⸗ 
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belongeth to ſuche a one; and thou ſhall 
haue the dominion ouer vs. But Vaſ- 
pasian refuſed to take it vpon hym, and 
woulde in no wyle conſent vato them. 
Notwithtandyng they compelled hym, 
and placed hym vpon a thzone of maie⸗ 
ſtie,ſettyng an imperiall crowne vpon 
his head: which he woulde haue put a⸗ 
wap, and pulled of with his hande „ be⸗ 
cauſe he would not bee Emperour. 
Wherefoze the Romane captapnes 
dꝛewe out theyꝛ ſwoꝛdes, and ſayde ; 
Thou ſhalt bee Emperour and raigne 
ouer vs, therfoze refaſe it not: if thou 
do, thou ſhalt dye vppon our ſwozdes. 
Vaſpasian therefoze ſeyng bym ſelte 
conſtrapned, bepng akrapde of his lyfe, 
he was content to ſuffer hym ſelfe to 
be pꝛoclaimed Emperour , Then all 
the army was [wozne vnto hm, and 
he ſate vpon the royall ſeate , as Empe- 


rour,and kyng of kynges.

T1770 
There was alſo an other cutthꝛote rufs 
lan, ot a noble houſe in Iudea at Hieru⸗ 
lalem about the ſame tyme, called Schi⸗ 
meon, who began alſo to folowe Icho- 
chanans maners in fleyng innocentes, 
and robbyng and reauing in Hieruſa⸗ 
lem, Foz Anani the hye pꝛieſt had once 
appointed him pꝛinceand chtefe captaine 
of Hieruſalem: and afterwardes finding 1 
hym an enemie, banyſhed him the citie. 1 
Wherfoze Schimeon went and gate 1 
hym a rout of vnthzpftes, murtherers, 
and thieues, caſtyng in his mynde and 
ſaping: Excepte J iopne my leite with 1 
ſuch good felowes , J ſhall neuer be a⸗ 141 
ble to bee reuenged of Anani and his 1 
aſliſtauntes that haue thus banpſhed 1

I that haue ben in ſnch eſtate, nowe be | 
cat out of my dignitie, and be conſtrap⸗ |

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nythed man: He went therfoze thzough 
r of Iudea and Galilee , 4 
ng 
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ſing to be pzoclaimed in the ſtretes and 
market places , and ſent his letters 
where he coulde not come hymſelfe, in 
this maner and fourme : Whoſocuer li⸗ 
ſteth to be rydde from the bondage of 
his maiſter „ oz hath had any iniurie in 
his countrey , oz what ſeruaunt ſoeuer 
deſireth to be ſet at libertie, oʒ who ſo 
can not abpde the rule of his father 02 
his maiſter , all that bee in debte and 
ſtande in feare of thepz creditours, oz 
feare the iudges koꝛ ſheadyng any in⸗ 
nocent blood, and therfoze lurketh ſo- 
litarply in woodes oz mountapnes, vt 
there be any man that is accuſed of any 
notoztous cryme , and in anpe daunger 
therefoze : to bee ſhozte, whoſoeuer is 
diſpoſed to robbe and reane , to do in- 
jurie and wzong , to haunte hoozes, to 
ſteale, to murther, to eate and dzynke 
at other mens coſte, without labour ol 
his handes : let hym reſozte to me 57J 
wpll deliuer hym from the poke, and 
daunger ofthe lawes , and wpll fynde 
him his fyll of boties and ſpoples. There 
aſſembled vnto hym about twentye 
thouſand men, all murtherers , thieues, 
rebelles, lawleſſe perſonnes, wicked and 
ſeditious 
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ſeditious men. Then began Schimeon 
alſo to vere the Iſraelites, to tourne all 
vpſide downe whereſoener he came. 

When the citizens of Hieruſalem, the 
pꝛieſtes, elders, and Anani the bye pꝛieſt, 
heard tydynges of Schimeons deſpitefull 
wickedneſſe , howe he helde on ſtyll op⸗ 
pꝛeſling the people of God, they were ve⸗ 
ry penſtue, ſaying : nowe wyll this fe- 
lowe moze trouble vs then lehochanan, 
bee he neuer ſo cruell. Thep conſulted 
therfoze and agreed, ſecretelp to ſende 
a power agapnſt hym , that myght ſo- 
daynly fall vppon hym, and ouerrunne 
hym.Peraduenture(ſay they) they mape 
ſlea hym oz take hym alpue, befoze his 
wickedneſſe growe to further incon⸗ 
uenience , and ſopne hym ſeife with 
dur foes: then ſhall they aſſaple vs 
both within the towne and without. 
They made out therefoze agapnſte hym 
a great army of Iſraelites and Jewes, 
with Charettes, and hozſemen,and foot- 


men in great number , whiche came 


where the campe lap, aud found hym in 
the cone fieldes deſlroping of the 
grayne, pullyng downe of barnes, and 
burnyng all, both cozne and Dune gust: 

Ten 
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Then the Ieroſolimites denided thepz 
army , and ſet vpon Schimeons tentes 
ſodaynly , ſmote downe his tentes, and 
made a great ſlaughter vpon the ſediti⸗ 
ous. But ſhoꝛtlp after Schimeon gat the 
vpper hande of the people of God, fo2 he 
came vppon them in the night ſeaſon, 
and made a ſoze laughter amongſt the, 
Then thep that remapned toke them 
ſelues to flyght towardes Mieruſalem, 
and Schimcon purſued them, kyllyng 
them vnto the harde gates of Pieruſa⸗ 
lem, ſo that manpe of them were flapne 
in the waye, and verp fewe eſcaped , Af- 
ter this Schimeon went and moued 
warre vpon the Edomites, to ſubdue 
them vnto hym ſelf , which befoꝛe were 
vnder the dominion of the leroſolimites. 
And firſt he came to the citie Aſa, other⸗ 
wyſe called Gaza , fo2it was the firft 
citic within the boꝛders of @dome , as 
men come from Mieruſalem. But the 
Edomites met hym in the fielde in 
great number , and iopned with hym, 
but nother part had the victozpe:wher⸗ 
foze at length they retired botg. Then 
was Schimeon in ſo great a rage when 
as hc coulde not onercome theſe Cdo- 
mites, 
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mites, that he wyſht hym ſelfe ont of 
his lyfe. So he ceaſſed fightyng a whyle, 
and encamped hymlelfe in the bozders 
of the lande of C dome ryght agaynſt 
it, and there abode thynkyng to let vp- 
pon them at an other tyme. 

And as he was deniling howe to 
oder all thynges „ there came vnto 
hym an Edomite called Jacob, one of 
the chiefeſte men amongeſt them, and 
a warriour. He hearyng of Schimeons 
pꝛoclamation, was moued to come and 
enter in league with hym , and thervp- 
pon ſayde vnto hym : Neuer lette it 
diſcomfozt thee that thou coulde not 
ouercome the ©vomitcs at the firſt bat- 
taple , If thou wylt bee ruled by my 
councell , thou ſhalt winne all the ci⸗ 
ties in the whole lande, and J wyll de⸗ 
liuer them into thy handes , Schimeon 
deſired to knowe howe: therefoze ſayde 
he, let vs here thy councell, and ſhewe 
vs howe it map be bꝛought about, and 
when it is come to paſſe, then wyll we 


honour thee and rewarde the accoz⸗ 


dynglp. Jacob ſapde, geue me the one 
halle of thyne army , which J wyll lead 
with me into an ambulhe : then ſhalt 

| BING thou 
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thou in the moznyng betymes ſet thy 
men in arap agapnſt the Edomites foz 
a ſtale, and when thou ſhalt perceaue 
them come agaynſt there: then make as 
though thou fledſt , vntyll thou haſte 
ſtaled them out of the towne into the 
fieldes to purſue there. Then wpll J 
with mp men come out of our ambuſhe, 
and make ſpeede to the gates, where we 
ſhall kyll the warders, and ſodapnclye 
enter the towne , lykewyſe kyll all that 
we finde there ,aud ſet vp a flagge vp- 
pon the tow2c of the towne « Then 
when the Edomites ſhall ſee that, they: 
heartes wyll ber dead foz ſozowe: then 


mapeſt thou turne agapne vpon them, 


and beate them downe at thy pleaſure, 
Oz pf thou lyke not this deuice, heare 
pet another wap. J haue ben a captaine 
amongſt them a long whyle , therefoze 
J wpll returne in the nyght ſeaſon in⸗ 
to the towne : pt the watche examine 
me from whence J come, J wil tel them 
J come from Schimeons campe , why- 
ther 3 went as a ſppe. Then wyll 3 go 
to the elders ot the to wne, and wil them 
to let me haue a companpe of the beſte 
ſouldiours: and J will bzing * 
into 
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into thep2 handes, if he ſet vpon vs a- 
gayne. Foz J haue vewed his campe; 
and his power, and vnderſtande that he 
entendes to mozowe to entermeddle 
with vs, whiche thou ſholt do in deede. 
And when thou ſeeſt me to iſſue out a⸗ 
gaynſt thee, thou ſhalt ſet thy ſtaffe in 
the reſt, and come towardes me, then 
wpll J take me to flight, and caſt a feare 
in the E domites heartes, that thcy (hall 
flee alſo, whiche done, thou mapeſt pur- 
ſue to flea them at thy pleaſure, ouer⸗ 
come them, and enter the towne. Zhen 
that towne great Aſa once taken, thou 
ſhalt quickly wynne all the reſt, When 
Schimeon had hearde this, he went and 
deliberated with his owne councell, and 
they lykte the laſt deniſe beſt : wherfoze, 
that they concluded vpon. So Jacob the 
Cdomite returned by nyght to Aſa, and 
declared to the auncientes of the towne, 
howe he had ben in Schumeons campe, 
and had vewed his armic, whereby he 
bad conceaued good hope, that he ſhould 
delpuer Schimeon into thepz handes 
ſhoztly. The elders therekoꝛe made hym 
graunde captapne, and chicte of all thep⸗ 
men of warre, chargyng euerp man in 

1 this 
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this wyle. Foꝛaſmuche as none of pore 
are ſo expert in the knowledge of war- 
fare as is Jacob, therefoze behoueth it 
pou to folowe hym in all thynges: if he 
ſet ſoꝛwarde, ſet pe fozwarde, where as 
he pitcheth his tent, pitche ye alſo, if he 
ſtap, ſtap pe, when as he fleeth, flee pe, 
to be ſhozt, when he returneth, then re⸗ 
turne pe, and go not one heere bzeadth 
from that that he ſhall commaunde you, 
nepther one way noz other. Upon the 
nert moꝛowe, Schimeon iſſued ont of his 
campe with all his armie:and vpon that 
aſſembled Jacob his men, and went out 
to mecte hym. But when they came at 
the popnt redy to iopne, and Schumeon 
with his company had charged they? 
ſtaues agapnſt them, by and by Jacob 
left the fielde, turned his backe and fled, 
and the chiefe ſouldiours that were a⸗ 
bout hym, fied with hym . The reſt of 
the people ſeyng they2 captaine fice,they 
toke them (clues like wiſe to flight cuery 
man: then Schimeon purſupng, made a 
great ſlaughter of them, and wanne the 
towne, bꝛyngyng them vnder his ſub- 
iection. And when he had ſacked the 
houſes * that were llapne 1 the 

do⸗ 
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Edomites, and ſpopled thep2 goodes, 
whiche was very much: the reit that he 
toke pꝛiſoners and kept alyue, he made 
peace withall, and iopned them vnto 
his owne campe. After that he depar⸗ 
ted from thente, accompanied with four - 
tie thouſande good fighting men, part 
Edomites, and part Jewes, and came 
to Chebron, which he wan, and deſtrop- 
ed all they grapne and cozne ficldes. 
Pet afterwardes he repapzed they 
walles, and ſuche of them as were lefte 
alyue, made peace with Sclumeon, who 
receaued them into league with hym, 
and they became his men, and folowed 
hym in his warres. Da he diſtodged 
from thence with his whole armpe, 
whiche by the acceſſion of the Chebro- 
nites, was nowe wonderfully encreaſed, 
and determined to inuade Hieruſalem. 
And when he came nye the citie, he 
raunged here and there, dcftroping the 
fruites that were vpon the grounde, 
and alſo theyz cone. Captayne 1cho- 
chanan haupng intelligence of Schime- 
ons commpng to beſiege the towne, 
and howe he had deſtroped the feldes: 
thought to haue gone out of Mieruſalem 
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and to fight with him, but he durſt not, 
foz his ſpyes had told hym that he ſhould 
not be able to ouercome hym, he had 
ſo puiſſaunt an armie, and ſo well ap⸗ 
pointed. Pet neuertheleſſe be iNued out, 
and lape in an ambuſhe fo2 Shimeon, 
In the meane ſpace by chaunce,Schime- 
ons wyfe (that was fled out of Pieruſa- 
lem with her men and women ſeruann- 
tes towarde her huſbande, foz feare leſt 
ſhe ſhoulde be ſlapne foz yer huſbandes 
ſake, if ſhe ſhoulde haue tarped at Hie⸗ 
ruſalem :) paſſed by where he lay in his 
ambuche. Her he toke and bzought a⸗ 
gapne to Hieruſalem, not a litle pzoude 
of ſuche a pꝛap, thinking nowe we ſhall 
haue Schimeon at our pleaſure, ſeyng 
we haue his wypfe our pꝛpſoner: he lo⸗ 
ueth her ſo intierlp, that he wyll do foz 
her ſake whatſoener we wyll haue hym, 
This came to Schimeons care, who 
had taken at that tyme many of Icho- 
chanans men, and cutte of theyz rygbt 
handes, ſendpng them ſo with ſhame 
to Mieruſalem to theyz maiſter. Ve 
ſent mozeouer Embaſſadours to Icho- 
chanan, wyllyng hym to ſende hym his 


wyke in luche lozt, that ſhe myght 2 
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to hym with all that was hers: oz if he 
refuſed to do it, he ſhoulde be the er⸗ 
tremelier handeled, foz he woulde take 
the towne oz it were long, and to leho- 
chanans ſhame, cutte of the handes and 
legges of all them that dyd inhabite it. 
Ichochanan hearpng this, was ſoze a⸗ 
frapde, and all they that were with him, 
and therefoze they ſent hym his wyfe: 
Wherevpon Schumeon kept hym with- 
out the towne. And as Schimeon play? 
ed the tiraunt without, ſo lykewyſe dyd 
Ichochanan within. Foz Ichochanans 
ſouldious rauiſhed the Jſraclites wines, 
and ſhed innocent blood. Shoztly afs 
ter Schimeon left the towne foz a ſpace, 
and returned into Tdomea, foz he had 
woꝛde that the men of moſt power, and 
the rycheſt ſozt of that countrep rebel- 
led. Mherevpon he ſacked and ſpoy- 
led all the townes of Edomea, and lefte 
them nothyng: inſomuche that he was 
become very ryche, and then returned 
to Hieruſalem, bꝛyngyng the Edomites 
wholly with hym, that were meete foz 
the warre: and many of the Jewes re⸗ 
ſozted vnto hym alſo, and with his po- 
wer he beſieged Hieruſalem, euen at the 
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harde gates. Pet the tirannie of Icho- 
chanan and his complices ceaſſed not, 
but increaſed moze and moze dayly in 
Mieruſalem, inſomuche that they taught 
the citizens of Hieruſalem to murther 
thepz nepghbours, and to commit ad- 
ultric with thepz wpues : by whichc 
meanes foznication was ryfe and com- 
mon in the citie, Pea, many of the 
people and youth ſhaued they; beardes 
lettyng thepz heore of there heades, 
growe, and accompanped them ſelues 
with women, that thereby they mpght 
ererciſe thepꝛ adultrie the ſafer, and not 
be elpyed. Whiche ſinne dyd wonder⸗ 
kullpe defilc rhe towne of Yieruſalem, 
and without doubt kurthered the deſo- 
lation thereof, The gates alſo of the 
towne were cloſed vp, that no man 
might go in noꝛ out. And who ſo went 
out, fell into the handes of Schimeon, 
and was ſlapne: they that tarped with- 
in, were conſtrapned to ſce befoze they; 
faces, they2 ſhame in euery ſtreate and 
cozner. And if aup man founde any 
fault, he was ſlayne ſtrapght by Icho- 
chanan the moſte cruell captapne of the 
ſeditlous rebelles. The citizens ** 
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foze ſeyng the tirannie of Ichochanan to 
be without meaſure, they aſſembled al- 
together, and encountred with Ichochs- 
nan, and were flayne a wonderfull ſozt 
of them in that conflicte . And ercepte 


falem fo2 the tirannie of Schimeon had 
ſuccoured the citizens, tbe whole people 
of Hieruſalem had ben vtterlp deſtrop⸗ 
ed, and ſlayne euerp mothers ſonne by 
Ichochanan, his power was ſo great, 
Then Anani the bye pꝛieſt, and the o⸗ 
ther pꝛieſtes, with the auncient, fayth- 
full, and ſages, and the reſte of the peo⸗ 
ple of Hieruſalem, ſepng the wycked- 
neſſe of Iehochanan, and that thep could 
not ſuffer it anp longer, conſulted to- 
gether to delpuer vp the towne to Schi- 
meon, to bꝛyng hym in, and make him 
they; kyng, to helpe them agaynſt Icho- 
chanan, whom they toke th be farre 


moze wycked then Schimeon , hoppng 


that it myght come to palle, that Schi- 
meon ſhoulde ſlea Iehochanan at length. 
They ſent therefoze Amittai the pzieſt, 
to Schimeon to bzyng hym into the 

towne. But Schimeon craftplp refuſed 
b ſaying ; what ſhould J come into the 


the Edomites that were fled to Hieru⸗ 
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towne to pou that hate me, and of late 
banyſhed me pour towne. Pet they 
ceaſſed not ſo, but ſent the ſame Amittai 
to hym agapne, to entreate hym in the 
name of all the people to come into the 
citie. And by this meanes, vpon a cer⸗ 
tapne nyght appoynted, he entred into 
Hieruſalem with his whole armye. 

Potwithſtandyng, he was no ſooner 
within the towne, but he bzake his pꝛo⸗ 
mylc and league that he had made with 
the citizens, and wheroas he had pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to ſuccour them and apde them, 
nowe he was altered and became theyz 
enemie, iopnyng hym lelfe with leho- 
chanan, And they two rebelles raigned 
in the citie of Hieruſalem by courſe, one 
one moneth, and another another. S0 
where bcfoze Schimeons tcommpng, they 
thought muche to beare the poke and 
oppꝛeſſion of one ſeditious perſon: now 
were they conſtrapned to holde downe 
they2 ſhoulders, and beare the poke of 
two. Pet within a fewe dayes after, 
there fell a variaunce and diſcozde be⸗ 
tweene Iehochanan and Schimeon, a- 
bout Eleaſar pzieſt, the ſonne of Anani 
the hre pꝛieſt. This Eleaſar was the 


begin- 
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beginner and fyzſfe ſower of ſedition as 
mongeſt the Iſraelites, whom Schime- 
on would nowe haue put to death,to bs 
wzoken of his father that baniſhed hym 
' ont of Hieruſalem: but Ichochanan toke 
Eleaſars part,anddefended hym . Foz 
Eleaſar was alwapes Ichochanans 
frende, and ayded hym. His father was 
bye pꝛieſt, and bare a great rule in Hie⸗ 
ruſalem,wherefoze Eleaſar was of great 
eſtimation and aucthozitie with the el- 
ders, ſo that they durſt not repꝛehende 
hym , and his father alſo looked negli⸗ 
gently vnto hym, and let hym do what 
he liſt , becauſe he had no mo ſonnes but 
gym. So he was the firſt that afſembled 
naughtie perſons together , and helde 
euer on Ichochanans ſpde,from his firſtc 
commyng to Hierulalem. And foz his 
ſake fell deniſton & diſſention betweenc 
Iehochanan and Schimeon , ſa that they 
became enemies , and warred the one 
vpon thother euer after, as we ſhall de⸗ 
tlare hereaftcr. 


7 A this while Vaſpasian had ſent An- 
tonie and Mankiminus (two noble 
men and of his counſell) to Rome a- 
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gaynſt Vitellius, that they might make 
hym out of the wap, and then woulde he 
come to Nome to receaue the imperiall 
crowne there. Thoſe. 2. captapnes went 
therfoze and rapſed an army , by whoſe 
ayde they ſet vppon Vitellius, and ſlew 
him, not without much ado : fo2 there 
were llayne that day at Rome. 80. M. 
good men of warre. When Vaſpaſian 
had wo2d that he was diſpatched , he 
made (pede to Rome to his coꝛonation, 
deuidyng firſt his army in two partes, 
wherof he toke thone with him to Rome 
as a ſauegarde foz hymlſelf whatſoeuer 
ſhould happen: & the other he left with 
Titus his ſonne, to beſiege Hiernſalem 
withall. So departyng, he left his ſonne 
Titus at Alexandria, tommaunding him 
to remapne there till ſuche tyme as he 
ſhould ſiqnifie vnto hym otherwyſe by 
his letters, and ſhew him what heſhould 
do, k that in no wypſe he ſhould attempt 
the ſiege of Yieruſalem in the meane 
ſpace, I itus aunſwered, J ſhall do deare 
father accozdpng vato pour commaun- 
dement, fo2 to pou it belongeth to com⸗ 
maunde , and to me to obey. Vaſpaſian 
toke with him king Agrippas a 
T1 8 
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his ſonne: fo2 he feared leſt thep woulde 
rebell, and me Joſeph pꝛieſt alſo as pat- 
ſoner faſt bound in chapnes, fo2 ſo had 
bis counlell moued him, ſaping: We can 
not ſay the contrary , but that we haue 
found no ſigne of rebellion in Joſeph hi- 
therto , nepther thinke we that he bath 
gone about any: but who can tell when 
we are gone hence, whether he wil fig 
to Pieruſale,t helpe to ſet them at vnitie 
and contozde, then they make hym their 
kyng, and after he bee the ſozer enemie 
vnto vs. Beſides this, pou ſhall haue 
neede of him in this iournep, he beyng a 
man ot ſuch great pzudence t wiſdome, 
that whoſocuer foloweth his counſel! 
ſhall bzing his matters to good and foz- 
tunate ſucceſſe. Vaſpasian thought their 
aduiſe good, and toke me pziſoner with 
hym, together with kyng Agrippas and 
his ſonne, albeit they had no iron vp⸗ 14 
on them, neyther of hande noꝛ kote, but i 
only had theyꝛ kepers appointed them, 
that thep ſhould not ſtep aſyde , And as 
Vaſpaſian dzne nye Rome, all the citi- 
zens came fozth to meet him, and recea⸗ 
ued hym with great ioye and myghtis 
ſhoutes. Then commaunded he me ip 
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be put in pꝛiſon, but Agrippasand his 
ſonne he let go at libertie. The nerte 
day , aſſembled all the Senate of Rome 
to create Vaſpaſian Emperour , after 
the manner of the RKomanes , with 
whom was Agrippas and his ſonne. J 
alſo entreated the Japloz to let me haue 
kepers with me, and ſo to bzyng me to 
the place where he ſhoulde be crowned 
and created Cæſar: whiche the Japlour 
graunted me, and went with me hym- 
ſelfto the place , and bzought me where 
A might lee all that was done, Mithin 
fewe dayes alter, Vaſpaſian tooke dil 
pleaſure with Agrippas vpon the infoz- 
mation of certapne eupll diſpoſed per- 
ſons that had laundered hym, and per- 
ſwaded Vaſpasian that he went about 
to rebell , and howe he had ſent letters 
to Hieruſalem, concernyng the ſame 
matters. Wherfoze Vaſpasian put both 
bym and his ſonne Munabas to death. 
This befell. iii. yeres and a halfe befoze 
the deſtruction ofÞteruſalem.Pozeourr, 
befoze this deede, the continuall ſacrifice 
ceaſed,foza P. CC. and nentie dayes, 
as it wutten in Daniel. Chap. 12. And 
from the tyme that the continuall ſacri- 
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fice ſhalbe taken away, and abomination 1 
ſhalbe put into deſolation , a thouſande 15 
290 dayes . The ſame yere and moneth 0418 
that Agrippas was put to death, GOD | "IS 
moued the mynde of Vaſpaſian ta res 4 
member me with his mercy, wherefoze 

be commaunded that J ſhould be fetched | 


out of pzpſon, and bꝛought to his pae- 
ſence , And as J ſtoode in irons befoze 
bym,Czſar bad me welcome, and ſpake 
comfoztablye vnto me , ſaying : Thou 
knoweſt well that J haue ener loned 
thee from the daye J firſt ſawe thee, and 
although J haue kept the continually 
in duraunce, do not thynke J dpd it of 


any euill will oz malice toward ther, but . 
rather mayſt thou perſwade thy ſelfe, J 1 
dyd it leſt the Romane Pꝛynces ſhoulde = 
dildapne our enuy thee and ſap. See here LT 


this felow , that in our warres hath en- 64; 
domaged vs ſo greatly , nowe goeth he 1 
checkmate with vs, in as great fauour 
as we: Let vs kyll hym and put him out 
of the way, But my frende Joſeph : bee 
thou of good cheare , J wyll deliner ther 
from theſe iron bondes, and thou ſhalt 
bee with me in no wozſe caſe, then as 
one of my chicke Pꝛences. And J wyll 

lende 
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ſende thee into Tewzte to my ſonne Ti- 
tus,to whom thou ſhalt bee as a father 
and a counſellour. Thou knowelſt , Li⸗ 
tus was he that toke pitie on thee , and 
would not ſuffer thee to be put to death, 
Pea he hath ſundꝛy tymes moned me to 
releaſe thee of thp bondes , and to ho- 
nour thee , which J baue diffcred to do, 
onelp foz this cauſe that J ſhewed thee, 
I made hym aunſwere: But how can J 
be quiet oꝛ in ſuretie of my Ipfe, as long 
as am in thy company and thy ſonnes, 
ſeyng A grippas and his ſonne were in⸗ 
nocentipe put to death by you # Cæſar 
aunlwered: Hold thy peace Joſeph, 3 nc- 
uer loked foꝛ any goodneffe of Agrippas 
and his ſonne. Thou knoweſt not what 
they had wzought agapnſt my maieſtie, 
and howe thep went about to rebell. 
Thou halt bꝛent theyꝛ bones with thy 
handes, Doeſt thou not knowe howe J 
honoured him and his ſonne in Jewzie, 
how J would not ſuffer myne armpe to 
annop any ot his cities? J aunſwered, 
Pes, J knowe it was ſo, as pour maic⸗ 
lite ſapeth. Then ſapde he: but foz all 
this hath Agrippas requited me againe 
with eupll , Foz what tyme as _ 
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bles of Nome in Jewzte went about to 
make me Emperour, thinking me ſom- 
what mo2e meet to rule theempire then 
Vitellius: Agrippas perſwaded with the 
that they ſhoulde not make me Empe⸗ 
rour , affirmyng that there was no⸗ 
thyng in me wozthye Wwherefoze they 
ſhonld pꝛomote me to that dignitie. And 
after when he came to Rome , he went 
from one biſhop to another, and cauſed 
them to go to the hie biſhop, to accuſe me 
of ſuch crimes as in my conlcicnce J 
knewe nothing at all. Bp this 7 pertea⸗ 
ued that A grippas heart was fal of ran- 
cour and rebellion , and therefoze J tud⸗ 
ged hym to death, For where as wicked- 
nes is, there it is meet that condigne pu- 
mi hement { hould not be lackyng. And 
J put his ſonne to death likewyſe. For 
the ſonne of a traitour ought not to liue 
vpon the earth, becauſe that in lis heart 
remaineth the tka of his father,being 
conceaued & borne of a rebellious ſeede. 
But J haue founde thee alwapes faith- 
kull and true, and therfoꝛe J commende 
my ſonne to thy wyſdome. Mith this, 
he commaunded my trons to bee taken 
away from me: and bepng relcaſed and 
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at libertie, he ſet me honorably among 
the PapnceFand Senatours Then 
ſapde J vnto hym. Is not this a great 
diſhonour vnto me, that 3 ſhoulde ber 
deliuered from my bondes, and neuer⸗ 
theles my countremen that be with me 
to be kept in pꝛiſon ſtyll? owe there⸗ 
foze pf J haue founde fauour in thy 
ſight, and pf thou wilt do any thyng at 
my ſute, looſe the bondes likewyſe of all 
the reſt of the Jſraclites that bee with 
me: ſet them at libertie alſo, and thou 
ſhalt be aſſured that J will be thy faith- 
full counſellour, whyle my lyfe laſteth, 
and an enempe to thy foes , to make 
warre vppon them that aſſaple thee. 
Vaſpaſian graunted Joſeph his requeſt, 
and willed them to be let at libertie , as 
many as were pzpſoners with Joſeph. 
Shoztly after ſent heJoſeph tohis ſonne 
Titus that abode at that pꝛeſent at A- 
lexandria in Egypte, to whom he wait 
concernyng Joſeph,in this wyſe. J ſende 
vnto thee here my bcloued ſonne ) Jo- 
ſeph a Pzince ofthe Jewes,a man of ex⸗ 
perience,trapned in warre , in whom is 
great wiſdome: he ſhalbe thy father and 
faythfull counſellour , thou ſhalt not do 
agapnſt

agayntt his councell, nepther one wap 
noz other, foꝛ he is a wyſe man, Wrhere- 
foe thou ſhalt reuerence and honour 
bym accozdpng as he is wozthy, foz the 
Lozde his God is with him, and beleue 
not raſhlp any man, that ſhall defame 
Joſeph vnto thee, Pea, rather put hym 
to death ſtraight way, that wyll accuſe 
hym: fo2 Joſeph is a fapthfull man, and 
a good councellour, and who ſo ts ruled 
by his councell, ſhall haue p2oſperons 
ſucceſle in that he goeth about. There⸗ 
foze when Joſeph ſhall come vnto thee, 
after he hath refreſhed hym ſelfe a fewe 
dapes of his laboures and trauayles of 
the ſea: then ſhalt thou pzepare thyne 
erpedition againſt Hieruſalem to beſiege 
it. And if the Jewes receaue thee peace- 
ably,and wyll ſubmit them ſelues vnder 
the Romane Empire: then beware thou 
endamage them in nothpng, but rather 
repayze theyz cities, and let them be free 
from al tribute foz the ſpace of two peres, 
pet of this condition, that thziſe euerp 
pere they let a flagge with the armes of 
the Romanes vpon they? walles, that 
is to ſap, at they; thꝛee ſolempue kcaſtes, 
when as all the Jſraclites are wont to 
T1 reſo 
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reſozt to Hieruſalem, to appcare befoze 
the Lozde they2z God, Pozeouer, thep 
ſhal offer foz vs euerp feaſt, a ſacrifice vp- 
on the molt holy aulter that is in Hieru- 
ſalem .And if they refaſc to make peace 
with thee, thou ſhalt vtterlp race they3 
townes, and whoſocuer is lefte alpue, 
and eſcape the \wozde : thoſe ſhalt thou 
leade away captiue. It ſo be it they de⸗ 
ſpzc to haue Joſeph to be theyz kyng, we 
are content therewith. In any wyle re- 
mẽber to be ruler by Joſephes councell, 
he ſhalbe thy father, and thou his ſonne. 
After this, Joſeph departed from Rome, 
and came to Alexandria to Titus, who 
bearyng of Joſephes arriuall,was won- 
derous glad, and all the auncient and 
wiſe men with hym. Foz Joſeph was 
full of the ſpirite of wyldome, vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng, counſaple, valiauntneſſe, know- 
ledge, and feare of God. Mherckoze he 
went foozth to meete hym accompanyed 
with the captaynes ofthe Komanes ar- 
mpe, and receaued hym with great ho⸗ 
nour. Then Joſeph deliuered to Titus, 
bis fathers letters: Whiche Titus hay 
uyng read, ſapde bnto Joſeph. What- 
ſccucr my father hath wzptten in theſe 

letters 
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letters, J woulde haue done no leſſe by 
myne owne accoꝛde: but nowe that my 
father admonyſheth me of the ſame, J 
ougyt to do it the moze. Uhcrefoze re⸗ 
mapne here with me, and J wyll be thy 
ſonne, and thou ſhalt be my father, to 
rule and gouerne me with thy councell, 
Do Ioſcph abode with Titus at Alexan- 
dira à whole moneth after he came from 
ear Then conſulted they together 

B99 10.20 to Hieruſalem and beſiege it, (oz 

Ioſeph vnderſtode well inough, that this 
came of the Lorde, and that his worde 
coulde not be letted nor hyndered. Titus 
therefozc and Ioſcph with hym, depar- 
ted from Alexandria with all thepz ar⸗ 
me, t pitched they; tentes at Nicopolis, 
from thence they came by water to Tha- 
nila, ſo . faozth to Iraclea, and leaupng 
that, came to Peliſis. From thence they 
trauapled thzough the deſerte to Baalc 
louim, after that to Dicron, ſo do Gaza, 
next to Aſkalon, then to labuam, after 
to Iapho, and ſo to Ceſaria. Jn theſe 
ionrneps he wanne Aſam, Aſkalon, and 


Iapho, with all theyz townes and caſtcls 
lying about them. 
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ſian, the tenth moneth and ſeuenth 
dap of the ſame, came Titus with Joſeph 
and his armie to Ceſaria, a famous citie, 
buplt by kyngHerove. In this citie he 
ſotourned, vrityll his whole hoaſt were 
come together, alwell of Romanes, as 
of other nations that were vnder the do- 
minion of the Romanes, and came to 
apde them in the ſiege of Hieruſalem. 
Therefoze Titus armie was wonderfull 
huge and puiſſaunt, wherwith he abode 
at Ceſaria, tyll the colde of wynter was 
paſt, and the moneth of Af dzewe nye. 
The ſame pere the ciuill warres grewe 
and entreaſed in Bieruſalem, foz the ci⸗ 
tizens ewe one another without any 
truce, reſt oz quictnes,no not in wynter, 
when as warres were wont to ceale, 
but ſommer and wynter both, the wars 
neuer ſtinted betweene Schimeon, leho- 
chanan, and Eleaſar. Foz the Lopde the 
ſame pere had ſent amongeſt them of 
Mieruſalem, a tourneſicke ſpirite of gid⸗ 
dineſle, that the people were deuided in- 
to thzee partes: whercof the kyzſt and 
beft, folowed Anani the pzieſt, who at 
that tx me had ſtap ned, vnhalowed, and 
ſuſpen⸗ 
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ſalpended his office of pꝛieſthood. Ano» 
ther part folowed ſcditious lchochanan, 
the thyzde, moſte cruell Schimeon. D 
that in the middeſt of Hieruſalem was 
ciuill warres, and without, the Ro- 
manes armie made roades from Ceſaria, 
euen to Pieruſalem: by the meanes 
wherof, no man durſt go foo2th foz feare 
leſt he ſhoulde fall into the enempes 
hands, no2 enter into the towne to bzing 
any neceſſaries thyther. Anani beyng a 
perfit godly man, and ſepng the com⸗ 
mon weale of Hieruſalem to be gouer⸗ 

| ned by the pleaſure of the ſeditious, gaue 
duer his thyꝛde part that ſtacke to hym, 
to Eleaſar his ſonne, which was the firſt 
aucthour of ſedition, and he that gaue 
the fp2ſt occaſion, that was cauſe alſo of 
all the miſchiefe that befell in Hieruſa⸗ 
lem, and in the whole land of Iudea, Foz 
be began a conſpiracie agapnſt the Ro- 
mane gariſons, and pzouoked Aſrael to 
cebell agapnſt the Romanes, and to lay 
handes vpon them. Wherfoze there al⸗ 
(embled vnto leditious Eleaſar, lehudab, 
Chezron , Schimeon, and Chiſkiahn, 
poung men of the nobles of Hieruſalem, 
alar with his company toke the tem- 
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ple, and the courtes about it, appointing 
ofhis men, ſome to be ſpyes, ſome to 
kepe watche and warde about the tem- 
ple of the Loꝛde. But Ichochanan, who 
becauſe of the great reſozt of people vn⸗ 
to hym, was ſtronger then Eleaſar: he 
toke the market plate and ſtreates, the 
lower part of the citie. Then Schimeon 
the leroſolomite toke the hygheſt part 
of the towne, whereby his men anoped 
Jehochanans part ſoze with flynges and 
croſſebowes, Betweens theſe thee ther- 
foze was moſt cruell battayle in Mieru⸗ 
ſalem,foz the ſpace of foure dapes, with- 
out ceaſpng oz any bꝛeathyng, and enery 
day very many were flapne, ſo that the 
blood of the Jewes that were ſlayne,ran 
euerp where aboundauntly thzongh the 
market place and ſtreates: yea, euen to 
the temple of the Loꝛd, like vnto a fludde 
that had come of great ſhoures, And vn- 
to the'thzeſholdes of the gates of the tem ⸗ 
ple, the dead bodpes ouerwhelmed one 
another by heapes, foz no man buryed 
them. Ichochanan haupng the myddle 
part ofthe towne, had Schimeon on the 
one ſyde hym, and Eleaſar on the other. 
But Schimeon had the belt place, from 
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whence he might anoy both Tehochanan 
Eleaſar. Eleaſar dpd alſo what he could 
to endomage Schimeon , And Ichocha- 
nan that was in the middeſt, encombꝛed 
them both, not withſtaudyng to litle pur- 
poſe. Foz Schimeons company flang 
ſtones, and ſhot at them ſoze : but when 
as lehochanans part flang lykewyſe at 
them, the ſtones redounded agapne vp- 
pon them ſelues. Thus amongeſt theſe 
thzee, the battaple was ſoze, and encrea⸗ 
ſed euerp dap, that all men were in great 
terrour and feare therof. Then aſſem- 
bled to the temple muche people of the 
pzieſtes and ejders, beſechyng theſe in⸗ 
teſtiue and do meſticall enempes, not to 
pollute and defyle the temple with they: 
ſlaughters, and were almoſte all ſlapne 
foz thep2 labour. The ſame day was 
flaine the pꝛieſt Agani and loſua a pꝛieſt, 
both of the chiefeſt pꝛieſtes, and Secha- 
riahu the moſte fapthfull pzophete of 
the Lozde. Then had the continuall ſa⸗ 
crifice ceaſed ſire and thirtie dapes: 
foz euer vntpll that tyme, was there 
ſome good men oz other at Hieruſalem, 
that offered alwape ſacrifice to the 
Lozde. But nowe when they woulde

haue continued it, and the pzicſtes layde 
the ſacrifices vpon the aulter, the ſeditt- 
64s woulde runne vpon them and kyll 
them, that the pzieſtes bodyes and they 
cattell that they woulde haue ſacrifiſed, 
ſhould all fall dead to the grounde toge- 
ther. They that reſozted alſo out of the 
countrep of Hieruſalem foz deuotions 
ſake, the ſeditious lewe and vtterlp de- 
ſtroped them, that almoſt no one ol them 
was lefte alyue. Mozeouer, the dead bo⸗ 
dyes of men laye caſte in the temple, and 
that without number trove vnder the 
keete: Pea, the dead body of the pꝛieſt 
that was offeryng ſacrifice, lap vpon the 
earth together with his offeryng , And 
when any man woulde offer any ſacri⸗ 
fice, ſtraightwap ons oz other of the ſedi⸗ 
{ious woulde ſtep to hym and kyll hym, 
that the blood of the ſacrifice and ſacri- 
ficer choulde be mingled together, Inſo⸗ 
muche that the pauement of the temple, 
beyng all of marble, was made ſo lip 
perpe with the blood and fatte of them 
that were iflapne, that no man coulde 
go vpon it without fallypng. And the 
pꝛieſt thoulde no ſooner lape hande on 
the lacrifice, but he was (lapne, and 
-_  frraight

ſtrapght an other dead bodpe ſhoulde 
fall vppon hym, ſtraunger and other, 
they ſpared none. So thus the dead bo⸗ 
byes of the good and bad , cleane and 
vncleane, wicked and vertuons , thiefe 
and true man, lay one vpon an other, 
and theyz blood myrte together in the 
midſt of che temple , without reſpect 
of any man , what degree 02 condition 
ſoeuer he were ok. UWherfoze the fight 
and laughter warte great, both in the 
towne and in the temple, Foz whom- 
ſoeuer the ſeditious ouercame , they ſet 
fire on theyz houſes alſo . Mherby the 
fire tooke into the greate mens houſes 
that were nye the temple , and into the 
ſtoze houſes , whereas agaynlſt tymes 
of neceſſitie and beſiegynges of the 
towne: were layed vp in ſtoze, cozne, 
wyne , and ople, to the number of a 
thouſande and foure hundzeth Ctoze 
houſes, all filde full of vpttales. Fog 
the Elders and other godly men,what 
tyme as Vaſpaſian was in Galilee,they 
made vp the do2es of thoſe garner hou- 
ſes , and laped in victualles into them, 
ſufficient foz two hundzeth thouſands 
men oz twentie pere, andnowe in this 

| Tv one 
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one battayle of the ſeditious, they were 
bzent euery one ſticke and Cone , which | 
was a ſpeedy cauſe of famine and hun⸗ 
ger in Bieruſalem. At the ſame tyme 
alſo the ſeditious pulled downe,and ra⸗ 
ſed all the fapze honſes and goodlp buil- 
dynges, that there ſhoulde be ns monu⸗ 
ment of any noble houſe left to anye of 
the citizens of Hieruſalem. So this you 
ſe at that tyme the Lozde viſited the 
citizens of Hieruſalem with foure kind 
of plagues, ſwo2de, peſtilence , hunger 
and fpꝛe: beſpdes this, a fyft alſo was 
added, the rupne and decay of all beau- 
tifull and go2gcons bupldynges. And 
whereſocner a man turned hym, there 
was nothyng but deſolation, polluſion 
(namely of the temple and all holpe 
thynges) vpzoares , without all reſte 
and refuge , no helpe, no ſuccour, but 
eucry cozner of Hieruſalem was full of 

bowlyng and yellyng, waplyng and 

wepyng , ſobbyng and ſighyng of wo- 
men and childzen. Here ſhould pe heare 
the roaryng and gronpng of wounded 

men, not pet thozowe dead: there the 
mournyng and lamentation foz the El⸗ 

ders that then were llapne by — 
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tions : yonder chyldzen crying ont foz 
hunger. To be ſhoꝛt, moſt ſozowfnll 
oppꝛeſlion of them that lpued, done by 
the ſeditions . Such vopces were made 
euery where, that happy and foztnnate 
was he that befoze this dap dfed:and vn⸗ 
happye and in a wofull caſe were all 
ſuch as remayned aline to ſ& this dape. 
All theſe thynges when J Joſeph heard 
tydynges of: J tare my bearde with my 
handes, and caſt aſſhes vpon my head, 
ſittyng in great ſoꝛow vpon the ground, 
bewaylyng the miſerie and calamitie of 
Pieruſalem. 


o A. Nd this lamentation madeJoſeph 
bpon Hieruſalem: Yow is the ho⸗ 
lyecitic (quoth he) lapde waſt, that was 
wont to be moze happye and moze re- 
nowned, then all the pzoninces vpon 
the earth 2 Howe is the citie that was 
beretofoze in ſuche hyghneſte and dig⸗ 
nitie. now bzought vnder the foote tho⸗ 
rowe the ſinnes of the citizens therof? 
whereas ſometyme was the dwellpng 
place of the faythfall: nowe beare rule 
there ſuche men as pꝛouoke and ſtyꝛre 
Gods wzath agaynſt it, and turne — as 
* ape 
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waye from-theyz God, waſtpng it as 


thieues. In the whiche, ſomtyme re⸗ 
mayned the bzyghtnes of the Godhead, 
it is now become a by wozd and a moc- 
kyng ſtocke to the enemies, repleny- 
ſhed with blood of wounded and llapne 
men. In ſtede of mirth , gladneſle, re- 
ioyſing, harpes , and pfalteries: is ſo- 
rowe , ſyghyng, heart bzeakes , mour- 
nyng , and penſiueneſſe commen in 
place, Euen as heretofoze the pzteſtes 
executed the ſeruite of the Lozd in offe- 
ryng ſacrifices: ſo likewyſe nowe ſedi⸗ 
tious perſons murther Godly and faith- 
full men. M here was wont to bee the 
dwellyng place of moſt wyſe and pꝛu⸗ 
dent men: nowe is it made a common 
hoſtrp of wicked murtherers & thicues. 
O Lowe GOD ok Iſrael, haue not an- 
gelles in tyme pate come downe from 
heauen to earth to fight thy battaples: 
baue not the fluddes of the ſeas perſe- 
cuted them that perſecuted thee 2 hath 
not the earth ſwalowed vp them that 
deſpyed ther? and the wyndes ſcattred 
them a ſunder that made inſurrections 
agaynſt ther? and thunder from heauen 
ou thyne enempes and Narres 

haue 
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haue fought agapnſt thy foesz Mhat 
meanes this therefoze , and howe com- 
meth it to paſſe , that thou hyddeſt thy 
face from vs 2 to whom haſt thou beta- 
ken the ſheepe of thy paſture 2 Loke vp- 
pon vs our God, and beholde thy peo- 
ple and enheritaunce, that thou bꝛough⸗ 
teſt oat of Egypt with a myghtie pow- 
er, and a ſtrong hande: with wonders 
and ſignes, leadyng them bntyll this 
day in thy fapth: take pitie vpon them 
in thy mercpe, and ertende not thy 
wzath agapnſte thy ſeruauntes. 

Where art thou Poyſes the ſonne of 
Amram # ſtande vp and ſee thy people 
and flocke of ſheepe which thou fevveſt 
all thy lyfe with thy wyſedome: ſee how 
Wolues and Lions teare them: ſe 
howe the Jſraelitcs are become foes 
oftheyz owne lyues and ſoules: Pea 
waſters and deſtroyers are ſpzong vp 
of theyz owne ſelues. Beholde the peo⸗ 
ple of God  foz whoſe fake thou lyftedſt 
vp thy kaffe ouer the fea, wherewith 
thou ſtruckeſt and deuidedſt it , that it 
was made dꝛye grounde , fo that the 
Iſraelites paſſed , thzongh and eſcaped 
thep; enemies, Remember thy pꝛaper 


when 
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when as in tyme of famine and lacks 
of foode, thou obtayncdſte foz them 
meate from heauen , and at the ſame 
tyme when they were weerpe of they; 
lpues foz thirſt , thou bꝛoughteſt water 
out of the moſt hard rocke. Come foozth 
Aaron moſte holye pꝛieſte of God, that 
dydſt put thy ſelfe betwecne the lyuyng 
and the dead, to turne away the plague 
from Iſrael „ and ſtrokeſt the deſtroy- 
er,that he ſhoulde not come nye the ly- 
upng. Aryſe out of thy graue thou Phi- 
necs , that moued with ſuche feruencie, 
dydſt reuenge the glozy and maieſtie of 


_ - theLoade God of Iſrael. Come and 


runne though theſe (editions in thy fu- 
rye, whiche murther the people of God 
and his pꝛieſtes. Awake thou Joſua, 
that dydſt thzowe downe the walles of 
Iericho with the ſounde and ſhoute of 
thy trumpettes, that the holye pꝛieſtes 
helde in theyꝛ handes,, Come now and 
ſee thy people that thou madeſt to en- 
-herite manpe nations, and to conquer 
molt puiſſaunt kynges , howe they kyll 
one another,how they furder and helpe 
fozward the idolater torule andhaue the 


dominion of thy holpe lande, that thou 
gaueſt 
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gaueſt thy people Jſrael to enherite. 

Why fleapeſt thou kyng Dautd, awake 
and come with the ſounde of thy Pſal- 
trye and harpe, to ſpng the bolye pſal- 
mes. Aſke account of thy ſweete woz- 
des that are ceaſed from the mouthes 
of this people , and out of all menncs 
mouthes , becauſe of the maliciouſnes 
thereof . der howe thepz pzynces bez 
tranſtourmed into enemies and deſtroys 
ers: anddo not as thou dydſte (good 
kyng Dautd ) that dyddeſt geue thyne 
owne lyfe foz theyzs , ſaying :; Let thy 
hande,O Lord, be tourned agayalt me, 
and agaynſt the houſe of my father, and 
do not fall vpon thy people to deſtroye 
them. Where art thou Eliſeus: come & 
ſet what thou canſt do, if thou canſt re(- 
cue the remnaunt of Iſrael, and fynde 
them any gapps to ſcape at. Dydſt not 
thou by thy pꝛaper bzyng the power of 
the Sirians to a towne of defence , and 
p;euapieſt agaynſt them without. dynt 
of [woꝛde oz battaple , and bzonghteſt 
them downe,ſmittyng them with blinds 
neſſe, that thep turned thepz enmitie 
towarde Ilrael intolone 2 In deede, 


thou walt he that vanquilheolt the © 
rians 
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rians by thy pꝛaper, that they fledde 
foz feare of the ſame . Nowe therefoze 
pe hcardemen of Iſrael, aſſemble to- 
gether and lyſten with youreares , and 
heare my wozdes that J wyll ſpeake 
in your cares this day. Tell me, what 
is become of pour pꝛaper that pe haue 
made foz the people of Jſrael , to de- 
fende and tourne awape from them all 
wzath , indignation , tribulation , fa- 
rye, and immiſſions of enyll ſpirites: 
Howe is it that nowe pe lee not the 
ſanctuary turned into a vyle ſincke of 
blood :? Foz the dead bodpes of pzieſtes 
tre in the mpdif of it. The holpe citie 
Piernſalemts become a ſtraunge citie, 
as though the name of the Lozd had ne- 
uer ben in it: and the ſanctuary of the 
102d is in that caſe at this pꝛeſent, as 
though the deuine Godhead had neuer 
dwelt therein: foz the temple is turned 
into a den of thienes , a lodgyng of ſedi⸗ 
tions perſons, a tabernacle of cruel mur⸗ 
therers. And who ſo ficeth thither foz re- 
fuge , there they be ſlaine: as the ſediti- 
ous haue murthered in the middeſt ther- 
of Anani the hye pꝛieſt, and Ioſua a 


pale alſo, that were pzinces and chiefe 
pꝛieſtes, 
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pꝛieſtes, the moſt reuerent amongeſt the 
people of God, whom ere this, kynges 
and nations had beſought and defired 
thepz fauour, but neuer caſte thepz 
ſlapne bodyes in the mpddeſt of the tent- 
ple. The nobilitie alſo of Yierulalem, 
the elders of luda, and ſages of Iſrael, 

whoſe frendſhip kynges and nations 
haue ſought, and deſired to make peace 
with: they lye now ſ(laine here and there 
in the middeſt of Hieruſalem, are meate 
vnto the foules of the apze, and beaſtes 
of the fielde, to dogges and rauens, be⸗ 
cauſe there is no man to burpe them. 
Theſe dyed not foz they; offences, but 
becauſe they founde fault with the JC- 
raelites when they ſinned. Howe are 
they ſlapne in thee (O Hieruſalem thou 
holye citie, renowned thzoughout the 
whole earth) all iuſt men, all holy men, 
whom the ſeditious haue got the vppcr 
hande of, thoſe helhoundes and blood⸗ 
ſuckers that haue bꝛought all theſe miſ⸗ 
chiefes vpon thee: Bowe are the pꝛieſtes 
of the Loade, and his p2ophctcs ſlapne, 
amonceſt thoſe holy men? Foz befoze 


the holy temple,was the pꝛophete Secha- 


riahu that iuſt and holy man, buchercd 
U 1 and 
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and murthered: pea, without all burp⸗ 


all, nepther was his blood couered with 
earth, but pet ſtyll wandzeth about and 
muttreth in thee. The blood of Anani 
alſo and loſua the chiefe pzieſtes, was 
yet neuer couered , whiche were both 
lapnein thy temple, as men be wont to 
kyll thieues: pra, the blood of the godly 
young men, and valiaunt men that 
woulde haue reuenged them, was ſhed 
alſo by the ſeditious, lyke fluddes of wa⸗ 
ter. Yowe are the heartes of the people 
turned ſo auckwardlp, that they wpll 
heare no admonition of tuft men? But 
are like vnto blockiſhe images,that ney⸗ 
ther ſee no2 Heare, noz pet bnderſtande 
any thyng. All beaſtes be they neuer ſo 
bzutiſhe, all plantes, and thynges that 
growe vpon the carth, withſtande them 
that inuade them to do them iniurie, 
and endenour to auopde the fo2ce of their 
enemie: but thy chyldzen that thou ke- 
peſt within thee, are chaunged into ene⸗ 
mics, and one brother murthercth ano- 


ther with the lwozde. Where ts nowe 
thy valiauntnefſe;thou that neuer woul- 
deſt bowe to bearc the poke o the Cen⸗ 


haſt caſte 
away 


tiles vpon thy ſhonlders, but 
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away the bondage of the Egypfians, 
Philiſines, Aramites, Aſſirians, Chal- 
deis, Perſians, and Pedes?: Where is 
the ſtrength th it God gane to the Chaſ- 
monanites, that with a very ſmall com⸗ 
pany defended thee, and pꝛeuapled a⸗ 
gainſt the huge and puiſaunt armye ot 
the Grekes , deſtroyed the ſtoute ſouldi⸗ 
ours of Babylon, vanquiſhed the migh⸗ 
tie armpe of the Perſians, lewe |Kami- 
tiarus and Antiochus, and purſued they3 
armyes , maliyng great llaughters of 
em, and ſpllyng all places full of dead 
rkaſes of the Gentiles? They woulde 
not be ruled by ſinners, but ventred 
them ſelues to dye, offryng they? lpues, 
not fo2 thepꝛ ſonnes and daughters: but 
fo2 the ſanctuarie of the Lozde and his 
temple, leſt it choulde be polluted with 
the idols of the Gentiles z There re⸗ 
mapnethnotwe the rodde of God, that 
holy rodde that budded and bloſſemed in 
the dayes of gladueſſe⸗ Nowe is both 
the ſpzinges wythered, and the rodde it 
ſelfe alſo, The rodde of fayth is wythe⸗ 
red, the rodde of the kyngdome, the rodde 
alſo of thy people, from whence the ho⸗ 
ve lawe is taken awape, nepther is

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there anp man that can tell- where to 
dzawe any waters of the heauenly mer- 
cye, Alas the mercyfull men that haue 
ben in times paſt to they; bzethzen both 
aliue and dead: howe are they now tur⸗ 
ned into moſt cruell tirauntes, and haue 
mercy of no man: M here is the multi- 
tude of theyz mercyes, wherewith they 
were wont honourablpe to burye they2 
dead: owe the cozſes of thep2 dead 


bodyes coner the face of the whole earth, 


and there is no body wyll vouchſafe to 


burpe them: yea, they that woulde, can 


not be ſuffred, but ſtrapght wayes com⸗ 


' meth other to them, and kyls them be- 


foze they can do it, ſo that they alſo dye 
and lye vnburied,and are ſtrowed about 
here and there in the ficldes. Suche is 
the gupſe in thee nowe adapes, nepther 
the father to burpe the ſonne, noz the 
ſonne the father, the leditious watche ſo 
diligentlpe thoſe that be dead, leſt any 
man ſhoulde bury them: whiche if they 
do, they are alſs flapne by them, and * 
vnburped them ſelues . The temple of 
the Lo2de that is in thec, and was wont 
to ſmell ſweetelp of ſpyces, anoynt- 


W and perfumes; howe is it now? 
choked 
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choked with carian dunge, and moſte 
peſtilent ſtenche of dead bodpes, and 
blood of the wounded 2 Thy ſtreates are 
ſtrowed full of dead men, ſome runne 
thzough with glaues and iauelins, and 
other dead foz hunger: yea, they that re- 
mapne pet aliue in the citie, are as good 
as dead alſo, and map be taken foz no 
leſſe. Foz they are weerpe of thep2 liues, 


dead bodpes, the contagiouſnes where⸗ 
of, hath caſt many into moſte daunge- 
rous diſeaſes, and hath ben the death of 
numbers alredye, This map woꝛthp⸗ 
lyeſeeme to be it that Dauid the an⸗ 
nopnted of the God of Jacob, the plea 
launt and ſweete muſicall Poet of Jſra-. 
el, ſpeaketh ol: Lorde the Gentyles are 
commen into thyne inheritaunce, they 
haue polluted the temple of thy holynes. 
And woulde to God it had ben Gen- 
tyles that thou haddeſt bzought vp, nou⸗ 
tyſhed and exalted to do this deede, to 
rebell and ſinne agaynſt thee,and to pol- 
lute thus the holy temple that is in thce. 

or in the maliciouſnes of an enemye, a 
man fyndeth the halfe of his comfort: 
but in the malice of a frende, there is no 
U iy comfort 
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becauſe of the peſtilent dampe of the

comfort at all. Pea, the very chyldzen 
that thou haſt bzead, bzought vp, and 
pꝛomoted, the ſelfe ſame haue uffed the 
temple of the Loꝛde that is in thee, with 
vnburyed carkaſes, euery man kyllyng 
his neyghbour, and the ſeditious ſuffe- 
ryng no man to burye them: but ficyng 
all that attempt to beſtowe any ſuche 
wozke of mercy vpon the dead, in ſuche 
ſozt, that they fall dead vpon the cozſes 
whiche they woulde haue burped: and 
by that meanes both the cozſes lye caſte 
out in the fielde, no better then the car- 
kaſes of bzuite beaſtes that be founde 
in deſert places. Pea, the iniquitie and 
crueltie of thy citizens (O Hieruſalem) 
is growen ſo farre, that they were not 
content onlpe to kyll they2 nepghbours: 
but they muſte alſo hewe theyz miſera⸗ 
ble lymmes in peeces, koz els they 
thought they were not ſufficicntlye re- 
nenged: although that in ſo doyng, ma⸗ 

ny? tymes the ſtenche of the dead, tole 
woꝛthye eh agayne of the ly- 
uyng, by caſtyng hym into vncura- 
ble diſeaſes. All theſe euplles are come 
vpon thy chyldzen, becauſe they haue 


loꝛſaken the lawe of the Loade,and haue 
" trans 


tranſqreſſed his couenaunt that he made 
with thepz bzethzen, becauſe alſo they 
haue ſinned agapnſt the Lozde God of 
thepz fathers, in ſheadyng the blood of 
iuſt men and innocentes that were in 
thee, euen in the temple of the Lo2dc. 
And therefoze are our ſozowfull ligh⸗ 
inges multiplied , and our weppnges 
daply encreaſed, foz that we haue ben 
the cauſe of all theſe eupls that are be- 
fallen vs, and are not pet ended. O 
Lo2de our God, our fimnes are gone 
ouer our heades, and the wycked actes 
that we haue committed in thy ſight, 
are innumerable , The Loade our God 
is ryghteous, it is we that haue rebelled 
Agapnſt his wpll , we haue pꝛophaned 
and vnhalowed his lawe, we haue bzo⸗ 
ken his couenaunt. And euer the moze 
that his wzath enkyndled agapnſt vs, 
the moze haue we tranſgreſed agapnſt 
bpm. Wherefoze to hym belongeth 
iuſtice and iudgement, he hath wozthy- 
lve poured the furie of his diſpleaſure 
vpon vs: to vs onlye belongeth ſhame, 
as we haue aboundauntly at this day. 
But he will once tourne agayne, 
and haue mercy vppon vs, vanquithe 
U ig all 
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all our ſinnes, and caſt them all into the 
dcepe bottomes of the ſea, So be it. 


o A Fter theſe thynges, the thirde day 

of the firſt moneth in the fy2lt pere 
of the raigne of Vaſpaſian, Titus his 
ſonne toke muſter of his men in the 
plapne of Ceſarn, to knowe the certapne 
number of them, whiche he had not 
done afoze, ſince his fathers departure: 
and he founde them very manye, tnlo- 
muche that they almoſt ſeemed to coner 
the earth. This done, he toke his tour- 
nep from Ceſaria with his power, and 
came to Samaria, where the citizens re- 
ccaued hym with great top, and did hym 
muche honour . Wherefoze he ſpared 
them, and dpd them no harme. From 
thence he came to A 1clona, thirtie fur- 


longes from Hieruſalem, there he pyt- 


ched his tentes,and leaupng them there, 
toke ſire hundꝛeth hozfemen with hym, 
and came to Yicruſalem to viewe the 
towne , to knowe what heyght the 
walles were, what ſtrength there was 
in the towne; ſpecially of the ſeditious, 


ok whom cuery where great rumour 
was: finally, to recoane _—_— — 
uche 
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ſache as were deſpꝛous of peace. So, as 
he came to the wall, he ſawe no man 
nepther go out noz in: foz the gates 
were ſhut vp,and the ſedittous had layd 
an ambuſhe without the towne to trap 
Titus, who went ſomewhat befoze ac⸗ 
companped with a fewe , the reſt folo- 
wyng a pzetie waye behinde. Whyles 
therfoze he was in vewyng the walles, 
the ſeditious iſſued out of theyz ambuſh 
that they had lapde nye vnto Aiclona, 
and ſet vpon the backe of Titus men be⸗ 
hinde. Then iſſued an other ſozt out of 
the towne , ſo that they had Titus be- 
twene them, and runnyng vpon hym, 
ſeperated hym from his men, and enui⸗ 
roncd hym on euery ſide, where they flue 
lx. of his men, and myght haue flayne 
hym alſo, ſaue that they coueted to take 
hym alpue. Titus ſeyng hymlelfe beſet, 
and fozſakcn of his owne menne, that 
thought it was tmpoſſible foz hym to eſ⸗ 
cape,perceauing alſo that they went not 
about to kill hym,but to take him aliue: 
mo2eouer , that he coulde in no wyſe el⸗ 
cape ercept he woulde make an irrupti- 
on and runne thzough thepz bandes: he 
toke a good heart vnto him, and vali- 
tl auntly 
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uer came in his way to lap hold of hym, 


hym not whyle we mpght: it is pll han⸗ 
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auntly bꝛake thꝛough, ſleyng whomſoe- 


and ſo eſcaped. It they had entended to 


haue ſlapne hym, they myght haue done 
it: but bepng deſirous to take hym a- 


lpue (as is ſapde) they abſtapned from 


ſtriking hym, and ſo they loſte hym. And 


God woulde not delpuer hym into their 


handes, that by hym he myght ſcourge 
Iſrael. But the Jewes ſeepng hym to 


be thus eſcaped, repented ſoze that they 
had not kylled hym, ſaying one to ano- 
ther: What meant we that we kylled 


dled of vs. Therfoze they purſued hym, 
hurlpng and chootpng after hym wit! 
engpnes of warre, but they coulde not 
ouertake hym: fa God pzeſerued hym, 
that he myght afterwarde delpuer Mie⸗ 
ruſalem into his handes, So he retour⸗ 
ned to Aiclona, t perceaued the heartes 
of kynges to be in the handes ol God, 
The nerte mozowe bzonght Titus all 


his armp to Hieruſalem, determpnyng 


to encampe hymlſelfe vppon the mount 


. Olmet:wherefoze he firlt ſpake vnto his 
ſouldiours in this wyſe. This dape pe 


go to fight agaynſt a moſte mightie — 
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tion, whoſe warriers bee ſtrong as Li⸗ 
ons,valiaunt as Liberds,and nimble as 
fawnes that runne in the mountaynes, 
to ouerturne chariotes and ſuch as ſit 
vpon them. Nowe therfoze take good 
heartes vnto you , and be couragious: 
foz ſo it ſtandes pou in hande. Do not 
thynke them to be lyke the nations that 
herctofoze pe haue had to do withall : J 
my ſclfe haue experience otherwyſe of 
they2 valiauntnes and lleightes of 
warre. This ſayde , he marched in aray 
moſt ſtrongly , that they ſhould not ber 
ſcatred a (under, and gaue them charge, 
ſpecially to the vaward to take hede of 
ſtumblyng vpon Welles oz Ceſterns, 
whereby they myght be hyndꝛed, foz as 
pet the day was ſcarce bꝛoken: and bes 
ſpdes that, Titus had knowledge howe 
the Jewes fearyng of his comming, had 
digged ſecret trenches t pitfals. Mher⸗ 
loze to auopde them, he led his hoaſt by 
the mount Oluet,in whiche place it ne⸗ 
ner came in theyꝛ mindes to digge . 
Therefoze when he came to the mount 
Oluuct, he encamped there agaynſt Hie- 
ruſalem , ryght ouer agapnſt the bzooke 
cee ran betweene the citie and 
the 
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the hill, and many tymes ran very ſha- 
Howe. Titus campe was about ſire fur- 
longes from the towne ; The nert mo⸗ 
rowe they of the towne ſepng Titus to 
be encamped vpon tbe mount Oliuet, 
the captaines of the ſeditious with their 
companyes aſſembled together , and fell 
at argument euery man With an other, 
entendyng to turne thepz crueltie vp- 
pon the Komanes , confyzmpng and 
ratifipng the ſame attonement and pur- 
poſe,by (wearyng one to an other, and 
ſo became peace amongſt them, Uher- 
foe topnyng together that befoze were 
thꝛee ſeuerall partes, they ſet open the 
gates, and all the beſte of them iNued 
out with an hozrible nopſe and ſhoute, 
that they made the Romanes akrapde 
withall, in ſuche wyſe, that they fled be- 
foze the ſeditious , whiche ſodaynly dyd 
ſet vpon them an vnwares. But T itus 
ſeyng his men fler, rebuked them,ſay- 
ing: Are yenot aſhamed of this tyme- 
rous cowardnes , when ye are fo many, 
and a hundzeth foz one of them? What 
ignominie is it, ſo many to be repulſed 
of ſo fewe 2 Mherwithall Titus ſtayed 
them, and bzought them mankullp to 


with* 


the Iewes. 55 


withſtand the Jewes, ſo that very many 
were flapne on both ſpdes. But the 
Romanes were not able long to abyde 
the foꝛce of the Jewes , albeit that Ti- 
tus with his picked and moſte valiaunt 
ſouldiours dyd manfullye kepe theyz 
grounde, and neuer reculed. Titus alſo 
laboured to encourage the reſt to fight: 
but they were. ſo dyſmayed that they 
wyſte not what to do. Foz to fozſake. 
Titus they were aſhamed , and to reũſt 
the violence of the Jewes they were 
not able. Notwithſtandyng Titus and 
his compayye made they? partie good 
agapnſt the Jewes , who at length left 
the flelde, and withdzewe themſelues 
towarde the towne. Then Titus beyng 
w2oth with his ſou:diours that they 
bad fled from thezewes, ſaid vnto them: 
Shall J not be auenged of thefe Jewes? 


ſhall ſo fewe of them put vs to flpght, 


not able to ſtande in they2 handes 2 and 
wyll ye flee 02 recule , ſepng me abpde 
by itz The nert day T itus toke al his ar⸗ 
mie, ſaue a ſewe that he left in his camp 
to kepe the baggage , and went downs 
the mount Oluecc , ſettyng his men in 
W ray euen agapnſt the gates of 
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the citie . Then erhozted he them to 
play the men, and although they were 
come downe the hyll, pet they ſhoulde 
not feare the Jewes fo2 thepz campe 
that they had left behinde them: ſoz the 
b:oke Cedron(ſapeth he) is betwene our 
campe and the Jſraclites . Mith theſe 
woꝛdes they were encouraged , and de- 
termined to encounter with the Jewes 
vnder the walles harde at the gates of 
the citie, truſtpng to the ſauegard and 
defence of the bzoke Cedron . The cap- 
taynes of the ſeditious lykewyſe vſed 
pollicie ; Foz they deuidyng thep2 men, 
ſent one company to paſſe ſodaynly the 
bꝛoke Cedron, to inuade and ſpople the 
Romane campe that were left in the 
mount Oluuet, Theſe therfoze went and 
fought with the Komanes vppon the 
mounte , and d zoue them out of they: 
campe. Titus lookyng behynde hym, 
and perceaupng that the Jewes hadde 
gotten ouer the bzoke , and were in 
hande with his menne, he was won⸗ 
derfullp afrayde , ſeeyng hymſelfe ſo 
enutronned. with battaples on enerye 
ſpde. They within the towne when 


they ſawe theyz felowes once at the 
mount 
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mount Oliuet , they opened the gates, 
 iſned withall theyz power that was 
left in the towne, and encountred with 


Titus, where he had ſet his men in a⸗ 


rap ouer agapnſt the gate: where they 
made a great laughter of the Romans: 
whiche deſpꝛous to auenge the ſhame 
gotten the day befoze,ficd not, but lout- 
ly withſtode they; foꝛce. Alſo the ewes 
toke heart vnto them, fought mankullp, 
and bet downe the Remanes , that at 
length they tote them to flight toward 
the mount Oliuet, ſo that in they; flight 
many ok them were flapne by thezewes 
that purſucd the chaſe , Upon this, di⸗ 
uers of Titus ſouldiours (ſeyng them⸗ 
ſelues beſet both befoze and ' behpnde) 


counſelled Titus to flee with them vnto 


the monntaines to ſaue his life, leſt he 
ſhould be lapne by the Jewes, and they 
all together with him. Foz thou (ſays 
they) art a great Loꝛde of manye kyng- 
domes, and God ſhal one day bzing ther 
to the imperiall crowne of our Load thy 
kather. olve therfoze it thou ſhouldeſt 
ber ſlapne ot the z twes, we are all but 
dead, and what good ſhould thy death 
do der to: thy ſelfe oz to other, to bea 
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ſlapne lyke one of vs: Pet Titus woulde 
not be ruled by them, no2 receaue thepz 
counſell , but kepte his grounde boldlye 
without once turnyng his face , ſaying: 
I will choſe rather to dye with honour; 
then to liue with ſhame. And with that 
be ruſhed vpon the Jewes that were 
nye hym, and compelled them to recule, 
M hen the Jewes that had enuironned 
the Romane campe , ſawe that: they 
lefte the Komanes, and came flockyng 
about IJ itus by routes, aſſaylyng hym 
on eueryp ſpde , endenouryng alſo with 
all theyz mpght to ouercharge hym, 
wherethꝛough in that place was a ſoꝛc 
and vehement fight , and muche people 
ſlapne on both parties: yea, Titus ſcapte 
narowlpe from bepng flayne in that 
fight, and had died in derde, if certaine of 
his valiaunt ſouldiours had not retur⸗ 
ned vnto hym, and reſcued hym out of 
the Jewes handes . That day were the 
chicfc of Titus ſouldiours ſlapne. Then 
the Jewes retp2ed to they2 place at the 
walles ſide. They alſo that went to the 
mount Ohuet, returned homewarde by 
the bꝛoke Cedron , The RKomanes le- 


png _ , purſued them: wherupon the 
Jewes

Jewes fourned agapne vpon the Ro- 
manes, who fled by and by , Thus the 
Jewes put the Romanes to flight thziſe 
bpon one day, 


T came to palle then, that the exter⸗ 
nall warres pauſed, and inteſtiue cis 
uill warres reutued moſt terribly amon- 
geſt the ſeditious at Hieruſalem. Foz 
vppon the firſt day of the hye ſolemne 
feaſt of Paſſeouer,captayne lehochanan 
and his men came into the temple of the 
Lode, where he was honourably recea⸗ 
ued of the pꝛieſtes and elders, with the 
reſt ofthe comminaltie. And when they 
were within, thep caſt of theyz vpper 
garmentes, vnder whiche they were ar- 
med with coates of fence, and ſwoꝛdes 
tyed to theyz thighes, After that they 
beſet the dozes, and lapde holde of the 
pꝛieſtes, flewe them and the people alſo, 
their heartes was ſo cruellp bent againſt 
they2 bꝛethzen, nepther regardpng the 
reuerent countenaunces of olde men, 
no2 enclynpng to the pꝛapers of them 
that beſought them, without ſparyng 
eyther women oz chyldzen, no not the 
ſuckyng babes, This done, lehochanan 
* ſtode 
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ffode vp and openly pꝛoteſted, that nep- 
ther Schimeon, noz Eleaſar, noz any of 
the reſt of the captaynes of the ſeditious, 
no; anp man cls, ſhoulde haue the ſoue- 
raintie in that citte, but he. The other 
hrarpng that Ichochanan had wzought 
ſuche dilpleaſure to the people of God in 
the temple, rpſſe together and llewe ve- 
rpe many of lehochanans part, but in 
the mcane ſeaſon, what of the one part, 
and what of the other, the Jſraclites 
went to wzacke, and were ſlaine in great 
number. Tidinges came to Titus howe 
the Jewes conſpired againſt themſelues, 
and ſlewe one another daplp, whereat 
he reiopſed greatlp, and came with his 
whole hoaſt to the towne, where he 
founde certapne Jewes without that 
had fled becauſe of the rage of the ciuill 
warres. When they (awe Titus, they 
came and beſought hym to enter the 
towne and deliuer them from the cru- 
eltie of the ſeditious, and they woulde be 
his ſeruauntes: fo2 theſe warres had 
made them almoſt weerie of theyz lines. 
Pet Titus gauc litle credit to they? tale, 
although they made many Wwozdes to 
perlwade hym that it was true, Foz he 

remem⸗ 
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remembꝛed howe within thꝛee dapes a⸗ 
foꝛe, he ſawe the Jewes fight agaynſt 
him egarly all with one acco2de, ſo ear⸗ 
neſlly one reſcuing and dekendyng ano⸗ 
ther, that no diſcozde appcared to be 
amongeſt them. TUherefoze he woulde 
not beleue thep2 wozdes, in that they re⸗ 
quired ſuccour and offred to pelde. And 
as they were thus debating the matter, 
ſodainely they hearde an vproze in the 
towne, and wonderfull hurlpburlp, ſome 
crying open the gates and let Titus 
come in, other cryed ſhut the gates, and 
let not the Romanes come in. Then cer⸗ 
taine vpõ the walles called vnto the Ro- 
manes, ſpedyly to come vnto the towne, 
and they woulde open them the gates, 
that they myght enter in, requeſtyng 
the Komanes to deliner them from the 
tirannie of the ſeditious, leſt (ſay they) we 
ſhould be all ſlaine by the handes of theſe 
rauinous and cruell ſeditious perſons. 
The Komancs therfoze ran to the gates, 
and when they appꝛoched nie the walles, 
and were come within daunger, the 
Jewes hurled ones fro the walles, and 
ſhot arrowes at them, ſleyng very many 
of the Romanes. The other Jewes allo 
* that 
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that were without the towne, and had 
beſought Titus to delpuer them from 
the handes of the ſeditious, began to aſ- 
ſayle the Romanes that were gone to 
the walles, with ſuche fozce, that many 
of them they ſlewe, the reſidue they put 
to flight, and the Jewes folowed the 
chaſe almoſt to Aiclona, The the Jewes 
mockt and flouted the Nomanes, calling 
them freſhe water ſouldiers, men of no 
experience, and innocent fooles that ne- 
ner ſawe the trapnes of warre befoze : 
clappyng alſo their targets, and ſhakyng 
theyꝛ ſwoꝛdes againſt them in mockage. 
The Komane captapnes ſepng theſe 
thpnges, they toke great diſdapne at the 
matter, and in a great pꝛe woulde haue 
turned backe vpon the Jewes agapne, 
had not Titus cauſed the retreate to be 
blowen. Upon this, Titus aſſembled all 
his counſellours, captapncs, and ſouldi- 
ours together, and ſapde vnto them in 
this wyle. J haue a ſufficient triall, and 
vnderſtande well inough pour valiaunt- 
nefſe and courage ( moſt wozthy men and 
deare ſouldiers) whiche farre paſleth the 
ſtrength and manhood of all other nati⸗ 


ons, and not enire in this moſte —_ 
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lent vertue do pe excel: but alſo in know? 
ledge and laightes of warre, in wiſdome 
t fozecaſt pe haue ben chicfe of all other. 
Nowe therefoze bzethzen and frendes, J 
maruaple not ſo greatly at the Jewes 
ſubtiltie and craft in thepꝛ ſwearpng to 
pou fo2 the perſwadyng of a thyng, and 
after kepe not thep2 othe: but this ſee⸗ 
meth wonderfall to me, that pe ſuffer 
pour ſelues till to be deceaued of them, 
and to be ſlapne by theyz wyles. Foz all 
the wit pe haue, coulde not delyuer pou 
out of thep2 ſnares, but nowe pet againe 
the thirde times pe haue appꝛoched the 
wals, and this is the thirde time pe haue 
ben put to the kople foz your labours. 
And all this commeth becauſe ye wyll 
not be ruled by me, but tranſgreſſe pour 
generall and Lozdes commaundement. 
But nowe mp bzethzen take heede what 
pe do hereafter, it becommeth pou not to 
diſobey mp woꝛdes, whiche pe haue done 
oftentimes. Do pe not remember a cer⸗ 
tapne noble man of our countrep, in the 
warres of Auguſtus Cæſar aàgapnſt the 
Perſians, how he put his owne ſonne to 
death, becauſe that contrary to his fa- 
thers comaundement(who was graunde 
* (i captapne 
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taptaine ofthe armye bnder Auguſtus) 
he had fought with his enemies: pea, al⸗ 
though he kylled thzee Perfians, But 
what ſpeake Y of once: pe haue often- 
times ſet litle by my commaundements, 
ſkirmiſhingdaply with the Jewes, and 
that without al diſcretion,raſhlp'andout 
of oder: whereby pou may gather, pour 
entcrpziſes haue no good ſucceſſe. It 
pou continue theſe maners, it ſhall re- 
dounde bnto pour obne diſhonours, 
M herkoze it were better foz pou to leaue 
of theſc partes, and lap away pour pzide, 
contumacie, and ſtubbernnes: whiche if 
ve do, thinges ſhalbe in better ſauegarde. 
Much moze ſpake Titus to his men, rebu⸗ 
king them ſharpelp, not mentioned here, 
but declared at large in the volume that 
we wꝛit vnto the Romanes. When he 
had ſaide, his pzinces and captapnes fell 
euerp one pꝛoſtrate to the earth, and be⸗ 
ſought him of pardon foz their raſhnes, 
in that they had ſo bnaduiſedly and with- 
out oꝛder againſt his minde, encountred 
with the Jewes. Then Titus takyng 


pitie of them, pardoned them, xequeſting 
them to beware hereafter that they com- 
mitted nothing againſt his 2 
men 
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ment,nother in wozde no2 deede, and fo 
doyng,tbey ſhoulde haue his fauour,and 
auopde his diſpleaſure and daunger to 
death fo2 the contrary, But it they refu- 
ſed to do it, he would not ſparc any man, 
whatſoener he were that ſhovide tranſ⸗ 
greſſe his commaundemcnt,but put him 
to death, and geue his body to be eaten of 
the foules of the ayze, They aunſwered 
all with one vopce: Me are content 
with theſe conditions, and will do what⸗ 
ſoener thou ſhalt commaunds vs. After 
this, Titus conſidering howe earneſtly 
the Ieroſolomites were ſet one agaynſt 
another, howe they were become luche 
cruell and moztall enemies, that eche of 
them conſpired others death : he cauſed 
the pittes, ceſternes, and trenches that 
were about Hieruſalem, to be damde vp 
t ſtopt with earth, that the wayes might 
be leuelled foz his armie. That done, he 
encampt hym ſelfe nearer the walles. 
Againſt which attempt, the Jewes iNued 
not out of the towne after thepꝛ accuſto⸗ 
med maner,to put them backe from the 
walles, Foz Schimcon was otherwyſe 
occupied, he had entertayned. r. P. men 
ofthe belt of the een Jewes, and 
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iopncd hym ſelle to Jacob the Edomite, 
captayne of nine thouſande Edomites: 
with whom he had made a conſpiracie, 
vtterly to deſtrop captapne Ichochanan, 
And lettyng vpon hym, they compelled 
hym to tlee into the court of the temple, 
where he remapned in the gate of the 
entraunce of the temple with eyght 
thouſande and foure hundꝛeth good men 
of warre, all well appopnted in iackes. 
Eleaſar alſo was agaynſt hym, and toy- 
ned with Schimeon,becomming an ene⸗ 
mie ts hym that befoze had ſaued his 
lpte, and ſo they both together aſſayled 
Ichochanan, negleayng the defence of 
the tone. By this meanes the Ro- 
manes encamped them ſelues about the 
walles at thep2 pleaſure, xapſing towꝛes, 
and caſtyng trenches to plant theyz iron 
Rammes vpon, to batter the walles. 
The common people of the Jewes that 
were vnder the rule and gouernement 
of the thzee ſeditious captaynes, name- 
Ive Schimeon, Eleaſar, and Ichocha- 
nan. (whiche although they were vll 
inough all, pet the tirannie of Icho- 
chanan farre paſſed Schimeon, and Schi- 
meon was» farre wozſe then Eleaſar: 

though 
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though Eleaſar was the head aucthour 
and firſt begynner of ſedition in all Jf- 
racl) e amongelt them as ſheepe 
redye to bee kylled. Foz the fozeſapde 
ſeditious captapnes, ſlewe the people at 
thep2 pleaſures , and deuided them in⸗ 
to bandes, caſtyng lottes vppon them 
who ſhoulde haue whiche, ſo that one 
had anothers men, and another man 
his. And this dyd they not onlpe with 
theyz owne men, but alſo with all the 
reſt of the people, in ſuche wyle, that 
when the Romanes made any aſſault, 
then iopned they together as one man 
to reſiſt the Romanes : and when they 
had geuen them a repulſe, then woulde 
they returne to thep2 ciuil warres, and 
fall together by the eares among them 
ſelues. Extreme and dzeadful was the 
ciuill conflict at that ſeaſen betwene the 
the fozeſapde captaynes : and ſo ſoꝛe 
that the blood ſtreamed downe the cha⸗ 
nell out of the gates of Hierulalem, like 
as a bzooke that runneth out of a foun- 
tapne and well ſpꝛyng. The Romances 
ſeyng it, were moued with much pitie, 
ſo that they wepte bitterlye . But Jo- 


ſeph that was amongeſt them was ftri- 
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ken with ſo great heauinellſe , that he 
burſt out into a ſozowfull lamentation, 
liftyng vp his wokull voyce in this wile, 


oA Las alas Hieruſalem, the citie of 

the great kyng,howe ſhall J now 
cal thee at this dape: 02 what name ſhall 
J geue thee? So metpme thou waſt cal- 
led lebus, ot lebuſæus that buylded thee 
fpaſt in all this lande. After that, thy 
name was Zedek, that is iuſtice: wher- 
vpon the king lehoram was called Mal- 
kizedek , foz he was a ryghteous kyng : 
and becauſe he raigned in the with tu⸗ 
ſtice, therefozz was thy name Zedek. 
Then righteouſnes had his abpdpng in 
the, and thy bzight ſtarre that ſhined in 
thee was Zedek,Mazeouer, in this tyme 
waſt thou called Schalem , as the ſcrip- 
ture witneſſeth , and Malkizedek kyng 
of Schalem: i that becauſe the inquitie of 
the people that dwelt in the was then 
fulfilled. Foz at that tyme chaſe Abra⸗ 
ham our father(of wozthye memozye) to 
wozſhip God in thee , and to take thee to 
his enheritaunce, to plant in thee the 
rote of good wozkes, Wrherevpon the ta⸗ 
bernacle of God remayneth in 52 
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this daye: as it was revealed vnto the 1 of 
ſame our father Abraham. Jn ther ſay 7 


Vis the ſanctuary of the Loꝛde. Foz in 1 
that place dyd Abraham bynde his only 14 
ſonne vpon the top of one of thy hylles 15 
that is called mount Moriah 5 holp and i

ſpotte: but whenſoeuer it is polluted [ 1. 


and defpled as it is at this daye , then 
wyll he turne away his face from it. 
Furthermoze thou art alſo called Jeru- 
ſhalaim therfoze : becauſe that who ſo 
vnderſtande the dignitie and wozthy- 181 
neſſe of the place wherin thy ſanctuary 1 
is , ſhall byd the angels of heauen to 1 
teache in it the doarine of the holye 136 
gholt , and the ſpirite of wyſedome and 1 
vnderſtandyng , wherwith litle chyt- 1 
dzen and the vnlearned in thy land * 
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be made wyſe , He alſo that miniſtreth 
in thy temple,had on a garment of, tit. 
colours, @karlet , Violet , Wiſe , and 
Purple. Skarlet in the reſpece of the 
heauens that be aboue the firmament; 
Uiolet and Biſſe coloures ( whiche bee 
made of flare ) becauſe of the earthe of 

whiche they come: finallye , Purple in 
reſpect of the ſea where Purple is got- 
ten. Therfoze when as the pꝛieſt came 
into the temple to miniſter , apparay- 
led in theſe. iii. coloures , he ſapde be- 
foze the almightye God: J am come 
to pꝛeſent my lelfe here in thy ſpght (O 
Lo2de of the wozlde ) in foure kyndes ok 
colours , that do repꝛeſent the partes of 
thy woalde,, and in ſuche wyſe do J ap- 
peare befoze th, as though J ſhoulde 
bzpng all the whole wozlde into thy 
fight . Pozeouer, the fozeſapde appa⸗ 
raple was garnyſhed- with pure golde 

and pzecious ſtones, after the lykeneſſe 
bk the tribes of the ſonnes of lacob, 
who was called Jſrael : that in that 
garment he myght haue the ſonerain- 
tie befoze the angels that be aboue, and 
by them pꝛeuaple to bzyng the vertue 
of the holye ghoſte: by the whiche — | 


ſhould 
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ſhould obtapne wyſdome that dwell in 
thee , and p2oſper in they; ſtudye and 
fapth , that they myght haue wyſdome 
and vnderſtandyng together. His 
lopnes alſo were gyzded with lynnen 
loppes , wherewith he conered his ſe⸗ 
trete partes: foʒ it becommeth pꝛieſtes 
moſt of all other perſons to be ſhamfaſt 

and baſhfull , ſpectally when he ſhoulde 
- miniſter in the two ſanctuaries. Foz 
there are two ſancuarics „ the btter 
and the inner, whiche is the ſanctum 
ſanctorum, oꝛ the holpeſt of all. In the 
vtter, the pꝛieſtes miniſter as the hye 
pꝛieſte commaundeth them: but in the 
inner, that is the ſanctum ſanctorum, 
entreth no man ſane the hye pꝛieſt on⸗ 
ly, and that but once a pere. Foz in it 
was the arcke of the couenaunt of the 
Lo2de , in the whiche were lapde vp the 
two tables of the conenaunt that God 
made with the people of Iſrael in the 
mount Sinai. There is alſo the rod of 
Aaron that floziſhed and bꝛought foozth 
leaues . All theſe were in the kp 
temple whyles it was pet ſtandyng. 
Ouer agapnſt the ſanctuarpe were. riit. 
layers oz ſteppes, vppon the whichs 
appeared 
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eppeared the miracle to kyng Cheſ- 
kiahu. And thou Hieruſalem at that 
tyme was ſtronger then other cities, 
Ladp ok all pꝛouinces: foz great kynges 
and pꝛynces buylded thee . Kyng Þe- 
rode muche eralted the rapſyng thy 
walles on heyght , and beſpdes that al- 
ſo , defenced thee with another wall, 
that he named Antockia, of Antiochas 
a Romane, who libcrally gaue muche 
- money towarde the repapzyng of the 
rupnes and decapes that were in the, 
Mowe commeth it to paſſe therefoze 
that thou art bzought thus lowe ;: the 
Gentiles haue the rule oner the nowe 
and beſiege the , raſyng ther and ca- 
ſtyng thee downe : pea , they are nowe 
in the mydſte of thee, Wo bee to vs fo; 
our ſinnes , foz the hautpneſle of thy 
ſtrength ts daſhed , thy ſanctuarpe is 
troden vnder the foote , and made a 
ſynke of the blood of ſlapne perſones. 
Dꝛynke now of thy cup(D Hierulalem) 
with thy daughter Sion, d2ynk I ſape 
the cup of veration and griefe together 
with her: fo2 pet the tyme ſhall come 
that viſions ſhall bee reuealed, and re- 
demption allo it ſelfe , that thy 1 
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ſhall retourne to theya coaſtes , with the 
health of they: redeemer. Then ſ halbe 
the tyme of frendſ hippe, and then 
ſhalt thou drynke the cuppe of health 
and conſolation. After this , Titus 
went to vewe what way he myght beſt 
aſſault the citie , and as he deniſcd with 
hym ſelfe,he eſpyed a pl2ine on that ſide 
where the ſepulchze of Jochanan the hye 
pꝛieſt was, whereas he ſtayed a whyle, 
and ſent one of his captaynes that were 
there with hym called Nicanor , to com- 
mon with the Jewes that were vppon 
the walles, to moue them to peace, wyl- 
lyng hym to ſay thus vnto them. 
Frendes, my Loade Titus is deſtrous 
to ſpare pou, and to make a league with 
you , that pe myght be at quiet, and out 
of this daunger of deſtruction, And pk 
you be ſo diſpoſed to conſent therevnto, 
Titus ſhall make a leagne with pou yet 
befoze nyght . Nicanor went and 
ſpake with the people in ſuche wyſe as 
Titus had wylled hym. The Jewes 
gaue hym no woꝛde to aunſwere, but 
helde they2 peace: whercfoze Nicanor 
ſpake vnto them agayne , and as he 
las talkyng vnto them , one from the 
alles 
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walles ſtroke hym with an arrow, and 
kylled hym. MU hercat Titus was ercee- 
dyng wꝛoth that they ſhoulde ſhoote at 
his captapne offeryng them peace, and 
bis death greeued hym maruelouſlpe. 

Wherefoze he commaunded ladders, 
b:akes , pnges, iron rammes, ando⸗ 
ther engines of warre to be bꝛought to 
aſſaulte the towne. So the ſonldiours 
bought an iron ramme to batter the 
walle , and planted it vpon a mount 
accoꝛdyngly. The Jewes ſepng that, 
were ſoze afrapde: wherefoze the thꝛer 
ſeditious captapnes iopned themſelues 
in frendſhippe , and foozthwith opened 
the gates, iſſucd out, and bet the Ro- 
manes from theyz peeces and engins 
that were nowe redy addꝛeſled, ſettyng 
fire on the ramme , ſlynges, and all the 
other engins , a fewe ercepted, whiche 
Titus and his menne ſaued from the 
fire. In this conflicte the men of Alcx- 
andria that ſerned Titus, behaued them 
ſelues lpke tall fellowes in the reſcupng 
of the lynges from the Jewes : pet the 
Jewes pzeuapled, and gate the vpper 
hande of them , tpll Titus came with a 


ſtrong power of picked men to * 


the Alexandrians, whereas twelne of the 
ſtouteſt Jewes were ſlapne. In the ſame 
ſkyꝛmiſhe lehochanan a captapne of tte 
E domites, that came to apde the Jewes, 
was llapne bp an Arabian, that came be⸗ 
hynde hym, and ſtroke hym with an ar⸗ 
rowe, whyles he was talkpng with the 
Romanes that had entreated hym to 
come vnto them. Foz whom the Edo⸗ 
mites mourned and lamented ſoze, fo: 
he was a good man of warre, The nert 
nyght certapne of the ſeditious, chiefcip 
bf lehochanans and Schimeons compa⸗ 
npe, iſſned out, and came to the thzee 
woodden towers that Titus had erected 
befoze the walles, to viewe out of them 
the towne, & to ſee what the Jewes dyd, 
where he had alſo ſet both within and 
without them foz thepz defence, a great 
garriſon of valiaunt ſouldiours. W hoz 
ſoener were npe the tow2es, thoſe the 
Jewes ſlewe, the other fledde ito T itus 
campe. The Romanes that were with- 
in the tow2es knowpna nothyng of the 
matter, and trufiyng to them that were 
ſet about the towꝛes fo2 th'pz ſauegarde, 
ſlept all the nyght. After the Jewrs had 
thus ſlapne the Komanes watche, and 
| P 1 put 
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put them to fight, they came to the 
towꝛes with ſawes, and cut the feete a 
ſunder, ſo that they fell ſodapnelp toge- 
ther with them that were within, which 
were very many, and llewe them euery 
one. Titushearpng the alarme, and the 
craſhyng of the fallyng of the towzes, 
was ſoze afrapde, and all his whole ar- 
mye, and not knowpng what the mat- 
ter was, they durſt not ſturre towarde it: 
ſo the Jewes returned cleare into the 
towne. On the mozowe, Titus bzought 
his whole power to the walles, and 
whyles the Jewes were at theyz conten⸗ 
tions in the towne, he addzeſſed another 
iron Kammec, wherewith he ſodapnely 
ſtrake the vtter wall, and battered it 
thzough. Wrherevpon, the people that 
warded that wall, were fapne to with⸗ 
dzawe them ſelues, within the ſaue⸗ 
garde of the ſeconde wall. Then Titus 
commaunded his ſouldiers to raſe to the 
grounde that wall that he had pearſcd, 
and to carpe awape the ſtones thereof, 
that they ſhoulde be no let noz hyndc- 
raunce to his men. This was the moſte 
ſubſtaunciall and ſtrongeſt wall of all, 
thicker then both the other, ns 
ux 
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buylded by Herode. The Romanes la- 
bourpng earneſtly tn the defacing of the 
vtter wall, were llapne in great num⸗ 
ber by the Jetves from the mpddle wall, 
befoze they coulde finiſhe thepz purpoſe. 
The chicfe of the Jewes, perceaupng 
that Titus had not onlpe taken, but al- 
ſo quite pulled downe the vtter wall, 
and howe there was nowe but two 
walles lefte about the towne, it went 
to theyꝛ heartes, and made them loke 
about them. Theretoꝛe began the ſedi⸗ 
tious nowe, earneſtlp to thinke of vni⸗ 
tie and concozde amongeſt them ſelnes: 
ſo that they denided the towne amon⸗ 
geſt them into thꝛee wardes, lehocha- 
nan was appopnted vnto that warde 
that is on the Nozth part of the temple, 
beſide the Antiochia. That part of the 
towne that was towarde the tombe 
of lochanan the hygh pzieſt, was at- 
tributed to Schimeon. To Eleaſar 
was committed the keppng ok the wall. 
Theſe erhoztpng one another to plape 
the men, dpd valiauntlpe reliſte the 
Romanes : ſo that the conflictes then 
began to be ſoze and harde. The Ko- 
manes foz thepz renowne and fame, 
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lapde on loade: and the Jewes agapne 
ſtucke ſtyfly to theyz defence, ſeyng they 
ende at hande, if they were llacke. Titus 
notve and then crhozted his ſouldiours 
to plap the men, pꝛompſpng them that 
woulde valiauntly make any enterpuſe 
bpon the Jewes, aboundaunce of golde, 
ſpluer, and muche honour withall. 
Then ſtepte foozth one of his ſouldi⸗ 
ours, named Longinus, and put hym 
ſelfe amongeſt the routes of the Jewes 
that were iſſucd out of the towne,where 
be ſlewe a couple of the chicke of them, 
aͤnd ſtraight recouered him ſelfe agaync 
within the arrap of the Romanes.. But 
the Jewes ſhzynkte not from the .Ro- 
manes, fo2 thep were in a feruent rage 
and a wonderfull diſdapne: and to fur- 
ther thepz courage, Schimeon came vn- 
to his men, and cryed vpon them with 
a loude vopce, ſaying, Fo: the reuc⸗ 
rence of God frendes, flee not this day, 
whoſoeuer doth flee, let hym be ſure he 
ſhall dye fo2 it, and his houſe deſtroped. 
Titus alſo admonpſhed his to kepe they; 
araye, and not to geue backe to Schume- 
on, Then went he hym ſelfe to that 


part of the _—_ where lehochanans 
warde 
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warde was, there he cauſed an fron 
Ramme to be planted and bent againſt 
the wall, (foze there was a large plaine.) 
There was at that tyme in Hieruſalem, 
one called Kantor, who gate to hym a 
company of the ſeditious, and ſhotte 
from the walles into the Romancs ar- 
mye, where he flewe verp many, com⸗ 
pellpng the reft to retyze. This Kan- 
tor with nine other tall felowes, where⸗ 
of he was the Decurian, defended one 
part of the tone. Nowe as the Ro- 
manes bended the Ramme to batter the 
wall, Kantor cryed vnto Titus, J be⸗ 
ſeche thee my Loꝛde Titus, be mercy- 
full to this moſte famous citie that is al- 
moſte bette downe alredpe, do not de⸗ 
face it vtterly, but take pitie of the ſanc⸗ 
tuarie that is in it, and deſtrop not the 
habitation of the Lozde God. Titus at 
his requeſt commaunded his men to 
tay and to leaue of batteryng the wall. 
Then ſapde he to Kantor: Come foozth 
hyther to me, and thou ſhalt ſaue thy 
lyfe, J wyll pardon thee, thou ſhalt not 
be deſtroyed. Kantor aunſwered: A 
wyll ſee if J can perſwade theſe my fe- 
Þ i lowes 
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lowes to come with me. But he dpd it 
vpon colour, foznone other cauſe, then 
craftyly to tryflle out tyme, whereby he 
mygbt cauſc Titus to leave of the aſſault 
fa: a whyle. So be ſpake vnto his fe- 
lowes whiche knewe his mynde, that the 
Romanes myght heare: Let vs go 
downe.and flee to the Romane armye, 
Then they dzewe out they2 \wo2des, as 
though they woulde kyll hym, and ftry- 
kyng vpon his harncyes, he fell downe 
to the grounde in the fight of the RKo- 
manes, whiche were ignozaunt of his 
deccyte. Then one of the Komanes let 
flee an arrowe, that wounded Kantor 
vpon the face, and glauncing from hym, 
llewe another that ode by hym . Then 
Kantor crped out, Mhat do pe: wpll 
pe choote at vs that deſpze to be at peace 
with you , whiche pe graunted pour 
ſelues, and nowe wyll bzeake pour pꝛo⸗ 
mile that pe made vnto vs? Js this the 
rewarde my Lode Titus, that thou ren- 
dꝛeſt me, foz gopng about to flee bnto 
thee: that thy ſouldiours ſhall ſhoote at 


me, hearpng me to require W 
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of peace? Nowe therefoze my Lozde⸗ 
map it pleaſe thee to ſende hyther ſome 
man of honour, to whom J maye come 
downe and receaue aſſuraunce of thy 
pꝛompſe, to be as one of thyne owne 
men. Titus thpnkyng he ment good 
fapth , ſpake vnto Joſeph, wyttyng 
hym to go and make peace with the 
Jewe in his name, then to bzyng hym 
vnto hym, that he myght kynde ſaue⸗ 
garde of his lpfe, from the common de- 
ſtruction, Joſeph aunſwered: Why 
wylt thou ſende me: what haue J of- 
fended thee? haue J not euer done thee 
true and fapthfyll ſeruice⸗ ZTherefoze 
ik thou beare me any good wpll oz fa- 
nour, ſende me not vnto hym whom A 
tan not truſt; Foz Joſeph miſtruſted 
ſome ſubtiltie, knowyng Kantor afoze, 
Do Titus ſent one captapne Iiarus, who 
ſayde vnto Kantor: come downe and 
let vs go together to Czlars ſonne. 
Kantor deſired hym to holde ab2ode his 
tloke lappe, that he myght hurle hym 
downe his monep that he had there, 
(leſt the Jewes perceaupng it, woulde 
take it from hym) and then he woulde 
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come downe. And as Iiarus helde vp. . 
his lap to receaue the money that Kan. 
tor ſpake of, Kantor with all his mpght 
cat downe a great tone, whiche 11arus 
eſpipng, lept aſpde and auopded: but it 
lyght vpon one of his kelowes and lewe 
bym. Titus was wonderfull wzoth at 
this, and foozthwith planted pet ano⸗ 
ther iron Ramme agapnſt the wall, and 
at length lapde it flat vpon the grounde. 
Then commaunded Titus to make fyzes 
about the wall, whereas the Jewes 
ſhoulde eſcape by. Kantor ſeyng that, 
woulde haue fled, and as he made haſte 
to ſcape the fyzes, the wayght of his ar- 
mour bare hym downe into the fp2e,and 
there he dyed, moze deſy2ous of death, 
then lpfe. Zhen entred the Romanes 
within the ſeconde wall, agaynſt whom 
the ſeditions iſlued and fought with ſuch 
vehement fozce, that they pꝛeuapled as 
gapnſt thepz enempes, ſlewe manp of 
the Romanes, and fo:ccd the reſt to re- 
tyꝛe vnto the kpzſt wall that they had 
beaten downe afoze, In this ſkyamiſhe 
Titus hym ſelfe toke a bowe, and ſhot at 
the Jewes in ſuche wyle, that not one 
of his arrowes were ſpent in * 
| u 
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but that it dyd ſome anojaunce vnto the 
Jewes. The Jewes notwithſtandpng 
gaue them the repulſe from the towne, 
and they were not able to make they2 
partie good with them. Mithin foure 
dapes after, came vnto Titus a newe 
ſupplpe of ſouldiours out of all quarters 
fo; to aide the Romanes, by whoſe helpe 
they pꝛeuapled agapnſt the Jewes at 
ſuche tymes as thep iſſaed out of the 
towne , and conſtrapned them to with- 
dꝛawe them ſelues within the walles. 
Pet Titus pitipng the miſerable ſtate 
of the Citie , Temple , and people of 
the Loꝛde, at that tyme commaunded 
his people to withdzawe themſelncs 
from the walles , and to leaue of the 
aſſaulte foz a whple : that be myght of- 
fer peace vnto the Jewes , to ſe pt they 
woulde nowe bee content to ſubmitte 
themlelues vnto the Romanes:, to 
haue quiet and reſt without daunger of 
deſlruction . UWherefoze he gaue them 
truce fo2 fiue dapes. And vppon the fift 
dape he came to the gate of the Citie, 
wheras he ſtrapght way eſpied Schime- 
on and Ichochanan together, pzeparyng 
fire to deſtrope the Kowanes emgyns 
= * 0 
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of warre : fo2 all the Jewes had agreed 
together with one accoꝛd and one mind, 
ſtyll to withſtande the Romans Mher⸗ 
foze Titus perceaupng the Jewes to bee 
ſo deſperatly ſet, that they had euen vo- 
wed theyz lpues to death: he began to 
Offer and pꝛopoſe vnto them conditions 
of peace, and ſharpely to repzoue. and 
blame theyz obſtinate ſtubburnes, ſap⸗ 
ing: J haue nowe wonne two of pour 
walles, and pe haue but one left. Ther⸗ 
 foze, if you wyll continue ſtyll in this 
ſelfe wylled frowardnes : what wyll ye 
do (moſte miſerable creatures) when as 
J ſhall atchine alſo the thyzde wall, and 
quite deſtrop pour citie, pullyng downe 
pour temple and all. Uhy do pe not 
rather fauour, and ſpare pour owne 
lpues, pour wines and chyldzen? But 
the Jewes ſet vpon a ſolemne obſli- 
nacie „ woulde in no wyle heare Titus 
ſpeake. Zherefoze Titus ſent Joſeph to 
declare his mynd vnto them in Pebzue, 
that they myght ſafely credite his pꝛo⸗ 
miles, and the peace that was offred. 
Joſeph therefoze went, and ſtode ouer 
agaynlt the gate , kepyng hpmlelfe a 
loofe of, fo; he was afrayve to come = 
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the wall, knowyng that the people ha- 
ted hym, becauſe he had velded hymlelle 
to the Romanes. He called therfoze vn- 
to them aloude : hearken all ye Yebzues 
and Jewes , J wyll declare vnto you 
that, that ſhall bee to your commo- 
ditie. Then the people gaue eare 
vnto Joſeph , who ſpake 
vnto them in this 
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A. 7 Oration of loſephnst 
the Citizens of Hiery- 
ſalem. 


|} this (good peo⸗ 
4 — ot Hieruſa⸗ 
We [1 le) haue fonght 
I ſo earneſtlpe, 
whyles your 
cities were pet 
ſtandyng, and 
— pour lande re⸗ 

pleniſhed with people, ere euer this mil⸗ 
chiete had lighted vpon you, Nowe that 
with murders and ſlaughters amongeſt 
pour ſelues, you deſtroped one another, 
and polluted the temple of the ſanctuary 
with the blood of the murthered , haue 
not ſpared your owne lyues, pou are be- 
come few in number, a {mall ſozt of you 
left: what hope haue pou to pꝛeuaple:a⸗ 
gaine,you haue ſtirred here and pzouo- 
ked a valiaunt Nation , whiche is ruler 
ouer all people, and hath ſubdued all o⸗ 
ther landes, whiche alſo hath thoſe na- 
tions in lubiection vader them, whiche 
ſometyms 
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ſometyme raigned ouer pou. Beſpdes 
this, yon wage battaple with the Ro? 
manes without all diſcretion oz wyſe⸗ 
dome, without any remozs of this moſt 
famous citie , without any reuth of the 
fanctuarye of the Lozde , without anye 
compaſſion of pour owne lyues. Ney- 
ther pet do pon fozlake pour purpoſe: foz 
J perceaue pon to continue in this ſame 
ſcife wpil to withſtande the Romances 
ſtill, which isnothyng els, then to ſpzede 
abꝛode this calamitie fur ther, both vpon 
the people of God, and vpon his holpe 
temple . Albeit J am not afrapde oneipe 
foz this holpe temple, and moſt renon- 
med citie , leſt it ſhould be raced and de- 
ſtroped: but foꝛ the ſacrifices and burnt 
offringes leſt they ſhould ceaſſe, as the 
dayly ſacrifice is ceaſſed. And why: Foz 
we haue ſinned againſt our Lozde God. 
Wherefoze is his ſhadowe departed 
from vs: becauſe that in this ſame tem- 
ple we haue kept warres, makyng it an 
habitation of the wicked, a tabernacle of 
(editions perſons:pea, euen the miniſters 
and holye men of God haue pe murthe⸗ 
red, and within the walles of the temple 
haue pe ſhed innocent blood without 
meaſure. 
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meaſure . Sec nowe (deare bꝛethzen) 

marke what ozdinaunce , what engins, 

what inſtrumentes of deſirucfon, are 
addꝛeſſed to beate downe the temple, the 

fire is alredye kyndled to ſet a fire the 

ſanctuarie: And loe euen your very ene- 
mies are ſo pitifull of pour Temple, that 
they woulde not haue it defaced. But 
pou (deare bzethzen and frendes ,) why 
are you ledde with no remozſe of pour 
ſclues, that your enemies mape once re- 
mdue from you theſe engins of warres: 
What haue you now left to truſt vnto, 
when as two of your walles are alredy 
battered downe, and one onelpe remay- 
neth: You will ſaye peraduenture, we 
put not our truſte in our walles , but in 


our God, long yenot aware that your 


God hath long agone geuen you our, 
and hath turned hym to pour enemies, 
becauſe they haue with greater honour 
and renerence wo:ſhipped his name, 
then we whiche rebeilionſly are fallen 
awaye from hym: WherefozeG DD 
aſſiſteth not vs, but our enemies: inſo⸗ 
muche, that ercept it bee in ſuche coun- 
treys, whereas eyther foz extreme colde 


of the one ſyde , oz exteedyng heate — 
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the other, no man is able to abpde ! all 
Landes, all Nations are under theyz 

dominion, Tell me, J pꝛap you, what 
expectation haue pon , ſepng od hath 
made them a terrour vnto all nations 
vppon the earth, who ſcrueth them. 
UWhy wyll not you obey them, that your 
mape lpue,and not perpſhe⸗ Do yon wot 
conſider , it is come to thep2 turne to 
rule oner all , that God hath committed 
dominion bnto them, and apded them 
with his aſſiſtauncee Remember pou 
not howe God in tymes paſt ayded the 
Egpptians, inſomuche that they obtey⸗ 
ned the dominion ouer all the whole 
wozlde 2 but afterwarde departed from 
them, and aſſiſted yon to get the ſong» 
raintie ouer other nations? After that 
fozſoke pou agapne, and gaue the Em⸗ 
pire vnto the Chaldeis , Aſsirians and 
Perſians, which raigned farre and wyde 
oner many countreps : owe alſo hath 
he geuen them ouer , and helpeth the 
Romanes theſe many peres, ſo that 
they beare rule ouer all: It yon wyll ob⸗ 
lete and lape. To what entent ſhoulde 
G O D geue the dominion vnto the 
Romanes , oz other Nations ouer the 
wozlde, 
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woꝛlde, and ouer his enheritaunce any 
people alſo, whiche is an holpe people, a 
pecultar and ſpeciall nation of all the 
earth: Shoulde pou not be aſhamed to 
ſay this with what diſcretion can pou 
wonder at this,knowyng that all man- 
kynd one and other, are the handywozke 
of Cod, who eralteth whom he lypſte, 
and whom he lyſte he thzuſteth downe⸗ 
Pe ſaye pe bee the childzen of God, and 
his pꝛoper poſſeſſion, and ye aſpire to 
the ſoueraintie: therefoze it can not bee 
that God ſhoulde determine anp thyng 
vppon pon by chaunce, foztune , oz ſo⸗ 
dapne anger and diſpleaſure, J graunt. 
But wot pe what: The ſhadolve 02 pꝛo⸗ 
tection of the Lozde hath fozſaken you, 
becauſe of pour finnes and tranſqreſſi 
ons agaynſt the temple and his holy mi⸗ 
niſter s. Powe then can yon ſtap vppon 
his helpe, when as he hath withdzawen 
his louyng countenaunce from pou, and 
pour ſinnes haue made a denozce be- 
twene you and hym? Oh mp deore chil- 
dꝛen and bzethzen , let neuer this imagi⸗ 
nation enter into pour heartes, foꝛ it ſhal 
nothyng auaple pou. Why wyll you 


my deare bzethzen and frendes , make 
| warre 
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warre vpon the Romanes when as 
they are lozdes oner nations, and haue 
pearced theſtreates of India, and of all 
Illes of the ſea, euen to the great Ocean 
ſca, and from thence to all the partes of 
the Caſt, whoſe dominion extendeth to 
the extreame partes of the earth? Pea, 


euen to Bzitaine, and oucr all Scot- tene 


lande, whiche is enuironned on cuerp 
ſpde with ſeas, whoſe people is huge 
lpke Giauntes, of a bigge ſtature, and of 
à mightie courage, moſte expert archers, 
and valiaunt ſouldiours in battaple. 
To whom when the captayne of the 
Romanes came, they gaue hym the re- 
pulſe, and woulde not be ſubdued: but 
when the painces of the Romanes came, 
they bzought them into ſubiection and 
ſeruitude vnder the Romanes, But pou 
ſay (my bzcthzen and frendes) you wyll 
rather all dye, then ſerue the pzinces of 
the Gentiles : and that death is better 
fo: pou then lyfe, to be dzyuen to ſeg 
with pour epes the calamities of the 
lancuarie and people of God. Searche 
the hyſtozies and Chꝛonicles from the 
tyme of pour auncetours. When was 
there euer any tyme wherein pou were 
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frce from the poke of the Gentiles : Do 
pou not knowe that Iacob our father of 
wozthy memozie, who was alwayes 
with God,and God with hym, toke his 
fourney into Egypt, to be a ſtraunger in 
a ſtraunge land amongeſt a pzoude kind 
of people, left he, his chyldzen,houtſholdc, 
und cattell, ſhould periſhe with hanger? 
There he had with hym his. xu. ſonnes, 
whiche he had begotten, and dwelt there 
alſo with his ſmall familie, fo2 feare of 
the greenous famine that was at that 
tymc. Remember you not when that 
Iudas with his bzethzen went downe in- 
to Cgypt, howe loſcph was moued as 
a ſtraunger to picke a quarell againſt his 
bzethzen, to bzyng them into bondage, 
bearpng pet in his mynde what iniurie 
they had done hym 2 Wherefoze ſome of 
them he caſte in pzyſon, and handeled 
them at his pleaſure with craftie accu» 
ſations, eſpecially Inda, who was the 
chiefe amongeft them, of whom all the 
Fewes toke theyzname, who if he had 
ben ſo diſpoſed, had ben able to lay lo- 
ſeph at his foote a thouſande tymes, not 
knowyng hym to be loſeph. TWhere- 
koze when he was ſo roughly and ſo 

ſharpely 
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ſharpely taunted of hym, he myght haue 
kylled hym in his rage. Foz he was a 
verp bolde man and a hardie, and of a 
noble courage, whiche ſurely had not 
fozced a ryſhe to haue lapne that Egyp⸗ 
tian, and mo to of his fellowes. Not- 
withſtandyng he dpd not ſo, but contra⸗ 
rie, ſubmitted hym ſelfe vnder the poke 
of Ioſeph, called hym his Loꝛd and good 
maiſter,ſuppoſing him to be ſome Egyp⸗ 
tian, humbled him ſclfe befoze hym, to 
obtapne his petition, and to get cozne, 
leſt his father, his bꝛethꝛen, and thepꝛ fa- 
milie ſhoulde dye foz hunger. WMhat 
ſhoulde J ſay of Ioſeph, ſo beautifull, ſo 
wyle and wittie a man;was not he faine 
to ſerne in Pharaos houſe, wherein al⸗ 
though his wpſdome was well knowen, 
inſomuche that Pharao ſet moze by hym, 
then by al the noble men that were then 
alpue, was alſo called lozde great mai⸗ 
ſter, and Pharaos father: neuertheleſſe, he 
humbly beſought Pharao that he myght 
luſtapne his father and bꝛethzen with 
bead, knowyng that at that tyme the 
dominion belonged to Pharao and his 
people, bepng genen them of GOD. 
And although pk Ioſeph had lyſte to re- 

2 turne 
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turne into the lande of Canaan, with all 
his fathers whole honſholde , without 
Pharaos leaue: no man coulde haue let- 
ted hym to do it, koz he bare the greateſt 
= at that tyme in Egppt, pet dpd he 
not ſo. Beniamin alſo was lykened to a 
rauening woole fo his fearcenes, when 
he was fetched agapne by fozce of lo- 
ſephes ſtewarde, kapnyng a lpe vpon 
hym, howe chaunced he did not kyll him? 
Oz els when he alone purſued Bemamin 
and his other bzethzen: could not he if he 
bad liſt haue ſlapne the felowe, and buri⸗ 
ed hym, ſo that the matter ſhonlde neuer 
haue come to lyght . Notwithſtandyng 
they dyd nothyng ſo noz ſo : but Iudas 
wylely waying the exaltations and de- 
iections, the pꝛomotions and diſgra- 
cinges, with the common courſes of the 
Wolde: retourned agapne with his bze- 
th2en into the citie, went to loſeph and 
beſought hym, vntyll his bowels were 
moued to pitie, and he was knowen of 
his bꝛethzen. All theſe thinges doth the 
moſte holp lawe of the Lozde rehearſe 
vnto vs, and putteth vs in mynde of, fo; 
this intent, that we map learne to beare 
log neceſlities ſake, the yoke of hym — 
hat 
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hath the pꝛeeminence and rule fo2 his 
tyme. Neyther let any judge oz thinke 
that Joſeph offended God, in that he ſub⸗ 
mitted hym ſelfe vnder the poke of Pha- 
rao } foz it is no ſhame fo2a wyple man 
to crouche vnto hym, whole helpe he 
ſtandeth in neede of, whatſoeuer he be, 
muche moze ik he be a kyng o2 a Loꝛde. 
Do pe not knowe that our fathers were 
in bondage to kyng Pharao in Egypt⸗ 
But after the Lo2de remembzed the co- 
nenaunt that he made with our fathers, 
and had determined to leade them out 
of Egypt: he ſent Poples our maiſter of 
famous memozie, his angeill, his cho- 
ſen, who knewe the Lozde to be with 
hym, whereby he was able to deſtrope 
whoſocuer dyd ryſe agapnſt hym. Ne- 
uertheleſſe, when he came to Pharaos 
pꝛeſence, who then bare rule in Egypt, 
he ſhewed not hym ſelfe in armes, but 
rather with thunder and haple, that 
Pharao might well perteaue and knowe, 
God was the Loꝛde. But at what tyme 
as Pharao oppzeſſed the Iſraelites to 
ſoze, our maiſter Popſes by Gods helpe, 
bzought them out of Egypt, with a 
lkrong hand and a ſtretched foozth arme, 
Z if agayall 
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agaynſt the Egyptians, whom he pu- 
niſhed with continuall plagues, by that 


meanes deliuerpng the {ſraelites ont of 


the handes of thep2 loꝛdes and mailters, 
and bzyngyng them to the mounte of 
God, made them hepꝛes of all goodnes, 
that is to ſay,of the moſte holy lawe of 
God, And after loſua had ſubdued the 
holp lande to the Iſraelites, and that they 
inhabited it, there chaunced vnto our fa- 
thers,tymes of aduerſities, as it is men- 
tioned in the bookes of the pꝛophetes, ſo 
that they were conſtrapned to ſerue the 
kyng of Aſchur a long ſeaſon, and the 
kynges of Perſia, to the Chaldeis alſo 
were we in bondage, although not ve- 
rye greeuous, but tollerable. Mozeouer, 
with other kynges ok the Gentiles we 
had warres, and ſometpmes we were 
put to foples, ſometpmes we had the vp- 
perhande, Nowe therefoze my bze- 
thꝛen, tell me, what ſhame were it to you 
if you were ſubiect to the Romanes? 03 
what are pou to be compared to other 
nations that be vnder theyz dominion ? 
Do you not ſce that the Romanes 
raigne ouer pour enempes, and beare 


rule oner them that ſometpmes were 
your 
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pour maiſters and haters : Mere it not 
rcaſon.that you ſhould loue them, which 
haue bꝛought downe pour enemies, 
and reuenged pon of them? Mhiche 
notwithſtandpng you haue nothpng at 
all done, but rather haue hates them, 
as men voyde of all — with⸗ 
out waping and conſidering, that ſince 
the tyme pe were vnder them, pe haue 
alwapes lyued in moſte quietneſſe and 
peace. J my ſelte when J withſtode the 
Romanes in Galilee, knewe very well 
that J ſhould be ouercommed at length, 
but J coulde do nothyag foz the ſediti⸗ 
ous perſons that were with me, whiche 
woulde in no wyle folowe mp coun- 
ſaple ; pea, it ſtode me in hande to take 
heede of myne owne perſon, that J were 
not killed of them, after à had once coun⸗ 
ſelled and moued them to geue vp the 
towne , Wherefoze ſeyng the matter 
ſtoode ſo, and God knewe my heart: J 
thought beſt to fight agapnſt the Ko⸗ 
manes as J mought, and when occaſion 
ſcrued to eſcape to the Romanes, to take 
it, Further, when J was in the caue 
with my fourtie companions, J had ben 
loſte and vndone, had not God geuen 
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me conncell, makyng me a way to eſ⸗ 
cape and ſauce my lyfe. Foz they had al- 
moſt ſlapne me, becauſe J gaue them 
councell to pelde them lelues to the Ko- 
manes, and to obey them. Foz J ſawe 
this was the tyme foz the Romanes to 
beare rule, and that God had appopn⸗ 
ted them to be Lozdes ouer all nations. 
Foz this is his maner, lyke as aboue he 
bath made ſome to be rulers ouer other 
ſome: euen ſo beneath alſo he hath ſet 
rulers oner the kynges of the earth. 
Who can controll hym that is ſtronger 
then he? The Romances at this pze- 
ſent haue the dominion ouer all landes 
and people, ouer the Egyptians, Aſſiri- 
ans, Perſians, and Chaldeis, (to enery 
one of theſe yon haue ben in bondage) 
and cuer other nations alſo, whiche ne⸗ 
uerthelefſe, tyll theyz grounde, ſowe, 
mowe,plant,and gather in they2 kruites: 
and who hath the pzofit of theſe goodes 
and labour but the Nomanes who 
whyles the other tople and trauaple, 
lpue in peace and reſt them ſclues- 
Wherefoze marke this alſo my bzc- 
thzen: the kynges of Macedonia once 
had the rule of the whole wozlde, om 
any 
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allp in the tyme of Ale xander of Mace- 
donia: but at this dape they2 empire is 
taken from them, and they are become 
ſubiectes to the Romanes. They when 
the Romanes firlt ſet vpon them , were 
verp hauty and cope, determined to re⸗ 
ſiſt the Romanes : Rot withſtandpng 
they were oucrcome of the Romanes, 
and are vnder theyz ſubiection at this 
day, What ſhould J ſpeake of the people 
of the Philiſtines , whiche heretofoze al- 
wayes haue vered and anoped pou: doth 
not the meaneſt amongeſt all the pzin- 
ces of the Romanes beare rule ouer 
them! What hope then baue pou to eſ⸗ 
tape, when pe knowe the Philiſtines 
were euer ſtronger then you , and you 
were oftentymes onercome of them: as 
fo; example, Saule pour king was ſlaine 
by them. But you wyll ſap, Dauid the 
anopnted of the Lozd of Jſrael , pulled 
them downe , and b:ought them into 
ſubiection. Wote pe what: then God lo⸗ 
ked vpon you with a fauourable counte- 
naunce, and fought pour battaples hym 
ſeife ; but at this dape he is in no wyle 
pꝛeſent with you , foz he hath turned a- 
way his countenaunce of ſaluatid from 
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vou, becauſe yon haue ſinned agaynſt 
hym And whiche of you can ſay he hath 
intelligence of the ſecrete of the Lozde, 
oz hath receaued any ſuch watch wozd, 
as God gaue at that tyme vnto Dauid⸗ 
V Vhen thou ſhalt heare a ſounde of 
mouyng in the toppes of the Mulbery 
trees , then ſhalt thou ſet forwarde , for 
then ſhall the Lord go forth before thy 
face to ſmite the tentes and campes of 
the Philiſtines, Whoſoener (J ſap) hath 
knowledge of any ſuche token, let hym 
reuele it to his neyghbour , and J could 
well conſent to folowe it. But ſepng 
there is no ſuch thing,hearken vnto me 
my deare bzethzen, come and ſerue the 
Romanes in peace and tranquillitie. Jt 
ſhalbe no diſhoneſtie fo; you , with the 
kynges of Perſia to be ſabiect to the Ro⸗ 
mannes: they that ſomtyme were pour 
maiſters, hall be now your fclowes and 
companions. But if you wyll perleuer 
and ſtande in your opinion ſtoll, J wyll 
enter into this diſcourſe with pou: Tell 
me 1 pzay you when were euer your 
auncetours fre , when were they not 
entangled with the warres of the Gen⸗ 
tiles,and the dominion of their * 
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Had yon not euer the vicozy from the 
tyme you came out of Egypt vntyll the 
reigne of Saule the ſonne of Cis: So long 
as the Loꝛd was your kyng, vou were in 
bondage to no man, pou ſerued God as 
your onely kyng. But after that pour 
euyll and cozrupt deſire ſtirred yon to be 
pꝛke of the Lozde, & leſt he ſhould reigne 
alone, to choſe a man to haue the domi⸗ 
nion over pou,accozdpng as the cuſtome 
was in other nations (J meane Saule 
the ſonne of Cis, and the other kynges 
euerp one)then ſerued pou hym,yon and 
pour ſonnes, and the chiekeſt of pou be- 
came his miniſters, your goodlyeſte 
daughters were made his confectiona- 
ries, his cookes, and his bakers. After 
Saule, reigned Dauid, of wozthy me⸗ 
mozy , who ruled ouer many nat ions. 
But euen he allo bzought you into bon⸗ 
dage, and put diners of you to death, to 
latiſfie his pleaſure withall. He beyng 
dead, you ſerued Solomon his ſonne, 
who neuer a whyt leſle then the other, 
even as he lyſted exerciſed dominion 
ouer pou: healſo toke vp pour ſonnes 
t daughters, and made them his ſflaucs. 


After, this came other moſte wicked 
kynges: 
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kypnges: ſo that from that tyme pour 


countrey began to go to wꝛacke, and he 
that was the beſt amongeſt them was 
Rehoboam,which ſayd vnto vou: my fa- 
ther cozrected you with whippes , but 
J wpll ſcourge you with Scozpions. 
And ſo dyd the reſt of the kynges, which 
raigned after hym : very few of them 
pleaſed God. All thother wzought ab- 
homination, not one of them dpd anye 
good, oz raigned in the feare of the loꝛd. 
And in this maner remapned the Em⸗ 
py2e long tyme with you , vntyll the 
kynges of 'Chaldca came. and led pou 
captine into Babylon, where as vou 
were kept vntyll Choreſches tyme, kyng 
of Perſia , who ſent you agayne into 
pour countrey with a wonderfull deale 
of golde and ſpluer, with great honour, 
which was counted vnto hym foz righ- 
tcoulnes. After Choreſches death, roſe 
agaynlt you the moſt wicked kynges of 
Grece, who warryng vppon yoa , gaue 
you great ouerth2zowes, vntpll God ſtir⸗ 
red vp the ſpirites of certapne ſage 
pꝛieſtes of the ſtock of Chaſmonani, that 


reuenged your iniuries. At that tyme 


ou were bzethzen and frendes with - 
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Romanes, and frendſhip grew betwirt 
you manye peres. After that you fell 
from the ſtocke of Chaſmonani, whichs 
had delinered pou : and choſe one whoſe 
name was Yerode , who oppꝛeſſed you 
grenouſly . After hym ſucceeded Arche- 
laus his ſonne , he pet taped a ſozer poke 
vpon yon:wherefoze fallpng from hym, 
pe pꝛoteſted neuer after to ſerue the 
kynges of luda. Do goyng to the Ko- 
manes , willpnglp you ſubmitted pour 
ſelues vnder theyz ſubicction ,to ſerue 
Auguſtus the emperour, who o2dzed you 
gentylly. Hym vou ſerued as other na⸗ 
tions dpd, and it was to your pꝛayſe, be- 
tauſe pe were vnder a good gouernour. 
Lherfoze now m bzethzen and childzen 
of my people , what meane you at this 
pꝛeſent, that you haue determined to 
dye,and do not rather ſpare pour ſelues 
and your childz?z Conſider J beſech you 
the thynges that grow vpon the earth, 
and al lining creatures, beaſtes, woꝛmes 
that crepe vppon the grounde , fowles 
of the apze , and kyſhes of the ſea: Do 
you not ſee howe euer the ſtronger hath 
the dominion ouer the weaker? nepther 


is it any rebuke oz ſhame foz the _—_— 
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to gene place and obey that whiche is 
ſtronger. Foz the Dre and Goate are in 
awe of the Lion, the Ramme and the 
Ewe of the Woolfe , the Cowe and the 
Lambe feare the Beare, the Goate the 
Libard,the Hauke is afrapd of the Egle, 
the Done of the Hauke. Map the ma⸗ 
ner of beaſtes and by2des amongſt their 
owne kynde , you ſhall ſ& euer the big⸗ 
ger and ſtronger to be maiſter oner the 
leſſe and weaker, And ſo in all other 
thynges,the ſtronger ſet them ſelues be- 
foze the weaker alwayes . UWUherefoze 
pe moztall men learne pe hereat: dyd 
not one God make all thynges, and he 
hym lſelfe hath dominion ouer them all: 
Notwithtandyng all thynges are ſo 
knit together amongi them ſelues, that 
no one thing ca ſtand without another, 
But he that holdes vp all thyngs, is the 
bleſled God, who pf he liſt can bzing the 
all into duſt agapne, his name be extold 

foʒ euer. Take example J pzay pou of 
the partes of the whole wozld, you ſhall 

ſe one part to be in ſubiedion, an other 

to beare rule. Be not the to ſtiffe necked 

toperuert the naturall courſes of the 

wozlde , but rather let pour "—_ — 
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low the cauſes and enentes of the ſame: 
which pk you do, pon ſhalbe eſteemed fo2 
wiſe men. Now then my deare countre- 
men, neuer thynke it ſhame foz you to 
ſerue the Romanes: it is tyme foz you 
nowe to returne to the Lozd with pour 
whole hearte , and then euen pou alſo 
ſhall hane the dominion ouer other na- 
tions,acco2dyng to pour deſpze, This 
ſhall then come to paſſe , when pou fo- 
lowe your Lozde God With all pour 
ſtrength. Therkoze neuer thynke that 
the Romanes , whiche haue rule ouer 
you at this dap, are of leſte power then 
other people that heretofoze haue had 
the dominion ouer pon. Fo? they are a 
mightie nation, their Empire and rule 
ouer other people they haue fro aboue, 
as J haue pꝛoued to you by the ſimili⸗ 
tudes of bzuite beaſtes, which accoꝛding 
to nature beare rule one oner an other. 
Notwithſtanding,in mankynd it ſhould 
neuer haue come to paſſe , that the big- 
ger ſhoulde ſo haue the dominion ouer 
the lefſe , vnleſſe foz theyz ſinnes, fo? 
the whiche they are ſo puniſhed , that 
one is compelled to bowe his neck vn- 
der anothers poke. Howe therfoze my 

e deare 
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deare people, take humilitie and mcke- 


nes bnto you , neuer couet to alter the 
lawe or nature, but rather reccaue my 
woꝛdes and folow my counſell, obey the 
Romanes , pzeſt and redp to make a 
league with you , accozdyng to they? 
bountifulneTTe , that pou may line and 
do full well. When Joſeph the pzieſt 
had ſpoken theſe thynges in the hearing 
of the citizins of Pieruſalem , they burſt 
out and wept, gnaſhed with thepz teeth, 
and rayled at Joſeph oucr the walles, 
hurlpng ſtones and dartes at hym to 
haue kylled hym. Therkoze when Jo- 
ſeph ſawe that they woulde not folowe 
his counſaple,but were ſo ſtyffe necked, 
he began to rebuke them moſt ſharpely, 
crying vnto them in this wyſe. Woe to 


all frowarde people, and ſuch as rebel! 
agaynlt the Lo2de God: what meane ye 


pou wꝛetches, what haue pe to leane 
vnto that pe are ſo ſtubburne, when as 
neuertheleſſe the Lozde is gone from 
von:? Fo2 you are wicked people, and 
haue ſinned agapnſt hym. Howe can 
pour ſinnes be purged, whiche pe haue 
committed in the temple of the Lozde 
by ſheadpng of innocent blood made 
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all mercy 2 Be are moſte qyltic, fo2 pe 
haue fought in the temple and ſancua- 
rie of the Loꝛde, pe haue defyled it with 
the dead bodpes of them whom pe haue 
llapne in the myddeſt thereof, Beſides 
that, ye haue ſuſpended and vnhalowed 
the name of the Lozde, with pour figh- 
tinges, makyng warres vpon pour Sab⸗ 
both dap, vpon pour ſolemne and leſti⸗ 
uall dapes. Tell me nowe pe frowarde 
rebelles: whether dy d euer pour fozefa- 
thers pꝛeuaple agapnſt thepz enempes 
with ſpeare and ſhielde, oz rather with 
pꝛaper, penaunte, and purencſle of heart, 
wherewith they ſerued God, and agapne 
he deliuered them e But yon, what haue 
ve to truſt vnto, when as pe are vnfayth- 
full ? Pour ſhadowe and pꝛoteution is de⸗ 
parted from yon, and pour Lozde God 
apdeth pour enemies, whoſe power be 
maintapneth to deſtroy you, It you ima⸗ 
dine to be deliuered with pour ſwozdes 
and ſpeares, pon are foully deceaued, 
whereas God woulde not that pe ſhould 
eſcape the hands of pour enemies. Open 
pour epes, and ſee what Dauid the an⸗ 
noynted of the Lozde ſapde: tor the 
Lorde wyll ſaue neyther by ſworde nor

ſpeare. Call to pour remembaunee (pe 
derp footes)A braham pour father which 
begat pon , by what meanes he over- 
tame Pharao the kyng of Tappt, who 
violently had taken away Sara his wpfc 
from hym : ſurelp none other wap dyd 
he obtapne the vicozic, then by pꝛaper 
vnto the Loꝛde, who ſtparcd the ſpirite of 
Pharao, and put him in mynde to reſloze 
hym his wyke Sara cleane and vndefiled, 
Abraham was quiet in bis bed, and at 
reſt from all troubles: but Pharao that 
great loꝛde and ruler, he was punpſhed 
in the meane leaſon with great plagues, 
becauſe of Sata whom he had taken to 
hym by violence to de floure her, whiche 
God woulde not ſuffer, but rather vn- 
couered Pharaos fleſhe, that he was faine 
to ſhewe the ſecrete partes of his body to 
phiſitions, to ſ& if thcp could heale them. 
But who can cure thinfirmities whiche 
God ſendes, oꝛ who knowes his intents? 
Fo2 who knewe that Ieſchaciahus byles 
coulde be healed with a plaſter of figges, 
o2 Naman Sirus lepzie, with the waters 
of lordane, oz the bytter waters with 
to:zmwood 2 Wherefoze when as no 


man could cure Pharao, he was glad and 
fayne 
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fayne to ſpeake Abraham fapꝛe, and to 
intreate hym to pꝛap bnto God to take 
away from hym this plague, and fo by 
bis pꝛaper Pharao reconered. Zhen 
Pharao appareled Sara in pꝛecious gar- 
mentes, gauc her gyftes, both golde and 
ſpluer, and pꝛecious ſtones, and ſent her 
home honeſt, pure, and holy to Abraham, 
lying then in his owne hbuſe, Iſaac al⸗ 
ſo when he was dzyuen out by Abime- 
lech kyng of the Philiſtines; and had 
with hym the bonde ſeruauntes of his 
fathers houſholde;to the number of. viii. 
handzeth and, xviii. with whom Abra- 
ham had diſcomfited fiue kynges; beſpde 
many other mo of his familie, ſo that he 
had ben ſtrong inough to haue inuadced 
the Philiſtines ; per he woulde not do it; 
but with all meckeneſle and humilitie, 
he vſed hym ſelfe towarde the kyng of 
that countrey. Potwithſtandyng, after 
he was d2yuen out of that lande, the 
Philiſtines came vnto hym, and entrca- 
ted hym, ſaping: We perceaue the 
Lozde GDD is with thee. tc. as it is 
wzytten in the ſcripture What ſhall 
we ſay of lacob when he fled from the 
p;eſence of his bzother Eſau, he carped 
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nothyng with hym but a bare Caffe, 
wherewith he paſſed ouer the rpuer Joz⸗ 
dane, as it is waitten : With my ſtafte 
paſſed J this Jozdan. His neccfſaries 
that he toke with hom foz his teurney, 


— waspzaper, wherewith he made all his 


warres. That was it foz the whiche 
God aſſifted him, when he went away 
to Laban, and when he returned from 
hym, when alſo he was deliuered out of 
the handes of his bzother Eſau that 
ſought to kyll hym. Pozeouer, by the 
wap as he returned, when he wꝛaſtled 
with a certatne man and ouercame him, 
Oh Lo2de, who is able to number the 
mercyes of the Lo2de,and the maruailcs 
whiche he wꝛought with our fathcrs of 
wozthy memozte, Abraham, Iſaac, and 
Iacob: What ſhould J ſpeake of Moylcs 
our ſhepheard, the man of God, that fea- 
red the crueltie of Pharao, vntyll he wzpt 
in the la we, that he had called the nam 
ol his ſonne Eliaſar: foz he ſapd, the God 
of his father helped hym, and delinered 
hym ont of the handes of Pharao, And 
when he came befoze Pharao to deliver 
Aſracl out of his handes, and to leade 
them out of Egypt: what thing cls oucr- 
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tame he the tiraunt withall, then with 
pꝛaper: Did he not ouerthꝛowe the pꝛide 
of Pharao and his charmers, onlye with 
the rod of the Loꝛde, whiche he had with 
hym 2: Mherwith alſo hc (mote Egypt 
with ten plagues,and deuided the ſea in⸗ 
to. xii. pathes 2 And at the red ſea Moy- 
ſes reſiſted not Pharao and his hoaſt 
with fozce of armes, but with pꝛaper: 
wherfoze Pharao and all his were dzow- 
ned in the botome ofthe ſea. But Moy- 
ſes ſang a ſong of pꝛapſe vnto our God, 
whple the ſouldiours of the Egpptians 
perylhed, that came agapuſt Moyles and 
the people of Jſracl with weapons, hoz- 
ſes, and chariotes. NotwithKanding,by 
the meanes of Moyſes pꝛaper they were 
ouerwhelmedall in the ſea, ſo that not 
one of them eſtaped. Who is ignozaunt 
of this, that paper is of moze foꝛce then 
all inſtrumentes of warre: that it ſpee⸗ 
deth and haſteneth the helpe of the Lozd, 
and his ſauing health Do you not know 
when loſua the miniſter of Moyles paſs 
ſedoner Tordan, that he was a warlike 
man, and had with hym very many 
moſt valiaunt ſouldiers 2 NeuertheleſTe 
he deltroyed not the ſeuen walles of 
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Tericho by fozce of warre, but all onlpe 
with pzayer, and with the ſhoutes and 
noyſe of the pꝛieſtes of the Lo2de, our 
fozefathers 2 Knowe ye not howe that 
pꝛaier auapled Gedeon, when as be with 
the hundꝛed men vanquiſhed the whole 
hoaſt of Median Amelek, and the people 
ofthe Tat, If pꝛaper had not helped 
hym, J pꝛap you what had thzee hundzed 
men ben able to do agapnſt ſo great a 
multitude - Parke (pe fonde people) 
what chaunced in the arke of the coue- 
naunt of the Lozde, that the Philiſtines 
toke away. Our fathers truly were not 
able to recouer it by theya ſwozdes and 
fo:ce of armes:but with that pꝛayer that 
the iuſt men of that age made, the arke 
was b2ought agapne vnto his place. 
Conſider the tymes of Hezck1a kyng of 
Iuda, when as Sinnacherib king ot Aſſur 
came vp blaſpheming and rapling vpon 
the ſanutuarie of the Lozd God of hoaſtes, 
bꝛeathyng out the pꝛyde and malice of 
his heart. By What meanes was be 
ouerthzawen: dyd our fathers 'oner- 
come hym by foꝛce of armes: Nay withy- 
out doubt: but with pꝛaper and ſuppli⸗ 
cation, Foz Hezckia the kyng * 
an

the Iewes, 133 
and put on apparell meete fo2 pꝛaper: 
in ſteede of a ſhielde, he toke ſackcloth, foꝛ 
a helmet, he caſt duſt vpon his head, and 
in ſteede of arrowes and a \wo2de, he ſet 
hände vpon paper and ſupplication. 
And the pzayer that Hezekia made, 
mounted vp ſo farre as no arrowe had 
ben euer able to flee : ſo that his one pe- 
tition and pzaper ouerthzewe, 187. thou- 
ſande moſte valiaunt men of the hoaſt of 
Sennacherib. Furthermoze, the kyng 
of Iuda, and kyng ot Iſrael, and kyng of 

Edom topnyng theyz powers together, 
inuaded the Moabites, and in a wpl- 
derneſſe and vnoccupied and baren dꝛye 
lande, they were in great perill foz thirſt: 
What pꝛoſited them theyꝛ artpllerie and 
furniture of warre⸗ Dpd there not 
iſue out fo2 them at the inſtaunt pꝛap⸗ 
er of Eliſeus a pzophete and man of 
God, plentie of waters in the deſert, and 
a bzooke in the wyldernelle? Came it 
not to paſſe alſa by the pꝛaper of the 
lame Eliſcus, that a wanderfull hurlye 
burlye,a rumblyng, and ratlyng of cha- 
riotes of warre and of hozies, was heard 
inthe campes of the Siriansbeſteging the 
citie of Samaria, with the whiche nayſe 
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the Sirians bepng afrapde, fled, no man 
purſuing noz folowyng them: Ye know 
aiſo that by the pzayer of the fozeſapde 
pꝛophete, the famine and lacke of victu- 
ales that was in the towne of Samaria, 
was turned into great aboundaunce 
and plentie, inſomuch that thirtie Ephas 
p2 meaſures of fine meale,were ſolve foz 
one peece of ſiluer. Do pou not ſee (moſt 
fooliſhe men) howe our fozefathers had 
the vico2p euer by paper? But let vs 
come to the beginning agapne, e ſpeake 
of Moyſes, what time as he helde vp his 
handes towarde heauen : had not Jſracl 
the vpper hande ol the Amalekites by his 
pꝛaper: loſua alfo by his pzaper ſtayed 
the Sunne and Poone in the ſight of 
the people of Jſrael,and the Sunne ſtode 
ſtyll in Gibeon, and the Poone in the 
valep o Ailon, that the euenpng was 
chaunged into noone dap, and ſo Ilra⸗ 
el vanquiſhed theyꝛz enemies. Sampſon 
alſo that moſt valiaunt Giaunt, vntyl! 
ſuch time as he had ſinned : did not God 
£uermoze heare his pzayer, and ener he 
gate the vicozp thereby: After he had 
once ſinned, he decaped, as anp other 
meane perſon, Likewiſe alſo king _ 
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all the whyle he walked perfectelye and 
purely , his pꝛaper encreaſed his vali- 
auntnes and firength : but after he had 
once ſinned, God left hym, and gaue him 
oucr. Dauid alſo kyng of Jſrael,of fas 
mous memoꝛpe, from the tyme of his 
pouth tyll his laſt end, his valtauntnes 
neuer kapled hym: and why? becauſe he 
alwayes was helped by his pꝛaper, ney⸗ 
ther woulde he euer fight agaynſte his 
countremen and natiue people, whan 
as Saule perſecuted hym. UWrherfoze he 
p:cuayled againſt his enemies, and be⸗ 
cauſe he abſtapned to lap his hantes 
vpon his bzethzen 2: therfoze afterwarde 
all nations feared hym. Dyd not Aſla 
kyng of Iuda, accompanied with a ſmall 
number of men, make an expedition a- 
gaynſt the Aethiopians, and pꝛayng to 
the Load God, ſapd on this wyſe. V Ve 
in deede knowe not what to do, but our 
eyesare bent vpon thee . &c. Mhiche 
pꝛaper the almightie dyd heare, and the 
bictozpe folowed , ſo that Aſla ſliewe in 
the campes of the Aethiopians ten hun- 
dzeth thouſande men. Deboras a pzophc- 
tiſe,by her pꝛaper bꝛought to paſſe great 
health in 3ſrael, What ſhall 3 tell ot di⸗ 
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uers other (uſt x godly women, which by 
their pꝛalers obtained many things. Tel 
me (pe madde men) knowe pe not what 
Amaziahu king of luda dyd: He hauing 
warres with the Edomites, vanquiſhed 
them, and led them pꝛyſoners with they? 
wpues and chyldzen and Jdoles allo to 
Hieruſalem: then fell to wozſhipping of 
the ſame Jdolcs that he had taken from 
1 the Edomites, ſaying vnto them : you 
io are they which haue ſaued me, therefoze 
do J woꝛſhip you , and by you haue J 
ouercommed the Edomites, To whom 
when a pꝛophet of the lo came x aſked 
hym , why ſekeſt thou and ſerueſt the 
Gods of that people that werenot able 
to dcliner them out of thy hande? By 
and by he taunted the p2ophet agayne, 
ſaping: who made thee of the kynges 
counſlel-Uherfoze after that, he was no 
mo2e repꝛehended of the pꝛophet, fo2 the 
Lo2d had determined to deſtrope him, as 
it is wzitten in the bookes of the Ch2o- 
nicles of the kynges of luda, Therfoze 
be was taken patſoner after warde lyke 
a Fore, when as be fought agapnſte 
loas kyng of x(rael in Bethſchemeſch. 


And ſo was he compared to a lows — 
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vile thozne oꝛ ſhꝛub: And loas bnto the 
noble and hye Ceder tre, Pea all the 
euilles that euer happened vnto vs in 
anp age, it came ot our ſelues: fog our 
Lo2d God is righteous in all his wozkcs 
that euer he wzought vpon vs. Dur e⸗ 
nemies dyd vs neuer ſo much harme, as 
we dyd to our ſelues, and to our owne 
lines. Pe wote, the gentiles tooke the 
pꝛetious veſſels of our (ſanctuary away 
to Babel, and bzonght vs them agapne 
vndefiled: but we polluted and defilev 
them our ſelues, and the tempie alſo 
with innocent blood, whiche we ſhedde 
aboundantly within it , addyng finnes 
to ſinnes euer mo and mo,bzeakyng the 
lawe with our euill aces, Foz who 
bought the Romanes firſt agapnſt the 
citie of Hieruſalem, but Hircanus and 
Ariſtobulus: Foz they beyng at diſſenti- 
on betwirt themſelues, and one hatyng 
the other, called the Romanes agapnſt 
this citie. Who bzought Antoni and 
Soſius Pzincesof the Romanes agaynlt 
Hieruſalom, but Hcrode beyng at vari- 
ance foz the kyngdom with the houſe of 
Chaſmonanites, Who alſo called Nero 
Cæſar to raighe ouer vs: Dyd you it not 
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pour ſelues? Rowe therfoze why rebell 
ve agapnlt the Empire and dominton of 
the Komanes 2 If pon will ſay, becauſe 
the Komane pzeſident Edomeus ode⸗ 
red pou to bad: had it not ben meet ra- 
ther to complapne of hym to the Empe⸗ 
rour, then to rebell agapnſt the Romas 
nes, and to make warre agapnſt them? 
But you will ſay , we rebelled agapnſt 
Nero Cæſar, becauſe he dyd vs to muche 
Wong. Wherefoze then rebell ye nowe 
agaynſt Vaſpaſian Czſar,a moſt merci- 
full man, and one whiche neuer hurte 
you 2 Oz why make pe not peace with 
his ſonne , to bee vnder hym, accozdyng 
as other nations be, that pe mygyt lpue, 
and not periſhe⸗ Haue pe not a ſuttici⸗ 
ent pꝛofe of his clemencie and mercy- 
fulnes, when as he hath cauſe to be cru- 
ell vpon no man ſo muche as vpon me, 
whiche dzewe out my ſwoꝛd againſt the 
Romanes , and kylled manye of them? 
NotwithXandyng , neyther he noz the 
reſt of the Komanes haue done me any 
barme. Nea, rather they haue beſtowed 
many benefites vpon me: and although 
was in thepzhandes, pet thep haue 
laued You lyfe, A contelTe, that _ 
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they bad me pzpſoner , J woulde gladly 
many tymes haue fledde to them, but J 
could neuer do it, fo2 J was ener afrapd 
of mp wpcked companions , leſt they 
ſhould haue kylled me, and fo my death 
had ben to no purpoſe. . But nowe 3 
pꝛayſe the Loꝛd God without ceaſſyng, 
becauſe that foz his vumeaſurable mer- 
cies ſake , he woulde not ſuffer me to bee 
entangled in the ſame miſchiefes that 
von be in. Nepther woulde J with to ber 
companion of ſuche loſt vnthziftes and 
caſtawapes as pou be, which haue ſhed 
the blood of innocentes in the temple 
ofthe Loꝛd. In deede pf J had ben with 
vou, 3 ſhould haue ben vopde of all hope 
as pe be, ſepng pe ſpare not pour owne 
lpues, and pour owne contumacie and 
ſtubbernes is made a ſnare foz pon. Se 
J pꝛap pou, with how great miſchicfes 
pou are laden, J pꝛſt the Loꝛde is not a⸗ 
mor. alt pou , inſomuch that thꝛough the 
warres which pou haue made amongſt 
your ſelues , almoſte the waters of 
Schiloach are dzped vppe, whiche herc- 
tofoze when the nations made warre 
agapnſt pou , flowed in great aboun- 


daunce , and ranne ouer the bankes on 


both 
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both ſides, But pou are ouerthwart re» 
belles that haue eucr pꝛouoked the lozd 
Cod vnto w2ath,you haue made ſlangh- 
ters one vppon another in the middeff 
of the temple of the Lo2d : how can then 
the glozy of the Lozde dwell amongeſt 
pou 2 Knowe pe not becauſe of Korach 
and his congregation , the Loꝛde ſapde 
unto Moyſes and to his people: Seperate 
your ſelues from my this congregaz 
tion, and I {hall conſume them in a 
twinklyng of an eye? But you are farre 
woꝛſe then they. Fo2 without all remozs 
02 pitie, pe pull downe the temple of the 
TLozde with pour owne handes, and pou 
your ſclues ſet fire on the ſanctuarpe, 
which moſt noble kynges and moſt holy 
pꝛophetes builded: and beſides all this, 
pe neither ſpare your ſonnes noz daugh- 
ters, And although J bee in the Ro- 
manes campe,yetJ am not abſent from 
pou, foz mp moſt dearly beloned wite is 
with pon , the wyke of my pouth, whom 
I can not ſet lyghtlp by at this pzclent, 
although J neuer had chyldꝛen by her: 
but rather loue her maſte entierly , be⸗ 
cauſcſhe came of a moſt honeſt and god- 


lye houſe, Py deare father and mother 
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are alſo with yon , verye aged perſons: 
foz my father is at this day a hundzeth 
and thzee peres olde , and my mother 
foure ſcoze and fine: but the peres of my 
life are very fewe, euill and full of tribu- 
lation and ſoꝛowe, about thzeſcoze and 
ſeuen, nepther haue J tyned pet ſo long. 
that accoꝛdyng to nature J ſhould deſire 
to dye. Now therfoze,ifſo be it you truſt 
not me, but ſuppoſe J haue pzopoſed 
theſe thinges to pou deceptfullpe, and 
that there is no truſt of I itus couenant 
and bonde,o2 that his league ſhould bee 
to pour hinderaunce and diſcommodi⸗ 
tie:go to, it it come ſo to paſſe , it ſhalbe 
lawful foz you to kill my father and mo⸗ 
ther, and my wife. ea J ſwere vnto you 
by the lo2d our God, that J ſhall deliuer 
my lyke alſo into pour handes, that pou 
mape do with me what pe liſte: and by 
that meancs ſhall the blood of my paz 
rentes , mp Wines, & mine be in pledge. 
Lherefoze let the auntient of the citic 
come foozth , and J wyll make a league 
betwirt them and our Lozde Titus. And 
doubt ye not, but as hitherto the Leꝛde 
God would you ſhoulde be afflicted and 
punytſhed by the gouernement of the 
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Romanes: ſo hereafter , hc ſhall bene⸗ 
fite yon therby and do pe good, yl ſo be it 
you will once acknowledge and conkeſle 
that all dominion is chaunged and al- 
tered at his commaundement, and that 
God humbleth whom he liſt, and againe 
whom he lift he ſetteth a loft. But per- 
ſwade pour ſelues of this, that as long 
as pe refuſe to be ſubiecte vnto the Ro- 
manes, ſo long ye ſtyꝛre agapnſt pour 
ſelues Gods wzath and hype diſpleaſure: 
and beſides that, defer the longer and 
pꝛolong pour redemption and deliue⸗ 
raunce , not only to pour ſelues, but al- 
ſo to pour poſteritie. Now therefoze my 
bzethzen , J thought it my parte to de⸗ 
clare all theſe thynges vnto pou , and it 
is in pour power to chole whether pe 
liſt : fo2 who ſo will, let hym geue eare 
vnto me, and who not, let hym abſtapne 
from mp counſell. 


74 He people hearing theſe woꝛdes and 

ſapinges of Joſeph the pꝛieſt, wept 
wonderfullp, fo2 they coulde haue ben 
content to haue fold wed his counſell. 
At this tyme Titus gaue commaunde⸗ 


ment to al the Romanes to ſend = 
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the Jewes that were pꝛyſoners, and the 
ſlaues, into the citie. By what meanes, 
he ſhyfted from hym ſelfe the blood of 
the ſeruauntes, and layde it vppon the 
neckes of their maiſters : fo2 Titus toke 
pitie of them thzongh loſephes ozation, 
and his good councell. The common 
people of the Jewes deſired nothyng 
moze then to haue commed — and 
to fall at agreement ta make peace with 
Titus: but Schimeon, Eleaſar, and le- 
hochanan, captaines of the ſeditious, ſet 
ſtrong watch and warde at euerp gate, 
chargyng them to kyll all that woulde 
go fozth. Thus many were kylled whi⸗ 
che woulde haue fled fozth to Titus, and 
the citie of leruſalem was cloſed vp, that 
no man coulde get out no2 in. In the 
meane ſeaſon fell a great dearth and fa⸗ 
mine in Ieruſalem, inſomuche that the 
ſeditious ſearched euerx mans houſe £ 
ſeller foz foode. And becauſe a certaine 
houſholder withſtoode them, they kylled 
gym. Thus they dealt with al men that 
divelled at leruſalem, tyll the viquals 
in the towne was all ſpent , that men 
began to ſeke doung and very mans ers 
crementes to gate, by whiche meanes 
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muche of the people dyed fo2 hunger. 
Whoſoeuer at that tyme could get any 
hear bes oz rootes,myce, ſerpentes, 02 o⸗ 
ther creepyng wo2mes whatſoeuer they 
were to eate, he was counted happp, be⸗ 
taàuſe he had founde meate to ſuſtepne x 
ſaue his lyfe withal in that hard famine 
and terrible hunger. Mozeouer, who ſo 
hadde any co2nc in ſtoze that no man 

knewe of, he was afrapde to ſende it to 
the mpll, oz bake it, becauſe of the wic- 
kednes of the ſedicious, left they ſhoulde 
take away from them their ſuſtenancc: 
Whertfoze many did eate the dzpe cozne 
vngrounde in their ſellers pꝛiuilie. At 
that tyme alſo were erceeding rich men 
in Jeruſalem which ſtale meate one fro 
another, ſo that the father catcht meate 

fro the ſonne, the ſonne from the father, 
the mother (natcht from her childꝛen, the 
childzen likewiſe fro their mother: and 
ſuch as fledde ont at the gates, oz other⸗ 
viſe let them ſelues downe ouer y wal⸗ 
les in the nyght ſeaſon vnwares to the 
ſedicious perſons, the Romanes kylled 

them without. This enyll therfoze and 
diſtreſle encreaſed ſo long, tyl the people 

had denoured all that euer crept on 

earth, 
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earth, fro the mouſe to the ſpider, frõ the 
neuet to the weſell: wherby a moze gre- 
nous peſtilencefolowed,ſo that innume⸗ 
rable people of the Lozd dyed, and there 
was no man to bury them. When they 
chaficed to finde any dead hozſe oz other 
beaſt in the towne, a man ſhuld ſce ma⸗ 
ny Jſraclites ſtrpue «+ fpght foz it, in all 
popntes lyke to fampſhed rauens lygh- 
tyng vpõ a dead carkalle, ſo that in ſuch 
tõtentions very many wer flaine, Ther 
foze when diuers men with their wpnes 
x chyldzent gate out of the citie to gather 
hearbes to eate, 4 thaunced among the 
Romanes, the Romanes lapde holde of 
the litle chylozen, 4 kylled them,ſaping® 
we wyll diſpatch theſe, leſte when they 
growe once to mans ſkate, they make 
warre vppon vs, as their fathers do at 
this dap. o many as came ont of the 
gates of the citie nowe t then, the Ros 
manes kylled, # hanged them vpon gal⸗ 
lowes ouer againſt the gates of Jeruſa⸗ 
lt, to the number of 500. After the ſame 
maner Schimeon, lehochanan, & Eleafar 
dealt with thole Romanes whom they 
could by any trayne catch, euen hanged 
them vp vpon the walles. Whoſoeuer

alſo they could perteaue would flee vnto 
the Romanes, they hanged them lyke- 
wyſe ouer the walles, to the number of 
fine hundzeth. But Titus gaue cõmaun⸗ 
dement to all his ſouldiours, that no 
man vppon paine of death, ſhoulde kyll 
any of them that fled out of Ieruſalem. 

Foz he toke pitie of the Ifraelites, and 
ccaſſed not to ſpeake frendlpe 4 loupng⸗ 
Ive to the Icroſolimites: ſo that he went 
pet once againe to the walles, and ſpake 
vnto the Jewes on this ſoꝛte. Peare J 
beſeche you the councell of Joſeph, and 
come to me, that you may lyne, and not 
periſhe vtterly. Spare pour people, why 
wyl you oppꝛeſſe them vered with hun- 
ger, thirſt, peſtilence, and beſiegpng ? 
But the ſedicious hearing Titus ſpeake, 
were wonderfully incenſed, and intend- 
ed to adde miſchiefe vppon milchiefe, 
bandelyng pet moze cruellye the people 
of God, Mozeduer, they rapled at Titus 
to pꝛouoke hym to anger, that he might 
leaue of ſpeakyng to the people, whiche 
had nowe almoſte lefte their obedience 
and feare of the ſedictous, Wherfoze the 
ſeditious ſpake thus vnto þ Romanes. 


It is better foz vs to die foz hunger, and 
to 
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to be kylled in this affliction, ſo to come 
to the bliſſe and lyght we hope foz : then 
to lyue, and ſee the moſt holy temple of 
GDD dekpled and deſtroyed. When 
Titus ſawe this, he comaunded an iron 
ramme to be ſet to the wall to batter it, 
that he myght delpuer thoſe pooze wꝛet⸗ 
ches out of Schimeon, Eleaſar, and Je- 
hochanans handes, who helde them in 
as captiues. At the ſame tyme, as thep 
erected that engin to the wall, it foztn- 
ned there was in the campe a certaine 
young man, whole name was Mema- 
ganin, ſonne of Antiochus of Macedonia 
one of the kynges of the Grecians, who 
came at Vaſpaſians commaundement 
to apde Titus. The ſame poung man 
was very lwypfte, a good runner, and a 
hardie ſouldyer,but be lacked diſcretion, 
He came to Titus and ſapde: J can not 
but maruaple at thy ſouldiers that vans 
quiſhe all nations, and dare not ſet vp- 
pon theſe Jewes, and kyll them, Titus 
hearyng the young kyng ſay ſo, ſmyled 
and ſayde: Yowe chaunces it, that be⸗ 
png of this iudgment, thou buckleſt not 
thy lelfe, and makeſt thee redy to do like 
as thou ſapelt : hp dꝛaweſt thou not 
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put thy ſwoꝛde, to declare thy manhood 
vpon them? Wherfoze the young kyng 
encouraged hym ſelfe, and called toge- 
ther al his Macedonian louldpours then 
appꝛoched to the Jewes, and began to 
ſky2myſhe with them, ſhootyng with 
their bowes and arrowes apace. But at 
length the Jewes handled them fo, that 
not one of the Macedonians, ſaue onlye 
the young king, which by his good foot- 
manſhip and ſwyft runnpng gat away, 
t returned to Titus. That Memaganin 
was of the kynrede of Alexander the 
great, kyng of Macedonia, whiche had 
the dominion of the whole woꝛlde, and 
whom all nations and people ſtoode in 
awe of. Joſephus the pick demaunded 
ot hym whoſe ſonne he was: He aun⸗ 
ſwercd : I came of the ſeede of Alexan. 
der, J am the tenth from hym. Tofeph 
ſapde: It may well be as thou haſt ſaid, 
that thou art of the ſucceſſion of Ale x- 
ander, foz the valeauntnes of thy hearte 
that thou halt ſhewed, declareth no leſſe, 
Howcbeit thou ſhalt vnderſtande, that 
the Romanes haue done wiſely to ab- 
ſtayne fri thaſanlt at this time, becauſe 
ther knewe ther ſhould haneto do — 
a m 


the Tewes, 101 


a moſt valeaunt nation, which thon ha⸗ 
uyng ſo well tryed, mapſt repozt and te⸗ 
ſtiſie when thou art aſked the queſtion, 


A Fter this, Titus deuided his whole 
ar mie, and lapd them pꝛiuily in am⸗ 
buſhes rounde about the walles. Me 
p;eparcd mozeouer foure rammes of ird 
to batter the walles. Df theſe, one he 
planted vpon the ſyde of the place called 
Antochia, the engin was thirtie cubites 
long. The ſame nygbt capitaine leho- 
chanan with his companie iſſued foozth, 
and vndermined the grounde vnder the 
wheeles of the wagons that bare the 
ramme, puttyng pitched boozdes, opled, 
and done ouer with bzymſtone, in the 
trenches vnder the wheeles, and vnder 
the booꝛdes they ſpꝛead leather, whiche 
lpkewiſe was ſmcared done ouer with 
pitche, ople, and bꝛzymſtone. Then they 
ſet fire vpon the boozdes, which burned 
tyl they came to the feete of the ramme: 
and they once ſet a fire and burnt, the 
engin fell vppon the watche that was 
appopnted to kepe it, bepng alleepe,and 
kylled them. Whereat the Komanes 
were much diſmayed, and ſapde: It is

not poſſible we ſhoulde aſſaulte this cl- 
tic hercafter ; foz they haue burnte all 
our engines of warre wherewith we 
haue ſubdued all other kyngdomes: lo 
that nowe of fpftic iron rammes which 
we bought with vs, we hadde but fyue 
lefte, and the ſeditious Jewes haue 
burnt thee of them, what ſhal we nowe 
do:? Powe ſhall we batter the walles 
hereafter? The Jewes vpon the walles 
hearpng their wo2des , flowted them, 
and laught them to ſcoꝛne. UWheretfoze 
Titus incenſed with anger, commaun- 
ded thother thzee rammes to be addzel⸗ 
ſed in the place of that which was bent. 
In the meane ſeaſon, whyles the Ro- 
manes were at wozke, foure young 
men moued with a great zeale, whoſe 
names were, firſt T hopatius Galilæus, 
then Megarus Chebronita, the thirde 
Terminus Schomronita, the fourth A- 
rius lerofolymita. Theſe all armed, iſſu⸗ 
ed out into the campe of the 'RKomanes, 
that then ode about their thzee engins 
and iron rammes, deuiling how to bat- 
ter the walles of the citie, of whom 
ſome thoſc poung men kpllcd, the other 
fled, Then two i them lkode at defence 
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to kepe of all them that appzoched nye 
the engines,whyle the other two, lero- 
ſolymitanus & Schomronita daubed the 
timber with a certapne matter whiche 
they had pzepared to make it take fire, 
t ſtraightway ſet fire vpon them,ſo that 
ſodenlpe the rammes were on alyght 
fire, Then they all foure iopned toge- 
ther, withſtoode the Romanes that they 
ſhould not come at the engins to quench 
the fire. Shoztly the rammes fell downe, 
and the Romanes ſtode aloofe, hurlpng 
ſtones, ⁊ ſhootyng thicke at the:foz they 
were afrapde to come nye them, becauſe 
of their great fearceneſſe, although they 
were. i. M. men that kept þ rammes , 
pet theſe foure ſet nothing by them, noz 
neuer went of p ground til the rammes 
were cleane bzent vp, hot the Romanes 
neuer ſo thicke at them, T itus hearpng 
of the valiantneſſe of theſe young men, 
and the harmes that they had done vnto 
the Romanes: made ſpecde with his 
whole hoaſt to ſaue the rammes fro the 
lire, and to appꝛehend thoſe poung men. 
Then foozthwith iſſued out Schimcon, 
lehochanan , and Eleaſar, capitapnes 
di the ſedicious, with their ſouldiours, 

ſoundyng 
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loundyng their trumpets, and made the 
Romanes retp2e, that they coulde not 
come npe the kyze, and ſo reſcued the 
foure poung men from the Romanes 
that had enuironned them round about, 
In that ſkirmiſhe were kylied ten thou⸗ 
lande men and fiue hundzeth. Then ga⸗ 
th:red together ail the whole armye of 
the Romanes, to aſſault the Jewes at 
once, appꝛochyng harde to the walles of 
Jeruſalem, there they cryed vnto the 
Jewes, ſaying: What, are ye Dren oz 
Goates,that you fight vpon this faſhion 
vpon the walles?: Wyll pe be taken in 
the myddeſt of the citic, lyke as Oren 
and Goates are taken in their koldes: 3f 
ye be men come foozth, and let vs tric 
our manhood here in this pilapne. But 
pou by ſtealth and at vnwares ſet vyon 
them that kope our engins, ſnatchyng 
them vp lpke as it were wolucs ſhoulde 
ſnatche heeppe, then runne awape into 
the towne, as the wolues runne into tic 
Wood, It there be anp manhood in you, 
beholde we are redye here, come fo02th 
to vs, ſo many fo2 ſo many, and then we 
ſhall ſee what ende wyll come thercok. 
When the captaynes of the ſedictaus 
| „ 
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hearde that, they ſpake bnfo the war- 
riours that were in Jeruſalem: whiche 
ok you wyll go out with vs to theſe dogs 
ges, to ſhewe our fozce and ſtomackes 
fo the ſanctuary and citie of the Love? 
Then fine hundzeth tall felowes of their 
owne acco2de iſlued out vpon the Ros 
manes ſodapnelp, flewe, vitj. P. men, 
and compe lled the reſt to recuſe from the 
walles. The Romanes then wilt what 
valiantneſſe the Jewes had, foz the Ros 
manes were in number. rl. thonſands 
kyghtpng men, and the Jewes were 
onelp fine bundꝛeth, whereof not one of 
them was kylled in that ſkirmiſhe. The 
Romanes a karre of ſhot at the Jewes 
and hurled ſtones, to whom the Jewes 
{apde : come hyther to vs, are not pou 
they that called vs foozth, and pꝛouoked 
vs to come to pou 2 Why come pe not 
nowe neare? You go about to dzyue vs 
away with arrowes and ſtones. What, 
do ye thynke vs to be Dogges 2 and that 
we are afraid of pour tones: are we not 
men? pea, we are pour maiſters and bet- 
ters, koʒ ye runne away from vs, as ſer⸗ 
uauntes flee from their maiſters, when 
they folowe them to beate them, 
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TItus ſeyng his armie, part to be fled, 
and part to be ſlapne, he cryed to his 
people, ſaping: Js it not a ſhame foꝛ you 
pe Romanes, and a wonderfull great 
diſho 


nour, to flee from the Jewes ſo 
hunger beaten, famiſhed, almoſt dead 
fo2 thirſt, and beſieged? Alas, howe ſhall 
pe put away this your rebuke and igno- 
minie: when as all nations which here⸗ 
' tafoze pe haue moſt valiauntly fubducd, 
ſhall hears that pe flee from theſe dead 
Jewes, whoſe whole lande we haue in 
poſſeſſion, ſo that they haue nothyng 
left but this only towne, which we haue 
alſo ſo battered, that they haue but one 
ouly wall to defend them? Beſides this, 
they are very fewe, we are innumera⸗ 
ble, they haue no nation to ayde them, 
we haue helpe of all landes: why then 
do pe flee from their ſpght, lyke as the 
mall impotent bpzdes flee from the 
Egle: What though the Jewes vowe 
and haſarde them ſelues deſperatly fo: 
their temple and lande: why do not you 
the ſame alſo in theſe warres,to get you 
a renolume of valiauntneſſe: Thus the 
Jewes pꝛeuapled that dap, and had the 
vpper hande: wherekoze they returned 
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into the towne with great glo:p, hauing 
put the Romanes to fo great a foyle, 
Titus commaunded his to addꝛeſſe and 
pꝛepare p̊ two other rammes that were 
left, to batter the walles of Hicruſalem 
withall. Wherfoze the Romane Car- 
penters caſt a trenche, to pꝛepare and ſet 
bp the rammes within it, in ſuch place 
tus had aſſigned them. The Jcewes 
were ware of it well enough, but wpn- 
ed at the matter as pet, vntyll they had 
planted the maiſter beamcs' betwcene 
the ſtandyng poſtes. So when the woꝛke 
was finiſhed, euen to the hangyng vp of 
the engins betwirt the ſtandyng poſtes, 
to ſhake the wall withall, the Romanes 
beyng ſecure and boyde of care, nothyng 
miſtruſtpng that the Jewes woulde 
ſturre, becauſe thep had ben quiet a fewe 
nyghtes, and neuer iſſued foozth of the 
titie. Upon a certapne nyght a pꝛetpe 
whyle befoze daye, the thzee pzincipall 
captapnes of the iedicious came and caſt 
their heades together to deniſe what 
they ſhould do. Eleaſar gaue this counſel, 
and ſapde: You two the laſt tyme iſſued 
out, burnt thꝛee rammes, t gate you re- 
noume, and J kept the gates the whyle: 
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no we kepe pe the gates, and J wpll (Mug | 
out with my men againſt the Komaneg 
to get me a name alſo. The other aun- 
ſwered: go then a Gods name -bnto 
them, the Loꝛde God of the ſanctuarie 
whiche is in Jeruſalem ſhalbe pꝛelent 
with thee, but beware thou be not lain, 
and in any wiſe thou be not taken aliue. 
To whom he aunſwered: the Lozd God 
ſhall kepe me, fo2 vpon the truſt ol the 
ryghteouſnefſe of my father Anani the 
bye pꝛieſt, and his ſincere ſeruice vnto 
God. wyll J ſet vpon them, Eleaſar ther⸗ 
koʒe choſe an hundzeth valeaunt ſouldi⸗ 
durs, and with them he iſſued out of 
the towne befoze day, The ſame nyght 
the Romahes had made fircs about 
their engins where they watched, be⸗ 
tauſe of the colde. The attificers and 
ſouldiours that kept watche and warde 
about the rammes, were in number a 
hundzeth and kiktie. The dap was the 
Noucber. 27. of the moneth of Kiſ let, which was 
the. ir. moneth that Titus had beſieged 
Jeruſalem, Eleaſar and his company 
thus beyng iſſaed out, came and founde 
ſome of the Komanes ſnoztyng abont 
the kpꝛes, other watchyng in they? 
wardes, 
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wardes, kylled them all, that not ofre 
remapned. Then ſome of Eleaſars com⸗ 
panpe {et fp;e vpon the rammes, burnt 
the ſtandyng poſtes, ropes, chapnes, 
and other inſtrumentes ok warre. The 
artificers that were there, they appꝛe⸗ 
hended alpue, and burnt them, lo that 
no man eſcaped, When it was daye, 
Titus was aware of the ſmoke of the 
pe, mountyng vp verpe foule, and 
ſtynckyng of the wood and men toge⸗ 
ther: he dzewe towardes the place theres 
foze with his hoaſt, to ſee what the mats 
ter was, Eleaſar in the meane ſeaſon 
and his companye, toke as they myght 
get, eucry man a peece of the engines 
ont of the fyꝛe, oz ſome of their heades 
that they had kylled, and returned with 
great toy, floutyng the Romances, and 
laughyng them to ſcozne by the wayez 
tyl they came to the gates of Zeraſalem, 
where they were receaued of Schimcon 

and Ichochanan with great honour, 
8 One after this, came many ſouldiours 
and great bandes of men out of all 
nations that were ſubicct to the em- 
5, to apde Titus: 
| tg 
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to whom Titus declared what had hap- 
pened hym in that ſiege, the ſtoutneſſe of 
the Jewes, and howe they had anoped 
many wayes the Romane armie, ad⸗ 
dyng mozeoner and aſkyng them: dyd 
pe euer ſee foure men withſtande tenne 
thouſand and five hundzeth, ſo that they 
altogether coulde neither ouerthzowe 
them, IX them pziſoners 2 but the 


foure ſlewe the other, lyke as it had ben 
toppes of Cowcummers ſmptten of 
with moſt ſharpe ſwoꝛdes?: When they 
heard this, they wondzed all very much, 
Then Titus ſpake vnto his hoaſt, and 
to them which were newly repapꝛed vn⸗ 
to hym, to ſhewe their aduiſe and beſte 
counſell what was to be done, leſte we 
ſhoulde be aſhamed (ſaith he) befoze all 
them that ſhall hereafter heare of our 
warres. The graueſt and moſte aun- 
cient of the nations that were newely 
come to his ayde,aunſwered: Jf it pleaſe 
pour maieſtie, let the Komanes bzeath a 
whyle and take their reſte, whiche are 
nowe werped with the ſundzp battaples 
of the Jewes, and we who are not (0 
bꝛoken with labour but freſhe and luſty, 
thall try what the Jewes can do, we -= 
no 
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not thynke that they are able to with⸗ 
ſtande ſo great a multitude, But the 
pꝛinces of the Romanes deſired Titus 
that he would not permit them this, leſt 
he ſhoulde encreaſe their owne ſozowes, 
pf peraduenture they ſhould be diſcom⸗ 
fited(ſay they)of the Jewes, the mat- 
ter redounde vnto our ſhame. Foz if we 
which are acquaynted with them, and 
knowe their maner of fyght,can not ſu⸗ 
ſtepne their violence: how ſhall they do 
it that neuer had pꝛoke of the ſtrength e 
fozce of the Jewes :? They ſhalbe to the 
lpke Jſope whiche groweth vppon the 
walles, in compariſõ of the Ceder trees 
of Libanus. The other ſapd: Map, they 
ſhoulde do well enough with them. And 
they vrged Titus ſo inſtantly, that they 
conſtrapned hym to graunt them their 
deſire. Then Titus gaue them leaue to 
ſet vpon the Jewes, thynking with him 
ſelfe, peraduenture the Jewes mape be 
put to the wozſe of theſe that wpll fyght 
without any feare, not knowpng the 
fazce of the Jewes: foz the Romanes 
that haue had tryall of their ſtrength, 
fyght fearefully 4 warelp. So the lozdes 
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armles foureſcoꝛe thouſand men, tenne 
thouſande Macedomans, twentie thou⸗ 
ſande engliſhe Britanes, fine thouſande 
Aramites, ten thouſand Africans, ten 
thouſande valiaunt Burgundians, fiue 
thouſande ILedarans,laft of all ten thou- 
ſande Perſians 6 Chaldeans. Theſe ther⸗ 
foze went into the plaine whiche is by 
the lepulchꝛe of Iochanan the bye paicſt, 
and from thence made an aſſault vpon 
the Jewes that were vpon the walles, 
ſettyng vp their ſcalyng ladders, Icho« 
chanan ſapde vnto Schuneon t Eleaſar 
his companions: If pou thynke good J 
wyll iſlue foozth and ſky2mylhe with 
theſe vncircumciſed, to let the ſee what 
A can do. Schimeon aunſwered : Let 
two of vs do if, and the thirde kepe the 
gates e walles, fo2 thou alone art able 
to do nothpng agaynſt them, they are ſo 
manp. Eleaſar alowed this aduice, offc- 
ryng himſelke to beare Ichochanan com- 
pantie, Schmmeon bad them go, ſaping: 
the Lozbe of the ſanctuarie geue them 
into your handes, and deale not with 
pou at this time accozding to pour woz- 
kes. Zhen Ichochanan and Elcaſar iſſu⸗ 
ed with xv. hundzed good men of . 


(which was the tenth month that Titus 
had beſieged Jeruſalem) and onerthzew 
of the gentiles of that hoaſte Ivtf. thous 
ſande x fine hundzeth men,beſides thzes 
thouſaude whom they toke p2iſoners : 
but of the Jewes were no mo ſlapne in 
that fpght then onlye ſcuen, whoſe bo⸗ 
dies with muche reiopcyng and greate 
triumph they carped with them into the 
towne, and buryed them there, left pers 
aduenture the vncircumciſed ſhoulde 
haue miſozdered them. The gentiles 
that were left, with great ſhame and 
diſhonour returned vnto Titus, who 
rep2chended them becauſe they woulde 
not beleue the Komanes. The nerte 


day folowyng, the Jewes bzought fozth 


the thꝛee thouſande nobles and gentle⸗ 
men that they had taken paiſoners, and 
placked ont of eucry one of them an 
eye, and cutte of euerp man the tone 
hand, after ſent them backe with ſhame 
and repꝛoche to Titus campe, - Then 
Titus conſulted with all his pzinces 
what were bcltc to do with the Jſraes 
lites: and when euery man had ſapde 
oo mynde, he lyked neuer a mans couns 
Ccy fell, 
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ſell,but ſapde vnto them: Well, J haue 
deuiſed this with my ſelfe, which J wyl 
falowe, and no man ſhall bzyng me fro 
my purpoſe : Me wyll kepe the ſiege 
without ary aſſaulte 02 ſkyzmpthe , foz 
their victuals failed them long ago,and 
ſo they ſhalbe famiſhed, Beſpdes this, 
when they ſhall ſee vs ceaſſe to fyght 
with them, thep wpll fall at variaunce 
amongſt them ſelues, and kyll one ano⸗ 
ther. This counſell was thought good 
of all Titus pzinces 3 wherefoze they be- 
ſieged the towne as Titus comaunded, 
and cloſed vp all the wayes of the citie 
rounde about, leſt the Jewes ſhoulde as 
they had done befoze, come vpon them 
at vnwares. Thep appoynted mozco- 
uer watch day and nyght, to take heede 
that no man ſhoulde come out of the 
towne to gather hearbes foz their ſuſte⸗ 
naunce. Then encreaſed the hunger in 
Jeruſalem, whiche pf it had not ben ſo 
greenous, the citie had neuer ben won: 
fo; the ſouldiours of the towne were 
Iyghter then Egles, and fearcer then 
Lions, There dyed therefoze of the fa- 
mine wonderfull many of the Ieroſoly- 
mutes, ſo that the Jewes could not — 
place 
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place to bury them in, they were ſo ma⸗ 
ny in euery place of the towne. Panye 
calt their dead folkes into their welles, 
and tumbled in them ſelues after, and 
dyed. Yany alſo made the ſelues graues, 
and went into them alyne, where they 
tarted dap and night, and dyed vnmour⸗ 
ned foꝛ. Fo2 all mournyng and accuſto⸗ 
med lamentation fo2 the dead was lefte 
ok, becauſe of the vnmeaſurable famine, 
whiche was ſo great that it can not be 
tolde, and J can not rehearſe the thous 
ſandth part of the miſchiefthat folowed 
of the hunger. Titus ſepng the innume- 
rable carkaſes of the dead that were caſt 
into the bzooke Kidron lyke doung, was 
wonderfullye amaſed with feare, and 
ſtretched out his handes towarde hea⸗ 
uen, ſaping: Loꝛde God of heauen and 
earth, whom the Ilraelites bclene in, 
clenſe me from this ſinne, which ſurelp 
Jam not the cauſe of: fo2 J required 
peace of them, but they refuſed it, and 
they them ſelues are long of this miſ- 
chiefe, they haue ſinned agapnſt their 
owne ſoules and lpues: J beſeche thee 
recken it not to me fo2 a ſynne, that the 
Jewes dye on this talhron.

A that tyme, certaine wicked pers 
ſons of Icruſalem flaundered Amit« 
tai the pꝛieſte falſely, ſaying to capitaine 
Schimeon: Bcholde, Amittai the bye 
pꝛieſte which dyd let thee into the citie, 
goeth about to flee to the tentes of the 
Romanes, Thou haſt experience of his 
great wyt and wyſedome, howe he alſo 
knoweth all the ſecrete wayes vnto the 
towne, temple , and ſanctuarie: and 
who can tell whether he wyll bꝛyng the 
Romanes ſome nyght at mpdnyght ins 
to the citic 2 Thycrefoze Schuncon ſent 
certaine to fetche Anuttai and his foure 
ſonnes vnto hym. 
Whey that were lent, bꝛought Amittai 
and but thace of his ſonnes, fo; one was 
fledde to the Romancs, and came to 
Joſeph. When Amittai with the other 
were come to Schimeons pꝛeſence, he be⸗ 
ſought hym he might not lyue, but to be 
put to death by and by, leſte (ſaith he) J 
ſhoulde lyne to ſec the death of my chyl- 
dzen, But Schimeon was hard hearted, 
and would not be entreated: foz it was 
Gods wpll that Amittai ſhoulde be pus 
nyſhed, becauſe he was the b2pnger of 
Sclumcon into Ieruſalem 3 and hor 
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fell he into his handes, whichfa2 good, 
rewarded hym with euyl. Schimeon tõ⸗ 
maunded a ſozt of murtherers to place 
A mittai vpon the walles in the ſyghyt 
of the Romanes, and ſapde vnto hyms 
Seclt thou Amuttai 2 why do not the 
Romanes deliuer and reſcue thee out of 
my handes, thee J (ay, which wouldelt 
haue fledde away vnto them? Amittai 
aunſwered nothyng to this, but ſtyll be⸗ 
ſought hym that befoze his death he 
myght kyſſe his ſonnes, and byd them 
farewell: but Schimeon vtterly denped 
hym. Wherfoze Amittai wept aloude, 
ſaping to his ſonnes: J bzought (deare 
chplozen) J bzougyt this theefe into 
this towne, wherefoze J am counted 
nowe fo: a theefe my ſclfe, All this miſ⸗ 
chicke whicye is come vppon me and 
you, it is myne owne dopng, becauſe 3 
bzought this ſeditious vpllapne into 
this holy citie. I thought then, perads 
uenture he wyl be a helpe to the towne: 
but it is nowe pꝛoued contrary, foz he 
hath ben a moſt cruell ennemie ok the 
ſame, Jt was not enough foz vs to kepe 
one ſeditious perſon, Iehochauan 1 
meane, whiche toke vato hym Elcaſar 
Cc the 
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the firſt begynner of ledition: but 3 
mult bꝛyng in alfo this wicked Schime- 
on, whiche is iopned to our foes to de- 
trop vs. In deede J neuer bꝛought him 
in foz any lone bare vnto hym, but all 
the pꝛieſtes and the whole multitade of 
the people ſent me to fetche hym: not- 
withſtandpng, J am Wwoozthy of this 
iuſte iudgement of God, becauſe J toke 
vpon me ſuche an ambaſſage, What 
ſhoulde J ſpeake of thee thou moſt wic⸗ 
ked Schimeon: fo whpther ſocuer thou 
turneſt thee, thou bꝛyngeſt all thynges 
out of frame. In deede thou dealeſt iuſt⸗ 
lye with me, becauſe J haue ſpnned vn- 
to God, to his people, t his citie, in that 
A haue bzoucht thec in, to be a plague 
to it, whercio:e J am wozthy to be ſto⸗ 
ned. NotwithKandpng, it had ben thy 
part thou wicked murtherer, to delpuer 
me and my ſonnes from the handes of 
the other ſeditious, fo J haue wzought 
them diſpleaſure, but to thee haue J 


done good. Yowebett, our God wyl not 
alter no2 change his iudgmentes, which 
is, that I ſhoulde fall into the ſwo2de of 
thy hande, fo2 that J made thee to enter 
into this citie, wherein J offended God 
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grenouſly.Jfeuer J had purpoſed to flee 
vnto the Romanes, coulde J not haue 
done it befoze J bꝛought in thee? foz at 
that tyme bareſt thou no rule ouer vs. 
And befoze we called in thee, Ichocha- 
nan with his ſedicion was an offence 
vnto this citte, Wl herfoze we perſwadey 
all the auncient of the towne, that thou 
ſhouldcſt be an apde vnto vs, to dzyug 
put our foes: but thou in whom we put 
our truſt, art become our encmie : pea, 
thou haſt ben wozſe then thep, foz the 
other put men to death p2iuilye, thou 
doeſt it openlye, Who is he that hath 
ſtrengthned the power of the Romanes? 
Art not thou he whiche haſt kylled the 
ſouldiours of God in the myddeſt of this 
citie Hierulalem:foʒ few haue ben ſlaine 
without. Titus woulde haue made peace 
with vs, takpng pitie vpon vs: but that 
ſame dyddeſt thou let and hynder, euer 
day moupng newe warres, and ſtirryng 
newe battaples. Titus gaue charge to 
his ſouldiours to lape no handes vpon 
the temple: but thou haſt polluted and 
defiled the temple of the Lode, ſhedding 
blood without meaſure in the mpddes 
therof, Titus went backe from vs vpon 
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the holy day of the Lozde, and ceaſſed 
from fyghtyng, ſaying, Go and obſerue 
pour holy feaſtes in peace: but thou vns 
halowedſt the feaſte of the Lozde, and 
laſhedſt out the tontinuall fyze with ins 
nocent blood. All theſe enyls whiche 
then haſt committed thou murtherer, 
are tmputed vnto me, becauſe J bꝛought 
thee into the towne, Nowe therfoze this 
vengeaunce is appopnted to mpne age 
of the Load God, and by thy handes (hal 
J go to my graue with (029we, becauſe 
J by mp tooliſhneſſe was a doer in this 
miſchiete that is w2ought by thee, Albe- 
it nowe thou wicked Schimeon , in this 
that thou kylleſt me ere that myne eyes 
map ſee the burnyng of the temple, it 
pleaſeth me very well:but what needeth 
thee thou murtherer to put my ſonnes 
to death befoze my face: why doeſt thou 
not ſpare myne age; Moulde God that 
lpke as NT not ſee the burnyng of 


the temple, ſo alſo J myght not ſce the 
blood of my childꝛen ſhed befoze my face, 
But what ſhall J do when God haty 
delpuered me into the handes of a moll 
wicked man? We that were the aunci- 
entes of Jerulale, abhozred Ichochanan 
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becauſe he murthered olde men without 
all reuerence, but he llewe no young 
men: thou deſtropeſt olde and young, 
great and (mall, without any pitte oz 
mercie, Ichochani mourned foꝛ the dead, 
and buryed them alſo: thou plapeſt vpon 
inſtrumentes at their burpals, ſingeſf 
to the Lute, and ſoundeſt the Trumpet. 
Then lpake he to Schimeons ſeruaunt, 
who was redpe with a ſwoꝛde in his 
hande, and an are to kyll hym, and to 


cut of his head, ſaping: Go to nowe,and . 


execute Schimeon thy maiſters com⸗ 
maundement:behead lonnes in ſyght of 
their fathcr, and let me hearc the vopce 


of crueltie in my ſonnes, which notwith⸗ 


ſtandyng J foꝛgeue thee. Foz as J ſhall 
ſee and heare that agapnſt my wyll: ſa 
J dare (aye thou kylleſt them not wyl- 
lynglpe. Moulde God har Schimcon 
woulde ſuffer me to kyſſe my ſonnes, 
and whiles Jam aliue to embꝛace them 
oz thep dye. But thou gentle miniſter, 
in one thyng ſhewe thy pitie towardes 
me, that when thou haſt put my ſonnes 
and me to erecution, ſeperate not our 
bodpes, nepther lap in (under thepz 
cazics trom mne: but ſo, that my body 
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may lye vppermoſt and couer theirs, to 


defende them krom the foules of the aire, 
leſte they deuour my ſonnes bodpes, foz 
it may foztune they may be buryed, J 
beſeche thee alſo that my mouth and 
tongue when J am dcad maye touche 
mp ſonnes faces, that ſo J mape both 
embzace and kyſſe them. 1But what do 


A delap oz linger any lenger, ſeyng the 


enemie denpes me this, to kiſſe them 
Wwhyles we are pet alpue: See thou ther- 
fo:e that our bodpes be not ſeuered: and 
pk Schimeon wyll not permit this, that 
pur bodyes map be iopned in this wozld, 
pet can he not let our ſoules to be toyned. 
Foz after J ſhalbe once dead, J doubt 
not but J ſhall ſce the lyght of the Lozd, 
Mis ſonnes hearyng their fathers woz- 
des, began to weepe very ſoꝛe with their 
father, who ſayde vnto them. Alas my 
ſonnes why weepe ye 2 what anayleth 
teares: why do pe not rather go befoze 
me, and J wpll folowe as J mape: fo: 
what ſhould J do nowe, ſeyng God hath 
geuen me into the hands ofa moſt cruel 
tiraunt, who ſpareth neither myne age, 
noꝛ your pouth 4 But J truſt we ſhall 


ipue together in the lyght of the _— 
n . 


r i 
And although à cannot be fuffred nowe 


to ſee you enough, pet when we ſhall 
come thyther, we ſhalbe ſatiſfted with 
beholdpng one another. Go pe therefoze 
my deare ſonnes and pꝛepare vs a place. 
O that J myght go befoze pou, the Lo 
knoweth J woulde do it gladlye. But ye 
my ſonnes, maruell neuer at this that 
is chaunced vnto vs, foz it is no newe 
thyng. The lyke happened befo2e this in 
the wme of the Chaſmonanites, when as 
Antiochus by his wickedneſſe, put to 
death the ſeuen bzethzen, poung men, in 
the ſpght of their mother, whiche was 
a rpghteous and a godlye woman, who 
channced to fynde this mercie at the 
Lo2des handes, that ſhe myght kiſſe her 
ſonnes and embꝛaſe them, as they ala 
kiſt one another befoze they dped. All 
they were put to death by the crueltie 
of the vncircumciſed kyng of the Mace- 
donians: pet obtapned they that, which 
is denped at this day to vs that are put 
to death by Schimeon , who hath the 
name of an Jſraelite, who beareth alſa 
the couenaunt of our father Abzaham 
in his fleſhe. And woulde God it myght 


ſoztune vs to lyue in their inne oz place

ok reſt, which albeit it wyl not be graun⸗ 
ted, pet we ſhalbe their neyghbours, ſe⸗ 
png that we alſo dye foz the lalve of the 
Loꝛde. Therfoꝛe be of good comfozt my 
ſonnes, and lament not foꝛ my ſake, Foz 
J tudge this mp miſerie caſter, and not 
ſo great as the calamitie of Zidkiahu, 
whoſe ſonnes were firſt kplled, then his 
epes put out by the king of Chaldea, and 
he lyncd manp peres after : we are (0 
much the moꝛe happyer in mp mmde, 
becauſe we ſhal die together. Then ſayd 
Amittai to Schimeons ſeruaunt whiche 
ſhonld kil him: Make ſpeede J pꝛap thee, 
and kyll me firſte befoꝛe my childzen die, 
then after kyll them alſo, that we maye 
dye together: fo2 ſo it is moze erpedient 
fo2 vs, then to ſec þ temple of the Lozde 
turned into a butchery oꝛ flaugyterhoulſe 
to flea men in. After crped he vnto God, 
ſaping: J beleche thee O Lozde God 
malt high, which dwelleſt in the higheſt, 
fudge this Schimeon accozdpng to his 
wozkes, rewarde hym accozdpng to his 
deſerupnges. Fo2 thou art the God al- 
myghtic and dzeadfall,let not this thicke 
dye therfoze amonglt the people of thy 
palture : but that his death maye be 
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ſcuered from the death of other men, let 
hym dye a hoꝛrible and a ſodaine death, 
let hym haue no tyme to confcfſe his 
ſinnes, and to returne hym ſelfe to thee, 
that thou mapeſt receaue hym (foz thou 
art wont to receaue them whiche turne 
to thee by repentaunce) foz he is not 
wozthpe of repentaunce , whiche hath 
ſpopled 4 waſted many goodly thynges 
in thy temple, beſpdes that, hath mur⸗ 
dered moſte holye men in the ſame. To 
thintent therfoze that thy iudgementes 
map be declared in hym, J beſeche thee 
make hym to be taken captine of his 
enemies, together with his wyte, chyl- 
dzen, and familie, and all that euer loue 
hym. Neither geue vnto his ſoule anye 
part with the people of God, noꝛ let his 
poztion be with the iuſt men in thy ſanc⸗ 
tuarie, foꝛ he is vnwoꝛthp of them, bes 
cauſe he hath not only ſinned hym lelfe, 
but hath cauſed Jſrael to ſinne. Wheres 
foze let his iudgement and ſentence ga 
foozth from thy ſight, that he may ſee his 
wyfe, chyldꝛen, and his whole houſe led 
into captiuitie t bondage befoꝛe his fate. 
Afterward let him dye a ſlraunge _— 
uc 
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ſuch as neuer man hearde of, let hym be 


killed of moſt cruell men, which when 
they haue ſmitten hym, may after quar- 
ter hym alſo whyles he is pet alyue, and 
that he map ſee his go into bondage. Let 
him alſo be a curſe befoze all that ſhal ſce 
him. ozeouer let him perceaue that mp 
wozdes and deſtenpe is better then his, 
when as J go vnto thee , in that great 
lyght,which he ſhalbe depziued of. After 
theſe wozdes, Amittai ſapde to the ſer- 
naunt who was appopnted to kill hym: 
A beſeche thee, let me fynde ſo much fa- 
uour at thy handes, that when thou haſt 
ſlapne my ſonnes, thou wouldeſt kyll me 
with the ſame ſwozde, whyle it is pet 
wet with the blood ol my ſonnes, that 
our blood mape be myngled, and this 
may be a recreation to my ſoule. Kill me 
alſo in the ſpght of the Romanes, that 
they maye auenge me and my ſonnes 
vpon this moſte cruell Schimeon, they 
ſhalbe witneſſes agapnſt hym, that J 


was not their krende. But woulde God 
my matters were all in that ſtate as 
thep were befoze, fo then ſhoulde they 
perceaue me to be an cnemie of Sclu- 
meons, and a frende of theirs, _ 
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God J had withſtanded Schimeon at the 


fylt ſo earneſtly, as J made warre vpon 
the Romanes, that J myght haue auop⸗ 
ded his crueltie from the people of God. 
When he had ſapde all theſe thinges, he 
pꝛaped befoze God almichtie, ſaping 
O God whiche dwelleſt in the hygheſt, 
thou only art moſt mightie and fearcful, 
open nowe the eyes of thy iudgementes, 
conſider and iudge betwirt me and ſe⸗ 
ditious Schimeon, whoſe malice is be⸗ 
commen vnmeaſurable vpon the people 
of God, that he whiche ſheadeth the 
blood of them that feare thee in the mid⸗ 
deſt of the temple, map be rebuked of 
thee with thy rebukinges, accoꝛdyng to 
his wozkes: make ſpeedie bengaunce, 
and pꝛolong not, and that foz the deathes 
ſake of thy ſainctes, fo2 thy iudgementes 
are the iudgementes of trueth. Zhen 
Schimeon gaue commaundement to 
foure cutth2otes of his, that thre of 
them ſhoulde kill Amittais thzce ſonnes 
vefoze theyꝛ fathers face, and the fourth 
ſhoulde kyll Amittai him ſelfe, and ſo the 
blood of the ſonnes was mirt with the 
blood of theyz father. Afterwarde Schi⸗ 
meons ſeruaunt toke the body of Amit- 
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tai, and lapde it vpon the bodpes of his 
ſonnes as his deſpꝛe was, then tumbled 
them ouer the walles. After that, com⸗ 
maunded Schimeon that Chananchu the 
bye pꝛieſt ſhoulde be put to death, whole 
body was caſt vnto the bodpes ok Amit- 
tai, and his ſonnes. Ariſtius alſo the 
ſcribe, one of the noble men of Mieruſa⸗ 
lem, was kylled at the ſame tyme: and 
ten mo iuſt men of his kinred and houſe, 
becauſe they mourned foz the death of 
Ariſtius. Jt foztuned whple Schimeon 
was a kyllyng of thoſe ten, certapne ſubs 
ſtanciall ryche men paſſed by, and were 
wonderfullpe amaſed; when they ſawe 
the thyng, ſaying one to another: Howe 
long wpll God ſuffer the malice of Schi- 
meon,and wplinot ſearche out the blood 
ok iuſt men, noꝛ reuenge them: Certaine 
ſeditious perſons hearyng this, tolde it 
vnto Schimeon, who commaunded them 
to be appzchended, and murthered the 
ſame da”, After this, there paſſed by a 
leuen of the noble men of Hicruſalem, 
whiche ſeyng two and fourtie inno- 
centes to be put to death by Schuncon, 
they lyft vp thepz epes to the heauens, 


and ſayde : © Lozde God of Aſraet, 
howe 
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howe long wylt thou holde thy hande, 
and kepe in thyne anger agapnſt theſe 
tranſgreſſours ot thy wpll 2 which when 
Schimeon hearde of, he commaunded 
them to be appzehended, and kpllca 
them with his owne handes, Eleaſar the 
ſonne of Anani the paieſf ſeyng the mas 
lice and wyckednes of Schimcon to be 
great, that he made awap the iuſte and 
godly men of the citie, and that there 
was no hope lefte : he toke the towze of 
Pieruſalem, remapned in it, and kept 
it with his, lehudas alſo a captaine oucr 
a thouſande men, whiche kept a turret 
that Schimeon had made to put iuſt and 
godly men in, gate hym vp vpon the 
top of the walles, and cryed to the Ko- 
manes, if peraduenture they woulde de⸗ 
liuer hym, and the reſt that were at Hie⸗ 
ruſalein. WM hereioze he went about to 
eſcape with his thouſande men that he 
had with hym, and came towarde the 
Romanes, But the Romanes truſted 
them not, thinking he had ſpoken this (oz 
deceipt: wherfoze they came not to heipe 
hym. Schimeon bpon this kylled, Ichu- 
das, and the thouſande men whiche he 
had with hym, and commaunded they: 

Dody bodpes 
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bodyes to be tumbled oner the walles in 
the ſight of the Nomanes. Then Schi- 
meon cryed to the pzinces and captapnes 
of the Romanes, ſaying; Lo, theſe are 


Iehudas company , theſe woulde haue 
come fooꝛth vnto pon, take thepz carka⸗ 
ſes to you and renine them againe if you 
can,oz cls deliuer the reſt whiche pet line 
ont of our handes. 


C75 Orion the pꝛieſt, father of Ioſeph 

the pꝛieſt, whiche wꝛote this booke to 
the Jſraclites, was at that tyme in 
bondes and pzyſon in a certapne turret, 
a man of great age,vpon a hundzeth and 
thirtie, and no man coulde come to hym, 
no2f.o hym. Ioſeph therefoze went to 
the turret where his father was kept, to 
vnderſtande howe he dpd. Me behelde 
alſo the turret a farre of, if he myght el⸗ 
pye his father and comfozt hym . And as 
he paſſed by, lokyng vp to the turret, the 
ſeditious hurled a lone at hym, whiche 
hit hym on the head, that it ouerthzewe 
hym. The ſeditious ſeyng Ioſeph caſte 
out of his charret, determined to go 
downe vnto hym: but when Titus had 


knowledge thercok, he ſent a great 
firength 


ſtrength to helpe hym vp agapne, and to 
defende hym that his enemies dyd hym 
no w2ong. The ſeditious gopng about 
to take Ioſeph, ſounded a trumpet very 
loude, whiche when loſephes mother 
that was kept in Schimeons houſe heard, 
bepng nowe very olde. lxrxb. peres, al⸗ 
ked what was the cauſe of that huriye 
burlpe. They tolde her, that the ſcviti- 
ous iſſued out at that ſhoute agapnſt lo- 
ſeph to take hym. When ſhe hearde 
that, by and by ſhe ran out of the houſe 
that ſhe was kept in, and clymed vp the 
walles, as luſtyly as though ſhe had ben 
a poung gy2le of fourtene pere olde, tare 
her heere, and cryed out, wepyng and 
ſaying befoze all them that were pze- 
ſent: Js my hope then come to this? 
coulde J euer haue looked that J ſhoulde 
haue oucrlyued my ſonne, and that J 
ſhoulde not be ſuffred to ſce hym, and to 
bury hym ;: J had truſted he ſhould haue 
buryed me, and that he ſhoulde haue ben 
ahelpe to me in myne age, and when 
my whole familie by the ſeditious was 
almoſte made away and extinguiſhed : 
pet J ſapd, this ſhall comfozt me. Nowe 
therefoze what ſhall J do, when J haue 
Dd ig none 
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none left to comfko2t me of all my chyl- 
dꝛen that J bare, foz betweene the ſedi⸗ 
tious and the gentiles our enemies, they 
haue ſlaine epghteene ſonnes that J had, 
and what ſhall J do nowe from hence⸗ 
foozth, but conet death: foz J deſire not 
to lpue nowe any longer. And howe 
Goulde 3 receaue any conſolation, when 
I ſee my ſonne dead, and J can not bury 
him: Loꝛde that J might dye by and by, 
fo2 J can not liue any longer, ſince my 
ſonne Ioſeph is dead. She went vp yet 
farther vpon the walles, tyll ſhe came 
to the turret where her huſbande was 
in pꝛyſon, and ſtretcht out her handes 
towarde heauen, crping with a loude 
voyce : O my ſonne loleph, my ſonne 
where art thou? come and ſpeake vnto 
me, and comfozt me. The ſeditious hea- 
ryng her, laught her to ſcoꝛne: but the 
Romanes when they hearde her, and 
knewe of Ioſeph that it was his mother, 
thep wepte and lamented her caſe, and 
many of the Jewes alſo that were in 
Mieruſalem: but they were fapne to re- 

krapne it, left they ſhoulde be perccaued | 
ok Schimeons cruell cutthzotes. Then 


Ioſephes mother ſapde to the * 
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that were by her vpon the walles : why 
do pe not kyll me alſo, whiche bare lo- 
ſeph my ſonne, and nurſt hym with 
theſe bꝛeaſtes? Pe enemies of the Loꝛde 
haue murthered hym with other tufſte 
and ryghtcous men, why kyll pe not me 
alſo 2 God be iudge betwirt me and pou, 
that haue killed my ſonne apltleſſe. The 
ſeditious aunſwered her: canſt thou not 
if thou liſte, tumble downe oner the 
wall and dye 2 we wyll gene thee good 
leaue, When thou haſt done ſo, the Ko- 
manes ſhall take thee vp, and bury thee 
honourably , becauſe that thou art Io- 
ſephes mother, who is theyꝛ frende. She 
aunſwered: howe ſhoulde J do this enill 
vnto my ſelfe, to kyll my ſelfe, and con⸗ 
ſtrapne mp ſoule to go foozth of mp bo⸗ 
dye, befoze that God do call it:? ik J 
ſhoulde do ſo, J ſhoulde haue no hope 
left in the wozlde to come, foz no body 
wyll bury them: whom they perceaue to 
haue killed them ſelues. Theſe and ſuch 
lyke, whyle ſhe reaſoned wyſely, the ſe⸗ 
ditious hearde, and mocked her. Whers 
koze ſhe wept the moze aboundauntly, 
ſo that the Romanes and other godlye 
men hearpng her wyldome, coulde not 
Dd li avllayne 
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abſtapne from wepyng. loſeph when 
he hearde his mother ſpeake, he gate on 
armour, and appzoched to the wall, ac⸗ 
companyed wich moſte valiaunt Ro- 
manes, to defende hym from the ar- 
rowes ofthe Jewes, and ſpake to his 
mother. Feare not my deare mother, 
noꝛ take no thought foz me, fo J haue 
eſcaped the handes of the ſeditious, God 
hath not ſuffered me to come into they? 
handes, Wherefoze J haue hearde the 
Woꝛdes of thoſe wycked councellours, 
that aduiſed thee to kyll thy ſelfe, and 
thyne aunſwere agapne to them, whiche 
befo2e thou gaueſt them J knewe thou 
wouldeſt aunſwere. God fozbid J ſay, 
God fozbid that Ioſephes mother and 
the wyfe of Gorion, ſhoulde conſent to 
the councell of the wpcked, M here⸗ 
foꝛe (my deare mother) be content, and 
beare the poke of the ſeditious pacient- 
lpe, and humble thy ſelfe befoze them. 
Neuer ſtryue agaynſt the miſeries and 
calamities of this tyme, whiche thou 
canſt not alter nor remedie. Foz they 
ſhall peryſhe , but we ſhall ſtande and 
continue. 


There 
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T Here were certayne men of Hieru- 
falem at that tyme that came to the 
gates, ouertame the warde, and gate 
out with they2 wiues and childzen, and 
ſo eſcaped to the Romanes , becauſe 
they coulde no lenger abyde the famine 
and the iniquitie of the (editions. They 
were fapthfull citizens and of great auc⸗ 
thozitie, whom when Joſeph heard of, 
he bzought to paſſe that Titus ſpared 
them and receaued them to mercy, Fo2 
Joſeph bare witneſſe and repozted foz 
them that they were noble men of Hie- 
ruſalem. Wherefoze the Romanes re- 
ceaued them , and gaue them foode and 
ſuſtenaunce, but certapne of them could 
not bzoocke noz take it becauſe of they2 
great hunger wherewith they had ben 
long pyned, and when the meate deſ⸗ 
cended downe info theyz bellyes , they 
dyed ſtrapyght. Thepz litle chyldzen 
alſo when they ſawe bzeade , they fell 
bppon it , and receaued it in deede with 
theyz teeth , but they were not able to 
chewe it, and dycd holdyng the bꝛeade 
| betwyrt thepz teeth. Titus ſeyng them 

dye when they taſted of meat, had rueth 

and compaſſion vppon them , and was 
Dod v very 
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very ſozy , ſaying vnto Ioſeph, Uhaf 
hall J do foz thy people, whiche aſſone 
as they begyn to cate , dye ſtapghtwap: 
Ioſeph aunſwered : My Lozde, Jre- 
member J haue ſeene this experience, 
that they whiche faſt long, and after 
woulde take meate , kpzſt thep dzynke 
a litle ſodden mylke , o2 cls cate of a 
certapne cone called Simel , ſodden 
in mplke , wherewith thep ſtrengthen 
theyz bowelles befoze they take meate: 
ſpecially ſuch as waiked thzough wyl- 
derneſles „ whoſe bowelles were long 
empty, when they came to places in- 
habited and founde meate , they were 
wont to vſe this meanes. Therefoze 
Titus commaunded his men to do as 
Ioſeph bad them, whereby many of the 
Jewes recouered, and manye dyed of 
the flire. Theſe Jewes whiche were 
eſcaped thus out of Hieruſalem to the 
campes of the Komanes , had ſiyalo- 
ed vp fyꝛſt they2 golde , ſyluer , and 


pꝛecious ſtones to hyde them, leſt they 
ſhoulde be founde of the ſeditious. 
They therefoze whiche recouered and 


b:ooked meate, when they woulde ſa⸗ 


tilfic nature, they went alone * — 
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the campe , and after ſought they2 golde 
and ſiluer and pꝛecious ſtones , whiche 
were diſgefted in thepz excrementes, 
and ſo dyd they enery daye . At length 
tertapne Aramites and Arabians eſpp⸗ 
ing the Jewes to vſe this faſhion, told 
it amongeſt they; fellowes one to ano- 
ther, and made a conſpiracie to lape 
wapte fo2 the Jewes, and whom ſo euer 
that they gate, they rypt they? bellpes, 
to finde the golde and other Jewelles 
whiche the Jewes had hyd there. And 
by this meanes the Aramites and A- 
rabians had murdzed two thouſande 
Tewes. But when Titus heard of this, 
he was wonderfull wzothe , and com⸗ 
maunded them to ber appꝛehended that 
had done this wicked deede , and to bee 
put to death , whoſe goodes were geuen 
to the Jewes that remapned alpue, 

Whey that were put to death foz this 
face, were two thouſand Aramites and 
Arabians together. After this, Titus 
eſpying his pꝛinces and captaynes to 
haue decked they2 armour with golde 
and ſiluer, ſome of them alſo to weare 
golden ſcepters, and ſome of filter, with 
other oznamentes vpon theyz heades, 
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he called them together, and ſayd unte 
them: Laye awaye this geare, theſe 
thynges are they that pzonoked the A- 
rainites and Arabians to wozke this 
wickedneſe agapnſte theſe pooze and 
miſerable Jewes whiche fledde foozth 
vnto vs, that they myght lpue vnder 
our pꝛotection. The captapnes therfoze 
and pzinces of the Romanes hearpng 
the commaundement of Titus, were 
obedient , and ſtrapght lapde awaye 
from them thoſe oznamentes of golde 
and ner. Titus alſo gaue commaun⸗ 
dement that the reſte of the Arabians 
and the Aramites ſhoulde be banyſhed 
the campe, and that no man hereafter 
ſhoulde commit any ſuch hepnous deede 
agaynlt the Jewes. Motwithſtandyng, 
when as any Aramite oz Arabian could 
get anpe Jewe karre ont of the campe 
that no man ſc it, he kylled hym . Ok 
the Romanes in the campe, no man ey- 
ther dpd oꝛ ſayde any euill to the Jewes, 
ſaue certapne bngodly ruffians whiche 
had learned at the Aramites and Arabi 
ans thoſe eupll and wicked pzanckes: 
fo2 thep alſo when they chaunced to 
meet with any Jewe out of the . 
P 


yl there were no man bye, they kylled 
hym , and toke awap his gold and ſiluer 
that lay hydde in his bowelles. When 
this came to Titus care, he commauns 
ded to make pꝛoclamation in this wyſe. 
Whoſoener he bee that hath ſe&nc, 
heard , oz knowen anye thyng of this 
hozrible deede , whiche is committed 
of certapne Romances vpon the Jewes, 
02 whoſoeucr hath done any ſuch thyng 
hym ſelfe, let hym come and make re⸗ 
lation to Titus, which pf he do, the mat⸗ 
ter halbe foꝛzgeuen hym, pk not, he ſhall 
beare the burden ok his owne wicked⸗ 
nelle, and ſtande at his peryll pf anye 
thyng be pꝛoued by hym hereafter . 

Therekoze certapne Romares whiche 
knewe with them ſelues that they had 
committed the deede , and beyng aſrayd 
of Titus , reaſoned with them ſelucs 
thus: Il we do not confeſſe buto hym 
the trueth „he wyll by his wyſedome 
ſearche out theſe offendours , and pu⸗ 
nyſhe them bp death. W herefoze tru⸗ 
ſipng vnto Titus wozdes of the pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation, they came all, whoſoctier 
had eyther done it hynilelfe „ oz knolys 
en other to do it, and declared it ente

The warres of 


Titus,ſaying: This haue 3 done, this 


haue Jknowen , this was J acceſſarye 


vnto, and haue not hytherto made the 
pꝛiuie thervnto, There were ok them 
in number ther hundzeth and twenty 
men that made this confeſſion, all thoſe 
Titus tommaunded to be caſt into hoate 
Ouens; and to be burned. This done, 
the Jewes were moze ſafe euer after 
in the Romanes campe without all 
ieopardy, no man hurtyng them epther 
in wo2d 02 deede. Pea, yt any Romane 
founde a Jewe abꝛode wanderpng , he 
conducted hym gentylly and peaceably 
into the campe. There was a certapne 
Scribe of Yieruſalem at that tyme- a 
fapthfull man, whoſe name was Mena- 
chen, ſonne of Serul the Scribe Whole 
auncetours hadde ſerued Eiſdras the 
Scribe 7 of wozthy memozye , in Baby- 
lon : he beyng a keper of the leaſt gate 
whiche was in Hieruſalem vppon that 
ſide towarde the bzooke Kidron, noted 
the number of the dead that were caried 
foozth to burying by that gate, and 
found they came to.15.M.3.C.t. S. per⸗ 
ſons, whiche were all of the nobles and 
nnen ſub- 
? aun⸗ 
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ſtauncialleſt of the Jewes, Titus on a 
tyme(Toſeph beyng pꝛeſent) aſked the 
queſtion of thoſc pꝛinces of the Jewes 
whiche were fled vnto hym, ſaping: J 
charge you vpon pour fidelitie, to ſhebwo 
me howe manpe Jewes be dead in the 
towne , ſence the tyme 3 beſieged it to 
this dape. They gaue hym the number 
therekoze , euery man as farre as thep 
knewe , of the dead which were carped 
fooꝛth at all the gates to be burped: and 
the ſumme came to. vii . hundzeth thous 
ſande , fiue hundzeth, ſeuentie and fine, 
beſydes them that enery where laye 
dead in the houſes and ſtreates: beſides 
them alſo that were flayne in the tem⸗ 
ple, and thep that lape here and there 
vnburyed. Whiche when TI itus hearde, 
he maruepled greatly, and ſapde: It is 
well knowen to the Lozde Cod ofhea- 
uen, that J am not the cauſe of theſe c- 
uplles. Foz J deſired to bee at peace 
with them ofter then once, but the ſe⸗ 
ditions euermoze woulde nothyng, but 
warre warre.

T that tyme the hunger began to 
ware very great in the towne a⸗ 
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mongeſt the ſeditions , whiche neuer 
lackte befoze this, foz they tooke it al- 
wayes from other men by fo:ce , tyll 
nowe at the length they were diſtreſſed 
with hunger themſelnes : ſo that after 
they hav eaten vp all theyꝛ hozles, they 
eat alſo they2 doung, and the leather of 
the chare tes. Nepther was there left 
any greene bowes of the trees, noz any 
hearbes that the ſeditious myght get 
to eate. Foz the Romanes had hewed 
downe all the trees, and cut downe all 
the buſhes rounde about Hieruſalem by 
the ſpace of, riii.mplcs, ſo that the whole 
ficlde and territozie of Hieruſalem was 
ſpopled, whiche heretofoze was reple- 
nyſhed with marueplous goodlp gar- 
dens and moſte pleaſaunt paradyſes, 
Alter that, the Romanes made bp an 
other iron ramme, very terrible: this 
they bended agapnſt the walles, to ſer yl 
there were any ſouldiours lefte in the 
towne ſa ſtout as they were in tymes 
paſt, UWhen the captapnes of the ſedi⸗ 
tious ſawe that, they iſſued out with 
they2 companyons agapnſte the Ko- 
manes, and flne verp many of them in 


that ſkyzmyſhe. Wherfoze TI itusſayd | 


the Tewes. 212 


it is not wyldome to fight with them 
any moꝛe, but rather with the Kam to 
ſhake and batter the wall, foz they haue 
no mo but this wall left, and ſo we map 
bzpng in our whole hoaft at once vpon 
them, and ſubdue the ſeditions, This 
touncel of Titus was liked of al the pztn- 
ces and people. The captaines of the (e- 
ditions miſtruſting no leſſe then the Ro- 
manes intended, that they woulde be oc- 


cupied hereafter in battering they2 wall, 


began to buplde a countermure within, 
ouer agaynſt the place where the Ro- 
manes wꝛought with thepz Ram, which 
was in the plaine by the tombe of locha- 
nan the bye pzieſt, foz there was none 
other place beſides that they myght ap- 
pꝛoche vnto with their Ram. And there 
the Romanes had made two bzeaches 
in the two other walles befoze; The ſe⸗ 
ditious made this countermurc, becauſe 
they were not able to burne the tron 
Ramme, as thep had done befo2e, beyng 
now almoſt famiſhed and ſo pined away, 
that they coulde ſcarſe ſtande vpon their 
legges. Foz if they had ben ſo luſtie as 
they were befoze, and able to ſet a fpꝛe 
the engins, theRomanes had neuer ben 
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able to wynne the towne, but ſhoulde 
haue ben compelled to leaue the aſſault, 
as they were conſtrapned to geue oner 
ſkyzmiſhing and fightyng. On a cer⸗ 
tapne tyme, when the Komanes led, the 
ſeditious purſupng and kyllyng many 
of them, ſapde : the Romanes wyll once 
be weerie, leaue of thepz ſtege, and go 
they2 wayes, that we map dwell at li⸗ 
bertie, and turne to the Loꝛde our God. 
And when they returned at thts tyme, 
oz at any tyme p2oſperouſip into the 
towne, they oppacficd the people the 
moze cruelly , eradpng foode of them, 
and ſaping: geue vs meate, if ye wyll 
not, we wyll eate your fleſhe and pour 
ſonnes, But the Romanes toke cou⸗ 
rage to them ſelues, determined to 
fight ſtoutly, and ſapde one to another: 
let vs ſlicke to it harde, and be valy 
aunt in our fightes, it ſhalbe ſhame fo? 
vs to flee from theſe fecble and hunger 
Narued Jewcs , whiche are moze lyke 


dead images, then lpuyng perſons. 


Therſoze they began moze earneſtly to 
fet vpon the walles, and to make a bat- 
terie ſodapnly, they bet downe a great 


part ot that inner wall which the 4 
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had newly ereded, and gane a great 
ſhoute, ſaping: Hieruſalem is wonne, 
wc haue gotten the towne , But when 
they looked a litle further, they eſpied 
another countermure raiſed ouer againſt 
the bzeache: Uherefoze the Jewes tho- 
rowe the towne gaue alſoa great ſhoute, 
and ſounded their trumpettes, reiopſing 
that they had buylded another newe 
countermure fo2 that whiche was bat- 
tred downs. The ſame was in captaine 
Iehochanans warde. The Romances ſe⸗ 
png the countermure, and hearpng the 
Jewes make ſuche triumphes in the 
towne, were muche aſtonied, all thepz 
toy was daſhed and turnedinto dumpes, 
lo that they coulde not tell what they 
ſhoulde do with that ſtubburne people of 
Hieruſalem, which had done them luche 
damages. The Romanes ſet vpon the 
towne agapne another waye , whom 
Titus wplled rather to remoue the en⸗ 
gin, and to bende it to the newe wall, 
whyles it was pet greene and vnſetled, 
ſaying: let vs batter it, and we ſhall ſce 
it fall by and by, and then ſhall we entcr 
the towne. The Romane captaynes 
kolowed not Titus councell, but ſcaled 
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the walles which they had battred. The 
Tcwes dekfendpng thepz countermure, 
fought with the Komanes within the 
bꝛeache, xepulſed them from the wall and 
the towne,and ſo hauyng abated muche 
the ſtrength of the Romanes, returned 
to they; lodginges. Then ſaide ſome of 
the Romanes : we wpll neuer beſiege 
this towne any longer, fo2 we ſhall not 
be able to get it whyles we lyue, And 
therefoze let vs bzeake vp and depart, be⸗ 
foe we be all deſtroped with this fiege : 
fo; except we do ſo, we ſhall alt be conſu⸗ 
med therin. Titus ſepng his ſouldionrs 
to make ſo harde a matter of the wyn⸗ 
nyng of the towne, called them all toge- 
ther, and ſayd vnto them: Tell me nowe 
pe Romane pzinces,do pe not know that 
all warres and other buſineſſes whatſoe- 
uer they be,are more harde, and require 
greater diligence in the ende, then in the 
beginning 2 in whiche who lo trauaple, 
if they faynt in the ende, do thep not la⸗ 
bour in vapne 2 euen as pour labour 
ſhalbe in vapne, if ye gene oner the fiege 
nowe. Conſider a ſhip, when it hath 
tcompaſſed the whole ſea, and is nowe 
redye to ariue at the ſhoze, beyng * 
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bled with a tempeſt, if the maryners 
ſhoulde then be negligent, the ſhyp may 
eaſply be loſt, and all they whiche are in 
it perylhe, the marpners diſapopnted of 
thepꝛ purpoſe, in that they ſhall not at⸗ 
tapne vnto the place which they coueted 
to come vnto. Likewiſe builders, if they 
finiſhe not theyꝛ wozke, but leaue of a- 
foze they make an ende, is not all thepz 
labour loſt ⁊ ſpent in vapne- Huſband⸗ 
men alſo, if they tyll theyz grounde, and 
then ſo we it with ſeede: ſhall they not 
looſe thepꝛ papnes, vnleſſe they wyll alſo 
mow it: In like maner, pou haue fough- 
ten very long agapnſt this citie, many 
pꝛinces of pou and wozthy men haue ben 
flayne, and nowe pou may ſee the ſtron⸗ 
geſt walles of the towne are bꝛoken and 
made equall with the earth, the people 
pour aduerſaries is conſumed with hun- 
| ger, peſtilence, and \wozde : Mhat ſhall 
it then auaple pou all that euer you haue 
done, pf you flake your diligence, and 
wyll not finiſhe the wozke of the ſiege? 
Haue you not then enploped your la⸗ 
bour in vapne: And why ſhoulde this 
newe wall ſo diſmape pou 2 pea, why 
do pe not pzepare your ſelnes to beate 
Ee ii dobone 
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bowne this newe wall, whiche is muche 
ſclenderer then the other thꝛee that pe 
haue caſt downe-z If ſo be it ye woulde 
determine to leaue of the ſiege, had it not 
ben better foꝛ pou to haue done it at the 
begpnnpng, whples pour armpe was 
pet whole? Nowe, when as you are 
fewe, and pour moſte valiaunt ſouldi⸗ 
ours llapne, why do pou not rather 
choſe to dye then to liue? Dyd not pou 
once enter this towne, in the tyme ol 
Nero Cæſar, to defende his name? owe 
therefozz when Vaſpafian my father 
raigneth, who is not onlye of greater 
power then Nero, but alſo moze gen- 
tle towarde pou then euer was Nero, 
if pou ſhoulde abate and flacke pour en⸗ 
devour and diligence , it ſhoulde be to 
your great ſhame and repzoche Why 
take pe not enſample of theſe Jewes 
valiauntneſſe, whom nowe alredye, 
ſwo2de, peſtilence, and famine hath wa⸗ 
ſted, ſo that they haue no hope lefte : ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe they fight ſtyll and neuer 
geue it ouer. Do you not [ce euerp day, 
howe ſome of them iſſue out of the 
towne, and boldly aſſaple you, not with⸗ 


ont icopardie of theyz lyucs, 2 
tha 
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that ſometymes they dye fo2 it? Which 
thynges they do foz none other cauſe, 
then to get them pꝛaple and renowne koꝛ 
they2 great pzoweſſe, When as Titus 
had well debated theſe thynges, and ſuch 
like in the cares of his ſouldiours, a cer⸗ 
tapnc valiaunt man named Sabianus, 
ſapde vnto his felowes: Mho ſo dare 
go with me to aſſault theſe Jewes, let 
bym come hyther to me, that we may 
fulfill the commaundement of Czlars 
ſonne our lozd and captaine. And foozth- 
with he toke his target, and his dzawne 
wo de in his hande, made towarde the 
towne with a leuen tall felowes folow- 
yng hym, whoſe valiauntneſſe and cou⸗ 
rage Titus wondered at greatly. The 
Jewes kept thepꝛ warde vpon that part 
of the wall, where the Romanes had 
had a repulſe oflate : ſo when they ſawe 
Sabianus aud his company dzawe faſte 
towarde them, they began to allaple 
bym with ſtones and arrowes, but Sa- 
binus ſettyng lyght at them, vrged the 
Jewes. Shoztipone ot the Jewes met 


with hym, and gaue hym ſuch a blowe, 
that he felled hym to the grounde: pet 
gate he vp againe,and fought foz al that 

Ee iti wounde 
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wounde mankullp, as one that had ras 
ther leaue his lyfe, then to fight, tyll 
another Jſraelite came and flewe hym 
out ryght. Thee alſo of his felowes 
were kylled fyghtyng valiauntly in the 
place, the other epght returned to the 
campe,ſo ſoꝛe wounded, that they dycd 
the nert day cuery one. Further, other 
Romanes ſeyng Sabianus acte, and ſtudi⸗ 
png to do the lyke: the next nyght they 
toke a counſaile vpon a twentie of them, 
and agreed to aſſault the towne, This 
they2 enterpꝛiſe when they vttered to the 


ſtandarde bearer of Titus, he and ma- 


nye other of the Romanes went with 
them. They all ſcalpng together, and 
clammerpng vp by the bzeaches, gate 
vp vpon the wall, ſounded a trumpet, 
and gaue a great ſhoute, The Jewes 
bepng at theyz reſte, as men 2ppell 


x this larum and ſhoute of the Ro- 


-manes, were wonderfully amaſed, not 


knowyng what the matter meant, 
o2 howe they ſhoulde defende them 
ſelues. Titus alſo hearde the ſhoute: 
and when he had inquired the matter, 
be choſe out certapne valiaunt —_—_— 
dzu 


with hunger and wearyneſſe, and hea |||, 
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dzue towarde the bzeaches with them. 
In the meane ſeaſon the dape was bꝛo⸗ 
ken, and the Jewes ryſyng from thepz 
ſlepe, eſpyed Titus vppon the walles, 
and maruepled thereat greatly, The 
Romanes therefoze gatheryng toward 
Titus,came verye thyck into the towne, | 
ſome by the bꝛeaches of the wall, and o⸗ x 
therſome through the vault , whereby 
the Jewes were wont now and then to 
make irruptions , and to recouer them 
ſelues within the towne agapne: The 
Jewes let themlelnes in aray agaynſt 
the Romanes in the very entrp ofthe 
temple ; vpon whom the Romanes ran 
with thepz dzawen (wozdes , foz they 
had none other armoure, noꝛ the Jewes 
neyther, beyng ſo haſtyly taken at ſuch a 
ſoden. The battayle wared very harde 
and wonderfull vehement on both par- 
ties, the lyke was neuer ſcene in Hieru⸗ 
* ſalem,noz harde of in any tyme:fog eue⸗ 
ry man claue heard to his nert felowe, 
and no man could flee on no ſide. Wher- 
foze the battails wart ſtronge, with cla- 
moures and ſhoutes on both parties: 
nowe the jopfull ſhoutes of the vanqui⸗ 
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ſide of them that were put to thewozſſe, 
The Komanes encouraged and erhoz- 
ted one another to fight , ſaping: this is 
the day whichc we haue long loked fo2. 
The Jewes agapne toke heart vnto the 
ſaping:it bootes not to flee hence, but fo: 
the gloꝛp of the Loꝛde and of his temple 
let vs dye mantullpe as neceſſitie con- 
ſtrapneth vs: and ſo dopng,we ſhalbe 
counted fo2 ſacrifices and offrynges. 
Which carnelines on both ſides, filled 
the entry ofthe court of the Lode with 
blood, that it ſtode lyke vnto a poole 02 4 
ponde. And that fight continued from 
that momyng , vntyll that dape foure 
daies, Then a certaine ſouldier of 1 itus, 
whoſe name was Golinus, a valiaunt 
man as was any amongeſt all the com- 
pany of Kuttim, he ſeyng the Jewes to 
pꝛeuayle and to haue the bpperhande of 
the Romanes, whiche nowe had left of 
fightyng and fled , the Jewes purſuyng 
them: in a rage he ranne agapuſt them, 
and met them at the new wall that He- 
rod builded, called Antochia,dzoue them 
backe, and made them take thentry of 
the temple agapne, whereas p;eſſing in⸗ 
to the routes of the Jewes, he _ ſoꝛe 
oun⸗ 
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A;

wounded ok a certapneJebye. And when 
he perceaued hymſelfe wounded , he 
woulde haue lept backe, but fumbled at 
a ſtone in the pauement of the court of 
the temple, and fell downe , where he 
fought pet ſtill, till a certapne 3ewe kil⸗ 
led hym outright. He fought in deede 
verp boldly and valiauntlp, but vnware⸗ 
lpe: fo; he conſidered not his ground 
wherin he had to do with the Jewes. 
Titus waiting foz Goli nus returne , and 
hearpng hym to be lapne , woulde haue 
gone hymlelfe to reſcue the reſt of his 
whiche were with hym : but his men 
woulde not ſuffer hym , fcaryng left he 
hymlelf ſhould be lapne . The Jewes 
therefoze gat the vpper hande that dap, 
and flue wonderfull many Romanes 111 
that battaple,ſpoylpng them alſo( which 
were kylled) of theyꝛ armoure. Theſe 
were the names of the Jewes that made 
that ſkyzmyſhe, Df the company of cap- 


tapne Ichochanan, Elaſa, and Iphtach;of 
Schimeons companye , Malchiah , and 
laikob a pzince of the Edomites: and 
Arſimon, t Iehudah, of the company of 
Eleaſar the ſonne of Anani, Theſe with 


theyz companyons made this ſlaugh⸗ 
ter 
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ter of the Romanes in the enfraunce 
ofthe temple , and dzone them backe to 
the Antochia, where they kept them vp 
that they coulde not get out. Wherefoze 
when Titus perceaued that the Anto- 
chia was in the Romanes wape, and 
hyndzed them: he cauſed it to bee raced 
and pulled downe to the ground. Theſe 
thinges were done vppon the. v. day of 
Siuan, the thyꝛd moneth , vpon the euen 
of the ſolempne feſtiuall day of weekes, 
whiche otherwiſe is called Pentecoſt, 
and that was the. xiiii.moneth from the 
2 of Titus ſiege agaynll this 


S Hoꝛtlp after, vppon the thyzdday of 

the feaſte of weekes, the Jewes as 
many as were at Hieruſalem, kept holi⸗ 
dap, and celebzated the feaſt. Titus ta- 
kyng with hym Ioſeph the ſonne of Go- 
rion, went vnto the houſe of the ſancu/ 
arp where the ſeditious and ſouldiers of 
the Jenes were gathered together, and 
called vnto Ichochanan and the reſte of 
the captapnes of the ſeditious, to whom 
he ſpake by the meanes of Ioſeph, beyng 
his interpꝛeter, in this wyle . = 
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hath this temple offended the (thou 
ſeditious Ichochanan 2) why haſt thou 
bzought vppon it this great eupll and 
miſchiefe? If ſo be it thou truft ſo much 
to thy ſtrength: come foozth to bs with 
thy men into the ficldes , and we ſhall 
fight with thee thy fill. Js not this pour 
ſolempne keſtiuall day? Why then wyll' 
ve fight in that place where pe ſhoulde 
offer pour ſacrifices 2 Pe pollute and 
defile the ſanctuary of your God and his 
name, and we ſpare it, knowyng it is 
the houſe of God. And thonly cauſe why 
we make warre vpon you, is pour ſtub⸗ 
burne tifneckednes , that you wyll not 
ſubmit pour felues to vs, whom GSD 
bath geuen the dominton vnto, whole 
will pe labonre in vapne to diſappoynt. 
Eyther therfo:e,yf pe wil fight no moze, 
humble pour ſelucs under our ſubiecti⸗ 
on, that pe may ſane pour lpues: oz els 
pf pe be determined ſtyll deſperately to 
fight with vs, then get pe foozth from 
hence, and lette vs go into the ficldes, 
there to (ct our battailes in arap. Why 
wyll pe defile pour ſanctuarp,and hinder 
the wozſhyppyng of pour God:? Puche 
moze beſides this ſpake Titus, partelye 
blampng 
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blamyng they2 ſtubburnnes in that they 
had defiled thepꝛz temple, and pet ceaſſed 
not to pollute it moze and moze:partelp 
with fapze wozdes and gentlenes, er- 
hoꝛtyng them to peelde „admonpchyng 
them not to reſiſte ſo mightie an armp, 
when as they coulde not do it without 
daunger of vtter deſtruction, Thele 

and many other thynges loſeph erpzeſ- 
ſed in Hebzue to the people, as Litus 
willed hym „ but the Jcwes aunſwered 
neuer a wozd:fo2 Ichochanan had geuen 
a charge that no man ſhoulde ſpeake. 
Then captapne Ichochanan aunſwered 
Titus hymſelſe, ſaping: We can offer no 
kynde of facrifices moze acceptable to 
God, then to vowe, ieoparde, and ha- 
bandon our owne bodpes and blood fo? 
his names ſake . UWherfoze we will dye 
free in this our towne , and wyll neuer 
tome in bondage to ſerue pou, Titus 
made hym aunſwere by loſeph, ſaying: 
This pour citte , J graunt is a holye ci- 
lie, and pour temple is moſt holp, which 
no man doth denpe. But pe haue gre- 
uouſlpe finned,in that pe haue polluted 
the temple of the Lozde pour God , by 


ſhcadyng in it the innocente blood of 
ſaintcs 
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ſaintes and pzieſtes of God, with other 
molt godly and holy men. By what rea⸗ 
ſon can pe then lap that pou ſhall be ac⸗ 
cepted fo2 ſacrifices and oferinges be⸗ 
foze God:? Mea, rather God abhozret!3 
and deteſteth pou vtterly , when as he 
requireth in his ſacrifices that they 
ſhoulde haue no defaut noꝛ ſpot : but ye 
are all to bie ſpotted , ſo that no ſounde 
place is in pou, Foz tell me ( p2ap you) 
yk there be any moze abhominable ſpot 
in man then ſpnne, when as hs tranſ- 
grefſeth the lawe of G O iD as pe haue 
done? Neyther is there any wyſedome 
02 intelligence in pou. Foz wyle men 
woul»e wyſelp beare with the calami⸗ 
ties of tymes, and knoive the courſes of 
thinges: Bowe then are pe ſo foolpthe to 
ſave that ye are an acceptable and well 
pleaſing ſacrifice vnto God, when as 
ve reſpite the will of God ſo pꝛoudipe⸗ 
But thou Ichochanan and the reſt of the 
ſeditious captapnes that are with thee, 
tell me, art not thou a nio2tatl man, 
(ubiecte vnto the griekes and verations 
of this lyfe , and wozmes ineate as we 
be? Shoulde he not dyſpleaſe thee that 
ſhonlde take awape a table oz ſuche ipke 
theng 
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thyng pꝛepared to the honour of thee; 
and wouldeſt thou take it in good part, 
and holde hym excuſed that ſhould do ſo 
vnto thee « UWhy then haſt thou taken 
away the ſacrifices of thy GOD out of 
his temple , and haſt ſtuffed it with in- 
numerable dead bodyes : Who can ſee 
oz heare this, and abſtapne from we⸗ 
pyng, when he ſhall knowe ſo manpe 
Iſraelites to haue ſuffred death by the, 
and Schimeon, and Eleaſar thy felowes: 
Neyther canſt thou pet apply thy mynde 
to ceaſſe and leaue of thy malyce , and 
yet neucrtheleſſe perſwadeſt thy ſelfe 
the whyle that God is with thee , and 
that thou with thy felowes art an ac⸗ 
ceptable and well pleaſpng ſacrifice vn- 
to God: nothyng perceaupng that pour 
ſinnes ſeperateth pou, and kepeth you a 
ſunder moze ſtrongelp then any Bꝛaſen 

wall. It is true J confeſfſe that it be- 

commeth euerp valiaunt man to ſtande 

ſfoutely in the defence of his people , c. 

tie, and countrey , For it is better to dye 

valauntly , then to come into the ſub- 

iection of his enemy that goeth about 

to plucke hym from his religion, and 

dryue hym out of his countrey. But 
came 
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came not hyther foz that intent, to dzaw 
you from pour lawe, oz to banpſhe pou 
out of pour lande, oʒ cls to deſtrop it and 
pour cities: but this is the cauſe of my 
tommpng hither, to offer you peace, and 
to make a league with pou, that you 
ſhoulde take vpon pou our poke, and be 
our ſubtectes as ye were befoze, Where 
dyd pou euer heare ofa people in alithe 
wozlde, that hath ſhewed them lelues 
ſo mercpfall and gentle, both towardes 
other, ⁊ towarde pou, as we haue done: 
Hannibal the tàapitaine of the Carthagi- 
nians, after he had waſted our countrey, 
and at length was taken by vs, was he 


not had in great honour and reputation 
of vs, and with ſuch humanitie hande⸗ 


led, that we made hym kpng of his peas 
plc? And ſo dealt we with Antiochus the 
Macedonian,and other kynges that we 
toke pꝛiſoners. Ye bzagge that pe kepe 
the watche ol pour God: Why then fo⸗ 
lowe pe not the erample of lechaniah 
your kyng 2 who to ſaue the temple of 
pour god from deſtruction, and leſt your 
people alſo ſhould be led away into bon⸗ 
dage, oz be deſtroyed with the ſwozde, 
peelded hym ſelfe and his houle into the 

Fi - handes 
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handes of the kyng of the Chaldees. 
TA hy ſpare you not pour owne lpues, 
pour citie, and ſanctuarie? Nowe ther⸗ 
foze hearken vnto me, and J wpl make 
a league with you befoze the god of this 
houſe, who ſhalbe a witnes betwirt me 
and you, by whom J ſweare that J wpl 
neuer bꝛeake this league, neither do you 
any harme, no2 ſpople pour goodes, noz 
leade pou away captiue, no pet confti- 
tute any rulcr ouer you but a Jewe of 
pour owne natiõ, euen Ioſeph the pꝛieſt 
which is with me ſhalbe pour pꝛince, if 
pou thinke it good: and all the faythfull 
mẽ alſo which are with me, ſhal returne 
to pou home againe, pe ſhall inhabite 
pour owne lande, ye ſhall haue the bſe 
of the fruites therof with peace and quis 
etnes, without any coxruption oz alte- 
ration of the ſeruice of your god. Mher⸗ 
fo:e credite me to make a league with 
pou. And that ye may truſte me the bet- 
ter, ye (hall haue pledges, Ioſeph a no⸗ 

ble man of pour countrey, other pꝛin⸗ 

ces ꝭ noble men ofthe Komanes, Come 

fozth therfoze and intreate a peace with 

vs, bowe pour ſhoulders,x humble pour 


neckes to ſerue vs, lyke as all other na- 
" tions 
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tions do, and as yon haue done pour 


ſelues in the tyme of Nero Cæſar, that 
ye may lpue, 4 not be deſtroped, keppng 
pour religion ſafe and ſounde. Toſeph 
the pꝛieſt hearpng the woꝛdes of Titus 
and his clemencie, in that he was myn⸗ 
ded to ſpare the Jewes, burſt out aloude 
wept in the pꝛeſence of the capitaines 
and of the ſeditious verp bytteriy, but 
they nothyng regarded it. loleph there- 
foze ſeing that Litus coulde do nothyng 
with the (editions, ſaid bnto their pzins 
ces: J maruell nothyng though this ci⸗ 
tie tende to deſolation 4 deſtruction, fo: 
J knowe the ende of it is at hande. But 
this is it that J maruell most, that pe 
haue read the booke of Daniel, and vn⸗ 
derſtande it not, which is nowe fulipiled 
in all popntcs, ⁊ pet neuer a one of pou 
doth marke it. The continnall ſacrifice 
is alrcdy teaſſed a good whyle ago, the 
annopnted pꝛieſte is cut away and put 
downe. Theſe thynges although they 
be moſt manifcft, pet pour heartes can 
not beleue them. And many other woz⸗ 
des ſpake Ioſeph, ful of admonit ion and 
conſolation, but the Jewes refuſed to 
heare him, Whe as he had made an end 
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therfozc, and the ſedicious had ſo harde⸗ 
ned their neckes, Titus turned him, and 
departed out of Ieruſalem, ſaping: Let 
vs get vs hence, leſte their ſinnes de⸗ 
ſtrope vs, Wherefoze he pytched his 
tentes without the citie, in the ſame 
place where he encamped at the firſte. 
F62 he was atrayde both fo2 hym ſelfe 
and his armie, leſte they ſhoulde be cir- 
cumuented and cloſed in, and flaine crn- 
elly in ſo grea a citie as that was. C er⸗ 
faine of the pꝛieſtes at that tyme, and of 
the nobles of the towne,wity other god⸗ 
ly men, dyd wplelp ſee to them ſelues, 
and came foozth to Titus, ſubmittyng 
them ſelues to his mercie, and were re- 
ceaued of hym peaceably with great ho⸗ 
nour: Whom Titus commaunded to be 
conducted into þ land of Goſchen,where 
in tymes paſt the Iſraclites dwelt, in the 
dayes of Iacob their father, and Ioſeph 
loꝛde of Egypt. Thyther ſent he them, 
and gaue it them in poſſeſſion, to them 
and to their heires fo2 euer, tcommaun⸗ 
ding a companie of the Chaldees to ſafe- 
conduct them, tyll they came to the land 
of i:olchen. Titus direged his letters al⸗ 


ſo to the Romane pꝛeſident whiche * 
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ſet oner Egypt, to take pitie of þ Jewes 
that he had placed in the lande of o- 
chen, to ſuſtepue and ſuccour them, and 
to lee that no Romane o2 other ſhoulde 
do them harme, oꝛ anoye them by anp 
meanes. Manp other alſo of the Jewes 
couetedto go fooꝛth of Teruſalem, but 
they were diſapopnted by the leditious, 
that they could not do as they intended. 
And who can tel whether they were en⸗ 
tangled with their owne finnes, and des 
ſtenied to deſtruction with their ſedici⸗ 
ous bzethzen,when as their handes alſo 
were polluted with the crueltie and ints 
quitie of the ſeditious? Wiherioze the ſes 
ditious cloſed vp all the wayes about 
the temple, that none of the Jewes whi⸗ 
che were in leruſalem myght get out to 
Titus, When Titus knewe that many 
of the Jewes were deſirous to flee vnta 
hym, and coulde not becauſe of the ſedi⸗ 
tious: he went again to the place where 
he was befoze, and loſeph with hynr. 
Who when the people ſawe to be there 
with Titus, they fell a weepyn g, ſapde 
bnto hym: We acknowledge our ſin⸗ 
nes, and the tranſgreſfis of our fathcrs, 
we haue all ſwarued out ofthe way a- 


The warres of 


againlt the Lozd our God, foꝛ we know 
the mercie and gentlenes of Titus the 
ſonne of Cæſar, and that he taketh pitie 
vpon vs: but what can we do, when it 
is not in our power to flee vnto hym, 
becaule of the crueltie of the (editions? 
The (editions hearyng them talkyng 
with loſeph in the pꝛelence of Titus, x 
that thep ſpake reucrently of hym, and 
honoured his father, callyng htm Lozd; 
thep rannc vpon them with their dzaw⸗ 
en ſwoꝛdes, to kyll them. Then crped 
thep vnto Jitus: Deare loꝛde t maiſter 
reſcac vs. The Romances therfoze made 
lpcede to deliuer them ont ofthe handes 
of the ſeditious. So ryſſe there a fray in 
the myddeſt of the temple, bet weene the 
Romanes & the Jewes. The Romanes 
fledde into the place called Sanctum ſan- 
ctorum, which was the holpeſt of all, 
the zewies folowed after, and flue them 
euen there. Titus ſtandpng without , 
cryed vnto lehochanan, and ſapde vnto 
hym: Heareſt thou thou Ichochanan, 
is not thy wickednes pet great enough): 
VM ylt thou neuer make an ende of thy 
miſchiefe? M here is the hono? of thy 
God? Is tt not wzitten in the lawe of 
| our 
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your God of the Sanctum ſanctorum, 
that no ſirannger ought to come at it, 
but onlye the bye pꝛieſte, and that but 
once a pere, becauſe it is the holpeſt of 
al: And now how dareſt thou be ſo bold 
to kyll thoſe that are eſcaped vnto it- 
And howe dare you ſhedde the blood of 
the vncircumciled therein, whom ye ab- 
hozre, and pet mtre their blood with 
pours? The Lozd pour God is mp wit⸗ 
neſſe, that J would not haue this houſe 
deſtroped: but your owne wicked woz- 
kes and pour owne handes pull it 
downe, And woulo God you would re⸗ 
ceàue our peace, whiche pfit were once 
done, we woulde honour this houſe of 
the ſanctuarie and temple of the Loꝛde: 
yea,we woulde depart away from pou. 
But pour heartes are hardened Ipke 
iron, and pour neckes and fozeheades 
are become obſtinate as baſe, to your 
owne vadopng, Foz pe ſhall cary your 

owne ſ{innes, and dye in the lande ofthe 

Romanes. 1 and my kathers houſe 

are innocent and giltleſſe of pour death, 

as the Lozde and his temple in whoſe 

pꝛeſence we ſtande, ſhall beare vs wit⸗ 

nelle this day. But when he lawe that 

none 
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none of the ſeditious gaue any regarde 
to his wozdes, he choſe out of his Ro- 
manes thirtie thouſande valiaunt fpgh- 
tyng men, and gaue them commaunde⸗ 
ment to take and occupie the entrye of 
the temple, whiche is a holy court, and 
determined to go with them hym ſelfe: 
but his nobles woulde not ſuffer hym, 
but wylled hym to remapne vpon a bye 
place, where he mpght beholde his ſonl- 
diours fyght . And when they lee thee a 
farre of, their heartes ſhalbe comfozted, 
and they thall ſyght accozdpng as thou 
wylt wythe them: but come not at the 
entrye ofthe temple thy ſelfe, leſte thou 
be veitroyed amongſt other, Titus folo- 
wed the counſell. of his captaines, and 
went not at that tyme with his men to 
the battell, Me made chiefe captaines of 
that hoſt of 30. P. one Karilius 4 Roſtius, 
two noble men,who he commaunded to 
ſet vpõ the Jewes that nyght, whe they 
ſhoulde be a ſleepe with weerpnes. The 
Romanes therfoze dopng after his com- 
maundement, ſet vpon the Jewes. But 
the Jewes haupng intelligence of the 
matter, kept diligent watch, and with⸗ 
ſtoode the Romanes valiauntly all ou 

nyght. 
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nyght. But the Nomanes were not 
hally to ſyght in the darke, fcarpng leſte 
it myght turne to their owne harme. 
Aſſone ther foze as it was dap, the Jewes 
deuided them lelues, and beſtowed their 
companies at the gates of thentraunce, 
and fought lyke men, Karilius t Koſtius 
beſct the temple rounde about, that not 
one of the Jewes myght elcape out, and 
ſo the battaple encreaſed betweene them 
foz the ſpace of, vij. dayes, ſometyme the 
Romanes gettyng the vpper hande of 
the Jewes, dzpupng them within the 
entraunce : ſometpme the Jewes ens 
touragpng them ſelues made the Ko⸗ 
manes retyze, and purſued them to the 
walles of the Antochia ; In this maner 
fought they theſe. vt. dapes. Afterwarde 
the Romanes returned backe from the 
Jewes, and woulde not kpgbt hande to 
hande with them any moze, Then Titus 
comaunded the walles of the Antochia 
to be pulled downe farther, that there 
myght be place foz his whole hoaſt to 
enter. The famine in the meane ſeaſon 
grewe moꝛe greeuous, ſo that no foode 
was nowe left, Foz the Jewes began 
nowe to iſſue out and ſteale hozſes, aſles, 

and 
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and other beaſtes whatſoener they could 
catche, enen out ofthe Romanes campe, 
that they myght dꝛelle them ſome meate 
and ſuſtapne their lines. Mhich they 
dopng oftentpmes, at the length the 
Romaynes perceaued it, and were won- 
derfullys diſpleaſed with the matter. 
Wrherefoze they ſet watche and warde 
rounde abount the campe, leſt by the dil⸗ 
ccit of the Jewes they ſhould be ſpoyled 
of their cattell. So after that, the Jewes 
coulde ſteale no moze from thence. After- 
warde notwithſtandpng they armed 
them ſelues, and iſſued out at the eaſte 
gate, and bꝛake the wall that Titus had 
rayſed fo2 his owne ſatetie, leſt p Jewes 
ſhoulde iNue out vpon a ſodapne, and 
come vpon hym at vnwares. A ſozt of 
tall felowes therkoꝛe of the youth of the 
Tewes, iſſued out by the bzeaches of the 
wall, and gat vp quickly to the mount 
Oliuete, whereas thep ſounde hozſcs, 
mules,aTes,and much other catteil, and 
laying their kepers, they d2oue them 
befoze them with great ſhoutes into the 
towne. The Romanes perceauing that, 
purſued them. T herckoze the poung 
men deuided the ſelues into two * 
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the one to d2pue the bootie, and the other 
to reſiſt the Romanes. So there was a 
ſoze fyght betwirt them, but the Jewes 
gate the vpper hande, and went their 
wapes cleare with the pꝛap towarde Je- 
ruſalem, Foz the Jewes came foozth, 
tonſtrapned by the neceſſitie of hunger, 
and fought foz their lpupung: the Ko⸗ 
manes had no cauſe to fpght, ſaue onely 
fo: ſhame to ſee their cattel dꝛiuen away 
befoze their eyes, fo otherwyle they put 
not their lpues in ieopardp to fight vnta 
death as the Jewes dpd, pet was there 
many of the Romanes llapne in that 
fyght. The Jewes whyle the Komanes 
purſucd them in vayne, they gate into 
the towne with their ſpople and pꝛape, 
and ſtrapghtwape turned vpon the Ro- 
manes and dzyue them backe, purſupng 
them agapne tyll they came almoſte 
to Iitus campe, whiche when the 
other Komanes (awe, they came ta 
the reſcue of their felowes, and pur⸗ 
lued agayne thoſe poung men to kyll 
them oz to take them, albcit they eſcaped 
to the towne without any harme, laue 
that they toke a boy and b2zonght hym 
vnto 1 itus, He that toke this ladde, was 
| called 
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called Pornas, So the Komanes pꝛe⸗ 
uayled agaynſt the Jewes at that tyme, 
and fo2 a certapne token of victozie,they 
had this poung Jewe paiſoner, Vornas 
that toke hy m,was had in great eſtima⸗ 
tion foz that acte, of TI tus and all the 
Romanes, ['1tus apparelled the bop, and 
committed hym to loſephus to kepe, 
This boo had a bzother amongſt them 
that eſcaped into the towne, a byle pers 
ſonage, eupll fauoured, and of a lowe 
ſtature, his name was Ilonathan. He 
ſepng his bꝛot er taken pztſoner, com⸗ 
meth foozth of the tombe of lochanan 
the hie pꝛieſt oner againſt the Romanes, 
and cryed vnto Titus, and to ail the ars 
mie, laping: If there be euer a man 
amongſt pon, let hym come foo2th vnto 
me, here wyll J abpde hym, and fpght 
with hym vpon this grounde: and ye 
hall knowe this dap whether the Ro- 
mines oz the Jewes be the better men. 
Lye Romanes deſpiſed hym, pet durſt 
they not meddle with hym,but ſapde: pt 
we kyll hym, we ſhall neuer be counted 
the better men fo2 ſuch an acte, and pt he 
ſhoulde kyll any of vs, it ſhoulde be a 


great diſhanoz to be fl layne ofa waetched 
| captitte.

eaytiffe, Ionathan ſayd to the Romanes: nt 


Howe much is the manhood of the Ros ob 
manes to be regarded tn our eyes? Haue ; 
not pou ben ſlapne and put to fiyght by 1 


vs: M hat were you then pf that bandes 
and companies of the Gentiles came 
not euerp dap to apde pou: pt they had 
not refreſſhcd you, we had long ago ea⸗ 
ten pou vp.

When Jonathan hadde ſpoken thus 
pꝛoudlpe, there came foozth one of the 
molt valianteſt ſouldiours of the Ro- 
manes, whoſe name was Pornas, the 
ſame that had taken the bꝛother of this 
Jonathan, and bzought hym to Titus, 
he came no ſoner at Ionathan, but he 
was kpllcd of hym ſtrapghtwape, lea⸗ 
uyng behynde hym a diuers inheritaficg 
to lonathan and the Romanes. To 

Jonathan 
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Jonathan a fame of foztitude and vale⸗ 
auntneſſe: to the Komanes ſhame and 
repꝛoche. When lonathan had ſo ſlapne 
the Romance, the Jewes chaunged his 
name, and called hym Ichonathan by an 
honozable name, and gaue him a ſcepter 
of dominion in his hande. But lehona« 
than wen he had gotten this victozie, 
gaue not the glo;ie to God, but aſcribed 
it to his owne pꝛoweſſe, and became 
verype pzoude withall, he was not con- 
tent with one victozie, but woulde pet 
pꝛouoke the Komanes,raplpng at them, 
and callyng fo2 another valcaunt cham⸗ 
pion to be ſent to hym, that 3 might kyll 
bhym(ſaith he) and declare my fozce vpon 
hym. And cuen as he ſayde fo, one of the 
Romanes whoſe name was Pornan 
ſtroke hym thzough with an arrowe at 
vnwares, and kylled hym. By whoſe er⸗ 
ample we map perceaue, It is euery mans 
part chiefly to take heede, that when 
they ouercome their enemies, they re- 
ioyce not ouer much, nor waxe proude 
for the matter, for who knoweth what 


ende they ſhall haue them ſelues? Theſe 
thynges done, the Jewes ſeyng the 
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that compaſſed the towne, to be raſed # 
pulde downe, knowyng alſo that they 
had no hope left, noꝛ any thyng to truſt 
vnto: they conſulted what were beſt to 
be done. There was a great huge houſe 
lopnyng vpon the ſide of the temple that 
kyng Solomon had buylded, ofa great 
hepght, whoſe walles allo the kynges 
of the ſeconde temple had rapſed on 
bepght, and had decked it with tymber 
of Firre and Coder trees. The Jewes 
went and annopnted euerp where the 
Geder tymber of the houſe with bzim- 
one and pitche aboundaütly. So when 
the Romanes came agapne to the tem⸗ 
ple to aſſault the Jewes, and purſyed 
them vnts that palaice: they entred the 
palaice after the Jewes (who went out 
agapne another wap) and ſome clymed 
by to the battlementes of the houſe, os 
ther ſet vp ladders to ſcale it. Then 
retoyced they wonderfiilly, ſaping: the 
palaice is taken, nowe haue the Jewes 
no place lefte to flee vnto foz refuge. 
Thus when the Romannes had gotten 
the palaice, and the houſe was thzungx 
full of them, a certapne Jewe a poung 
man, vowing him lelte deſperatly to die, 
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went and ſhut vp the palaice, and ſet fire 
on the gates befoze annopnted with 
b:imſtone and pitche. And ſtrapghtway 
the ſide walles of the houſe, ⁊ the whole 


buyld g began to be on a lyght fpꝛe, ſo 
that þ Komanes had no wap to eſcape, 
becauſe the fpze tompaſſed the honſe on 
euery ſyde. The Icwes alſo ſtoode in 
harneſſe rounde about the houſe, leſt any 
of the Komanes ſhoulde eſcape. Mher⸗ 
foze ſo many of the Komanes as entred 
the houſe, were deſtroped with the fyꝛe, 
which was. rrtf. thouſande men of 
warre, Titus hearpng the crye ok the 
Romanes that peryſſhed in the fp2e, 
made ſpeede with his men to come and 
reſcue them, but they coulde not deliver 
them out of the fire it bꝛent ſo vehement- 
lpe, wherfoze Titus and his wept very 
bitterlpe. The Romanes that were a- 
boue vpon the honſe, when they (awe 
they: maiſter Titus weepe, and the fire 
to be betweene them, that neither toulde 
tome at other, they caſte them ſelues 
downe headlong from the battlemen- 
tes of the houſe whiche was very bye, 
and dyed, ſaping: we wyll dye in T itus 
pzelence, to gette vs a name thereby. 
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The Jewes kepte the gates of the pas 
laice : and if they perceaned any man go 
about to eſcape out of the fire, oꝛ to come 
downe of the battlementes, them they 
kylled with their ſwozdes. In that fp:e 
was a certaine noble man of the ſtocks 
of kynges, whoſe name was Longinus, 
to whom the Jewes crped, and flowted 
bym, ſaying : Come hyther to vs, that 
thou mayft ſaue thy lyfe, and not be de⸗ 
ffroped: but he durſt not go out at the 
gate, fearyng leſt the Jewes would kyll 
hym. Wherfoze he dzewe out his ſwozy 
and th2uſt him ſclfe thzough befoze their 
faces. An other noble man alſo was in 
that fire, whoſe name was Artorius, 
who lokyng foozth from the toppe of the 
houſe, ſawe one of his deare frendes by 
Titus,which was called Lucius, to who 
Artorius called, ſaping: Mp deare frend 
Lucius get on thyne armour and come 
byther, that J may leape downe vppon 
thee, and thou mapeſt receaue me. JfY 
dye, J make thee mine heire: pf thou 
dye, thy childꝛen ſhal inherite my goods, 
Wherefoze Lucius ranne and helde his 
lappe open at the houſe ſpde, 4 Artorius 
leapt downe, and lyght vpon hym with 
Gg. ſuche 
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ſuch wayght that they both dped there- 
with. Titus comaunded the couenaunt 


that they two made befoze their death 


to be wꝛitten vpon aſwozde with blood, 
and their frendſhip to be noted in the 
chzonicles of þ Nomanes, that it might 
be an example to all men to learne true 
frendſhip bye. At that tyme therkoꝛe the 
Jetwes reuenged them lelues meetlpe 
wel vpon the Nomanes. The fire bzent 
tpll it came to the houſe of Chiſknahu 
kyng of Ichudah, and had almoſt taken 
the temple of the Loꝛde: which the Ro- 
manes leyng, fledde out of the towne, 
and gate them to their tentes, a great 
part of them bepng deſtroped by the 
crueltie of the Jewes, ſo that fewe of 
them remapned. The reſt ther foze lape 
ſepll in their ſiege rounde about the 
towne, ſaping: we ſhall not be able to 
wyn the to one by the \wo2de , but ra⸗ 
ther we muſt be fayne to dꝛyue them to 
peelde by famine, wherefoze thep com- 
paſſed it on euerp ſyde. In the towne 
nowe had they no victuals lefte. 

There was a certaine notable ryche

oman at Ieruſalem, of a noble 


houſe alſo, whoſe name was _ | 
| hee 
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her d\vellyng was beyonde Tordan : but 
when the perceaued the warres to grow 
moꝛe t moꝛe in the tyme of Vaſpaſian, 
the came bp with her nepghbours to 
Ierulalem, bzyngyng with her not only 
ber men ſeruauntes and women ſer⸗ 
uauntes, and all her whole familie: buf 
alſo her goodes and ryches, which were 
very great, When the hunger was 
greeuons at leruſalem, and the ſediti- 
ous went from houſe to houſe to ſeke 
meate, they came alſo to this womans 
houſe, and toke away from her by fozce 
all that euer ſhe had, and lefte her no⸗ 
thyng remapnyng. By this meanes ſhe 
was oppꝛeſſed with very great hunger, 
ſo that the wyſhed her lelfe out of the 
woꝛlde, but her tyme was not pet come 
to dye. M herfoze that ſhe mpght flake 
her hunger and ſuſteine her lyfe, ſhe be⸗ 
gan to ſcrape in the chaſte and duſte fog 
beaſtes doung, but coulde fynde none. 
She had one ſonne, and when the ſawe 
the famine ware greater 4 greater vpon 
her, ſhe lapde aſide al womanhod 4 mers 
cle,  toke vpon her an hoxible trueltie. 
Foz when ſhe heard her boy weepe and 
ale foz meat which ſhe had not to geus

J wyll 
therfoze be thy graue, and thou ſhalt be 
my foode. And fo2 that, that if thou hadſt 
lyued and growen to mans ſtate, thou 
oughteſt by right to haue nofiriſhed me: 
nowe feede me with thy fleſhe, and with 
it ſuſteyne mpne age,befo;e that famine 
dcuour thee, and thy body be conſumed. 
Render therefoze vnto thy mother that 
which ſhe gaue vnto thee, foz thou ca⸗ 
melt of her, and thou ſhalt returne into 
her. Fo2 J wpll bapng thee into the ſclfe 
ſame ſhoppe, in the which the bzeath of 
lyfe was bzeathed into thy noſethzplles: 
fozaſmuche as thou art my welbeloued 
ſonne, who J haue loued alwapes with 
all my ſtrength, be therfoze meate foz 


thy mother, an ignominte and repꝛoche 


to the ſeditious, that by violence haue 
taken away our foode, Mherefoꝛe mp 
ſonne heare my voyce, and ſuſtepne my 
ſoule and my lyfe, and go to thende that 
is determined foz thee by my handes, 
thy lotte be tn the garden of Eden and 
Paradiſe 2 be thou meate foz me, and a 
rebuke and ſhame to the ſeditious, that 
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they may be compelled to ſay, Lo a vo- 
man hath kylled her ſonne, and hath ea- 
ten hym. So, when ſhe had thus ſpo⸗ 
ken to her ſonne, ſhe toke the chylde, and 
turning her face away left ſhe ſhould ſee 
hym dye, the kylled hym with a ſwozde, 
and after cut his body into certaine pecs 
ces, whereof ſome the roſted, ſome ſhe 
ſodde: and when ſhe had eaten of them, 
the layde vp the reſt to kepe. The ſa⸗ 
uour of the fleſhe roſted when it came 
out into the ſtreates to the people, they 
ſayde one to another: ſee here is a ſmell 
of roſt meate. Which thyng came to the 
knowledge ok the ſedicious at length, 
who went into the houſe ot the woman 
and ſpake roughly vnto her: why ſhoul⸗ 
deſt thou haue meate to lpue with, and 
we dye fo2z hunger: The woman made 
them aunſwere, and lapde vnto them: 
Be not diſpleaſed J beſcche yon with 
pour handemapde foz this, foz pou ſhall 
ſee J hane reſerued part foz you. Opt 
pou downe therefoze, and J wpll b2zyng 
it you, that ye map taſte therof, foz 1t is 


very good mcate. And by and by ſhe laid. 
the table, and ſet befoze them part of the 


chyldes flethe,ſaying: Cate J pꝛap = 
here 
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here is a chyldes hand, ſee here his foote 
and other partes, and neuer repozt that 
it is anp other womans childe but mine 
o bone only ſonne that pe knew with me, 
hym à bare, and alſo haue eaten parte, 
and parte J haue kept foꝛ pou, UW hiche 
when ſhe had ſpoken, ſhe burſt out and 
wept, ſaping: Oh my lonne, my ſonne, 
howe ſweete waſt thou to me whyles 
thou pet lpucdſt, and nowe at thy death 
alſo thou art ſweeter to me then honpe. 
Joꝛ thou haſt not only fedde me in this 
molt greeuous famine,but thou haſt de⸗ 
fended me from the wzath of the ſeditt- 
ous, wherwith they were incenſed to- 
wardes me, when the ſmell of the meat 
bought them into mp houſe, Nowe 
therfozc are they become mp frendes,foz 
they ſyt at my table, and J haue made 
them a feaſt with thy fleſhe, After the 
turned her to the ſeditious, and bad the 
cate and ſatiſfie them ſelues: fo; why 
(ſaith he) ſhoulde pe abhozre my meats 
which J haue (ct befo2e you 7 J haue ſa⸗ 
tiſfied my ſelfe therwith, why therefo:e 
do you not cate of the fleſh of my ſonne? 
Taſte ⁊ ſee how ſweete my fonnes fleſh 
is, I dare (ay ye wyl ſap it is good meat. 
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What needeth pitie? Ought pe fo be 
mo2e moued therwith then a woman: 
It pe wyl in no wyſe eate of the ſacrifice 
of my ſonne, whe as J haue eaten ther 
of my ſelſe: ſhall not this be a ſhame foz 
vou, that J ſhoulde haue a better hearte 
and greater courage then youz Beholde 
I haue pzepared a fapze table foz you 
molt valiaunt men, why eate pe not Is 
it not a good feaſt that J haue dꝛeſt foz 
pou: and it was pour wyl that J ſhould 
make pou this feaſt. It hadde ben my 
part rather to haue ben moned with 
pitie of my ſonne, then yours: and how 
chaunceth it therefoze that pe are moꝛe 
mercytull then J: Are not pe they that 
ſpopled my houſe, and left me no kynde 
of foode fo2 me and my ſonne 2 Are not 
ys thep that conſtrapned me to make 
you this feaſt, notwithſtandyng p great 
hunger that J haue: Why then cate ye 
not therof, when as pe were the augozs 
and the cauſers that J dyd this deede / 
The Jewes hearpng this matter, were 
wonderfully (mptten into ſadneſle : yea 
euen the gouernours of the ſeditious bes 
gan to ſtoupe when they heard of this, ſo 
that they all in a maner deſired death, 


they 
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they were ſo amaſed at this hozrible act. 
Manp theretoze of the common people 
ſtale ont in the nyght foozth of Jeruſa- 
lem with all their ſubſtaunce,to the Ros 
manes campe, and ſhewed Titus of this, 
who wept therat, and was loꝛpe foz the 
matter ercecdpnglye , holdyng bp his 
handes to heauen, and crying: Zhou 
L.o2de God of the wozlde, God of this 
houſe,to whom all ſecretes are knowen, 
which alſo knoweſt my heart, that 1 
came not agapnlt this citie as deſirous 
of warres, but rather of peace, which Y 
euer offered them, but pet the citizens 
thereof euermoze refuſed it, although A 
oftentymes intreated them: And when 
they deſtroped one another by their ciuill 
dillention, J woulde haue delfuered 
them, but J founde them alwapes lyke 
molt fierce and cruell beaſtes, nothyng 
ſparyng them ſelues. And this milchtefe 
is come nowe ſo farre, that a woman 
hath eaten her owne fleſhe, being dziuen 
thereunto by moſt extreme necellitie. A 
haue hearde, and mp kozekathers haue 
tolde me all the power that thou hall ex⸗ 
erciſed in times paſt towardes them and 
their kathers, howe thy name dwelt 
amongtt 
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amongſt them, Fo2 thou bꝛoughteſt the 
out of Cgypt with a ſtrong hande, and a 
fretched toozth arme out of the houſe of 
bondage, to who alſo thou deutdedft the 
lea, leddeſt them thzough it dꝛpe, and 
dꝛownedſt their enemies in the water: 
After,conducted thy people th2ongh the 
wildernelle, and feddeſt them with bzead 
from hcaucn, thou cauſedſt quarles to 
fice vnto the, and bꝛoughteſt out water 
out of the rocke fo; them, At length, thou 


great and terrible miracles and won⸗ 
ders. Foz thou dzyedſt vp the waters of 
Jordane , and madeſt them ſtande as it 
were on a heape tyll they were paſſed 
ouer, Thou cauſedſt the Sunne and the 
Moone alſo to ſtay their courſe foz thy 
peoples ſake, tyll they myght vanquiſhe 
their enemies, Thou wouldeſt alſo that 
thy namc ſhoulde dwell amongſt them, 


and thou gaueſt them this citie by inhe⸗ 


ritaunce, Some of them thou choledſt 
fo2 thy lelte to be pꝛophetes, whiche 
myght coꝛrect thy people, teache them, 
and leade them in thy right wap, to geue 
them warnpng of miſeries kolowyng, 


that they myght take heede of th? ſelves, 
an 


bzoughteſt them into this holp lande bx 
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and beware of them. Thon ſtirredit vp 


wyle men amongſt them, to the intent 
Iſrael myght knowe what were to be 
done. Pozeouer, thou diddeſt choſe of 
them pꝛieſtes to ſerue thee, and to bleſſe 
thy people lſracl; Certapne godly men 


bol them alſo thou dꝛeweſt vnto thee, and 
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in a fiery Charriote thou carpedſt them 
vp into heauen. Thou ſmoteſt the tentes 
of the kyng of Aſlur, and kylleoſt in 
them. clxxxv.thouſande men. Theſe and 
diuers other thynges haue J learned of 
my fozekathers: pea, and loſeph the 
pꝛieſt a very wyſe man, hath tolde me a 
great part of the ſame, And nowe Lozde 
God, this people which J haue ſtrynen 
agapnſt, J woulde haue ſayde they had 
truſted in thee: but thou ſecſt they truſt 
not in thy ſaupng health, but in their 
owne l[wozde. Thou ſeeſt alſo hows 
pꝛoude they be, notwithſtandpng thy 
terrible ſignes and wonders wherewith 
thou halt fought on my fide agapnſt the, 
which they will not acknowledge. They 
ſap, there is no man can bzing vs vader, 
becauſe the Lozde our God wyll helpe 
vs yea although we be wicked: fo2 as 
much as fo; our ſakes he rapned bꝛead 

dolone 
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dofone from heauen, deuided the ſea, 
bꝛought out waters foozth of the harde 
Rocke, and ſtayed the courſes of the 
Sunne, and all foz vs. But they conſider 
not that thou ſhewedſt thoſe ſigncs to 
their fathers foz their righteouſnes ſake, 
and theſe foʒ their wickedneſſe thou haſt 
firoken in our warres, ts make their 
lande deſolate, and to lay waſt their 
cities, becauſe of the multitude of their 
tranſgreſſions, and howe thon haſt cons 
ſumed them with ſwo2de, peſtilence, and 
famine, that they are fapne to eate the 
fleſhe of their chyld zen. And pet foz all 
this, they can not fpnde in their heartes 
to humble them ſelues befoze thee,noz to 
acknowledge thy hande to haue ben vp- 
pon them fo2 their wicked woꝛkes. J alſo 
hauc not ben very earneſt vpon them, 
but haue aſſaulted them ener gently, Jf 
ſo be it thou wylt not deliuer them into 
my handes, J wyll get me hence front 
theſe molt wicked men, and flee awaye 
to ſaue my lpfe, left J alſo peryſhe in 
their ſinncs, whe thou ſhalt ouerthzowe 
thẽ, as thou diddeft ouerthzowe Sedom t 
Amora. Mherefoze, loe, J wpll get me 
out " their lande with ſpeede, left we be 
deſtroped 
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deſtroyed with them, foz our eyen do ſeg 1 
Sedom that was ouerthzowen in theyz 1 
bozders. Pea, but this hardeneth they) 1 
beartes alſo lyke iron, that they ſay:whp 

ſhoulde we not be lpke to our fathers in 
crueltiez Foz our fozefather Abraham 
when as he had but one onely ſonne, he 
went to ſacrifice him to the Lozd,whonr 
in deede J do not repꝛehend foz this fact: 
foz why? J knowe not the miſterie thers 
ok, albeit J maruell howe he had no pitie 
on his ſonne. J haue hearde alſo of a cer⸗ 
tayne kyng of theirs, who the ſame dap 
be ſet fozwardes to the warres, made a 
bowe to God that he would offer a ſacri⸗ 
fice,if he ſhould haue good ſucceſſe in his 
warres, and when he returned from the 
warrcs,he offred to god his only daughs 
ter, and ſo perfourmed his vowe that he 
had vowed vnto God. And hereby A 
knowe they are men of a ſtubburne ſpi⸗ 
rite; foz whatſoeuer it geueth them in 
their heades to do, that they thinke muſk 
needes be done, and they are a naughtie 
people, and moſte hepnous ſinners. 
Mhyerefoze, ercept thou wplt delpuer 
them to me, J wil geue ouer the warres, 
foz J wil not be (layne with them . 

on 
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put all iudgement. When Titus had 
ſapde all theſe thynges, he commaunded 
to bzyng an iron ramme,and to bende it 
agapnſt the newe wall which the ſedici⸗ 
dus had rayſed, that they myght batter 
the wall and caſt it downe. Then came 
fozth many of the nobles of the ſedicious 
vnto Titus, and made peace with hpm, 
whõ he placed amongſt his chtefe men. 
O Voztlye after, the Romanes ſet a fire 
a certayne gate of the temple , that 
was ſhut, whole dooꝛe was conered oucr 
with ſpluer: and whyle the tymber of it 
burnt, the ſilner melted and ranne vpon 
the grounde. So when the gate was o⸗ 
pen, there appeared the way which goeth 
to the Sanctum ſanctorum oz holpeſt of 
al, Aſſoone as Iitus ſawe it, he honoured 
it with great reuerence, and fozbad his 
people that no man ſhoulde come npe it, 
ſaping; take heede ye meddle not with 
this houſe, tyll we take further delibera⸗ 
tion what is to be done in the matter. 
UWhcrfo:ehe commaunded pzoclamati- 
on to be made thꝛoughout all his campe, 
in this wplc. Whoſocuer commeth nye 
this ſanctuarie, (hall ſuffer death fo2 it. 
Pe appoynted allo a ſtrong bande of 
ny men 
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| men to kepe the temple, that it were not 
ſuſpenſed and vnhalowed by any of his. 
But his pzinces and captapnes aunſwes 
red hym, ſaping: vnleſſe this houſe be ſet 
a fire, thou ſhalt neuer ſubdue this peo⸗ 
ple, fozaſmuch as to ſaue it, they vowe 
them ſclucs to dye. Notwithſtanvpng 
Titus woulde not hearken to their coun⸗ 
ſell in this matter, but appopnted of his 
ſouldiours and ſuch Jewes as had made 
peate with hym, to kepe warde, genpng 
them charge to kepe the temple + Sanc- 
tum ſantorum,left it ſhould be polluted, 
tyll they had conſulted vpon the matter. 
The ledicious Jewes that remapned in 
Ieruſalem, ſepng the Romanes departed 
from the temple, and leaupng the wars 
ders there behynde them, they ran vpon 
them with their [woꝛdes dzawen, and 
ſlewe them vp cleane, lettyng neuer a 
man ſcape. Which Titus hearyng of, he 
b:zought his whole armie thither againſt 
the ſedicious, and kylled many of them, 
the reſt fledde to the mount Sion, The 
nert daye the Romanes ſet fy2e Vppore 
the Sanctum ſanctorum, Jaytng wood 
tothe doozes that were couered ouer 

with golde, and then ſet fyze in them. 
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So after the golde wart hotte, and the 
tymber of the gates was once bzent, the 
bouſe of the Sanctum ſanctorum was 
open (that all men myght ſee it) the. ir. 
bay of the fifth moneth, which was the 
very ſame day that it was opened alſo 
in the tyme of the Chaldeis. The Ro- 
manes therefoze, when they had gotten 
that dooze of the Sanctum ſanctorum 
once open, and had entred into it, thep 
made great toy, and gaue a great ſhout, 
whyles the Sanctum ſanctorum was a 
fp2e: which when Titus ſawe, he made 

great ſpeede to quenche the fyze, and to 
ſaue the Sanctum ſanctorum, but he 
coulde not do it, there dyd ſo many let it 
a ſpꝛe in ſo many places, Titus therefoze 
crped vnto them, that they ſhoulde not 
do ſo: but they woulde not heare hym, 

Foz like as a vehement fludde of water 
bzeaketh all thynges, and dziueth them 

downe befoze it: euen ſo with a furious 
violence the Gentiles ruſThed vpon the 
temple of the Lozde, the fpze flampng 

nowe and then out of meaſure, Thus 

Titus crped vpon them in vapne: wher- 

foze when Titus ſawe he coulde not re- 


frayne the people from the Sanctum 
ſanctorum 
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ſanctorum with woꝛdes, he dꝛue ont his 
ſwozde, blampng the captapnes of his 
owne people, and the other that were 
not Romanes he kplled them, foz thep 
in tyme paſt were moze wont to ſpoyle 
the temple, nenerthecleſſe he coulde not 
ſtay them, noz put them backe, Ye cry- 
ed ſtyll vpon them notwithſtandpng, till 
he was ſo hoozſe, that he coulde crye no 
longer. The pzieſtes whiche were in 
the Sanctum ſanctorum, withſtode the 
Romanes ſtoutlp, till they were no moze 
able to lift vp their handes againſt them. 
Wherfo:e when the pꝛieſtes ſawe there 
was none other ſauegarde lefte , they 
lept into the fy2e,amd diuers otherJewes 
with them, that had hyd them lelues 
in the Sanctum ſanctorum, and ſo were 
all bzent together: fo2 they lapde, what 
ſhoulde we lpue any longer, nowe that 
the temple is bzent 2 Titus ceaſed not 
to ſtryke the people, to chaſe them from 
the temple, that they ſhoulde not ſinne 
agapnft the Sanctum ſanctorum, but no 
man woulde obey hym, foz they were 
many that ſpopled the temple . Titus 
therefozc bepng lo weerie, that all his 
lirength fayled hym ; he fell downe vp- 
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pon the grounde. Do when he (awe he 
pꝛeuapled nothyng with his crying: he 
teft of fozbidding them. After that the 
houſe of the Sanctum ſanctorum was 
burnt, Titus roſe and entred into it, and 
ſawe the glozy and magnificence therof, 
and beleued that it was the houſe of the 
E ode, fo2 as pet the fpꝛe had not vtterly 
conſumed all, ſo that he ſapde: nowe J 
wel perceane that this is none other then 
the houſe of God, and the dwelling of the 
God of heauens, nepther was it foz 
nought that the Jewes (ode ſo carncflt- 
lpe in the defence thereof, no2 the gen- 
tiles alſo dyd not without a canſe ſende 
golde and ſiluer to this temple from the 
farther partes of the wozlde, Foz great 
is the glozy of this temple, and it farre 
palleth the temple of the Romanes, and 
all the temples of the gentiles that ener 
I ſawe, The God of heauen, whiche is 
the God cf this houſe, take vengeaunce 
of the ſeditious, whole miſcheuous and 
hepnous deedes haue bzought this cuyll 
vpon it. The ſeditious that yet remap⸗ 
ned at Hieruſalem, ſepng the Sanctum 
ſanctorum to be burnt: they ſet the reſt 


of the temple a fyꝛe them (clues, and - 
the 
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the houſes alſo that were fplled full of 
treaſure, and al kinde of pꝛecious iewels. 


And where they knewe there was pet 


ſome victuales left, they (ct it a fpꝛe alſo, 
leſt the Komanes ſhould haue any com- 
moditie by it, ſaying: nowe that the 
Sanctum ſanctorum is waſted, what 
ſhonlde we line any longer, and then 
what nede haue we of any other bupl⸗ 
dynges oz houles ; After this, the Ko- 
manes quenched the fire, and vp lct their 
idols and images in the temple, and of- 
fred burnt offringes vnto them, blaſphe⸗ 
myng, raplyng, and mockyng at the 
Jewes and thepz lawes in the pꝛeſence 
of they2 idols. 


Bout that time was there a certaine 
Jewe that pzophecied a lpe vnto the 
ſcditious that remapned pet at Yieruſas 
lem, bidding them to plap the men, and 
reſiſt theyz enemies: foz nowe (ſaieth he) 
ſhall the temple be buplded by it ſelfe 
without mans hand, that God map de⸗ 
clare his power vnto the Romanes, 
whiche nowec glozy in them ſelues that 
they haue ouercome the Jewes. Therc⸗ 
fozc if pe wyll fight ſtoutlp agapnſt the 
h tt. R9s 
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Romanes, this day ſhall the temple be 
bailed by it ſelfe, Mherekoze the ſediti⸗ 
dus let vpon the Romanes, and flewe 
many of them. So the Romanes enkin- 
deled with pꝛe, handled the people cru- 
cily, kyllyng them lpke ſheepe , where 
they had fanoured them hytherto , All 
theſe thynges happened vnto the people, 
becanſe they gaue credite to the falſe pꝛo⸗ 
phete, and marked not the ſignes that 
appeared at Hieruſalem. Foz the pere 
nert befoze the commyng of Valpaſian, 
there was ſcene a ſtarre over the temple, 
ſo bꝛyght, as though a man had had ma⸗ 
nye dzawen ſwoꝛdes in his hand at once, 
And at the ſame tyme as the ſtarre ap⸗ 
peared in the tyme of the ſolemne feaſt 
called Paſlach , that whole nyght the 
temple was as lyght and as cleare, as 
though it had ben mpdday, and it con⸗ 
tinued (9 by the ſpace of ſeuen dapes of 
the feaſt, The men of vnderſtandpng 
in Jſrael knewe well inough, that this 
was an cuyll ſigue, but the reſt of the 
people interpzeted it in good part. The 
very ſame tyme alſo, thep bzought a 
Heiffer fo2 a- burnt offeryng, whiche 
when ſhe was keld and ſtroken downe 
that 
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that they myght d2eſſe her, che calued a 
Lambe. This miracle (they ſapde) like⸗ 
wiſe made foz them, and pꝛetended good. 
As alſo this that foloweth, they interpꝛe⸗ 
ted to good. There was a certapne gate 
that was called the Caſt gate, a great 
and wonderous heaute gate, that was 
neuer opened no2 ſhutte but twentie 
men had inough to do about it, the cre⸗ 
kyng of the gimmes and hookes where- 
of myght be heard a farre of. This gate 
was founde open without any mans 
belpe, and they coulde not ſhut it, tyll a 
great number aſſembled and toyned 
their ſtrengthes together. After this, 
there was ſeene ouer the temple and the 
Sanctum ſanctorum, by the ſpace of a 
whole nyght, a face of a man wonders 
full terrible. There appeared allo at 
that tyme fierie chariots and hozſemen, 
and great hoaſtes in the ſkye commyng 
nye to Hieruſalem, and all the lande of 
luda. Jn the feaſt alſo of weckes, the 
pzieſtes hearde a man walkyng in the 
temple, andCſaping with a great and a 
wonderfull terrible baſe voyce ; Come, 
let vs go away out of this temple, and 
get vs hence. But ſpecially there was 
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one paſſyng! all theſe. A certapne man 
in the citie, of a baſe and lowe degree, 
whoſe name was Ichoſcua, the ſonne of 
Chananeiahu, began to crye vpon the 
fealt of the tabernacles with a loude 
vopce on this wyſe. A voyce from the 
Eaſt, a voyce from the weſt, a voyce from 
the foure wyndes of the heauens, a voyce 
agaynſt Hieruſalem, a voyce agaynſt tlie 
temple, a voyce againſt the bridegrome, 
a voyce agaynſt the bride, and a voyce 
againſt the whole people. Thus he cry- 
ed very often, ſo that the citizens of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem hated hym, and ſapde to hym 
What crpeſt thou alwayes this crye- 
But the gouernour that then was in the 
titie, fo2bad the citizens to ſay any thing 
to hym, ſuppoſing hym to be beſydes 
bym ſelfe and mad, ZTherefoze he neuer 
left crying foz the ſpace of foure pere, 
tyll the warres began, ſaying: Mo to 
Pieruſalem, and to the ſancuarie therok. 
When the warres were once begun, and 
the towne beſieged, it foztuned as he 
wandered abont vpon the walles cry- 
ing after his olde maner, he addpng this: 
Wo vnto my ſelfe: and with that a 
tone came out of an engine from the 
campe, 
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campe, and (mit out his bꝛapnes. At 
that tyme alſo there was a wzytyng 
founde, grauen in a ſtone of olde, whiche 
the Jewes read: the wozdes were theſe, 
V Vhat tyme the buyldyng of the tem- 
ple ſhalbe brought to foure ſquare, then 
it ſhalbe deſtroyed. oe when the 
Antochia was taken and raſed by the 
Romanes, and the walles of the tem- 
ple were alſo bzoken: the Jewes making 
ſpeede to repapꝛe the ruines and delapi⸗ 
dations, without any remembzaunce of 
this ſcripture, they made the temple 
fonreſquare. Beſides this, there was a 
ſcripture founde in the wall of the Sanc- 
tum ſanctorum on this wyſe. V Vhen 
the whole buyldyng of the temple ſhal- 
be foure ſquare, then ſhall a kyng raigne 
ouer Iſrael, and that kyng and ruler 
{hall raigne ouer all the lande of Iſrael, 
Dome interpzeted this vpon the kyng 
of Jſrael, But the p2teſtes ſapde, it 
is the kyng oz ruler of the Romanes. 
The whole armye of the Komanes be- 
png nowe commed into the temple, and 
the Jewes alſo fledde to the mounte 
Sion : the Romanes ſet vp thepz idols 
in the temple of the Lozde, and 
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The warres of 
offered ſacrifice vnto them, blaſpheming 


and raplpng at the Jewes and they} 
God. At that tyme there came downe 
to the Romanes, a litle boy of the pꝛieſtes 
from the mount Sion, whiche went to a 
captapne of the Romanes that was ke⸗ 
per of the temple, and deſpzed hym to 
geue hym (ome water to dzinke. Ve 
toke pitie of the bop, and bad geue hym 
water. The boye takyng- the veſſell 


that the water was in, kpzul dzanke 


hym ſelte, then ranne away with the 
reſte. The captapne ranne after hym 
hym ſelfe, but he wonlde not ouertake 


bym, of a purpoſe, becauſe he-was deli- 


ted with the bopes dopng, wherefoze 
he let hym go foz the nonce: ſo he gate 
bp to the pꝛieſtes and gaue them dzinke, 
On a tyme when the Romanes were 
at they: ſacrifice in the pzeſence of Titus 
theyz Lowe, certapne of the pieſtes 
came and beſought Titus that he would 
not kyll them. To whom Titus made 
aunſwere: why do pe wyſhe to lpue 
nowe, and not rather to dye with 
pour bzethzen that haue abydden death 
fo2 the Goddes ſake of this houſe ? 


Then Titus commaunded his we 
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kyll them, and ſo dyed they. After Schi⸗ 
meon and lehochanan ſent embaſſa- 
dours to Titus to require peace: to who 
Titus made aunſwere in this wyſe.Ye 
aſke this thyng to late, and howe com- 
meth it to paſſe that ye nowe entreate 
fo2 your lpues, when that of lo great a 
number of people, ye haue lefte none 
ſane a very few. Mhen as allo ye haue 
waſted all thynges moſt cruelly and deſ⸗ 
peratly2 Now after all theſe pour miſ⸗ 
cheuous actes pe require peace, which pe 
would neuer receaue of me, although 3 
deſired pou neuer ſo ofte. Fo2 it pitied 
me to ſee pour people, ſome to bee vered 
with hunger, and ſome to be caſt out of 
the citie without any buriall. But pe 
hardened pour neckes, and woulde ne- 
uer admit any peace tyll all the people 
were deſtroyed . @Therefoze T itus re- 
pzehended them with many other woz⸗ 
des, ſaying vnto them: Tell me you 
ſeditious, you wicked and ſinfull per⸗ 
ſons, haue not pou flayne the people of 
the Lozde : pou ſet his houſe on kpꝛe, 
pou bzought vppon this citie all this 
miſchiefe. Howe can pou theretoze per⸗ 
{wade pour ſelues „ 02 pzeſume to de⸗ 
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fire the ſauegarde of pour liues: and lohy 
wyll pe lyue alone of al the Sages, righ- 
teous, innocent, Godly , and holp men, 
whom ye haue llapne without any mer⸗ 
cye 2 Howe may J commit this, not to 
be auenged of you, that hauedone me ſo 
much nilchiefe 2 Pe deſire lyfe, and pet 
perſeuer and continue in pour malice 
ſtyll „ holdyng pour lwoꝛdes in pour 
handes and bepng in armes, neuerthe- 
leſſe pe entreate me to ſane pour lpues. 
Haue we not nowe taken the citie, and 
alfo the temple , and the Sanctum ſans 
ctorum: haue we not burnt it with fp2e- 
What is there left to; you to put any 
hope in? c what loke pe foz to remapne: 
Uherfoze caſt away your ſwoades, and 
lape away pour armour, and then come 
vnto me and entreat me, and then ſhall 
J knowe what J haue to do, peraduen⸗ 
ture J halbe gracious vnto vou, and 
pardon you your lpues, The captapnes 
of the ſeditious, Schimeon and Ichos 
chanan made aunſwere to Titus: We 
haue ſwozne by the Lozd our God, who 
is God of heauen and earth, that we wil 
neuer beare thy yoke,noz ſerue thee, no2 
make anye peace with thee, to be _ 
nto 
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vnto thee. Nowe therfoze y fit be thy 
pleaſure to ſhewe vs mercy , ſuffer vs to 
go out of the citie, and we wyll take our 
tourney into the wplderneſſe : whiche 
pf thou wylt graunt vs, we wyll repozt 
that we haue found fanour at thy hand: 
yk not, we wyll remapne in this place ta 
ſw what we ſhall determine, and what 
maner of death we wyll dye. 
When Titus heard this, he was won- 
derfully wzoth and (apd: remapneth the 
pꝛide ot pour heartes , and the hardneſle 
ol pour neckes pet with you Cyll , al- 
though ye bee taken: yet ye dare bee ſo 
bolde to ſape , we haue \ſwozne that we 
wyll not beare thy poke? Mea, pe haue 
ſwozne onto death, foz pe haue deſpy- 
ſed Ipfe , when as pour citie is wonne, 
the houſe of the Sanctum ſanctorum is 
burnte, and no refuge is lelte you. 
Uherewith then can pe put awaye 
your ignominie and ſhame , and what 
is pour hope pf a manne myght alkez 
Then gaue Titus commaundement 
to the Romanes , that they ſhoulde 
not omitte any opoztunitie to (et vp- 
pon the ſeditious , and by one mcancs 


oz other to deſtrope Schimeon and le- 
; hochanan 
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hochanan , There was at that tyme a 
certapne man of the kynges blood, 
whoſe name was Serach , he accompa⸗ 
nyed with all his bzethzen and ſonnes 
that were there with hym of the kynges 
blood, came downe from the monnt 
Sion to Titus, who receaued them ho- 
nozablye , and gentpllp o2dzed them. 

When Ichochanan and Schimeon vn- 
derſtode that Scrach and the reſt were 
gone, and had peelded them to Titus; 
they went and ſet kpꝛe vppon all that 
was in the kynges palaice, that the Ros 
—— ſhoulde haue no commadit ie 


F Romthence they went to the tem⸗ 

ple, where they founde certapne no- 
ble men and captapnes, whom Titus 
had put in aucthozitie about the tem- 
ple, ot whom thzee were chiefe : one cap- 
tapne of the hozſemen , the ſeconde of 
the charettes, and the third of the fote- 
men, hym they kplled, and tooke his 
companion alyue, This beſought them 
that had taken him , that he myght bee 
bzought to Schimeon they . 
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let hym (ſapeth he) do with me as he liſt; 


and in this one thyng let me kynde fa- 
nour at pour handes. They agreed, and 
bzought hym to Schimeon, who com- 
maunded his ſeruauntes allone as he 
was come to ſlea hym. But whyle he 
that was appopnted to this buſineſſe 
made delap, and kylled hym not by and 
by , he whypte downe of the hyll, eſca⸗ 
ped, and came to Titus, who commaun⸗ 
ded hym out of his ſpght , beyng wꝛoth 
with hym, that he had not fought vnto 
death, rather then to ber taken quicke. 
But with the Jewes was he wonder⸗ 
fullpe diſpleaſed, that they had ſo diſ⸗ 
ſpitetully ozdered his men: whercfoze 
be commaunded to kill all the Jewcs,as 
many as could be founde in the firetes 
of the citie, whom he would haue ſpa- 
red befoze , and cauled pꝛoclamation ta 
bee made thzoughout all his campe foz 
they; ſafetie. Then dyed manye of the 
Jewes , ſo that euerp place was full of 
dead bodyes, The men of warre of the 
E domites whiche were with Schime- 
on perceaupng howe the matter went, 
they ſent embaſſadours to Titus todeſire 
peace , and to ſaue they; lyucs ; whiche

when it came to Schimeons care , he 
went vnto them, and flue the chiefe of 
them, and they? noble men: the reſt of 
the people of the Edomites fled vnto 
Titus. From that tyme foozth Titus 
commaunded his men to vile no moze 
crueltie vpon the Jewes. Soone after 
fled Ichochanan and Schimon, and 
hyd them (clues in certapne caues. The 
reſt of the chief men of the Jewes that 
were with them, ſepng them nowe to 
be fled, came downe from the mount 
bnto Titus, and fell downe vpon they; 
face befoze him vpon the ground, whom 
Titus reteaued gentylly. As foz the ſedi⸗ 
tious that were with Schimeon and le⸗ 
hochanan , they fought tyll they all dy⸗ 
ed together. Then came foozth vnto 
Titus one Ioſua a pꝛieſt, ſonne of Schat- 
tai the hye pꝛieſt, bzyngpng with hym 
two candelſtickes of golde whiche were 
in the ſanctuary, and the tables of golde, 
with other veſſels of ſiluer and golde, 
and alſo the holpe veſtures decked with 
golde and pzecious ſtones , all thoſe he 
gaue vnto Titus: who made hym chicte 
pꝛieſt ouer them that remapned, nerte 
vnto Joſeph the pꝛieſt: fop Titus gaue 

Ioſeph 
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Ioſeph audhozlitie aſwel oner the pꝛieſts 
and Leuites, as oner the whole peo⸗ 
ple of the Jewes. Then was Gorion 
the father of loſeph that wꝛytte this hi- 
ſtozte,bzought out of the pziſon with his 
wpfe and chyldzen, among whom was 
one Bonian, Ioſephes ponger bother, 
be was a very wyſe and a godlye pꝛieſt, 
by whom God beſtowed manpe benes 
fitcs vppon the Flraclites. Foz Titus 
lefte hym at Hieruſalem, and toke hym 
not with hym as he dyd Ioſeph. Tos 
ſephes father lined aſter the citic was 
taken. rr. monethes, and dyed, They 
tooke then alſo one Phineas a pzieſt, 
who was keper of the treaſure houſe, 
he bewzaped and detected to the Ko⸗ 
manes all the treaſures of the pꝛieſtes, 
and thepz veſtementes : he gaue alſo 
bnto Tius a moſte p2ecious ople, 
with [weete odours and perfumes, and 
garmentes alſo of purple, whiche the 
kynges ok the ſeconde temple hadde 
genen . Wherfoze both this Phineas 
and Ioſua whom we menctoned afoze, 
tranſgreſſed the couenaunt of the Logd, 
and offended GOD, in that they deliue⸗ 
red his iewelles to the enemies of his 
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people , whiche they ought not to hane 
done, but rather to haue dped foz the 
glo2y of the Loꝛde, as the other pꝛieſtes 
dyd , whiche caſte them lelues into the 
fy2ze, Thus was the citie of Hieruſa⸗ 
lem taken, with all the pꝛecious thinges 
that were therein: and Titus went vp 
to the mount Sion, toke it, and raſed the 
walles thereok. Uppon a thzee dapes 
aſter, lehochanan ſoze vert with hun⸗ 
ger, left his place where he lurked, and 
came to Titus, fell downe afo:e hym 
and kyſſed his feete, ſaping: ſaue me, O 
Lode kyng. Titus commaunded hym 
to bee fetred with iron chepnes, and 
when he had tauſed hym to bee caryed 
about the campe lo bound, and to bee 
mocked of all men by the ſpace ot. vii. 
daycs, he commaunded to hang hpm, 
and ſo gat he à iuſt end and fit rewarde 
foz his crueltie. After warde came Schi⸗ 
meon àlſo foozth of his den, beyng dzy- 
uen with famine ,he had pat on kynglp 
apparell, and ſhewed hym ſclfe a farre of 
to the Romane hoaſt: who ſeyng hym, 
were afrayd to go to hym , but he called 
vnto them, and aſ kt foz ſome captapne. 


Then one came foozth and ſayde vnto 
Schimeon 
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Schimeon, tell me who thou art, and 3 
wyll not kyll thee 2 Schumeon annſwe- 
red therefoze and tolde hym: J am Schi- 
meon, that ſeditious captayne of the 
Jewes, whiche haue made pou ſo muche 
ado, nowe A beſeche thee ſhewe me (9 
muche fauour as to bzyng me to Titus 
thy maiſter: whiche he dyd. Titus there⸗ 
foze when he ſawe Schimeon, he com⸗ 
maunded hym to be faſt bounde, and to 
be led about the whole hoaſt, that he 
myght be deluded and mockt. Affer- 
warde he was put to a ſoze death: fpzſt 
his head was ſtricken of, then he was 
cut in many peeces, caſt vnto dogges. 
So he died an abhominable death, being 
punylhed koz his iniquitie. 


T VE number of the Jewes, aſwell 
citizens as other, that came vnto 
that feaſt to Pteruſalem, whiche were 
llapne partly by the Romanes, partly 
by the ſeditions, duryng the whole tyme 
of theſe warres, was knowen to be a le- 
uen hundzeth thouſande, beſpdes them 
whoſe number was not knowen : Dnly 
they were counted whiche were flapne 
and burped. Beſides them, they alſo 
Jit were 
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were not reckened that after the death 
of Iehochanan and Schimeon, dped with 
Eleaſar the ſonne of Anani the pꝛieſt. 
They that were led pzyſoners by Titus 
to Rome, were ſirtcene thouſande men, 
Titus therefoze with Ioſeph, went to 
Rome, leauyng Bonian Iofephes bzo- 
ther at Pteruſalem, who was appoyn- 
fed the chiefe pꝛieſt of them that abode 
there: foz that did Ioſeph requeſt of T1- 
tus, whiche he perfourmed. The ſediti- 
dus were all flapne in that battaple, 
whiche they toke in hande fo2 the peo⸗ 
ples ſake, and the temple of the Lozdc. 
Thep alſo that Titus toke p2yſoners, 
were put to vple deathes . Foz he reſer⸗ 
ued many to be mockpng ſtockes in eue⸗ 
rye citic where he paſſed by in the way to 
Rome, and in enery towne he commaun⸗ 
ded ſome to be bzought foozth and calle 
vnto the Lions, tyll they were all tonſu⸗ 
med. | 
* Here was a certapne people at that 

tyme dwellyng amongeſt the moun⸗ 
tapnes of Arat, that were called Ala- 
nites, whole power Alexander kyng of 
Macedonia fearyng, cloſed them in on 
euerp 2 — people although 2 
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had no knowledge of the bſe of fron noz 
armour, pet this was their maner: that 
one of them with a great pole burnt a 
litle at the ende, woulde put to flight a 
hundzed good ſouldiours, were they ne- 
uer ſo well appopnted and armed. Un⸗ 
tyll this pere thep were alwapes ſhut in: 
but nowe beyng oppꝛelled with a great 
dearth and famine thꝛoughout all thepz 
land, they ſent embaſſadoms to the peo⸗ 
ple of Hurkan thepz neyghbours, requi- 
ryng them that they woalve open the 
ſtraightes of the mountaynes, that they 
myaht come foozth with their wpues 
and chyldzen to ſeeke them foode. The 
Hurkans graunted thep2 requeſtes, ope⸗ 
ned them the entraunces of the moun⸗ 
tapnes. So they came faozth,wandering 
here and there, and ſpopling diuers coun- 
treps, tyll at length they toke thcy2 
tourney towarde the mountapnes of 
the landeof Madai, where they founde 
hozſes, namely in the deſert of Maclai, 
amongeſt the people of Arat. They 
gate thoſe hozſes, lept vpon them, and 
entred the lande of Madai. The pꝛeã⸗ 
dent oz rulcr of the countrep hearyng 
thereof, fled onto the hygheſt byiles, 
Jty leaning 
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leauyng his wyfe and chyldzen behynde 
hym fo2 haſte, he was ſo afrapde of the 
Alanites, knowyng theyz valiauntneſle, 
Straight way he ſent to them embaſſa- 
dours to make peace with them, and he 
woulde let them haue vittaples, vpon 
this condition, that they ſhoulde not 
ſpople his countrey, They made aun- 
ſwere: ifſo be it he woulde kepe them, 
and let them haue foode fo; the ſpace of 
one moneth,tyll the coꝛne in they; owne 
countrey were rppe, they woulde re- 
turne home agapne at the monethes 
ende. Foz we delpze not (ſay they) thy 
golde oz ſiluer , beyng men ſeparated 
from all entercourſe and traffique with 
other people, noz any thyng els then 
foode we ſeeke not. This theypz requeſt 
the ruler graunted them, and let them 
haue a certapne grapne called Pill, ſod⸗ 
den with one kynde of fleſhe oz other. 
The number of them was ſeuen thou⸗ 
ſande, a hund:eth « fiftic, and fine thow 
ſande, a hundzeth and fourtie perſons, 
When the moncth was ended, and the 
Alanites bnderſtode the cozne in they; 
owne countrey was type, they departed 
ont or the lande of Madaj, — 

they 
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they had ſwozne, and returned towarde 
they2 owne countrep. And as they were 
a goyng homewarde, Mithridates kyng 
of Ararat came agapnſt them to anop 
them, mpndpng to dzine them from his 
coaſtes, left they ſhoulde waſte his coun- 
trey. Therfoze while they paſſed thzough 
bis countrey goyng toward thep2 owne, 
Mithridates made warre vpon them, but 
bis men were beaten downe by the Ala- 
nites , tpke as Camelles fall vpon the 
ground when a ſtrong man treades them 
downe. Then one of the young men of 
the Alanites in diſpite put a rope about 
Mithridates necke, and dzewe hym after 
him, vnto his great ſhame, Mithridates 
gate out his [wo2de, and cut a ſunder the 
rope and fled. To whom the Alanites 
lokpng backe, ſaid: Go thy wap, get thee 
home, and moue no moze warre vpon 
vs hereafter, foz we were not mynded to 
waſte thy lande, noz pet to kyll thy peo⸗ 
ple. Foz if we had euer intended it, 
coulde we not haue done it long ago, 
when as nothing is betwirt vs and pou, 
but the mountaines of Ararat? But we 
were of this minde, that we ſhould great- 
pe offende to kill men of our owne hape 
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and likenes. See nowe howe Alexander 
whiche went about to ſubdue the whole 
carth, and to declare his power, cloſed vs 
vp within our lande: why 2 becauſe he 
was airayde we ſhoulde come out bpon 
him. But we laught him to ſcozne when 
he did it. If we had liſted, we coulde haue 
letted hym from ſhuttyng vs in, and to 
make no peace with hym: but we fozced 
not of his doinges. Foz it is our cuſtome 
to kepe vs within our countrep, we ſeeke 
none other land,when as our owne land 
is better then any other. Jt pleaſed:vs 
well that he incloſed vs, that the cruell 
wylde beaſtes whiche are in the moun⸗ 
tapnes of Ararat,coulde haue no paſſage 
to vs. The cauſe why we came out now, 
was nothing els,then that we were grie⸗ 
ned with a great dearth: and we deter⸗ 
mined to be no lenger from home, then 
tyll our owne fruites ware ripe, t then to 
retourne as pou ſee we do. It we had ben 
minded to wyn pour lande, had we not 
ben able vtterly to haue ouercome pou; 
and to haue gotten the dominion oner 
pou 7 But nepther pe no2 pour countrey 
did cuer delite vs greatly, foʒ our maners 
differ far from pours. Beholde the king 
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of Madai, when he had kept vs foz a mo- 
neth, we dyd hym no harme, we are not 
wont to hurt men as pe are, that can 
not be content with pour owne Cate,but 
mult encroche vpon other mens inheri⸗ 
taunce. Nowe therefoze go and returne 
to pour owne conntrep, and ſo wyll we 
to ours, without dopng you any moze 
harme: wherfoze pe nede not be afrayde 
of vs. So the Alanites went home to 
theyz owne countreps, hauyng flapne of 
Mithridates people thzee hundʒeth thou- 
ſand men, and neuer a one of theyz owne 
was killed. Titus hearyng of this, was 
deſirons to go vnto them, to let them vn⸗ 
derſtande his valiauntnes: but he coulde 
not compaſſe it, becauſe all his beſt men 
were ſpent in the warres at Hieruſalem. 
Wherefoze he determined to returne to 
Rome after he had taken Hicruſalem, 
where he abode as pet beſides the Anto- 
chia. There he had intelligence that di- 
ners of the Jewes were gathered toge⸗ 
ther, with whom was Eleaſar the ſonne 
ol Anani the pꝛieſt, oho during the ſiege, 
fled vnto a certapne holde called Mezira, 
whervpon many ok the Jewes reſozted to 
um. Titus hearing this, p many had ioy- 
Ji iii ned 
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ned them ſelues to Eleaſar, feared left at⸗ 
ter his departure, Elcaſar myght from 
thence make a rode, and take Pieruſa⸗ 
lem, & ſo kill vp all the Komanes,whiche 


ſhoulde be no ſmall damage to the Ro- 


mane empire. UWherefoze he made out 
agaynſt hym, and lent thyther one Sil- 
cham a noble man of Nome, with a great 
hoaſt to beſiege Me zira, but he could not 
get it. UWherfoze he ſent vnto Titus foz 
an iron Ramme, to batter the walles 
withall. Whiche after he had receaued, 
he bet downe the walles of Mczira ther- 
with. The Jewes ſeyng that, rapſed a 
great countermure within of wood and 
tymber, whiche the Romanes ſet fire in, 
and burnt, After that they aſſaulted the 
towne from moznyng till night, at what 
time the Komanes left of,ſuppoſing they 
were not able to pzeuayle agapnſt Elca- 
ſars defence in the darke. 


ELeaſar in the meane ſeaſon called an 
aſſemblie of all the chiefe men of the 
Jewes that were with hym, and (aid vn⸗ 
to them in this wyfe. Come hyther pe 
ſeede of Abraham and kingly pꝛieſthood, 
whiche haue vntill this day euer RW 
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led agaynſt the enemies of God: Let vs 
heare pour aduiſe what is beſt to bee 
done againſt this multitude that is com- 
med vpon vs at vnwares. e ſee that at 
this time chiefly it becommeth vs to fo- 
low the courage and valiauntnes ofour 
fozefathers, wherewith they were in 
tyme paſt indued. Conſider mozcouer 
that euerp thpnghath his end, and that 
there are ſomtymes in warres when as 
men are wont to folowthe purſute,ſom- 
tyme to flee from the ſame whom they 
purſued , and to humble themlelues be- 
foze them. And it is no ſhame to be hum- 
bled and diſgraced , when as all thinges 
haue their determinate end, Albeit who 
ſo is of a haut courage, he muſt ſo eſta⸗ 
bliſhe his heart , that he quail not with 
feare,then ſhall he he deemed a valiaunt 
man: If pe ther foʒe be of that courage 
that pe feare not death, then will J call 
pou valiaunt men, and wozthyly: Tonſi⸗ 
der the foztitude of Abraham our father, 
and the facte that he did: oz haupng but 
one onelpe ſonne, whom Sara bare vnto 
bym in her age, he neuer ſtaggerd noz 
ſtayed at it to offer him vp to the Loꝛde 
God foz a burnt offring. Foz he thought 
| Ji v not 
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not that he ſhoulde kyll hym , but per⸗ 
ſwaded hym ſelf moſt certapnly that he 
ſhould pzomote hym to the life and light 
of the Loꝛd, foꝛaſmuch as foz the lone of 
God, and at his commaundement he 
ſhould haue killed hym. Way the thyng 
that Ioſchizahu the iuſt kyng dyd, who 
ſettyng at nought this wꝛetched life, and 
aſpiring to enerlaſtyng felicitie, woulde 
not auopd the ieopardie of his life, when 
as he myght haue done it. Foꝛ although 
Pharao Necho ſaàyd he came not againſt 
bym, but agapuſt the kyng of the Chal- 
dees, yet would not Ioſchiiahu heare him 
but rather pzoccedyng againſt Pharao in 
armes, was ſlayne in the battayle , and 
went vnto that great lyght in the gar- 
den of paradiſe, whiche is the lot and en- 
heritaunce of the iuſt. Me knowe that 
in this wozlde noman receaneth the re- 
ward of his rightcouſnes, but it is layd 
vp foz hym in the other wozld, where he 
ſhall reape the fruite of his ryghteow(- 
nes, that he hath ſowne in this wozlve. 
Neyther doth kong lyfe in this wozlve 
p;ofite a man to thobteynyng of euetla⸗ 
ſtyng bliſte, ercept he wozke rightcon(- 
nes, and lead his ſaule foogth ws 
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into light:lyke as contrarywyſe , ſhozt- 
nes of lpte hindzeth no man from eners- 
laſtyng happyneſſe, if ſo be it, his ſoule 
haue no defect in thoſe thinges that per- 
tapne to the wozlde to come. Foz Abel 
whiche was ſtapne of his bother , lp⸗ 
nednolong lyfe: pet whan he had en- 
ded it, he obteyned enerlaſtpng reſte. 
But Cam that lined long in this wozld, 
was a wanderer and a runnagate in 
this earth, and after this iyfe , went to 
perpetuall miſerie. owe therfoze mp 
bzethzen , yf we alſo ſhall lyne anpe lon⸗ 
ger, our lpłe ſhalbe a miſerable lie, and 
dur dapes, dapes of banitie and trauell: 
vea, our ſoule as long as it ſhall remaine 
in this body, it ſhalbe toſſed with great 
tribnlation:but if it once go foozth, then 
ſhall it reiopce, and neuer bee afrapde , 
And all thedaycs that it is in the body, 
it neuer lynneth weppng and mour- 
nyng: fo2 it is the ſpirite of lyfe , whichg 
is hedged in within the bodye , ſyn- 
newes , bones , and other members, 
none otherwyſe then pk it were bounde 
with chaynes. The ſpirite is alſo that 
whichequickneth the fleſhe, that is ta- 
ken of the duſt of the earth, foz fleſh can 
not 
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not quicken the ſpirite. Beſides this, 
the ſpirite is that whiche obſerueth and 
marketh the fleſhe , and ſearcheth the 
wozkes thereof, ſo long as it is in the 
body. Pea, the fleſhe can not ſee the ſpt- 
rite, but the ſpirite ſeth the fleſhe al- 
wayes , neyther is there any member 
of the bodpe hydde from it. The epes 
alſo of the bodye can not perteaue what 
tyme the ſpirite reſozteth to the fleſhe 
and departeth from the ſame , foz the 
ſpirit of man,which is his ſoule, is from 
heauen : but the fleſhe is taken from the 
earth. Mherkoꝛe the ſoule may remaine 
without the body, but not lpkewyſe the 
body without the ſoule: and when the 
ſpirite comes to the fleſhe , it viſiteth it 
as a nepghbour is wont to goe and ſee 
his =D „and quickeneth it: and 


when agapne it departeth from it, the 
fleſhe dyeth, and if the ſoule will folowe 
the deſtres of the fleſhe, then this is the 
death of the ſoule: but if it geue no eare 
vnto the fleſh, then ſhall the ſoule come 
to the light of lite, and the fleſh ſhal dye. 
Wherefoze the ſoule is glad when it de⸗ 
parteth out of the body, lyke as one that 
bath ben bounde, is well MR 
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he is dimiſled out of pꝛiſon. Foz all the 
while that the ſoule fs kept cloſed in the 
fleſhe , it is as it were a ſlaue, in moſte 
harde and greeuous bondage, bnder a 
harde maiſter. Therfoze when it depar- 
teth from the bodp, it is glad, becauſe it 
muſt go to the garden of paradiſe. Thus 
pe ſee that in this lyfe the ſoule is com⸗ 
pared to a bonde ſeruaunt and laue. 
Muche moze then this did he diſcourſe 
ok the immoztalitte and bleſſednes of the 
ſoule befoze them , which we haue omit- 
ted here. And makyng then a degreſſion 
from that, he lamented and wept moſte 
bitterly foz the caſe of the citie of Hieru⸗ 
ſalem,ſaping. 


W Here is now the citie of Hieruſalem 

that great 4 populous citie? where 
is that moſt beautifull citie of Sion, that 
holpe citie whiche reiopſed the whole 
carth: Dh thou wozlhip of Iſrael, the 
my2th of our heartes , whyther is thy 
glozp come: where is thy magnificence 
O Hieruſalem: where be the hils of the 
daughter of Sion: where be her kynges 
and pzinces 2 where be the kynges that 
were wont to come to inquire of her 
welfare

welfare in her gates; where are her ſa⸗ 
ges and elders , her young and moſk va- 
iftannt men, whiche were toconde and 
mery in her ſtretes vpon her ſabbothes 
and feſtiual dapes: where is her famous 
ſanctuarte , the dwellyng of the almigh⸗ 
tie God: where is the houſe of ſanctum 
ſan&orum , the habitation of holpneſſe, 
whcrein no man might ſet his fote but 
the bye pꝛieſt, whiche in all ages onelpe 
once a pere entred into iti? But now, O 
Mieruſalem, thou waſt once repleniſhed 
with people, and renowned amongeſt 
kynges , beloued of God, in thee was 
eſtabliſhed the ſcate of the kyngdome 
of iuſtice and indgement , whoſe ſtretes 
were paued with moſte pꝛecious mar- 
ble, whoſe walles gliſtred and ſhyned 
with the ſame lone, whoſe gates euery 
one were plated with golde and ſpl- 
ucr , whoſe walles were buplded with 
great ſtones moſt honozablye , whole 
pꝛieſtes in the middes of the ſanctuary 
he to angels of G O D and pꝛynces of 
holpneſſe, with lacrifices and burnt of- 
fringes made the loꝛd louing to thee and 
thy people. Bowe art thou nowe ſtuffed 
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haue peryſhed ſome by the (wozd , ſome 
by famin-and howe are thy ſonnes that 
dwelt in thee , and the ſtraungers alſo 
that reſozted bnto the, to honour thy 
feaſtes , bzought to ruine nowe in thee? 
Howe art thou fallen from the height of 
thy pꝛyde, and how art thou ſet a fp2e E 
bzent euen vnto thy foundations, and 
art left deſolate and ſolitaric:Uhat eye 
is ſo harde that can beholde ther: what 
heart ſo ſtonp that can abide to ſee thee? 
Howe art thou become a burying place 
of carkaſes ? and howe are thy ſtreates 
made voide and deſtitute of lpupng crea⸗ 
tures 2 and thep which herctofoze were 
repleniſhed with lyuyng, are nowe ſtuf- 
fed with dead. How hath the aſhes of 
fire couered thee, that the ſunne can not 
come at thee z Yowe do the auncient 
men whiche tn tymes paſt? dpd ſit in the 
midſt of thee , in the ſcat of wyſedome, 
iudgment, and iuſtice: nowe they ſit by 
the carcaſes of they: childzen,to dzpue a⸗ 
wap crowes and beaſtes from them, has 
uing their hoare heads beſpzinkled with 
buſt and aſhes , in ſlede of ther 2 glozpe 
And thoſe women thy daughters that 
are left, thep remapne in the houſes of 
5 them 
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they map lyue, but to be vnhalowed and 
polluted; who ſhall ſee all theſe thynges 
in thee , and ſhall deſtre to lyue, rather 
then to dye; who knowpng thy magni⸗ 
ficence that thou haddeſt of late , and 
nowe ſhall ſee thyne ignominie and the 
diſhonour of the ſame , will not choſe to 
dye? And would God we had ben dead 
befoze,that we myght not haue ſcene in 
ther thy repꝛoch:oꝛ who would bzyng to 
paſſe that we myght lack eyes, that we 
ſhoulde not bee compelled to ſee theſe 
miſchtefes that are in the mids of ther; 
And beholde we lyue a moſte ſozowfull 
Iyfe , fo; our enemies euen nowe afoze 
we be dead, caſte lottes vpon our ſonnes 
and daughters to deuide them amongſt 
them to bee thepz ſeruauntes and hand- 
maides. When Eleaſar had ended this 
lamentation, he ſpake to the people that 
was with hym, thus. 


N Div therfo2e bzethzen and frendes 

take compalſſio of your ſelues, your 
wines and childzen,with old men which 
bee with you : let them not bee led into 


bondage without all mercy,that they — 
no 
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not tonſtrapned to mourne vonder the 
handes of their enemies. Foz yk pe do 
this, pe leeſe without all doubt al places 
that are pꝛepared foz you in the wozlde 
of ryghteouſnes, neither ſhall pe haue 
any part in the light of lyfe. pea rather 
with your owne handes kyll them: Foz 
pt pe wyll do ſo, they ſhalbe counted as 
ſacrifices moſte acceptable vnto God. 
And that done, we wyll after iſſue ont 
vppon our enemies, and fyght agaynſt 
them tyl we die valiauntly foz the glozp 
ofthe Lode. Foz we wpll neuer ſuffer 
them to bynde vs with bondes and 
chapnes, as bonde ſlaues in the handes 
of the vncircumciſed. Neither wyll we 
ſee our auncient men to be haled by the 
beardes befoze our eyes molt miſcrably, 
no2 pet our mapdes, wpues, t daughters 
to be pzophaned, vnhalowed, 4 deflow⸗ 
red, noz our ſonnes crying to vs, # we 
can not helpe them. Foz what ſhall our 
lyfe auaple vs, after that our lande is 
deſolate, our ſanctuarie raced, the Ro- 
manes rauiſhe our wpues & daughters 
befoze our eyes, and oppzeſle our ſonnes 
with a moſt greeuous and harde poke: 
Nowe therfoze it is better fo2 vs to kyll 
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all our wpues and childꝛen, whoſe blood 
God ſhal accept thankfully as the blood 


ok burnt offerynges, and after we wyll 


ue ont vpon the Romanes, fyght tyll 
we be all deſtroped, and dye fo2 the glo⸗ 
rie of the Loꝛde our God. Thele men 
therfoze went # gathered together their 
wpues and daughters, embzaced them, 
and kyſſed them, ſaping: Js it not bets 
ter fo2 pou fo dye in pour holp countrep 
honozably, then to be ledde awape into 
bondage with great ignominie x ſhame 
into the landes ol pour enemies, and be 
compelled to dye befoze the idoles of the 
gentiies: Theſe lapinges when the peo⸗ 
ple had hearde, they dzoue foozth that 


nyght in great ſozowe x penſyfnes, wes 


pyng and makyng great lamentation : 
but they al confcſt with one accozd, that 
they had rather dye then Ipue, Ther⸗ 
foze aſſoone as it was dap, Eleaſars com 
panions kylled their wyues & chyldꝛen, 
and caſte their bodies into the ceſternes 
and welles that were in Mezirah, couc- 
ryng t Coppyng them with earth. At⸗ 
terwarde iſſned |leaſar the pzieſt foozth 
of the towne with all his men, 4 fozced 
a a battell byon the Romanes, of wm | 
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the Xewes kylled a great number, and 
fought ſo long tyll they al dyed mantul⸗ 
lve fo: the Loꝛde God; th 2 

Ut Titus left a remnaunt of Iſrael in 
the titie Iatnab, and the vilages ther- 
about, t in the cittie Bitter, and Aolla, 
their villages: in which place Rabban 
lochanan ſonne of Salckai was appopns 
ted chiele. Bonian the paieſt,yonger bꝛo⸗ 
thcr to Ioſeph the patett;was put in auc- 
tozitie by T 1tus foz Ioſephes ſake, ouer 
all the Jewes which were at Icruſalem, 
At y lame tyme was Raſclivag a paince 
of Iſrael put to death, x Iſchmael ſonng 
of Eliſcha the hye p2ieſt. Pozcoucr Titus 
was mynded to haue put Rabban Ga- 
maliel, father of Raſchbav,to death: but 
Rabban Iochanan ſanne of Sakkai made 
ſute fo2 hym, t obtapned pardon foz bis 
lpfe. This Rabban Iochanan was he 
that came foo2th of Ieruſalem in the bes 
ginning whe Vaſpaſian father of Titus 
came firſt againſt feruſale. who Vaſpa- 


ſian honozed greatly: in ſo much as whe 
bs returned to Rome, he cõmended this 
Rabban Tochanan to his ſon Titus,com- 
maunding him to honoz him, koz he pers 
teaued he was a wile ma, Iitus raigned 
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The warres of 


two yeres after he had taken Ieruſalem, 
and dyed. He was a very eloquent man, 
expert in the latine and greke tongue, £ 
wꝛit dtuers wozkes in both the tongues, 
He loved moſt entirely iuſtice and cqui⸗ 
tie: fo2 he waſted the citie of Ieruſalem 
againſt his wyll, and bcyng compelled 
therevnto, pea all the miſchiefe that 
came vpon it,happened thzough 

the malice and naughtynes 

of the ſeditions, as we 
haue touched 
befo2e.

He Jſraelites were ten tymes led 
into captiuitie. Foure tymes by 
the handes of Sanherib,and foure 
tymes by Nabuchadnezar, once 
by Vaſpaſian, and once by ſuperſtitions 


Abies Firſt inuaded them Sanherib, ; N 
_ Schnaherib 


and tranſpoſed the Rubenites, the G 
dites, and the halfe tribe of Manaſſe. He 
toke away alſo the golden Calfe whiche 


Ieroboam the fon of Nebat had made. 


He led them into Halah, Habur, to the 
fludde of Gozan, and to the cities of the 
Medes. This captiuitie was in the time 
of Pekah, the ſonne of Remalia. 


The ſeconde captiuitie. Hoſca the ii. 


ſonne of Ela remapned, and flue Pekah 
the lonne of Remalia Afterward he be- 
came the ſeruaunt and ſubiecte of San- 
herib ſeuen peres, Then came Sanherib 
the ſeconde tyme, and carped awape 
the tribes of Aſar, Iſachar, Zebulon, 
t Nephtali, of whom he let go free only 
one of euerp epght. He toke awaye al- 
lo another Calfe that was in Bethel.

A kiahu his ſonne in his ſtede foure peres. 

The fourth pere of whoſc raigne, San- 

herib came and entrenched Samara, be- 

ſieging it thzec peces, and at length toke 

it, in the lirth yere of the raigne of Hil- 

kiahu.

fitj, When Nabuchadnezar had raigned 

Sanherib cpght ycres, he made warres againlte 

peraduen- Jerulalem, bzyngyng with hym the 

ture. Chuteans heritickes out of Babylon, 

Ethiopia, Hemates, Auim, and Sephar- 

uauim: and as he warred vpon Tudea, 

he toke in that countrey a hundꝛeth and 

fittie cities, n the which there were two 

tribes, luda and Simeon, whom he toke 

with bym, and cauſed them foo:thwith 

to be ledde into Halah and Habur, vntyl 

the kyng of the Ethiopians rebelled a. 

gainf him, whoſe kingdome was on the 

hynder partes of Egypt. Then takpng 

Iuda t Simeon with him, he made warte 

with the kyng of Ethiopia. Ss the holy 

and bleſſed God placed them in darke 


mountaynes, Pere was foure capttui⸗ 
tles, 
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ties, whereby ten tribes went into erile 
by $anherib . There remayned prt of 
Jada Cr. P. and of Bemiamin Crrr, M. 
in leruſalem, ouer whom raigned Hz 
kiahu. Mozeoner, Sanherib came out of 
Ethiopia agaynft lerulalem the fytth 
tyme, leadyng with hym Cx. thouſand; 
but the holpe Lozde onerthzewe hym 
there, as it is wzitten, And the angel of 
the Lord illuyng foorth, ſmote in the 
houſe of Aſſur Clxxxv. thouſande 
men. His pcople theretoze was ſlayne, 
and no man lefte but Sanherib and his 
two ſonnes, and Nabuchadnezar, and 
Nebuſaradan. This flaughter was in 
the fourteenth pere of Hiſkiahu. From 
whiche ouerth2zowe , vntyll the tyme 
that Nabuchadnezar inuaded the lewes 
in the raigne of Iehoiakim, were a hun- 
dzeth and ſeuen peres. 

The fourth pere of Tehoiakim came 
Nabuchadnezar the firſt tyme, and ca- 
ryed awap thꝛee thauſande and twentie 
and thzee of the tribes of Iuda and Ben- 
amm, and ok other tribes leuen thou⸗ 
ſande, all the able men, and all their po⸗ 
wer, byndyng them with chapnes. 
This is the kyfth captiaitie. bs. 
Scuen

vi, Seuen yeres after this captiuitie 


came Nabuchadnezar an other tpme, 
vnto Dophnaa citie of Antioche, from 
whence he led foure thouſande and ſire 
hundzeth of the tribe of luda, and of 
Beniamin fiftie thouſande, of the other 
tribes ſeuen thouſande. This traſmi⸗ 
gration made he in Babylon, which is 
the ſirt captiuitie.

dage and the ſcuenth, were. xi. peres of 
the raigne of Z:dkiahu, When Nabu- 
chadnezar had raigned.rir, yeres, he 
came the thirde tyme vnto leruſalem, 
and ouercommyng Zidkiahu, he bzent 
the temple,and toke away the pillers, the 
bꝛaſen (ca, and the furnitures that So- 
lomon made, and all the veſſels of the 
houſe of the Lozde, and the treaſures of 
the houſe of the kyng which was in le- 
ruſalem: all the veſſell he ſent to Baby- 
lon. He ſlue alſo of the Iſraclites ix. E. 
M. and one, beſpdes them that were 
ſlapne becauſe of the blood of Zachari- 
as. Lhe Leuites ſtoode ſingyng a ſong 
whples ſlaughter was made of them, 
but thep were not able to finiſhe it be- 
loꝛe the enemies entred the temple, and 
founde 
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founde them ſtandpng in thepz place, 
with Harpes in they2 handes. Therkoze 
he carped away in this captiuitie the 
Leuites which were of the ſeede of Moy- 
ſes. vi. C. P. whom when the Gentiles 
had bꝛought vnto the riuers of Babylon, 
they demaunded of the Jewes: Sing vs 
a ſong of Sion', And by and by they 
gnawed of the toppes of their fingers 
with their teeth, ſaping: Howe ſ hall we 
ſing the ſong of the Lorde in a ſtraunge 
landes And the bleſled Loꝛde ſeyng that 
they woulde not ling a ſong, he looſed 
them and placed them on the kurther 
ſyde of Sambatia. Mozeouer, he tranſ⸗ 
lated and carped a wap. vitj. C. and. xxxij. 
M. whiche were all bozne of Iuda and 
Beniamin, Mhereof he left in leruſa- 
lem vi. M. ſettyng ouer them foz theyz 
ruler Gedalia the ſonne of Ahikamt 
who was ſlapne after Iſmael the ſonne 
of Netania: whcreupon the Iſraelites 
beyng afrapde, fled their countrep into 
Egypt. This is the ſeuenth tranſmigra⸗ 
tion and bondage.

buchadnezar, he toke Egypt and Tire, 
dzowned the Zewes that were thercin, 


which

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whiche deſcended of Amon and Moab, 
and of the lande bozderyng vpon Iſrael, 
vntyll they led Ieremie and Baruch with 
them into Egypt. This is the eyght cap⸗ 
tinitie, Then the Iſraelites that remap⸗ 
ned aline in Egypt, departed vnto Alex- 
andria, and remapned in it vntyll they 
grewe and encreaſed vnto many thou- 
ſandes:and who ſo ſawe not their glozie, 
ſawe no glozie in his tyme. Foz there 
was in it the ſanctuarte, the aulter, the 
offringes, incenſes, the ozdinaunce of 
bꝛead, of faces, the houſes of ſtudies, and 
ſchooles without number, men of great 
ſubſtaunce, riches, and power. But wic- 
ked I rogianus made warre vpon them, 
and ſlue very many of them. After came 
Alexander agapnlt them, who llue alſo 
many of them. Theſe are the. viij.capti⸗ 
nitics oz bondages which bekell in the 
firſt houſe, and tyme of the firlk temple. 
After the dcſolation of the firlt houſe 
Irr.yercs, Cirus the ſonne of Heſter ſent 
vnto Nehemia, Zerobavel, Baruch, and 
his whole ſocietie, and they buylded the 
ſeconde houſe. Then alter. iiij. peres of 
the raigne of Cirus, after the houſe was 
deſtroyed, Ezra went from Babylon 
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with fourtic thouſande in his compante, 
and the ifrachtes were afflicted and 
bered vnder Cirus, foꝛ the ſpace of. reritf. 
peres. Then came Alexander the kyng 
of Macedonia and ſlug Cirus, and when 
he had raigned. rij.yeres, he dyed. After 
him came foure vſurpers,which afflicted 


the 1ſraelites .clvvit}, peres. But after 


that the ſonnes of Haſmonai came, they 
ſlae thaſc vſurpers, and takyng the do⸗ 
minioi from them, raigned them ſelues 
ciu.peres. Then raigned one Herode 
thc icruaunt of Haſmonai, who kylled 
bis maiſters, and they2 whole familte, 
ſaue one mapde whom he loued. But 
ſhe clymyng vp to the toppe of an honſe, 
ſapde: There is no body left alpue of 
my fathers houſe but J alonc: ſo ſhe 
caſte her ſelfe headlong from the toppe 
of the houſe, and dyed, Herode dyn 
lape her in Bonyc, and pꝛeſerued her foz 
the ſpace of ſeuen pere. There were 
that ſapde he had carnall copulation 
with her after ſhe was dead, Herode and 
Agrippas his ſonne, and Monabaz his 
n-vhewe , helde the kyngdome a hun⸗ 
dꝛeth and thee peres. So halt thou foure 
hů dzeth © thze veres of the ſecond houſe,

Then came Vaſpaſian Cæſar and Titus 
bis wpues ſonne,and waſted the ſcconde 
bouſe, carping away Iſrael! vnto Rome. 
This is the ninth tranſmigration. Yoze- 
ouer, one Bitter remapned after the de- 
folation and waſtyng of the temple fiftie 
and two peres.

ſtition with bones, made warre vpon 
them, and tranſpoſed Iſrael from thepz 
countrey when he had ſpopled it, con⸗ 
neping them into Spapne. This is the 
tenth captiuitie. 

This Adrian vanquiſſhed the Jewes 
(which rebelled the ſecond tyme agapnſt 
the Komanes) with a finall and vtter 
deſtruction,fozbidding and not ſuffering 
them in any wyſe to enter into Jeruſa- 


lem,which he had begun to fo2tifie with 


very ſtrong walles, and cauſed it to be 


vtriuſque called Helia, after his name. He cauſed

alſo a Sawe to be grauen ouer the 
chiefe gate of the citie, and the 
Jewes vnder her feete 
carued in ſtone, in 
token of their 
ſubiection. 
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
